Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Ckmgress  assembled.  That  the  persons  who  were 


(a)  Decisions  of  the  Courts  of  the  United  States  on  Insurance  a^nst  Fire : 

Among  the  conditions  which  were  printed  on  the  same  sheet  with  a  policy  of  insurance  affamst  fire, 
was  one  requiring  **that  all  persons  insured,  and  sustaining  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  should  forthwith  ffive 
notice  thereof  to  the  company,  and  as  soon  after  as  possible  deliver  in  a  particular  account  of  such  Toss 
or  damage,  signed  with  their  own  hands,  and  verified  with  their  oath  or  affirmation,  and  also,  if  required, 
bv  their  books  of  account  and  other  proper  vouchers/'  Heldy  that  the  particular  account  required  by  the 
above  condition  is  a  particular  account  of  the  articles  lost  or  damaged,  and  does  not  refer  to  the  manner 
and  cause  of  the  loss.     Catlin  v.  The  Springfield  Ins.  Co.,  1  Sumner's  C.  C.  R.  434. 

In  stating  a  loss,  it  is  sufficient  to  show  it  to  have  been  occasioned  by  a  peril  within  the  policy,  without 
negativins;  the  exception  of  losses  from  design,  invasion,  public  enemies,  riots,  &.c. ;  which  are  properly 
matters  of  defence.    Ibid. 

The  words  in  a  policy  against  fir«,described  the  house  as  "  at  present  occupied  as  a  dwelling-house,  but 
to  be  occupied  hereafter  as  a  tavern,  and  privileged  as  such."  Held,  that  this  is  not  a  warranty  that  the 
house  should,  during  the  continuance  of  the  risk,  be  constantly  occupied  as  a  tavern ;  but  that  it  is,  at 
&rthest,  a  mere  representation  of  the  intention  to  occupy  it  as  such,  and  a  license  or  privilege  granted  by 
the  underwriters  that  it  might  be  so  occupied.    Ibid, 

Where  underwriters  agree  to  make  good  any  loss  or  damage  **  by  fire  originating  in  any  cause,  except 
desiffn  in  the  insured,  invasion,*'  &,c.,  hetd,  that  the  exception  of  losses  by  design  admits  %\\  losses  not 
by  design ;  that,  therefore,  where  the  plaintiff  negligently  left  the  premises  insured  derelict,  and  intruders 
came  and  burnt  them,  without  any  co-operation  or  knowledge^  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  it  is  a  loss 
within  the  policy.    Ibid. 

The  material  inquiry  is,  does  the  offer  for  insurance  state  truly  the  interest  of  the  assured  in  the  pro- 
perty to  be  insured  ?  The  offer  describes  the  property  as  belonging  to  Lawrence  &  Poindexter,  and 
states  it  afterwards  to  be  their  stone  mill.  It  contains  no  qualifying  terms,  which  should  lead  the  mind 
to  suspect  that  their  title  was  not  complete  and  absolute.  'The  title  of  the  assured  was  subject  to  contin- 
gencies, and  was  held  under  contracts  which  had  become  void  by  the  non-performance  of  the  same. 
The  supreme  court  is  of  opinion  that  a  precarious  title,  depending  for  its 'HM>ntinuance  on  events  which 
might  or  miffht  not  happen,  is  not  such  a  title  as  is  described  in  this  offer  for  insurance  ;  construing  the 
words  of  that  offer  as  they  are  fairly  to  be  understood.  The  Columbian  Ins.  Co.  ».  Lawrence, 
2  Peters,  48. 

The  contract  for  insurance  against  fire  is  one  in  which  the  underwriter  ^nerally  acts  on  the  represent- 
ation of  the  assured  ;  and  that  representation  ought  consequently  to  be  fau",  and  to  omit  nothing  which  it 
is  material  to  the  underwriter  to  know.  It  may  not  be  necessary  that  the  person  requiring  insurance 
should  state  every  incumbrance  on  his  property,  which  it  might  be  required  of  him  to  state  if  it  was 
offered  for  sale  |  but  fair  dealing  requires  that  he  should  state  everything  which  might  influence  the  mind 
of  the  underwnter  in  forming  or  declining  the  contract.    Ibid.  49.

The  doctrine,  as  apptied  to  policies  against  fire  on  land,  has  for  a  erreat  length  of  time  prevailed,  that 
losses  occasioned  by  the  mere  fault  or  negligence  of  the  assured,  or  his  servants,  unaffected  by  fraud  or 
design,  are  within  the  protection  of  the  policy,  and  as  such  are  recoverable  from  the  underwriters.  Thit 
doctrine  is  fully  established  in  Englandf  and  America.  Waters  v.  The  Merchants'  Louisville  Ins.  Co., 
11  Peters,  213. 

It  b  a  well  established  principle  of  the  common  law,  that  in  all  cases  of  loss  we  are  to  attribute  it  to 
the  proximate  cause,  and  not  to  the  remote  cause.  This  has  become  a  maxim  to  govern  cases  arising 
under  policies  of  insurance.    Ibid. 

L.  &  P.  at  the  time  an  insurance  was  made  for  them  against  loss  by  fire,  were  entitled  to  one  third  of 
the  property  by  deed,  and  to  two  thirds  as  mortgagees ;  but  one  moiety^  of  the  whole  was  held  under  an 
a^eement  which  had  not  been  complied  with,  andwhich  nurported  on  its  face  to  be  void,  if  not  complied 
with ;  but  the  other  contracting  party  had  not  declarea  it  void,  nor  called  for  a  compliance  with  it.

That  an  equitable  interest  may  be  insured,  is  admitted;  and  the  court  perceive  no  reason  which 
excludes  an  interest  held  under  an  executory  contract.  While  the  contract  subsistSr  the  person  claiming 
under  it  has  undoubtedly  a  substantial  interest  in  the  property.  If  it  be  destroyed,  the  loss,  in  contem« 
plation  of  law,  is  his.  If  the  purchase  money  be  paid,  it  is  his  in  fact.  If  he  owes  the  purchase 
money,  the  property  is  equivalent,  and  is  still  valuable  to  him.  The  embarrassment  of  his  affairs  may 
be  such  that  his  debts  may  absorb  all  his  property ;  but  this  circumstance  has  never  been  considered 
as  proving  a  want  of  interest  in  it.  The  destruction  of  the  property  is  a  real  loss  to  the  person  in  posses- 
sion, who  claims  title  under  an  executorjr  contract :  and  the  contingency  that  his  title  may  be  defeated 
by  subsequent  events  does  not  prevent  this  loss.    Jbid.  46. 

Action  on  a  policy  of  insurance  on  the  "  Glenco  Cotton  Factory,*'  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire. 
.The  policy  was  dated  the  27ih  day  of  September,  1838,  and  was  to  endure  for  one  year.  The  policy 
contained  a  clause  by  which  it  was  stipulated  by  the  assured,  that  if  any  other  insurance  on  the  property 
had  been  made,  and  had  not  been  notified  to  the  assurers,  and  mentioned  in  or  endorsed  on  the  policy, 
the  insurance  should  be  void ;  and  if  afterwards  any  insurance  should  be  made  on  the  property,  and  the 
assured  should  not  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  assurers,  and  have  the  same  endorsed  on  the  policy,  or 
otherwise  acknowledged  by  the  assured  in  writing,  the  poHcy  should  cease ;  and  in  case  any  other  insur- 
ance on  the  property,  prior  or  subseauent  to  this  policy,  should  be  made,  the  assured  should  not,  in  case 
of  loss,  be  entitled  to  recover  more  tnan  the  portion  of  the  loss  should  bear  to  the  whole  amount  insured 
on  the  property ;  the  interest  of  the  assured  in  the  property  not  to  be  assignable,  unless  by  consent  of 
the  assurers,  manifested  in  writing ;  and  if  any  safe  or  transfer  of  the  property  without  such  consent  is 
made,  the  policy  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect.  On  all  the  policies  of  insurance  made  by  the  insurance 
company,  there  was  a  printed  notice  of  the  conditions  on  wnich  the  insurance  was  made.  The  declara* 
tion  alleged  that  Carpenter  was  the  owner  of  the  property  insured,  and  was  interested  in  the  same  to  the 
whole  amount  insured  by  the  policv ;  and  that  the  property  had  been  destroyed  by  fire.  The  facts  of 
the  case  showed  that  the  property  had  been  mortgaged  for  a  part  of  the  purchase  money,  and  the  policy 
of  insurance  was  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  mortgagor.  Another  insurance  was  made  by  another  insur- 
ance company,  but  this  was  not  communicated  in  writing  to  the  Providence  Washington  Insurance  Com- 
pany: nor  was  the  same  assented  to  by  them,  nor  was  a  memorandum  thereof  made  on  the  policy.  By 
the  Court :  No  doubt  can  exist  that  the  mortgagor  and  the  mortgagee  may  each  separately  insure  his 
own  distinct  interest  in  property  a^nst  loss  by  Ire.  But  there  is  this  important  distinction  between  the 
cases ;  that  where  the  mortgagee  insures  solely  on  his  own  account,  it  is  but  an  insurance  of  his  debt ; 
and  if  his  debt  is  afterwards  paid  or  extinguished,  the  policy  ceases  from  that  time  to  have  any  operation ; 
and  even  if  the  premises  insured  are  subsequently  destroyed  by  fire,  he  has  no  right  to  recover  for  the 
loss,  for  he  sustains  no  damage  thereby ;  neitner  can  the  mortgagor  take  advantage  of  the  policy,  for  he 
has  no  interest  whatsoever  (herein :  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  premises  are  destroved  by  fire,  before  any 
payment  or  ^xting^uishment  of  the  mortga^,  the  underwriters  are  bound  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  debt 
to  the  mortgagee,  if  it  does  not  exceed  the  insurance.  Upon  such  payment,  tne  underwriters  are  entitled 
to  an  assignment  of  the  debi  from  the  mortgagee,  and  may  recover  the  same  from  the  mortgagor.  The 
Mvment  of  the  insurance  is  not  a  discharge  of  the  debt,  but  only  changes  the  creditor.  Uarpenter  v. 
The  Providence  Washington  Insurance  Company,  16  Peters,  495. 

When  the  insurance  is  made  by  the  mortgagor,  he  will,  notwithstanding  the  mortgage  or  other  encum- 
brance, be  entitled  to  recover  the  full  amount  of  his  loss,  not  exceeding  the  insurance,  since  the  whole 
loss  is  his  own.  The  mortgagee  can  only  insure  to  the  amount  of  his  debt ;  whereas  the  mortgagor  can 
insure  to  the  full  value  of  the  property,  notwithstanding  any  encumbrances  thereon.    Ibid, 

An  assignment  of  a  policy  by  the  assured  only  covers  such  interest  in  the  premises  as  he  may  have 
had  at  the  time  of  the  insurance,  and  at  the  time  of  the  loss.  If  a  loss  takes  place  after  the  poUcy  has 
been  assigned,  the  assignee  alone  is  entitled  to  recover.  The  rights  of  the  assignee  under  the  policy 
cannot  be  more  extensive  than  the  rights  of  the  assignor.  Cited  the  Columbia  Insurance  Company  o. 
Lawrence,  10  Peters,  507,  512 ;  2  Peters,  25,  49.    Ibid, 

Policies  of  insurance  against  fire  are  not  deemed  in  their  nature  incidents  to  the  property  insured,  but 
they  are  mere  special  agreements  with  the  person  insuring  against  such  loss  or  damage  as  they  may 
■Qstain ;  and  not  the  loss  or  damage  that  any  other  person  having  an  interest  as  grentee,  or  mortgagee, 
Of  creditor,  or  otherwise,  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  subsequent  destruction  by  fire.    Ibid.

Be  it  enacted,  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  to  enable  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Bank  of  Columbia  in  Georgetown,  and  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  the  Bank  of  Alexandria  in  the  city  of  Alexandria, 
to  close  all  the  concerns  of  the  said  banks,  to  recover  the  debts  due  to 
said  banks,  or  either  of  them,  to  pay  the  sums  due  from  said  banks  or 
either  of  them,  and  to  divide  the  capital  arid  profits  which  may  remain 
among  the  stockholders  pf  said  banks,  in  proportion  to  their  respective 
interests,  the  chapter  of  the  said  Bank  of  Columbia,  and  the  charter  of 
the  Bank  of  Alexandria,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  extended  and  conti- 
nued and  limited  to  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine ;  and  that  all  laws  now  in  force,  imposing  penalties, 
or  inflicting  punishments,  for  crimes  or  offences  committed  m  relation 
to  said  banks,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  to  be  extended 
and  continued,  and  to  remain  in  force,  to  the  same  period  of  time : 
Provided,  That  no  new  discounts  shall  be  made  by  either  of  said  banks, 
except  such  as  may  be  deemed  prefer  to  renew  such  notes  as  have 
already  been  discounted,  nor  any  promissory  note  thereof  be  put  in 


fire.  They  have  a  tendency  to  keep  premiums  down  to  the  lowest  rates,  and  to  uphold  institutions  of 
this  sort,  so  essential  to  the  present  state  of  the  country  for  the  protection  of  the  vast  interests  embarked 
in  manufactures,  and  on  consignments  of  goods  in  warehouses.    Ibid. 

Questions  on  a  policy  of  insurance  are  of  general  commercial  law,  and  depend  upon  the  construction 
of  a  contract  of  insurance,  which  is  by  no  means  local  in  its  character,  or  regulatea  by  any  local  policy 
or  customs.    Ihid, 

The  Circuit  Court  charged  the  jury,  that  at  law,  whatever  might  be  the  case  in  equity,  mere  parol 
notice  of  another  insurance  on  the  same  property  was  not  a  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  policy  ; 
and  that  it  was  necessary  in  the  case  of  such  prior  policy,  that  the  same  should  not  only  be  notified  to 
the  company,  but  should  be  mentioned  in  or  endorsed  on  the  policy ;  otherwise  the  insurance  was  to  be 
void  ana  of  no  effect.  Held^  that  this  instruction  of  the  Circuit  Court  was  correct.  It  never  can  be  pro- 
perly said  that  the  stipulation  in  the  policy  is  complied  with,  when  there  has  been  no  such  mention  or 
endorsement  as  it  positively  requires ;  without  whicn  it  declares  that  the  policy  shall  be  void  and  of  no 
efiecL    Ihid.

shall  meet  as  soon  as  convenient  thereafter,  and  after  filling  up  the 
vacancy,  in  the  number  of  directors  required  by  this  act,  elect  another 
person  for  president  in  the  manner  before  directed. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  any  number  of  stockholders 
of  either  of  said  banks,  who,  together,  shall  be  proprietors  of  five  hun- 
dred shares,  shall  at  any  time  have  power  and  authority  to  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  such  banks,  giving  one  month's  notice 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
when  they  shall  have  met  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to  transfer  to 
trustees,  the  whole  and  entire  authority  of  closing  the  affairs  of  the  said 
Bank  of  Columbia,  and  Bank  of  Alexandria,  or  either  of  them,  as  fiilly 
and  completely  as  is  given  to  the  directors  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  and  that,  in  case  of  the  refusal  to  act,  death,  resignation  or  disquali- 
fication of  any  one  of  the  trustees  aforesaid,  tbs  stockholders  shall,  by 
giving  the  usual  notice,  proceed  to  elect  another  to  supply  the  vacancy.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  a  special  term  of  the 
court  of  appeals,  for  the  Territory  of  Florida,  shall  be  holden  at  Talla- 
hasse,  the  seat  of  Government  of  said  Territory,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
May  next,  and  all  appeals,  writs  of  error,  motions,  and  suits,  depending 
or  returnable  to  the  last  January  term,  shall  be  heard  and  decid^  at  the 
special  term  herein  appointed,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  might  have 
been,  under  the  existing  laws  if  the  January  term  had  been  holden 
according  to  law. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  when,  by  the  death,  sickness,  or 
inability  to  attend,  of  any  of  the  judges,  or  for  any  other  cause,  the 
regular  terms  of  said  court  shall  not  be  holden,  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
fiil  for  the  judges  thereof  to  appoint  a  special  term. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  eliacted,  TYiKt  the  county  of  Franklin,  in  the 
Territory  of  Florida,  shall  be  added  to,  and  form  a  part  of  the  middle 
judicial  district  of  said  Territory,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge 
of  said  middle  district  to  hold  two  regular  terms  of  the  superior  court, 
at  the  town  of  Apalachicola,  commencing  on  the  second  Mondays  of 
April  and  November,  and  special  terms  at  such  other  periods,  as  may 
be  required  by  business,  and  not  interfere  with  the  business  of  «aid  court 
in  other  counties. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  encKted,  That  there  shall  only  be  one  term  of 
the  superior  court  holden  for  the  counties  of  Madison  and  Hamilton,  in 
each  year.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemblea.  That  the  collector  of  the  pati 
of  New  York,  be  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  as  he  may  deem  best 
calculated  to  secure  the  interest  of  the  United  States,  to  cause  to  be 
extended  (with  the  assent  of  the  sureties  thereon)  to  all  persons  who 
have  suffered  loss  of  property  by  the  conflagration  at  that  place,  on  the 
sixteenth  day  of  December  last,  by  the  burning  of  their  buildings  or 
merchandise,  the  time  of  payment  of  all  bonds  heretofore  given  by  them 
for  duties,  to  periods  not  exceeding  three,  four,  and  five  years  in  equal 
instalments  from  and  after  the  day  of  payment  specified  in  the  bonds;  or 
to  allow  (he  said  bonds  to  be  cancelled,  upon  giving  to  the  said  collector 
new  bonds  with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said 
collector,  for  the  sums  of  the  former  bonds,  respectively,  payable  in 
equal  instalments  in  three,  four,  and  five  years,  from  and  after  the  day 
of  payment  specified  in  the  bonds  to  be  taken  up  or  cancelled  as  afor^ 
said ;  and  the  said  collector  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  give 
up,  or  cancel  all  such  bonds  upon  the  receipt  of  others  described  in  this 
section ;  which  last  mentioned  bonds  shall  be  proceeded  with,  in  all 
respects,  like  other  bonds  which  are  taken  by  collectors  for  duties  to 
the  United  States,  and  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity :  Provided 
That  those  who  are  within  the  provision  of  this  section,  but  who  may 
have  paid  their  bonds  subsequent  to  the  late  fire,  shall  also  be  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  this  section,  and  that  the  said  bonds  shall  be  renewed 
firom  the  day  when  the  same  were  paid,  and  said  payments  refunded,  if 
not  previously  put  into  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States.  And  provided  also.  That  the  benefits  of  this  section  shall  not 
be  extended  to  any  person  whose  loss  shall  not  be  proved  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  collector,  to  have  exceeded  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  collector  of  the  port  of 
New  York,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  extend  the  payments 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  of  all  other 
bonds  given  for  duties  at  the  port  of  New  York  prior  to  the  late  fire, 
and  not  provided  for  in  the  first  section  as  aforesaid,  for  six,  nine,  and 
twelve  months,  firom  and  after  the  date  of  payment  i^cified  in  the 
bonds ;  which  bonds  when  executed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  payable  with  interest,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum 
per  annum,  which  interest,  shall  be  computed  fi-om  the  times  the  respec- 
tive bonds  would  have  fallen  due,  if  this  act  had  not  passed ;  Provided 
however.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^esentatives  of  the  Untied 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  officers,  non-com- 
missioned officers,  musicians,  artificers  and  privates,  of  volunteer  and 
militia  corps,  who  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  at  any 
time  since  the  first  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  or  may  hereafler  be  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  the  same 
monthly  pay,  rations,  clothing  or  money  in  lieu  thereof,  and  forage,  and 
be  fiirnished  with  the  same  camp  equipage,  including  knapsacks,  as  are, 
or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  officers,  musicians,  artificers  and  pri- 
vates, of  the  infantry  of  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  officers  of  all  mounted 
companies  who  have  been  in,  or  may  hereafler  be  in,  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  forage,  or  money  in  lieu 
thereof,  for  two  horses,  when  they  actually  keep  private  servants,  and 
for  one  horse  when  without  private  servants,  and  that  forty  cents  per 
day  be  allowed  for  the  use  and  risk  of  each  horse,  except  horses  killed 
in  battle  or  dying  of  wounds  received  in  battle.  That  each  non-com-

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  hereafter,  no  bank  note  of 
less  denomination  than  ten  dollars,  and  that  from  and  after  the  third  day 
of  March,  anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  no  bank 
note  of  less  denomination  than  twenty  dollars  shall  be  offered  in  pay- 
ment in  any  case  whatsoever  in  which  money  is  to  be  paid  by  the  United 
States  or  the  Post  Office  Department,  nor  shall  any  bank  note,  of  any 
denomination,  be  so  offered,  unless  the  same  shall  be  payable,  and  paid 
on  demand,  in  gold  or  silver  coin,  at  the  place  where  issued,  and  which 
shall  not  be  equivalent  to  specie  at  the  place  where  offered,  and  convert- 
ible into  gold  or  silver  upon  the  spot,  at  the  will  of  the  holder,  and  with- 
out delay  or  loss  to  him;  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  make  any  thing  but  gold  or  silver  a  legal  tender 
by  any  individual,  or  by  the  United  States.

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  moneys  received  from 
the  sale  of  lands  mider  the  stipulations  of  the  treaties  with  the  Chicka- 
saw Indians  of  the  twentieth  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
two,  and  the  twenty-fourth  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  in  the  ^ame  manner 
that  moneys  received  from  the  sales  of  public  lands  are  paid  into  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  payments  required  to  be 
made,  and  all  moneys  required  to  be  vested  by  the  said  treaty,  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  conformity  to  it,  and  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury, 
as  other  public  moneys  are  drawn  therefrom,  under  stich  instructions  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  given  by  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  investments  of  stock, 
required  by  the  said  treaty  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
President ;  and  a  special  account  of  the  funds  under  the  said  treaty, 
shall  be  kept  at  the  Treasury,  and  a  statement  thereof  shall  be  annually 
laid  before  Congress,  and  the  sum  of  one  hundred  a8d  fifly  thousand 
dollars,  heretofore  appropriated,  agreeably  to  the  said  treaty,  and  to  aid 
in  its  fulfilment  shall  be  refunded  to  the  Treasury,  as  soon  as  funds 
sufficient  therefor,  are  received  from  the  sale  of  the  said  lands.

shall  record  and  preserve  all  the  laws  and  proceedings  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  hereinafter  constituted,  and  all  the  acts  and  proceedings  of 
the  Governor  in  his  executive  department ;  he  shall  transmit  ime  copy 
of  the  laws  and  one  copy  of  the  Executive  proceedings  on  or  before  tl^ 
first  Monday  in  December  in  each  year,  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States ;  and  at  the  same  time,  two  copies  of  the  laws  to  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  for  the  use  of  Congress.  And  in  case 
of  the  death,  removal,  resignation,  or  necessary  abs^ce,  of  the  Governor 
fi'om  the  Territory,  the  Secretary  shall  have,  and  he  is  hereby  authcn:- 
ized  and  required  to  execute  and  perform,  ail  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Governor  during  such  vacancy  or  necessary  absence. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Legislative  power  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Governor  and  a  Legislative  Assembly.  The  Legislative 
Assembly  shall  consist  of  a  Council  and  House  of  Representatives. 
The  Council  shall  consist  of  thirteen  members,  having  the  qualifications 
of  voters  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  whose  term  of  service  shall  continue 
four  years.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  twenty-six 
members,  possessing  the  same  qualifications  as  prescribed  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  and  whose  term  of  service  shall  continue  two  years. 
An  apportionment  shall  be  made,  as  nearly  equal  as  practicable,  among 
the  several  counties,  for  the  election  of  the  Council  and  Representatives, 
giving  to  each  section  of  the  Territory  representation  in  the  ratio  of  its 
population,  Lidians  excepted,  as  nearly  as  may  be.  And  the  said  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  shall  reside  in  and 
be  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  which  they  may  be  elected.  Previous 
to  the  first  election,  the  Governor  of  the  Territory  shall  cause  the  census 
or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  counties  in  the  Terri- 
tory to  be  taken  and  made  by  the  sherifis  of  the  said  counties,  respec- 
tively, and  returns  thereof  made  by  said  sherifis  to  the  Governor.  The 
first  dection  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place,  and  be  conducted  in 
such  manner,  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint  imd  direct :  and  he  shall^ 
at  the  same  time,  declare  the  number  of  members  of  the  Council  and 
House  of  Representatives  to  which  each  of  the  counties  is  entitled  under 
this  act  The  number  of  persons  authorized  to  be  elected  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  in  each  of  the  said  counties  for  the  Council, 
shall  be  declared,  by  the  said  Governor,  to  be  duly  elected  to  the  said 
Council ;  and  the  person  or  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
for  the  House  of  Representatives,  equal  to  the  number  to  which  each 
county  may  be  entitled,  shall  also  be  declared,  by  the  Governor,  to  be 
duly  elected :  Provided,  The  Governor  shall  order  a  new  election  when 
there  is  a  tie  between  two  or  more  persons  voted  for,  to  supply  the 
vacancy  made  by  such  tie.  And  the  persons  thus  elected  to  the  I^egis- 
lative  Assembly  shall  meet  at  such  place  on  spch  day  as  he  shall  Appoint ; 
but,  thereafter,  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of  holding  and  conducting 
all  elections  by  the  people,  and  the  apportioning  the  representation  in  the 
several  counties  to  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives,  accord- 
ing to  population,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  as  well  as  the  day  of  the 
annual  commencement  of  the  session  of  the  said  Legislative  Assembly; 
but  no  session,  in  any  year,  shall  exceed  the  terra  of  seventy-five  days. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  free  white  male  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have 
been  an  inhabitant  of  said  Territory  at  the  time  of  its  organization, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  first  election,  and  shall  be  eligible  to  any 
office  within  the  said  Territory ;  but  the  qualifications  of  voters  at  all 
subsequent  elections  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly :  Provided,  That  the  right  of  suffrage  shall  be  exercised 
only  by  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  legislative  power  of  the 
Territory  shall  extend  to  all  rightfiil  subjects  of  legislation ;  but  no  law 
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riiall  be  passed  interfering  with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil ;  no  tax 
shall  be  imposed  upon  the  property  of  the  United  States ;  nor  shall  the 
lands  or  other  pr<^rty  of  non-residents  be  taxed  higher  than  the  lands 
or  other  property  of  residents.  All  the  laws  of  the  Governor  and 
Legislative  Assembly  shall  be  submitted  to,  and,  if  disapproved  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  the  same  shall  be  null  and  of  no  effect 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  township  officers  and  all 
county  officers,  except  judicial  officers,  justices  of  the  peace,  sherifli, 
and  clerks  of  courts,  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  Govem<Nr  and  Legislative  Assembly.  The 
Governor  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Legidative  Council,  shall  appoint,  all  judicial  officers,  justices  of 
the  peace,  sheriffs,  and  all  militia  officers,  excq>t  those  of  the  staff,  and 
all  civil  officers  not  herein  provided  for.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the 
recess  of  the  Council  shall  be  filled  by  appointments  fi-om  the  Governor, 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly ;  but  the  said  Governor  may  appoint,  in  the  first  instance,  the 
aforesaid  officers,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  end  of  the  next 
session  of  the  said  Legislative  Assembly. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  member  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  shall  hold  or  be  appointed  to  any  office  created  or  the 
salary  or  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased  whilst  he  was 
a  member,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and 
for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  such  term ;  and  no  pers(»i  holding 
a  commission  under  the  United  States,  or  any  of  its  officers,  except  as 
a  militia  officer,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  Council,  or  shall  hold 
any  office  under  the  Government  of  the  said  Territory. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Judicial  power  of  the 
said  Territory  shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  district  courts,  pro- 
bate courts,  and  in  justices  of  the  peace.  The  supreme  court  shall 
consist  of  a  chief  justice  and  two  associate  judges,  any  two  of  whom 
shall  be  a  quorum,  and  who  shall  hold  a  term  at  the  seat  of  Government 
of  the  said  Territory,  annually,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
good  behaviour.  The  said  Territory  shall  be  divided  into  three  judicid 
districts ;  and  a  district  court  or  courts  shall  be  held  in  each  of  the 
three  districts,  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  several 
courts  herein  provided  for,  both  appellate  and  original,  and  that  of  the 
probate  courts,  and  of  the  justices  of  the  peace,  shall  be  as  limited 
by  law :  Provided,  however.  That  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  have 
jurisdiction  of  any  matter  of  controversy,  when  the  title  or  boundaries 
of  land  may  be  in  dispute,  or  where  the  debt  or  sum  claimed  exceeds 
fifty  dollars.  And  the  said  supreme  and  district  courts,  respectively, 
shall  possess  chancery  as  well  as  common  law  jurisdiction.  Each  dis- 
trict court  shall  appoint  its  clerk,  wha  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  place 
where  the  court  may  be  held,  and  the  said  clerks  shall  also  be  the 
registers  in  chancery ;  and  any  vacancy  in  said  office  of  clerk  happening 
in  the  vacation  of  said  court,  may  be  filled  by  the  judge  of  said  district, 
which  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next  term  of  said  court 
And  writs  of  error,  bills  of  exception,  and  appeals  in  chancery  causes, 
shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases,  firom  the  final  decisions  of  the  said 
district  courts  to  the  supreme  court,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law ;  but  in  no  case  removed  to  the  supreme  court,  shall 
a  trial  by  jury  be  allowed  in  said  court.  'The  supreme  court  may  ap- 
point its  own  clerk,  and  every  clerk  shall  'hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  court  by  which  he  shall  have  been  appointed.  And  writs  of 
error  and  appeals  from  the  final  decisions  of  the  said  supreme  court 
shall  be  allowed  and  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  from  the  circuit 
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coortfi  of  the  United  States,  where  the  value  of  the  property,  or  the 
amount  in  controversy,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  oath  or  affirmatkni  of 
either  party,  shall  exceed  one  thousand  dollars.  And  each  of  the  said 
district  courts  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction,  in  all  cases 
arising  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  as  is  vested 
in  the  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the  United  States.  And  the  first 
six  days  of  every  term  of  the  said  courts,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall 
be  necessary,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  trial  of  causes  arising  under 
the  said  constitution  and  laws.  And  writs  of  error,  and  appeals  from  the 
final  decisions  of  the  said  courts,  in  all  such  cases,  shall  be  made  to  the 
supreme  court  of  the  Territory,  in  the  same  manner  as  m  other  cases. 
The  said  clerks  shall  receive,  in  all  such  cases,  the  same  fees  which  the 
clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  in  the  northern  district 
of  the  State  of  New  York  receives  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  an  AtUu'ney 
for  the  said  Territory  appointed,  who  shall  continue  in  office  four  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  the  President,  and  who  shall  receive  the  same 
fees  and  salary  as  the  attorney  of  the  United  States  for  the  Michigan 
Territory.  There  shall  also  be  a  Marshal  for  the  Territory  fq^inted, 
who  shall  hold  his  <^ce  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the 
President,  who  shall  execute  all  process  issuing  from  the  said  courts 
when  exercising  their  jurisdiction  as  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the 
United  States.  He  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  and  penalties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees,  as  the 
Marshal  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  northern  dis- 
trict of  the  State  of  New  York ;  and  shall,  in  addition,  be  paid  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars,  annually,  as  a  compensation  for  extra  services. 

Sec.  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Governor,  Secretary, 
Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Judges,  Attorney,  and  Marshal,  shall  be 
nominated,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The  Governor  and 
Secretary,  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall,  before  they  act,  as  such 
respectively  take  an  oath  or  affirmaticHi  before  some  judge  or  justice  of 
the  peace  in  the  existing  Territory  of  Michigan,  duly  commissioned  and 
qualified  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices ;  which  said  oaths,  when  so  taken,  shall  be  certified  by 
the  person  before  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  taken,  and  such  cer« 
tificate  shall  be  received  and  recorded  by  the  said  Secretary  among  the 
Executive  proceedings.  And,  afterwards,  the  Chief  Justice  and  asso- 
ciate Judges,  and  all  other  civil  officers  in  said  Territory,  before  they 
act  as  such,  shall  take  a  like  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  said  Governor 
or  Secretary,  or  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  Territory  who  may  be  duly 
commissicmed  and  qualified,  wtuch  said  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  cer- 
tified and  transmitted  by  the  person  taking  the  same  to  the  Secretary, 
to  be  by  him  recorded  as  aforesaid ;  and,  afterwards,  the  like  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  taken,  certified,  and  recorded,  in  such  manner  and 
form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  Governor  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  his  services  as 
Governor  and  as  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs.  The  said  Chief  Jus- 
tice and  Associate  Judges  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eighteen 
hundred  dollars.  The  Secretary  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars.  The  said  salaries  shall  be  paid  quarter-yearly,  at  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States.  The  members  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly shall  be  entitled  to  receive  three  dollars  each  per  day,  during 
their  attendance  at  the  sessions  thereof,  and  three  dollars  each  for  every 
twenty  miles'  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  said  sessicms, 
estimated  according  to  the  nearest  usually-travelled  route.  There  shall 
be  appropriated,  annually,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifly  dollars,  to 
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be  expended  by  the  Governor  to  defray  the  contmgent  expenses  of  the 
Territory,  and  there  shall  also  be  appropriated  annually,  a  sufficient 
sum,  to  be  expended  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  and  upon  an 
estimate  to  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  the  printing 
of  the  laws  and  other  incidental  expenses ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Territory  shall  annually  account  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  for  the  manner  in  which  the  aforesaid  sum  shall  have  been 
expended. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
Territory  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  enjoy,  all  and  singular  the  rights, 
privileges,  and  advantages,  granted  and  secured  to  the  people  of  the 
Territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  by  the  arti- 
cles of  the  compact  contained  in  the  ordinance  for  the  government  of 
the  said  Territory,  passed  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven ;  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  condi- 
tions and  restrictions  and  prohibitions  in  said  articles  of  compact  im- 
posed upon  the  people  of  the  said  Territory.  The  said  inhabitants  shall 
also  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities,  heretofore 
granted  and  secured  to  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  and  to  its  inhabitants, 
and  the  existing  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan  shall  be  extended 
over  said  Territory,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  not  be  incompatible  with 
the  provisions  of  Uiis  act,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  be  altered,  modified, 
or  repealed,  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  said  Ter- 
ritory of  Wisconsin ;  and  further,  the  laws  of  the  United  States  are 
hereby  extended  over,  and  shall  be  in  force  in,  said  Territory,  so  far  as 
the  same,  or  any  provisions  thereof  may  be  applicable. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  shall  hold  its  first  session  at  such  time 
and  place  in  said  Territory  as  the  Governor  thereof  shall  appoint  and 
direct ;  and  at  said  session,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  by  them  be 
deemed  expedient,  the  said  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  shall 
proceed  to  locate  and  establish  the  seat  of  government  for  said  Terri- 
tory, at  such  place  as  they  may  deem  eligible,  which  place,  however, 
shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  be  changed  by  the  said  Governor  and 
Legislative  Assembly.  And  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  is  hereby  given 
to  the  said  Territory,  which  shall  be  applied  by  the  Governor  and  Lsgis- 
lative  Assembly  to  defray  the  expenses  of  erecting  public  buildings  at 
the  seat  of  government. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  a  Delegate  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  may  be  elected  by  the  voters  qualified  to  elect  members  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  pri- 
vileges as  have  been  granted  to  the  Delegates  from  the  several  Territo- 
ries of  the  United  States  to  the  said  House  of  Representatives.  The 
first  election  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  or  places,  and  be  con- 
ducted in  such  manner,  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  direct  The 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  by  the 
Governor  to  be  duly  elected,  and  a  c^tificate  thereof  shall  be  given  to 
the  person  so  elected. 

Sec  15.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  all  suits,  process,  and  pro- 
ceedings, and  all  indictments  and  informations  which  shall  be  undeter- 
mined on  the  third  day  of  July  next,  in  the  courts  held  by  the  additional 
judge  for  the  Michigan  Territory,  in  the  counties  of  Brown  and  Iowa; 
and  all  suits,  process  and  proceedings,  and  all  indictments  and  informa- 
tions which  shall  be  undetermined  on  the  said  third  day  of  July,  in  the 
county  courts  of  the  several  counties  of  Crawford,  Brown,  Iowa,  Dubuque, 
Milwalke  [Milwaukie],  and  Des  Moines,  shall  be  transferred  to  be  heard. 
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tried,  prosecuted,  and  determined,  in  the  district  courts  hereby  esta- 
blished, which  may  inclade  the  said  counties. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  causes  which  shall  have 
been  or  may  be  removed  from  the  courts  held  by  the  additional  judge 
for  the  Michigan  Territory,  in  the  counties  of  Brown  and  Iowa,  by 
aj^al  or  otherwise,  into  the  supreme  court  for  the  Territory  of  Michi- 
gan, and  which  shall  be  undetermined  therein  on  the  third  day  of  July 
next,  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  supreme  court,  and 
transferred  to  the  supreme  court  of  said  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  there 
to  be  proceeded  in  to  final  determination,  in  the  same  manner  that 
they  might  have  been  in  the  said  supreme  court  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan. 

Sec  17.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  expended  by  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  Legislative  Ass^nbly  of  said  Territory,  in  the  pur- 
chase of  a  library  for  the  accommodation  of  said  Assembly,  and  of  the 
supreme  court  hereby  established.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  translator 
of  foreign  languages  and  the  librarian  in  the  Department  of  State,  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars. 

That  the  disbursing  agent  in  said  Department  be  allowed  a  salary, 
of  fourteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  employ  two  additional  clerks,  to  enable  him  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  die  second  section  of  the  act  of  the  tiiird  of  March,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-five,  dhe  at  a  salary  of  eleven  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  and  the  other  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

That  the  assistant  messenger  in  said  Department  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

That  the  assistant  messenger  in  the  First  Comptroller's  office  be 
allowed  the  annual  compensation  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  employment  of  clerks  and  messengers  for  the  (^ce  of  the 
Commissioner  or  Pensions,  in  addition  to  those  authorized  by  law, 
twelve  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

That  the  annual  compensation  of  the  messenger  in  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  be  seven  hundred  dollars. 

That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Navy  Board  be  authorized  to  empl^ 
a  clerk  in  addition  to  those  authorized  by  law,  at  the  sum  of  nine  hun- 
dred dollars. 

That  the  Surveyor  General  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Michigan,  be  au- 
thorized to  employ  two  clerks  at  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-three  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  that  he  be  allowed  the  fiirther  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars  for  additional  clerk  hire. 

That  the  Surveyor  General  of  Elinois  and  Missouri  be  auJiorized  to 
employ  clerks  at  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars.

That  the  Surveyor  of  Louisiana  be  allowed  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
himdred  dollars  for  clerk  hire  in  his  office. 

That  the  Surveyor  General  of  Mississippi  be  allowed  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  for  clerk  hire  in  his  office. 

That  the  Surveyor  General  of  Alabama  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars  for  clerk  hire  in  his  office. 

That  the  Surveyor  General  of  Florida  be  allowed  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  clerks  in  his  office. 

That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ, 
for  the  discharge  of  the  various  duties  of  the  Department,  the  following 
clerks  and  messengers ;  one  clerk  at  sixteen  hundred  dollars,  and  one 
clerk  at  fourteen  hundred  dollars ;  to  be  employed  in  the  busiiiess  of 
reservations  and  grants  under  Indian  treaties  :  Provided^  That  the  said 
clerks  shall  not  l^  employed  for  a  longer  term  than  four  years.  Three 
clerks  for  the  Pension  office  at  one  tnousand  dollars  each,  to  be  con- 
tinued only  during  the  present  year. 

Six  clerks  and  one  messenger,  in  the  Quartermaster  General's  office, 
whose  compensation  shall  be  as  follows ;  one  clerk  at  sixteen  hundred 
dollars,  one  clerk  at  twelve  hundred  doUars,  four  clerks  at  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  and  one  messenger  at  five  hundred  dollars,  one  clerk  for 
the  Ordnance  Office  at  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  four  clerks  at  one 
thousand  dollars  each.  One  clerk  for  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  at 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  three  clerks  at  one  thousand  dollars  each. 
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One  clerk  in  the  Engineer  Office  at  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  one 
clerk  at  one  thousand  dollars.  One  clerk  in  the  Commanding  General's 
office  at  one  thousand  dollars.  Six  clerks  and  one  messenger  in  the 
Emigrating  Indian  Bureau  attached  to  the  Subsistence  Department, 
whose  compensation  shall  be  as  follows :  one  clerk  at  sixteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, one  clerk  at  fourteen  hundred  dollars,  one  clerk  at  twelve  hundred 
dollars,  three  clerks  at  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  one  messenger  at 
five  hundred  dollars ;  Provided,  That  the  authority  claimed  under  the  acts 
approved  March  twenty-eighth,  eigl^teen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  May 
twenty-second  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  or  by  any  other  act  for  the 
employment  of  non-commissioned  officers,  or  the  appointment  of  extra 
clerks  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  War  Department  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.  Provided  however,  That  where  express  appropriations 
are  made  by  law,  for  the  employment  of  clerks,  such  employment  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  extra,  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  act.

That  the  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  at  St.  Loub  be  authorized 
to  employ  two  clerks  in  his  office,  and  no  more,  one  of  which  shall 
receive  a  compensation  of  one  thousand,  and  the  other  of  eight  hundred 
ddlars. 

That  the  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  south  of  the  Missouri 
river  be  authorized  to  employ  one  clerk  in  his  office  who  shall  receive 
a  compensation  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  salaries  provided  for  in 
thb  act,  and  payable  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  apprc^riated.

and  fuel  to  navy  agents ;  for  premiums  and  incidental  expenses  of  re- 
cruiting ;  for  apprehending  deserters ;  for  compensation  to  judge  advo- 
cates ;  for  per-diem  allowance  to  persons  attending  courts  martial  and 
courts  of  inquiry ;  for  printing  and  stationery  of  every  description,  and 
working  the  lithographic  press,  and  for  books,  map9,  charts,  mathe- 
matical and  nautical  instruments,  chronometers,  models,  and  drawings ; 
for  the  purchase  and  repair  of  fire  engines  and  machinery,  and  for  the 
repair  of  steam  engines;  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  oxen 
and  horses,  and  for  carts,  timber-wheels,  and  workmen's  tools  of  every 
description ;  for  postage  of  letters  on  public  service ;  for  pilotage  and 
towing  ships  of  war ;  for  cabin  furniture  for  vessels  in  commission ;  for 
taxes  and  assessments  on  public  property ;  for  assistance  rendered  to 
vessels  in  distress ;  for  incidental  labor  at  navy  yards,  not  applicable  to 
any  other  appropriation ;  for  coal  and  other  fuel,  and  for  candles  and 
oil ;  for  repairs  of  magazines  or  powder-houses ;  for  preparing  moulds 
for  ships  to  be  built ;  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever,  three  himdred 
and  twenty-one  thousand  six  himdred  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses  for  objects  not  hereinbefore  enumerated, 
three  thousand  dollars. 

For  completing  the  steam  vessel  now  building  at  the  navy  yard  at 
Brooklyn,  one  hundred  and  fifly  thousand  dollars. 

For  completing  the  navy  hospitals  near  New  York  and  Boston,  regu- 
lating the  OTounds,  making  the  necessary  enclosures,  repairing  the  naval 
asylum  and  all  other  hospitals,  and  the  buildings  wharves,  and  landings 
connected  with  them,  and  for  preparing  suitable  burying  grounds,  forty- 
five  thousand  four  hundred  and  ten  dollars. 

For  completing  the  powder  magazines  near  New  York  and  Boston, 
with  the  landings,  enclosures,  and  dependencies,  nineteen  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and 
privates,  and  for  subsistence  of  the  officers  of  the  marine  corps,  one 
hundred  and  sixty-three  thousand  seventy-seven  dollars  and  twenty-five 
cents.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^esentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  accept  volunteers  who 
may  offer  their  services  either  as  infantry  or  cavalry  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  men,  to  serve  six  or  twelve  months  after  they  shall  have  arrived 
at  the  place  of  rendezvous,  unless  sooner  discharged ;  and  the  said  volun- 
teers shall  ftimish  their  own  clothes,  and,  if  cavalry,  their  own  horses, 
and  when  mustered  into  service,  shall  be  armed  and  equipped  at  the 
expense  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  volunteers  shall  be 
liable  to  be  called  upon  to  do  military  duty  only  in  cases  of  Indian  hos-

Harrison,  and  Monroe,  in  the  State  of  Ohio:  Provided,  That  the 
establishment  of  such  agency  can  be  made  and  continued  vnthout 
charge  to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  arrangement 
for  the  payment  of  said  pensioners. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six.

Chap.  LXXXVL — Jn  Jd  to  extend  the  western  boundary  of  ihe  State  of  Mimouri 
to  tlu  Missouri  river. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  when  the  Indian 
title  to  all  the  lands  lying  between  the  State  of  Missouri  and  the  Mis- 
souri river  shall  be  extinguished,  the  jurisdiction  over  said  lands  shall 
be  hereby  ceded  to  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  the  western  boundary  of 
said  State  shall  be  then  extended  to  the  Missouri  river,  reserving  to  the 
United  States  the  original  right  of  soil  in  said  lands,  and  of  deposing 
of  the  same :  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the 
President  shall  by  proclamation,  declare  that  the  Indian  title  to  said 
lands  has  been  extinguished ;  nor  shall  it  take  effect  until  the  State  of 
Missouri  shall  have  assented  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Chap.  LXXXVIL— .^n  Jid  to  carry  into  ^ed  a  convention  between  ihe  United 

States  and  Spain, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall  appoint  one  commissioner,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and 
examine  all  claims  which  may  be  presented  to  him  under  the  convention 
for  the  settlement  of  claims  between  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
her  Catholic  Majesty  the  dueen  of  Spain,  concluded  at  Madrid  on  the 
seventeenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
four,  which  are  provided  for  by  the  said  c<mvention,  according  to  the 
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fnwimooB  of  the  same,  and  the  princiides  of  jcustice,  equity  and  the  law 
of  nations.  The  said  commissioner  shall  have  a  secretary,  versed  in 
the  Spanish  and  French  languages,  and  a  clerk,  both  to  be  app<nnted 
by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate ; 
and  the  commissioner,  secretary,  and  clerk,  shall,  before  they  enter  on 
the  duties  of  their  offices,  take  oath  well  and  faithfully  to  perform  the 
duties  thereof 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  ccmmiissioner  shall 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regula- 
tions, not  contravening  the  laws  of  the  land,  the  provisions  of  thiis  act, 
or  the  provisions  of  the  said  convention,  for  carrying  his  said  commis- 
sion into  full  and  complete  effect 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  commissioner,  so  to  be 
appointed,  shall  attend  at  the  city  of  Washington,  and  his  salary  shall 
begin  to  be  allowed  within  thirty  days  after  his  appointment ;  and  within 
twelve  months  from  the  time  of  his  attendance  as  aforesaid,  he  shall 
terminate  his  duties.  And  the  Secretary  of  State  is  required,  as  soon 
as  the  said  conmiissioner  shaU  be  appointed,  to  give  notice  of  his  attend- 
ance at  Washington  as  aforesaid,  to  be  published  in  two  newspapers  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  and  in  such  other  newspapers  as  he  may  think 
proper. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  encuted,  That  all  records,  documents,  or 
other  papers,  which  now  are  in,  or  hereafter,  during  the  continuance 
of  this  commission,  may  come  into  the  possession  of  the  Department 
of  State,  in  relation  to  such  claim,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  commis- 
sioner aforesaid. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  compensation  of  the 
respective  officers  fbr  whose  appointment  provision  is  made  by  this  act, 
shdl  not  exceed  the  following  sums,  namely :  To  the  said  commissioner, 
at  the  rate  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  to  the 
secretary,  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  and  to  the 
clerk,  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred  doUars  p^  annum.  And  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  make 
such  provision  for  the  c<mtingent  eiq>enses  of  the  said  commissioner  as 
shall  appear  to  him  reascmable  and  prq>er ;  and  the  said  salaries  and 
expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  cause  the  inscription  or  inscriptions  which 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Spanish  Government,  in  pursuance  of  the  afore- 
said convention,  to  be  dq>osited  in  the  archives  of  the  Legation  of  the 
United  States,  at  Paris,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States;  and  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  to  cause  the 
moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  paid  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  ccmvention,  to  be  duly  received  and  accounted  for  at  Paris,  and  the 
same  to  be  remitted,  on  the  most  advantageous  terms,  to  the  United 
States  of  America ;  and  the  said  moneys,  so  received  and  remitted,  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  appropriated  to  be  distributed  and  paid  to  those  authorized  to 
receive  them,  according  [to]  the  provisions  of  this  act' 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  commissioner  aforesaid 
shall  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State  a  list  of  all  the  several  awards 
made  by  him,  a  certified  copy  of  which  shall  be  by  the  said  Secretary 
of  State  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  shall  there- 
up<m  distribute  in  ratable  proportions,  among  the  perscms  in  whose  favor 
the  award  shall  have  been  made,  such  moneys  as  may  have  been  received 
into  the  Treasury  in  virtue  of  this  act,  according  to  the  prqK>rtions 
which  their  respective  awards  shall  bear  to  the  whole  amount  then

necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  allow  and  pay  to  David  Brearly,  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury,  not  otherwise  impropriated,  the  amount 
charged  to  his  account  and  accounted  for  by  him  on  a  draft  drawn  by 
him  on  the  War  Department,  on  the  twenty-sixth  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty-nine,  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand  three  hundred 
twenty-seven  dollars  and  twelve  cents,  for  provisions  purchased  for  and 
applied  to  the  use  of  certain  emigrating  Creek  Indians. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  invest,  in  a  manner  which  shall 
be,  in  his  judgment,  most  safe  and  beneficial  for  the  fimd,  the  sum  of 
thirty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  forty  cents, 
being  money  in  the  Treasury  as  the  proceeds  of  lands  purchased  from 
the  Seneca  Indians  of  Sandusky  by  a  treaty  concluded  on  the  twenty- 
eighth  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  from  the  Senecas 
and  Shawanese  by  a  treaty  concluded  on  the  twentieth  of  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-one,  and  from  the  Shawanese,  by  a  treaty  concluded 
on  the  eighth  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  and  upon 
which  sum  the  United  States  are,  by  stipulations  iQ  the  said  treaties, 
bound  to  pay  to  the  said  Indians  an  annual  interest  at  the  rate  of  five 
per  centum  per  annum ;  Provided,  That  the  said  Secretary  shall  make 
no  investment  of  the  said  sum,  or  any  portion  of  it,  at  a  lower  rate  of 
interest  than  five  per  centum  per  annum. 

Sec.  5.  Arid  he  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
President  to  assign  to  the  Indian  Agent  at  Michilimackinac,  in  addition 
to  his  proper  duties,  the  duties  of  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  for 
all  that  district  of  country  heretofore  constituting  the  Territory  of  Mich- 
igan and  lying  east  of  the  line  established  as  the  eastern  boundary  of 
the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  twentieth 
April,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six;  Provided,  however.  That  no 
additional  compensation  or  emolument  shall  be  granted  on  account  of 
the  said  duties ;  and  the  President  may  require  the  said  agent  to  reside 
at  such  place  as  he  may  think  fit,  within  the  said  district.

Chap.  XCYIII. — Jn  Act  to  divide  the  Green  Bay  land  ditiriet  in  Michigan^  and 
for  other  pwrpoee*. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RmresenieUives  of  the  United 
StcAes  of  America  in  Congress  assemiled,  That  the  country  on  the 
western  shore  of  Lake  Michigan,  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the 
Green  Bay  land  district,  as  established  by  the  act  of  Congress,  of  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  shaU  be, 
and  is  hereby,  divided  by  a  hne  commencing  on  the  western  boimdary 
of  said  district,  and  running  thence,  east,  l^tween  townships  ten  and 
eleven  north,  to  the  line  between  ranges  seventeen  and  eighteen,  east; 
thence  north,  between  said  ranges  of  townships,  to  the  line  between 
townships  twelve  and  thirteen  north ;  thence  east,  between  said  town- 
ships twelve  and  thirteen,  to  Lake  Michigan;  and  all  the  country 
bounded  north  by  the  division  line  here  described,  south  by  the  base 
line,  east  by  Lake  Michigan,  and  west  by  the  division  line  between 
ranges  eight  and  nine  east,  shall  constitute  a  separate  district,  and  be 
called  the  Milwaukie  land  district. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  two  additional  districts  shall 
be,  and  are  hereby  established  in  the  peninsula  of  Michigan,  one  to  be 
called  the  Grand  river,  and  the  other  the  Saginaw,  land  district,  the 
former  of  which  shall  be  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit :  beginning  at  the 
shore  of  Lake  Michigan,  on  the  line  between  townships  three  and  four 
north,  and  running  east  on  said  line  to  the  line  between  ranges  number 
six  and  seven  west  of  the  principal  meridian ;  thence,  on  said  range 
line  south,  to  the  base  line  of  the  public  surveys ;  thence,  on  said  base 
line  east,  to  the  principal  meridian  line ;  thence  north,  on  said  meridian, 
to  the  north  boundary  of  township  ten  north ;  thence  west,  on  the  line 
between  townships  ten  and  eleven  north,  to  the  western  boundary  of 
range  two  west ;  and  thence  north,  following  the  line  between  ranges 
two  and  three  west,  so  as  to  include  all  that  portion  of  the  peninsula  of 
Michigan  lyinff  west  of  said  line.  The  Saginaw  district  shall  embrace 
all  the  tract  of  country  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  Grand  river  district 
aforesaid ;  on  the  south,  by  the  division  line,  between  townships  number 
five  and  six,  north  of  the  base  line ;  on  the  east  by  the  division  line, 
between  ranges  eleven  and  twelve,  east  of  the  principal  meridian ;  and 
on  the  north  and  northeast  by  Saginaw  bay  and  Lake  Huron. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  each  of  all  the  aforesaid 
districts  there  shall  be  appointed  a  register  and  receiver,  who  shall 
reside  and  superintend  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  at  such  place,  in 
each  respective  district,  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  may 
designate.  They  shall  give  security  in  the  same  manner  and  in  the 
.same  sums,  and  their  compensation,  emoluments,  duty,  and  authority, 
shall,  in  every  respect,  be  the  same,  in  relation  to  the  lands  which  may 
be  disposed  of  at  their  offices,  as  are,  or  may  be,  provided  by  law  rela- 
tive to  the  registers  and  receivers  of  public  money  in  the  several  offices 

established  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands.

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Sec.  4.  And  be  it  fyrthtr  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  done,  to  cause 
the  prq>er  plats  of  the  surveys  of  the  said  districts  to  be  deposited  in 
the  land  offices  intended  for  them,  respectively;  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  allow  and  pay  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the 
public  lands  the  reasonable  expenses  which  may  be  incurred  in  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enticted,  That  the  lands  which  were  ceded 
to  the  United  States  by  the  treaty  made  with  the  confederated  tribes  of 
Sac  and  Fox  Indians  at  Fort  Armstrong,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  on  the 
twenty-first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  attached  to,  and  made  a  part  of,  the  Wisconsin 
land  district,  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan ;  and  Uiat  said  lands  shall  be 
liable  to  be  surveyed  and  sold  at  Mineral  Point,  or  wherever  the  Presi- 
dent may  direct,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  public  lands  of  the  dbtriot. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  firom  and  after  the  first  day  of  August  next

Chap.  XCIX.*-^n  Act  to  establish  the  northern  boundary  Une  of  the  State  (f 
Ohio,  and  to  provide  for  t/te  admission  of  the  State  (f  3nchigan  into  the  Union 
upon  the  eontuHoni  therein  expressed,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  northern  boundary 
line  of  the  State  of  Ohio  shall  be  established  at,  and  shall  be  a  direct 
line  drawn  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan,  to  the  most 
northerly  cape  of  the  Maumee  (Miami)  bay,  after  that  line,  so  drawn, 
shall  intersect  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Indiana;  and 
firom  the  said  north  cape  of  the  said  bay,  northeast  to  the  boundary  line 
between  the  United  States  and  the  province  of  Upper  Canada,  in  Lake 
Erie ;  and  thence,  with  the  said  last  mentioned  line,  to  its  intersectiom 
with  the  western  line  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  constitution  and  State  Go- 
vernment which  the  people  of  Michigan  have  formed  for  themselves  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  accepted,  ratified,  and  confirmed ;  and  that  the 
said  State  of  Michigan  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  declared  to  be  one  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  is  hereby  admitted  into  the  Union  upon 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  whatsoever : 
Provided  ahoays,  and  this  admission  is  upon  the  express  condition,  that 
the  said  State  shaU  consist  of  and  have  jurisdiction  over  all  the  territory 
included  within  the  following  boundaries,  and  over  none  other,  to  wit : 
Beginning  at  the  point  where  the  above  described  northern  boundary  of 
the  State  of  Ohio  intersects  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
and  running  thence  with  the  said  boundary  line  of  Ohio,  as  described 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  until  it  intersects  the  boundary  line 
between  the  United  States  and  Canada,  in  Lake  Erie ;  thence,  with  the 
said  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada  through  the 
Detroit  river.  Lake  Huron,  and  Lake  Superior,  to  a  point  where  the 
said  line  last  touches  Lake  Superior ;  thence,  in  a  direct  line  through 
Lake  Superior,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Montreal  river ;  thence  through  the 
middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  said  river  Montreal,  to  the  middle 
<^  the  Lake  of  the  Desert ;  thaice,  in  a  direct  line  to  the  nearest  head 
water  of  the  Menomonie  river ;  thence,  through  the  middle  of  that  fork 
of  the  said  river  first  touched  by  the  said  line,  to  the  main  channel  of 
the  said  Menomonie  river ;  thence,  down  the  centre  of  the  main  channel 
of  the  same,  to  the  centre  of  the  most  usual  ship  channel  of  the  Green 
bay  of  Lake  Michigan ;  thence,  through  the  centre  of  the  most  usual

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ship  channel  of  the  said  bay  to  the  middle  of  Lake  Michigan ;  thence, 
through  the  middle  of  Lake  Michigan,  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  as  that  line  was  established  by  the  act  of  Congress  of 
the  nineteenth  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixteen ;  thence,  due 
east,  with  the  north  boundary  line  of  the  said  State  of  Indiana,  to  the 
northeast  comer  thereof;  and  thence,  south,  with  the  east  boundary  line 
of  Indiana,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  furtlier  enacted^  That,  as  a  compliance  with  the 
fundamental  condition  of  admbsion  contained  in  the  last  preceding  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  the  boundaries  of  the  said  State  of  Michigan,  as  in  that 
section  described,  declared,  and  established,  shall  receive  the  assent  of 
a  convention  of  delegates  elected  by  the  people  of  the  said  State^forthe 
sole  purpose  of  giving  the  assent  herein  required ;  and  as  soon  as  the 
assent  herein  required  shall  be  given,  the  President  of  the  United  States 
shall  announce  the  same  by  proclamation ;  and  thereupon,  and  without 
any  further  proceeding  on  the  part  of  Congress,  the  admission  of  the 
said  State  into  the  Union,  as  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  on 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States  in  all  respects  whatever,  ^all 
be  considered  as  complete,  and  the  Senators  and  Representatives  who 
have  been  elected  by  the  said  State  as  its  representative  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  take  their  seats  in  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  respectively,  without  further  delay. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained, 
or  in  the  admission  of  the  said  State  into  the  Union  as  one  of  the  United 
States  of  America  upon  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States  in  all 
respects  whatever,  shall  be  so  construed  or  understood  as  to  confer  upon 
the  people.  Legislature,  or  other  authorities  of  the  said  State  of  Michi- 
gan, any  authority  or  right  to  interfere  with  the  sale  by  the  United  States, 
and  under  their  authority,  of  the  vacant  and  unsold  lands  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  State,  but  that  the  subject  of  the  public  lands,  and  the 
interests  which  may  be  given  to  the  said  State  therein,  shall  be  regu- 
lated by  fbture  action  between  Congress,  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  said  State,  or  the  authorities  thereof.  And  the  said 
State  of  Michigan  shall  in  no  case  and  under  no  pretence  whatsoever, 
impose  any  itax,  assessment  or  imposition  of  any  description  upon  any 
of  the  lands  of  the  United  States  within  its  limits.

Chap.  C. — Jti  Jet  for  the  admimon  ef  the  State  cfJrkaneae  into  the  Unions  and 
io  provide  for  the  due  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  United  Statee^  within  the  eame, 
and  for  other  purpoeei. 

Whereas,  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Arkansas,  did,  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  January  in  the  present  year  by  a  convention  of  delegates,  called 
and  assembled  for  that  purpose,  form  for  themselves  a  constitution  and 
State  Government,  which  constitution  and  State  Government,  so  formed, 
is  republican :  and  whereas,  the  number  of  inhabitants  within  the  said 
Territory  exceeds  forty-seven  thousand  seven  hundred  persons,  computed 
according  to  the  rule  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States ; 
and  the  said  convention  have,  in  their  behalf,  asked  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  to  admit  the  said  Territory  into  the  Union  as  a  State,  on 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States : 

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  State  of 
Arkansas  shall  be  one,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  one  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing 
with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  whatever,  and  the  said  State 
shall  consist  of  all  the  territory  included  within  the  following  bounda- 
ries, to  wit :  beginning  in  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Mis- 
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siflsippi  river,  on  the  parallel  of  thirty-six  degrees  north  latitude,  running 
from  thence  west,  with  the  said  pardlel  of  latitude,  to  the  Saint  Francis 
river ;  thence  up  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  said  river  to  the 
parallel  of  thirty-six  degrees  thirty  minutes  north ;  from  thence  west  to 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  State  of  Missouri ;  and  from  thence  to  be 
bounded  on  the  west,  to  the  north  bank  of  Red  river,  by  the  lines 
described  in  the  first  article  of  the  treaty  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Cherokee  nation  of  Indians  west  of  the  Mississippi,  made  and 
concluded  at  the  city  of  Washin^on,  on  the  26th  day  of  May,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight;  and  to 
be  bounded  on  the  south  side  of  Red  river  by  the  Mexican  boundary 
line,  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  State  of  Louisiana ;  thence  east, 
with  the  Louisiana  State  line,  to  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the 
Mississippi  river;  thence  up  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the 
said  river,  to  the  thirty-sixth  degree  of  north  latitude,  the  point  of 
beginning. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  until  the  next  general  census 
shall  be  taken,  the  said  State  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative  in 
the  House  of  R^resentatives  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  which  are  not  locally  inapplicable,  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  within  the  said  State  of  Arkansas,  as  elsewhere  within  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  State  shall  be  one 
judicial  district,  and  be  called  the  Arkansas  district;  and  a  district 
court  shall  be  held  therein,  to  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  reside  in 
the  said  district,  and  be  called  a  district  judge.  He  shall  hold  at  the 
seat  of  Government  of  the  said  State,  two  sessions  annually,  on  the  first 
Mondays  of  April  and  November ;  and  he  shall,  in  all  things,  have  and 
exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers  which  were  by  law  given  to 
the  jud^e  of  the  Kentucky  district  under  an  act  entitled  **  An  act  to 
establish  the  judicial  courts  of  the  United  States."  He  shall  i^point  a 
clerk  for  the  said  district  court,  who  shall  reside  and  keep  the  records 
of  the  court  at  the  place  of  holding  the  same ;  and  shall  receive,  for  the 
services  performed  by  him,  the  same  fees  to  which  the  derk  of  the 
Kentucky  district  is  entitled  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  allowed  to  the 
judge  of  the  said  district  court,  the  annual  compensation  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  commence  from  the  date  of  his  i^pointment,  to  be  paid 
quarter-yearly  at  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  f^ipointed  in 
the  said  district,  a  person  learned  in  die  law,  to  act  as  attorney  for  the 
United  States,  who  shall,  in  addition  to  his  stated  fees,  be  paid  by  the 
United  States  two  hundred  dollars,  as  a  full  compensation  for  all  extra 
services. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  a  marshal  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  said  district  who  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  and  penalties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees,  as  are 
prescribed  to  marshals  in  other  districts ;  and  he  shall  moreover  be  enti- 
tled to  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  annually,  as  a  compensation  for 
all  extra  services. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  State  of  Arkansas  is 
admitted  into  the  Union  upon  the  express  condition,  that  the  people  of 
the  said  State  shall  never  interfere  with  the  primary  disposal  of  the 
public  lands  within  the  said  State,  nor  shall  they  levy  a  tax  on  any  of 
the  lands  of  the  United  States  within  the  said  State ;  and  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  as  an  assent  by  Congress  to  all  or  to  any  of  the 
propositions  contained  in  the  ordinance  of  the  said  convention  of  the 
people  of  Arkansas,  nor  to  deprive  the  said  State  of  Arkansas  of  the 
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same  grants,  subject  to  the  same  restrictions,  which  were  made  to  the 
State  of  Missouri  by  virtue  of  an 'act  entitled  **  An  act  to  authorize 
the  pe(^le  of  the  Missouri  Territory  to  form  a  constitution  and  State 
government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union,  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  and  to  prohibit  slavery  in  certain 
TerritcNfies,"  approved  the  sixth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^esentcAives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  select  as  soon  as  may  be  practica- 
ble and  employ  as  the  depositories  of  the  money  of  the  United  States, 
such  of  the  banks  incorporated  by  the  several  States,  by  Congress  for 
the  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  the  Legislative  Councils  of  the  respec- 
tive Territories  for  those  Territories,  as  may  be  located  at,  adjacent  or 
convenient  to  the  points  or  places  at  which  the  revenues  may  be  col- 
lected, or  disbursed,  and  in  those  States,  Territories  or  Districts  in 
which  there  are  no  banks,  or  in  which  no  bank  can  be  employed  as  a 
depoeite  bank,  and  within  which  the  public  collections  or  disburse- 
ments require  a  depository,  the  said  Secretary  may  make  arrangements 
with  a  bank  or  banks,  in  some  other  State,  Territory  or  District,  to  es- 
tablish an  agency,  or  agencies,  in  the  States,  Territories  or  Districts  so 
destitute  of  banks,  as  banks  of  deposite ;  and  to  receive  through  such 
agencies  such  deposites  of  the  public  money,  as  may  be  direct^  to  be 
made  at  the  points  designated,  and  to  make  such  disbursements  as  the 
public  service  may  require  at  those  points ;  the  duties  and  liabilities  of 
every  bank  thus  establishing  any  such  agency  to  be  the  same  in  respect 
to  its  agency,  as  are  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  deposite  banks  gene- 
rally under  the  provisions  of  this  act :  Provided,  That  at  least  one  such 
bank  shall  be  selected  in  each  State  and  Territory,  if  any  can  be  found 
in  each  State  and  Territory  willing  to  be  employed  as  depositories  of 
the  public  money,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed, 
and  continue  to  conform  thereto ;  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury shall  not  suffer  to  remain  in  any  deposite  bank,  an  amount  of  the 
public  moneys  more  than  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the  amount  of  its 
capital  stock  actually  paid  in,  for  a  longer  time  than  may  be  necessary 
to  enable  him  to  make  the  transfers  required  by  the  twelfth  section  of 
this  act ;  and  that  the  banks  so  selected,  shall  be,  in  his  opinion,  safe 
depositories  of  the  public  money,  and  shall  be  willing  to  undertake  to 
do  and  perform  the  several  duties  and  services,  and  to  conform  to  the 
several  conditions  prescribed  by  this  act 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if,  at  any  point  or  place  at 
which  the  public  revenue  may  be  collected,  there  shall  be  no  bank 
located,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  is  in  a 
safe  condition,  or  where  all  the  banks  at  such  point  or  place  shall  fail 
or  refuse  to  be  employed  as  depositories  of  the  public  money  of  the 
United  States,  or  to  comply  with  the  conditions  prescribed  by  this  act, 
or  where  such  banks  shall  not  have  sufficient  capital  to  become  deposi- 
tories of  the  whole  amount  of  moneys  collected  at  such  point  or  place, 
he  shall  and  may  order  and  direct  the  public  money  collected  at  such 
point  or  place  to  be  deposited  in  a  bank  or  banks  in  the  same  State,  or 
in  some  one  or  more  of  the  adjacent  States  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions hereinafter  prescribed :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  Congress  at  any  time  from 
passing  any  law  for  the  removal  of  the  public  money  from  any  of  the

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said  banks,  or  from  changing  the  tenna  of  depoaite,  or  to  prevent  the 
aaid  banks  at  any  time  from  declining  any  longer  to  be  the  depoaitoriea 
of  the  public  money  upon  paying  over,  or  tendering  to  pay,  the  whola 
amoont  of  public  moneys  on  hand,  according  to  the  terms  of  its  agrees 
ment  with  Uie  said  Secretary. 

Sbc.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  bank  shall  hereafrer  be 
selected  and  employed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  a  depository 
of  the  public  money,  until  such  bank  shall  have -first  frimished  to  the 
said  Secretary  a  statement  of  its  condition,  and  business,  a  list  of  its 
directors,  the  current  price  of  its  stock ;  and  also  a  copy  c^  its  charter ; 
and  likewise,  such  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  him 
to  judge  of  the  safety  of  its  condition. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  banks,  before  they 
shall  be  employed  as  the  depositories  of  the  public  money,  shall  agree 
to  receive  the  same,  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  to  wit : 

First,  Each  bank  shall  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  he  may  require,  not  exceeding  once  a 
week,  statements  setting  forth  its  condition  and  business,  as  prescribed 
in  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act,  except  that  such  statements  need 
not,  unless  requested  by  said  Secretary,  contain  a  list  of  the  directors, 
or  a  copy  of  the  charter.  And  the  said  banks  shall  furnish  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury,  and  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  a 
weekly  statement  of  the  condition  of  his  account  upon  their  books. 
And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  the  right,  by  himself,  or 
an  agent  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  inspect  such  general  accounts 
in  the  books  of  the  bank,  as  shall  relate  to  the  said  statements :  Pro- 
vided^ That  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  imply  a  ri^ht  of  inspecting 
the  account  of  any  private  individual  or  individuals  with  the  bank. 

Secondly.  To  credit  as  specie,  all  sums  deposited  therein  to  the  credit 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  and  to  pay  all  checks,  warrants, 
or  drafts,  drawn  on  such  deposites,  in  specie  if  required  by  the  holder 
thereof. 

Thirdly.  To  give,  whenever  required  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trear 
sury,  the  necessary  facilities  for  transferring  the  public  ftmds  from  place 
to  place,  within  the  United  States,  and  the  Territories  thereof^  and  for 
distributing  the  same  in  payment  of  the  public  creditors,  witliout  charg- 
ing commissions  or  claiming  allowance  on  account  of  difference  of 
exchange. 

Fourthly,  To  render  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  all  the 
duties  and  services  heretofore  required  by  law  to  be  performed  by  the 
late  Bank  of  the  United  States  and  its  several  branches  or  offices. 

Sec.  5.  Asid  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  bank  shall  be  selected  or 
continued  as  a  place  of  depoeite  of  the  puUic  money  which  shall  not 
redeem  its  notes  and  bills  on  demand  in  specie ;  nor  shall  any  bank  be 
selected  or  continued  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  after  the  fourth  of  July, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  issue  or  pay  out 
any  note  or  bill  of  a  less  dencunination  than  five  debars ;  nor  shall  the 
notes  or  bills  of  any  bank  be  received  in  payment  of  any  debt  due  to 
the  United  States  which  shall,  after  the  said  fourth  day  of  July,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  issue  any  note  or  bill 
of  a  less  denomination  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty, 
whenever  in  his  judgment  the  same  shall  be  necessary  or  proper,  to 
require  of  any  bank  so  selected  and  employed  as  aforesaid,  collateral 
or  additional  securities  for  the  safe  keying  of  the  public  moneys  depos- 
ited therein,  and  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  by  this 
act 
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Sec.  7.  And  he  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  enter  into  contracts  in  the  name  and  for 
and  on  biehalf  of  the  United  States,  with  the  said  banks  so  selected  or 
employed,  whereby  the  said  banks  shall  stipulate  to  do  and  p^form  the 
several  duties  and  services  prescribed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted.  That  no  bank  which  shall  be  se- 
lected or  employed  as  the  place  of  deposite  of  the  public  money,  shall 
be  discontinued  as  such  depository,  or  the  public  mcMiey  withdrawn 
therefrcMn,  except  for  the  causes  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say : 
if  at  any  time,  any  one  of  said  banks  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  perfcvm  any 
of  said  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  and  stipulated  to  be  performed 
by  its  c<mtract ;  or,  if  any  of  said  bankjB  shall  at  any  time  refuse  to  pay 
its  own  notes  in  specie  if  demanded;  or  shall  fail  to  keep  in  its  vaults 
such  an  amount  of  specie  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  and  shall  be,  in  his  qpinion,  necessary  to  render  the  said  bank 
a  safe  depository  of  the  public  moneys,  having  due  regard  to  the  nature 
of  the  business  transacted  by  the  bank ;  in  any  and  every  such  case  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  diiscontlnue  any 
such  bank  as  a  depository,  and  withdraw  from  it  the  public  moneys 
which  it  may  hold  on  deposite  at  the  time  of  such  discontinuance.  And 
in  case  of  the  discontinuance  of  any  of  said  banks,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  report  to  Congress  inmiediately  if 
in  session,  and  if  not  in  session,  then  at  the  commencement  of  its  next 
session,  the  facts  and  reasons  which  have  induced  such  discontinuance. 
And  in  case  of  the  discontinuance  of  any  of  said  banks  as  a  place  of 
deposite  of  the  public  money  for  any  of  the  causes  herein  before  pro* 
vided,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  deposite 
the  money  thus  withdrawn  in  some  other  banks  of  deposite  already  se- 
lected, or  to  select  some  other  bank  as  a  place  of  deposite,  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  prescribed  by  this  act.  And  in  default  of  any 
bank  to  receive  such  deposite,  the  money  thus  withdrawn  shall  be  kept 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  according  to  the  laws  now  m 
force ;  and  shall  be  subject  to  be  disbursed  according  to  law. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  furtTier  enacted,  That  until  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  have  selected  and  employed  the  said  banks  as  places  of 
deposite  of  the  public  money,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  several  State  and  District  banks  at  present  employed  as  deposi- 
tories of  the  money  of  the  United  States,  shall  continue  to  be  the  de- 
positories aforesaid  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  they  have 
been  so  employed. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  lay  before  Congress,  at  the  commencement 
of  each  annual  session,  a  statement  of  the  number  and  names  of  the 
banks  employed  as  depositories  of  the  public  money,  and  of  their  con- 
dition, and  the  amount  of  public  money  deposited  in  each,  as  shown  by 
their  returns  at  the  Treasury ;  and  if  the  selection  of  any  bank  as  a 
depository  of  the  public  money  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, while  Congress  is  in  session,  he  shall  immediately  report  the  name 
and  condition  of  such  bank  to  Congress;  and  if  any  such  selection  shall 
be  made  during  the  recess  of  Congress,  he  shall  report  the  same  to 
Congress  during  the  first  week  of  its  next  session. 

Sec.  11.  Ana  he  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  amount  of 
public  depositee  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  in 
any  bank  shall,  for  a  whole  quarter  of  a  year,  exceed  the  one-fourth  part 
of  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  bank  actually  paid  in,  the 
banks  shall  allow  and  pay  to  the  United  States,  for  the  use  of  the  excess 
of  the  deposites  over  the  one-fourth  part  of  its  capital,  an  interest  at  the 
rate  of  two  per  centum  per  annum,  to  be  calculated  for  each  quarter, 
up<Mi  the  average  excesses  of  the  quarter ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Treasary,  at  the  cloee  of  each  quarter,  to  canae  the 
amounts  on  deposite  in  each  deposite  bank  for  the  qaarter,  to  be  exar 
mined  and  ascertained,  and  to  see  that  all  sums  of  interest  accruing 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  are,  by  the  banks  respectively  passed 
to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  in  his  accounts  with 
the  req>ectiye  banks. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  warrants  or  orders  for 
the  purpose  of  transferring  the  public  funds  from  the  banks  in  which 
they  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be  dq>osited,  to  other  banks,  whether 
of- deposite  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  the  banks  to  which 
the  transfer  may  be  made,  or  to  sustain  their  credit,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  whatever,  except  it  be  to  facilitate  the  public  disbursements, 
and  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  illegal ;  and  in  cases  where  trans- 
fers shall  be  required  for  purposes  of  equalization  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  in  consequence  of  too  great  an  accumulation  of  deposites  in 
any  bank,  such  transfers  shall  be  made  to  the  nearest  deposite  banks 
which  are  considered  safe  and  secure,  and  which  can  receive  the  moneys 
to  be  transferred  under  the  limitations  in  this  act  imposed :  Provided, 
That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  direct 
transfers  of  public  money  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  mint  and 
branch  mints  of  the  United  States,  for  supplying  metal  for  coining. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  money  which  shall  be 
in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-seven,  reserving  the  sum  of  five  millions  of  dollars, 
shall  be  deposited  with  such  of  the  several  States,  in  proporticuaulo 
their  respective  representation  in  the  Senate  and  House  ofRepjesentar 
tives  of  the  United  States,  as  shall,  by  law,  authorize  theic_Tieaaurers, 
or  other  competent  authorities  to  receive  the  same  on  the  terms  herein- 
after specified;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  such  Treasurers,  or  other  competent  authorities,  on  receiving  certifi- 
cates of  jdeposite  therefor,  signed  by  such  competent  authorities,  in  such 
form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  aforesaid;  which  certificates 
shall  express  the  usual  and  legal  obligations,  and  pledge  the  faith  of  the 
State,  for  the  safe  keeping  and  repayment  thereof,  and  shall  pledge  the 
faith  of  the  States  receiving  the  same,  to  pay  the  said  moneys,  and  every 

Sart  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  required, 
y  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  any 
wants  of  the  public  treasury,  beyond  the  amount  of  the  five  millions 
aforesaid :  Provided,  That  if  any  State  declines  to  receive  its  proportion 
of  the  surplus  aforesaid,  on  the  terms  before  named,  the  same  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  other  States,  agreeing  to  accept  the  same  on  deposite 
in  the  pr<^>ortion  aforesaid :  And  provided  further.  That  when  said 
money,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  wanted  by  the  said  Secretary,  to 
meet  appropriations  by  law,  the  same  shall  be  called  for,  in  rateable 
proportions,  within  one  year,  as  nearly  as  conveniently  may  be,  from

Be  it  enactedjby  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  from  and  after  the  pas* 
sage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to 
assume  and  exercise  the  agency  and  direction  in  behalf  of  the  United 
States,  over  property  in  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  whether  the 
same  be  standing  on  the  books  of  the  bank  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  for  the  use  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  for  the  payment  of  navy  pensions;  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  invested  with  the  authority  neces* 
sary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  duties  of  said  agency,  by  voting  in 
behalf  of  the  United  States  at  any  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  and  per- 
forming any  other  act  in  relation  to  the  same  which  any  stockholder 
would  be  authorized  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That,  as  agent  of  the  United 
States,  as  aforesaid,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  be  furnished, 
from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  he  may  require — by  the  directors  of  the 
Bank  of  the  United  States,  or  by  the  trustees  who  shall  have  been,  or

And  he  it  further  enacted  y  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be  authorized  and  directed  to  receive  and  deposite  in  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  any  dividends  which  may  be  made  of  the  capital  stock 
or  of  the  surplus  profits  of  said  bank. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury shall  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive 
the  capital  stock  belonging  to  the  United  States,  in  the  late  Bank  of  the 
United  States,  in  such  instalments,  and  payable  at  such  times,  and  with 
such  rates  of  interest,  as  he  shall  see  fit  to  agree  to ;  and  also,  to  settle 
and  adjust  the  claim  for  surplus  profits,  accruing  on  said  capital  stock, 
on  such  terms  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  in  like  manner  to  receive  the 
amount  thereof  in  such  instalments,  and  payable  at  such  times,  and  with 
such  rates  of  interest,  as  he  may  agree  to.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  in  lieu  of  the  proposi- 
tions submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  an  ordinance 
passed  by  the  convention  of  Delegates  at  Little  Rock,  assembled  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  constitution  for  the  State  of  Arkansas,  which  are 
hereby  rejected ;  and  that  the  following  propositions  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  offered  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Arkansas, 
for  their  free  acc^tance  or  rejection,  which  if  accq>ted,  under  the 
authority  granted  to  the  said  General  Assembly,  for  this  purpose,  by  the 
convention  which  framed  the  constitution  of  the  said  State,  diall  be 
obligatory  upon  the  United  States : 

First,  That  section  numbered  sixteen  in  every  township,  and  when 
such  section  has  been  sold,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  other  lands  equiva- 
lent thereto,  and  as  contiguous  as  may  be,  shall  be  granted  to  the  State 
for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  township  for  the  use  of  schools. 

Second.  That  all  salt  springs  not  exceeding  twelve  in  number,  with 
six  sections  of  land  adjoining  to  each,  shall  be  granted  to  the  said  State, 
for  the  use  of  said  State,  the  same  to  be  selected  oy  the  General  Assembly 
thereof  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eiffht  hun- 
dred and  forty ;  and  the  same,  when  so  selected,  to  be  used  under  such 
terms,  conditions,  and  regulations,  as  the  General  Assembly  of  the  said 
State  shall  direct :  Provided,  That  no  salt  sprint,  the  right  whereof  is 
now  vested  in  any  individual  or  individuals,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
confirmed  or  adjudged  to  any  individual  or  individuals,  shall,  by  this 
section,  be  granted  to  said  State :  And  provided  also,  That  the  General 
Assembly  shall  never  seU  or  lease  the  same,  at  any  one  time,  for  a  longer 
period  than  ten  years,  without  the  consent  of  Congress ;  and  that  nothing 
contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  <<  An  act  authorizing  the 
Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Arkansas  to  lease  the  salt  springs  in  said 
Territory,  and  for  other  purposes,"  or  in  any  other  act,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  give  to  the  said  State  any  further  or  other  claim  whatsoever, 
to  any  salt  springs  or  lands  adjoining  thereto,  than  to  those  hereby 
granted :  * 

Third,  That  five  per  cent  of  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lands 
lying  within  the  said  State,  and  which  shall  be  sold  by  Congress,  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  July  next,  after  deducting  all  expenses  incident 
to  the  same,  shall  be  reserved  for  making  public  roads  and  canals  within 
the  said  State,  imder  the  direction  of  the  General  Assembly  thereof. 

Fourth,  That  a  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  five  sections  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  granted  to  the  said  State  in  addition  to  the  ten 
sections  which  have  already  been  granted,  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
the  public  buildings  of  the  said  State  at  Little  Kock ;  which  said  five 
sections  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Assembly  of  said 
State,  be  located,  at  any  time,  in  legal  divisions  of  not  less  than  one- 
quarter  section,  in  such  townships  and  ranges  as  the  General  Assembly 
aforesaid  may  select,  on  any  of  the  imappropriated  lands  of  the  United 
States  within  the  said  State.

be  iq;>prq>riated  solely  to  the  use  of  such  seminary  by  the  General 
Assembly :  Provided,  That  the  five  foregoing  propositions  herein  ofiered, 
are  on  the  condition  that  the  General  Assembly  or  Legislature  of  the 
said  State,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the  convention

making  a  constitution  for  the  State  of  Michigan,  which  are  hereby 
rejected;  and  that  the  following  propositions  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  ofiered  to  the  Legislature  of  Uie  State  of  Michigan,  for  their 
acceptance  or  rejection,  which  if  accepted,  under  the  authority  con- 
ferred on  the  said  Legislature  by  the  Convention  which  framed  the 
constitution  of  the  said  State,  shall  be  obligatory  upon  the  United  States.

he  is  empowered  by  law  to  do,  in  the  district  of  which  he  is  the  judge. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  an  act  to  amend  the  act

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  tracts  of  land  in 
the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  including  the  towns  of  Fort  Madison  and 
Burlington,  in  the  county  of  Des  Moines ;  Belleview,  Du  Buque,  and 
Peru,  in  the  county  of  Du  Buque;  and  Peru,  in  the  county  of  Du 
Buque;  and  Mineral  Point,  in  the  county  of  Iowa,  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  public  lands,  be  laid  off  into 
town  lots,  streets,  avenues,  and  the  lots  for  public  use  called  the  public 
squares,  and  into  out-lots  having  regard  to  the  lots  and  streets  already 
surveyed,  in  such  manner  and  of  such  dimensions  as  he  may  think 
proper  for  the  public  good  and  the  equitable  rights  of  the  settlers  and 
occupants  of  the  said  towns :  Provided,  The  tracts  of  land  so  to  be 
laid  off  into  town-lots,  6lc,  shall  not  exceed  the  quantity  of  one  entire 
section,  nor  the  town-lots  one-half  of  an  acre ;  nor  shall  the  out-lots 
exceed  the  quantity  of  four  acres  each.  When  the  survey  of  the  lots 
shall  be  completed,  a  plat  thereof  shall  be  returned  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  and  withih  six  months  thereafter  the  lots  shall  be  offered 
to  the  highest  bidder,  at  public  sale,  under  the  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  shall  think 
proper ;  Provided,  That  no  town-lot  shall  be  sold  for  a  sum  less  than 
five  dollars :  And  provided  further.  That  a  quantity  of  land  of  proper 
width,  on  the  river  banks,  at  the  towns  of  Fort  Madison,  Belleview, 
Burlington,  Du  Buque,  and  Peru,  and  running  with  the  said  rivers  the 
whole  length  of  said  towns,  shall  be  reserved  from  sale,  (as  shall  also 
the  public  squares,)  for  public  use,  and  remain  for  ever  for  public  use, 
as  public  highways,  and  for  other  public  uses. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  Surveyor  to  class  the  lots  already  surveyed  in  the  said  towns  of 
Fort  Madison,  Burlington,  Belleview,  Du  Buque,  Peru,  and  Mineral 
Point,  into  three  classes,  according  to  the  relative  value  thereof,  on 
account  of  situation  and  eligibility  for  business,  without  regard  how- 
ever to  the  improvements  made  thereon ;  and  previous  to  the  sale  of 
said  lots  as  aforesaid,  each  and  every  person  or  persons,  or  his,  her,  or 
their  legal  representatives,  who  shall  heretofore  have  obtained  from  the 
agent  of  the  United  States  a  permit  to  occupy  any  lot  or  lots  in  the  said 
towns,  or  who  shall  have,  by  building  or  enclosure,  actually  occupied 
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or  improved  any  lot  or  lots  in  the  said  towns,  or  within  the  tracts  of 
land  hereby  authorized  to  be  laid  off  into  lots,  shall  be  permitted  to 
purchase  such  lot  or  lots  by  paying  therefor,  in  cash,  if  the  same  fall 
within  the  first  class  as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  of  forty  debars  per  acre ; 
if  within  the  second  class,  at  the  rate  of  twenty  dollars  per  acre ;  and 
if  within  the  third  class,  at  the  rate  of  ten  ddlars  per  acre :  Provided^ 
That  no  one  of  the  persons  aforesaid  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase,  by 
authority  of  this  section,  more  than  one  acre  of  ground  to  embrace 
improvements  already  made.

Siglor,  of  the  militia  of  Indiana,  for  the  protection  of  the  frontiers  of 
those  States  against  the  Indians ;  and  to  cause  them  to  be  paid  for  the 
time  they  were  actually  engaged  in  said  service  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-two,  at  the  rate,  and  according  to  the  principles  es- 
tablished for  the  payment  of  similar  services  rendered  the  United  States;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  acts  and  duties 
required  to  be  done  and  performed  by  the  surveyor  of  the  States  of 
Illinois  and  Missouri,  and  the  Territory  of  Arkansas,  under  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  done  and  performed  by  a  board 
of  commissioners  of  three  in  number,  any  two  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum  to  do  business;  said  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  shall,  previous  to  their  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  an  oath  or  affirmaticm  to  per- 
form the  same  faithfolly  and  impartially. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners  shall 
also  have  power  to  hear  evidence  and  determine  all  claims  to  lots  of 
ground  arising  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and  for 
Uiis  purpose  the  said  commissioners  are  authorized  to  administer  all 
oaths  that  may  be  necessary,  and  reduce  to  writing  all  the  evidence  in 
support  of  claims  to  pre-emption  presented  for  their  consideration ;  and 
when  all  the  testimony  shall  have  been  heard  and  considered,  the  said 
commissioners  shall  file  with  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  <^ce 
at  Galena,  the  testimony  in  each  case,  together  with  a  certificate  in 
favor  of  each  person  having  the  right  of  pre-empti<Hi ;  and  upon  making 
payment  to  the  receiver  at  Galena,  for  the  lot  or  lots  to  which  such 
person  is  entitled,  the  receiver  shall  grant  a  receipt  therefor,  and  issue 
certificates  of  purchase,  to  be  transmitted  to  the  General  Land  Office, 
as  in  other  cases  of  the  sale  of  public  land. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  register  and  receiver  at 
Galena,  after  the  board  of  commissioners  have  heard  and  determined 
all  the  cases  of  pre-emption  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment, shall  expose  the  residue  of  lots  to  puUic  sale  to  the  highest  bidder, 
after  advertising  the  same  in  three  public  newspapers  at  least  six  weeks 
prior  to  the  day  of  sale,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  sale 
of  the  public  lands  in  other  cases ;  and  after  paying  to  the  commis- 
sioners the  compensation  hereinafter  allowed  them,  and  all  the  other 
expenses  incident  to  the  said  survey  and  sale,  the  receiver  of  the  land 
<^ce  shall  pay  over  the  residue  of  the  money  he  may  have  received 
fi'om  the  sale  of  lots  aforesaid,  by  pre-emption  as  well  as  at  public 
auction,  into  the  hands  of  the  county  commissioners  of  Jo  Daviess 
county,  to  be  expended  b^  them  in  the  erection  of  public  buildings, 
and  the  construction  of  suitable  wharves  in  the  town  of  Galena.

Be  it  enacted  bp  the  Senate  and  Houee  ef  MepreeenUUivee  ef  the  United 
Btatea  (^  America  in  Cmgrees  aeaemkUd^  That  the  revanaes  arising 
in  ths  Foit  Office  Department,  and  all  debts  due  to  the  same^  ehali, 
when  collected,  be  paid,  under  the  direction  of  the  Poetmaster  General, 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Postmaster  General  shall 
submit  to  Congress  at  the  next,  and  each  succeeding  annual  session, 
specific  estimates  of  the  sums  of  money  expected  to  be  required  f<ff  the 
service  of  the  Department  in  the  subsequent  year,  commencing  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  under  the  fi^owing  heads,  viz:  "Compensation  of 
postmasters,"  <'  Tranq>ortatioii  of  the  mails,"  "  Ship,  steam-boat,  and

be  creditors  of  the  Department,  as  shall  have  given  bonds,  with  security, 
to  refund  any  moneys  that  may  come  into  their  hands  over  and  above 
the  amount  which  may  be  found  due  to  them  on  the  settlement  of  their 
accounts. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  shall  give  receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  him  to  the  credit 
of  the  appreciation  for  the  service  of  the  Post  Office  Department;

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  appropriations  for  the 
service  of  the  Post  Office  Department  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Trea- 
surer out  of  the  moneys  paid  into  the  Treasury  for  the  service  of  the 
Post  Office  Department,  upon  the  warrants  of  the  Postmaster  General, 
registered  and  countersigned  as  herein  provided,  and  expressing  on 
their  faces  the  appropriation  to  which  they  should  be  charged. 

ifl)  For  notes  of  the  dednons  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  on  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the 
PoiUnaster  OeneraT,  "  Postmasters/'  and  **  Post  Office/'  see  vol.  1,  363. 
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Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Treasurer  shall  render 
his  accoants  of  the  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him  on  account  of 
the  Post  Office  Department,  quarterly  to  the  Auditor  for  the  Post  Office 
Department,  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  shall  transmit  copies  of  the 
same,  when  adjusted  by  him,  to  the  two  Houses  of  Congress. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  an  Auditor  of  the  Trea- 
sury for  the  Post  Office  Department,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
all  accounts  arising  in  the  said  Departments,  or  relative  thereto,  to 
audit  and  settle  the  same,  and  certify  their  balances  to  the  Postmaster 
General:  Provided,  That  if  either  the  Postmaster  General,  or  any 
person  whose  account  shall  be  settled,  be  dissatisfied  therewith,  he 
may,  within  twelve  months,  appeal  to  the  First  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury,  whose  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  The  said 
auditor  shall  report  to  the  Postmaster  General,  when  required,  the 
official  forms  of  papers  to  be  used  by  postmasters,  and  other  officers  or 
agents  of  the  Department  concerned  in  its  receipts  and  payments,  and 
the  manner  and  form  of  keeping  and  stating  its  accounts.  He  shall 
keep  and  preserve  all  accounts,  with  the  vouchers,  after  settlement 
He  shall  promptly  report  to  the  Postmaster  General  all  delinquencies  of 
postmasters  in  paying  over  the  proceeds  of  their  offices.  He  shall  close 
the  accounts  of  the  Department  quarterly,  imd  transmit  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  quarterly  statements  of  its  receipts  and  expendituves. 
He  shall  register,  charge  and  countersign,  all  warrants  upon  the  Treft- 
sury  for  receipts  and  payments  issued  by  the  Postmaster  General,  when 
warranted  by  law.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  in  relation  to 
the  financial  concerns  of  the  Department,  as  shall  be  assigned  to  him 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  shall  make  to  them  respectively, 
such  reports  as  either  of  them  may  require  respecting  the  same.  The 
said  auditor  may  frank,  and  receive,  free  of  postage,  letters  and  packets 
under  the  regulations  provided  by  law  for  other  officers  of  the  Govern^ 
ment.  And  all  letters  and  packets  to  and  from  the  Chief  Engines 
which  may  relate  to  the  business  of  his  office  shall  be  free  of  postage. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Postmaster  General  to  decide  on  the  official  forms  of  all  papers  to  be 
used  by  postmasters,  and  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  Post  Office 
Department,  concerned  in  its  receipts  and  payments,  and  the  manner 
and  form  of  keeping  and  stating  its  accounts ;  to  enforce  the  prompt 
rendition  of  the  returns  of  postmasters,  and  of  all  certificates,  acknow- 
ledgments, receipts,  and  other  papers,  by  postmasters  and  contractors, 
relative  to  the  accounts  of  the  Department;  to  control,  according  to 
law,  and  subject  to  the  settlement  of  the  auditor,  the  allowances  to 
postmasters,  tne  expenses  of  post  offices,  and  all  other  expenses  incident 
to  the  service  of  the  Department ;  to  regulate  and  direct  the  payment 
of  the  said  allowances  and  expenses  for  which  apprc^riations  have  been 
made;  to  superintend  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  post  offices 
and  other  moneys  of  the  Department ;  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which 
postmasters  shall  pay  over  their  balances ;  to  grant  warrants  for  money 
to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury,  and  out  of  the  same,  in  pursuance  of  appro- 
priations by  law,  to  persons  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  certified  to  be 
due  by  the  said  auditor :  Provided,  That  advances  of  necessary  sums 
to  defiray  expenses  may  be  made  by  the  Postmaster  General  to  agents 
of  the  Department  employed  to  investigate  mail  depredations,  examine 
post  routes,  and  post  offices,  and  periform  other  like  services,  to  be 
charged  by  the  auditor  for  the  Post  Office  Department,  and  be  accounted 
•  for  in  the  settlement  of  their  accounts. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  auditor  for  the  Post 
Office  Department  shall  state  and  certify,  quarterly,  to  the  Postmaster 
Genera],  accounts  of  the  moneys  paid  pursuant  to  apprc^riations,  in 
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each  year,  bj  postmasters,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  their  offices,  towards 
the  expenses  of  the  Department,  under  each  of  the  heads  of  the  said 
expenses  specified  in  the  second  section  of  this  act;  upon  which  the 
Postmaster  General  shall  issue  warrants  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States,  as  in  case  of  the  receipt  and  payment  of  the  said  moneys  into 
and  out  of  the  Treasury,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  carried  to  the 
credit  and  debit  of  the  appropriation  for  the  service  of  the  Post  Office 
Department,  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  for  said  Department 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  the  Postmaster  Genera] 
shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  making  of  any  contract,  cause  a  dupli- 
cate thereof  to  be  lodged  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  the  Post  Office 
Department.  Upon  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  any  post- 
master, he  shall  cause  his  bond  of  office  to  be  delivered  to  the  said 
auditor ;  and  shall  also  cause  to  be  promptly  certified  to  him  all  esta- 
blishments and  disc<nitinuances  of  post  c^ces,  and  all  i^pointments, 
deaths,  resignations,  and  removals  of  postmasters,  together  with  all 
orders  and  regulations  which  may  originate  a  claim,  or  in  any  manner 
affect  the  accounts  of  the  Department. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  furthsr  enacted^  That  the  accounts  of  the  Post 
Office  Department  shadl  be  kept  in  such  manner  as  to  exhibit  the 
amounts  of  its  revenues,  derived  respectively  firom  "  letter  postages," 
*'  newspapers  and  pamphlets,"  and  *<  fines ;"  and  the  amount  of  its  ex- 
penditures for  each  of  the  following  objects,  namely :  ''  compensatica 
of  postmasters,"  "transportation  of  the  mails,"  "ship,  steamboat,  and 
way  letters,"  "  wrapping  paper,"  "  office  furniture,"  "  advertising," 
"  mail  bags,"  "  blanks,  mail  locks,  keys,  and  stamps,"  "  mail  depreda- 
tions and  special  agents,"  "  clerks  for  offices,"  and  "  miscellaneous." 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  encu^ted^  That  the  bonds  and  contracts  of 
postmasters,  mail  contractors,  and  other  agents  of  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment, shall  hereafter  be  made  to  and  with  the  United  States  of 
America ;  and  all  suits  to  be  commenced  for  the  recovery  of  debts  or 
balances  due  by  postmasters  and  others,  or  upon  bonds  or  contracts 
made  to  ot  with  the  present  or  any  former  Postmaster  General,  or  for 
any  fines,  penalties,  or  forfeitures,  imposed  by  the  laws  respecting  the 
Post  Office  Department,  or  by  the  Postmaster  General,  pursuant  thereto, 
shall  be  instituted  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  of  America ;  and 
the  demands  in  such  suits  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  priorities  in 
adjudication  and  payment  secured  to  other  claims  of  the  United  States, 
by  the  existing  laws :  Provided^  That  actions  and  suits  which  may  have 
been  instituted  in  the  name  of  the  Postmaster  General,  previous  to 
the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  affiscted  by  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Sec  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  auditor  for  the  Post 
Office  Department  shall  superintend  the  collection  of  all  debts  due  to 
the  Department,  and  all  penalties  and  forfeitures  imposed  on  postmas- 
ters, for  failing  to  make  returns,  or  pay  over  the  proceeds  of  their 
offices ;  he  shall  direct  suits  and  legaT  proceedings,  and  take  all  such 
measures  as  may  be  authorized  by  law,  to  enforce  the  prompt  payment 
of  moneys  due  to  the  Department. 

Sec.  15.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  cq>ies  of  the  quarterly 
returns  of  postmasters,  and  of  any  papers  pertaining  to  the  accounts  in 
the  office  of  the  auditor  for  the  Post  Office  Department,  certified  by 
him  under  his  seal  of  office,  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence  in  the  courts 
of  the  United  States ;  and  in  every  case  of  delinquency  of  any  post- 
master or  contractor,  in  which  suit  may  be  brought,  the  said  auditor 
shall  forward  to  the  attorney  of  the  United  States  certified  copies  of  all 
papers  in  his  office,  tending  to  sustain  the  claim ;  and  in  every  such 
case,  a  statement  of  the  account,  certified  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  admit- 
ted as  evidence;  and  the  court  trying  the  cause  shall  be  thereupon  au- 
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thorized  to  gire  judgment  and  awaf  d  execetion,  sabject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  thirty-eighth  section  of  the  act  to  reduce  into  one  the  several 
acts  establishing  and  regulating  the  Post  Office  Department,  s^proved 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-^ive.  No  claim  for  a  credit 
shall  be  allowed  upon  the  trial  but  such  as  shall  have  been  presented  to 
the  said  auditor,  and  by  him  disallowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  unless  it 
shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  defendant  is  at 
the  time  of  the  trial  in  possession  of  vouchers  not  before  in  his  power 
to  procure,  and  that  he  was  prevented  from  exhibiting  to  the  said 
auditor  a  claim  for  such  credit,  by  some  unavoidable  accident.  In 
suits  for  balances  due  from  postmasters,  interest,  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent  per  annum,  shall  be  recovered  from  the  time  of  the  default  until 
payment. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  etuuted,  That  the  attorneys  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  prosecution  of  suits  for  moneys  due  on  account  of  the 
Post  Office  Department,  shall  obey  the  directions  which  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  given  to  them  by  the  auditor  for  the  Post  Office  Department; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  attorneys,  immediately  after 
^e  end  of  every  term  of  any  court  in  which  any  of  the  suits  aforesaid 
shall  have  been  pending,  to  forward  to  the  said  auditor  a  statement  of 
all  the  judgments,  orders,  and  steps  which  have  been  made  or  taken  in 
the  same,  during  the  said  term,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the 
clerk,  showing  the  parties  to,  and  amount  of,  each  judgment,  with  such 
other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  said  auditor.  The  said 
attorneys  shall  direct  speedy  and  effectual  process  of  execution  upon 
the  said  judgments ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshals  of  the 
United  States  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  directed,  to  make  to  the  said 
auditor,  at  such  times  as  he  may  direct,  returns  of  the  proceedings 
which  have  taken  place  upon  the  said  process  of  execution. 

Sec.  17.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  where  any  sum 
or  sums  of  money  have  been  paid  out  of  the  frmds  of  the  Post  Office 
Department  to  any  individual  or  individuals,  under  pretence  that  service 
has  been  performed  therefor  when  in  fact  such  service  has  not  been 
performed,  or  by  way  of  additional  allowance  for  increased  service 
actually  rendered,  when  the  additional  allowance  exceeds  the  sum  which, 
by  the  provisions  of  law,  might  rightfully  have  been  allowed  therefor, 
and  in  all  other  cases  where  the  moneys  of  the  Department  have  been 
paid  over  to  any  person  in  consequence  of  fraudulent  representations, 
or  by  the  mistake,  cdlusion  or  misconduct  of  any  officer  or  •clerk  of  the 
Department,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Postmaster  General  to  cause 
suit  to  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to 
recover  back  the  same,  or  the  excess,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  interest 
thereon. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  auditor  for  the  Post 
Office  Department  shall  adjust  and  settle  all  balances  due  from  post- 
masters on  account  of  transactions  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-six.  He*  shall,  when  necessary,  institute  suits  for  the 
same,  and  cause  them  to  be  effectually  prosecuted  to  judgment  and 
execution ;  and  in  cases  in  which  proceedings  at  law  for  these  or  any 
other  balances  that  are  or  may  become  due  on  account  of  the  Post 
Office  Department,  have  been  or  shall  be  fruitless,  may  direct  the  insti- 
tution of  suits  in  chancery,  to  set  aside  fraudulent  conveyances  or 
trusts,  or  attach  debts  Hlue  to  the  defendants,  or  obtain  any  other  proper 
exercise  of  the  powers  of  equity,  to  have  satisfaction  of  the  said  judg- 
ments ;  and  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  sitting  in  chancery,  shiul 
have  jurisdiction  to  entertain  such  bills,  and  make  such  decrees  and 
orders  thereupon  as  may  be  consonant  to  the  principles  and  usages  of 
equity.  The  said  auditor  shall  report  to  the  Postmaster  General,  to  be 
by  hnn  stabmitted  to  Congress,  at  its  next  annual  session,  a  statement 
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of  all  the  balances  and  debts  due  to  the  Poet  Office  Department  as 
aforesaid,  by  late  postmasters,  showing,  in  each  case,  the  name  and 
office  of  the  principal  debtor^  the  names  of  the  sureties,  if  any,  the 
amount  of  the  debt,  the  time  at  which  it  accrued,  the  steps  taken  to 
collect  the  same,  and  whether  they  have  been  successful  or  not.  The 
said  statement  shall  also  classify  such  of  the  said  balances  as  may  then 
remain  due,  into  such  as  are  considered  collectible,  and  such  as  are 
not,  with  the  whole  amount  of  each  class. 

Sec.  19.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  auditor  for  the  Post 
Office  Department,  or  any  mayor  of  a  city,  justice  of  the  peace,  or 
judge  of  any  court  of  record  in  the  United  States,  by  him  e^>ecially 
designated,  shall  be  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmaticms,  in 
relation  to  the  examination  and  settlement  of  the  accounts  committed 
to  his  charge ;  and  if  any  person  shall  knowingly  swear  or  affirm  falsely, 
touching  the  expenditures  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  or  in  relation  . 
to  any  account  of,  or  claim  against,  or  in  favor  of,  the  said  Department, 
he  or  she  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  suffer  as  for  wilful  and  corrupt 
perjury. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  employed 
by  the  Postmaster  General,  a  third  Assistant  Postmaster  GeneriJ,  who 
may  receive  and  send  letters  and  packets  free  of  postage,  and  in  lieu  of 
the  clerks  now  employed  in  the  Department,  one  chief  derk,  three 
principal  clerks,  and  thirty-three  other  clerks,  one  messenger,  and  three 
assistant  messengers,  and  two  watchmen. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  employed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  the  c^ce  of  the  auditor  for  the 
Post  Office  Department,  one  chief  derk,  four  principal  derks,  and 
thirty-eight  other  clerks,  one  messenger,  and  one  assistant  messenger, 
also  three  clerks  one  at  a  salary  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
one  at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  one  at  a  salary  of  one 
thotisand  dollars,  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  in 
lieu  of  the  same  number  of  clerks  now  employed  in  the  office  of  the 
Fiflh 'Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  in  adjusting  the  accounts  of  the  Post 
Office  Department 

Sec.  22.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Postmaster  General  to  make  to  Congress,  at  each  annual  session  thereof, 
the  following  several  reports : 

FHrst,  A  report  of  dl  contracts  made  for  the  transportation  of  the 
mail  within  the  preceding  year,  stating  in  each  case  of  contract  its  date 
and  duration,  the  name  of  the  contractor,  the  route  or  routes  embraced 
in  the  contract,  with  the  length  of  each,  with  the  times  of  arrival  and 
departure  at  the  ends  of  each  route,  the  mode  of  transportation  con- 
tracted for,  and  the  price  stipulated  to  be  paid  by  the  Department ;  also 
a  statement  of  dl  such  land  and  water  mails  as  may  have  been  estab- 
lished or  ordered  by  the  Department  within  the  year  preceding,  other 
than  those  let  to  contract  at  the  annud  lettings  of  mail  contracts, 
specifying,  in  each  case  the  route  or  water  course  on  which  the  mail  is 
established,  the  name  of  the  person  employed  to  transport  it,  the  mode 
of  transportation,  the  amount  paid  or  to  be  paid,  and  the  proposed 
duration  of  the  order  or  contract. 

Second,  A  report  of  all  allowances  made  to  contractors  within  the 
year  preceding,  beyond  the  sums  originally  stipulated  in  their  respective 
contracts,  and  the  reasons  for  the  same ;  and  of  dl  orders  made  by  the 
Department,  whereby  additiond  expense  is,  or  will  be  incurred,  beycmd 
the  origind  contract  price  on  any  land  or  water  route,  specifying,  in 
each  case,  the  route  to  which  the  order  relates,  the  name  of  the  c<ni- 
tractor,  the  origind  service  provided  by  the  contract,  the  origind  price, 
the  date  of  the  order  for  additiond  service,  the  additiond  service 
required,  and  the  additiond  dlowance  therefor;  dso,  a  report  of  all 
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curtailments  of  expenses  effected  bj  the  Department  within  the  pre- 
ceding year,  specifying,  in  each  case,  the  same  particulars  as  required 
in  cases  of  additional  allowances. 

Third,  A  report  of  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  Department  for  the 
year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding,  arranged  according 
to  their  several  objects  as  for  "  wrapping  paper,"  **  office  furniture," 
"  advertising,"  "  mail  bags,"  "  blanks,"  **  mail  locks,  keys,  and  stamps," 
**  mail  depredations,  and  special  agents,"  "  clerks  ibr  offices,"  ''  miscel- 
laneous," showing  the  sum  paid  under  each  head  of  expenditures,  and 
the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  paid,  except  only  that  the  names  of 
persons  employed  in  detecting  depredations  on  the  mail,  and  other  con- 
fidential agents,  need  not  be  disclosed  in  said  report. 

Fourth,  A  report  of  the  finances  of  the  Post  Office  Department  for 
the  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding,  showing  the 
whole  amount  of  balances  due  to  the  Department  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  fi'om  postmasters  and  aU  others,  the  whole  amount  of  postage 
that  accrued  within  the  year,  the  whole  amount  of  the  engagements  and 
liabilities  of  the  D^artment  for  mail  transportation  during  the  year, 
the  amount  actually  paid  during  the  year,  for  and  on  account  of  mail 
transportation,  and  otherwise,  stating  separately  so  much  of  the  said 
amount  as  may  have  been  paid  on  account  of  the  transportation  of  the 
mail,  and  for  other  debts  for  the  same  object,  in  preceding  years. 

Fifth,  A  report  of  all  fines  imposed,  and  deductions  firom  the  pay  of 
contractors  made  during  the  preceding  year,  for  failures  to  deliver  the 
mail,  or  for  any  other  cause,  stating  the  names  of  the  delinquent  con- 
tractors, the  nature  of  the  delinquency,  the  route  on  which  it  occurred, 
the  time  when  it  occurred,  the  time  when  the  fine  was  imposed,  and 
whether  the  fine  has  been  remitted,  or  order  for  deduction  rescinded, 
and  for  what  reason. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Postmaster  General,  before  advertising  for  proposals  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  mail,  to  form  the  best  judgment  practicable  as  to  the  mode, 
time,  and  firequency  of  transportation  on  each  route,  and  to  advertise 
accordingly.  No  consolidated  or  combination  bid  shall  be  received, 
and  no  additional  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  mail  contractor, 
so  as  that  the  compensation  for  additional  regular  service  shall  exceed 
the  exact  proportion  which  the  original  compensation  bears  to  the 
original  services  stipulated  to  be  performed:  and  no  extra  allowance 
shall  be  made  to  any  contractor,  by  the  Postmaster  General,  for  an 
increase  of  expedition  in  the  transportation  of  the  mail,  unless  thereby 
the  employment  of  additional  stock  or  carriers,  by  the  contractor,  shall 
be  rendered  necessary ;  and  in  such  case,  the  additional  compensation 
shall  never  bear  a  greater  proportion  to  the  additional  stock  or  carriers 
rendered  necessary,  than  the  sum  stipulated  in  the  original  contract 
bears  to  the  stock  and  carriers  necessarily  employed  in  its  execution, 
and  when  any  extra  service  shall  be  ordered,  the  amount  of  the  allow- 
ance therefor,  in  dollars  and  cents,  shall  be  signified  in  the  order  for 
such  service,  and  be  forthMrith  entered  upon  the  books  of  the  Post 
Office  Department,  and  no  additional  compensation  shall  be  paid  for 
any  extra  regular  service  rendered  before  the  issuing  of  such  order,  and 
the  making  of  such  entry,  and  every  order,  entry,  or  memorandum 
whatever,  on  which  any  action  of  the  Department  is  to  be  had,  allow- 
ance made,  or  money  paid,  and  every  contract,  paper  or  obligation 
drawn  up  in  said  office,  by  any  officer  thereof,  shall  have  affixed  to  it  its 
true  date :  and  every  paper  relating  to  contracts  or  allowances  filed  in 
said  office  shall  have  the  date  of  its  filing  endorsed  thereon.  And 
whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  change  the  terms  of  any  existing 
contract  in  any  other  manner  than  that  designated  in  this  act,  or  to 
enter  into  a  contract  for  the  transportation  of  the  mail  at  any  other  time 
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than  at  the  annual  letting,  the  Postmaster  General  shall  gire  notice  in 
one  newspaper  published  at  Washington  City,  and  in  one  newspaper 
published  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  route  on  which  the  services  are  to 
be  performed  for  at  least  four  weeks  before  changing  or  making  such 
contract,  inviting  proposals  therefor ;  which  proposals  shall  be  received 
and  opened,  and  such  proceedings  tliereon  had,  in  all  things,  as  at  the 
annual  lettings.  Provided  however,  That  the  Postmaster  General  may 
make  temporary  contracts  until  a  regular  letting  can  take  place. 

Sec.  24,  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  proposals  for  mail  contracts 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Department  sealed,  and  shall  be  kept  sealed 
until  the  biddings  are  closed,  and  shall  then  be  q>ened  and  marked  in 
the  presence  of  the  Postmaster  General  and  of  one  of  the  Assistant 
Postmasters  General,  or  in  the  presence  of  two  of  the  Assistant  Post- 
masters General.  And  the  contracts  in  all  cases  shall  be  awarded  to 
the  lowest  bidder,  except  when  his  bid  is  not  more  than  five  per  centum 
below  that  of  the  last  contractor,  on  the  route  bid  for,  who  shall  have 
faithfully  performed  his  contract.  Provided  however,  That  the  Post- 
master General  shall  not  be  bound  to  consider  the  bid  of  any  person 
who  shall  have  wilfully  or  negligently  failed  to  execute  or  perform  a 
prior  contract. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Postmaster  General  to  have  recorded  in  a  well-bound  book,  a  true  and 
faithful  abstract  of  offers  made  to  him  for  carrying  the  mail,  embracing 
as  well  those  which  are  rejected,  as  those  which  are  accepted.  The 
said  abstract  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  party  or  parties  offering ; 
the  terms  on  which  he  or  they  propose  to  carry  the  mail,  the  sum  for 
which  it  is  offered  to  contract ;  and  the  length  of  time  the  agreement  is 
to  continue.  And  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Postmaster  General 
to  put  on  file  and  preserve  the  originals  of  the  propositions  of  which 
abstracts  are  here  directed  to  be  made,  and  to  report  at  each  session  of 
Congress  a  true  copy  from  the  said  record  of  all  offers  made  for  carrying 
the  mail  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  26.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  employed  in 
the  Post  Office  Department  or  postmaster  shall  become  interested  in 
any  mail  contract  or  act  as  agent,  with  or  without  compensation,  in  any 
matter  or  thing  relating  to  business  in  said  Department,  for  any  con- 
tractor, or  person  offering  to  become  a  contractor,  he  shall  be  forthwith 
dismissed  from  office  and  shall  be  liable  to  pay  so  much  money  as  would 
have  been  realized  from  said  contract,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
debt  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  use  of  the  Post  Office  Department ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Postmaster  General  to  cause  prosecution  to  be  instituted. 

Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  proposal  for  the 
transportation  of  the  mail  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  guaranty, 
signed  by  one  or  more  responsible  persons,  to  the  effect  that  he  or  they 
undertake  that  the  bidder  or  bidders  will,  if  his  or  their  bid  be  accepted, 
enter  into  an  obligation  in  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Postp 
master  General,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  perform  the  service 
proposed.  No  proposal  shall  be  considered,  unless  accompanied  by 
such  guaranty.  If,  afler  the  acceptance  of  a  proposal,  and  notification 
thereof  to  the  bidder  or  bidders,  he  or  they  shall  fail  to  enter  into  an 
obligation  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Postmaster  General,  with 

food  and  sufficient  sureties  for  the  performance  of  the  service,  then  the 
'ostmaster  General  shall  proceed  to  contract  vnth  some  other  person  or 
persons,  for  the  performance  of  the  said  service,  and  shall  forthMrith 
cause  the  difference  between  the  amount  contained  in  the  proposal  so 
guarantied,  and  the  amount  for  which  he  may  have  contracted  for  the 
performance  of  said  service,  for  the  whole  period  of  the  proposal,  to  be 
charged  up  against  the  said  bidder  or  bidders,  and  his  or  their  guarantor 
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or  guarantors,  and  the  same  may  be  immediately  recovered  by  the  United 
States,  for  the  use  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  in  an  action  of  debt 
against  either  or  all  of  the  said  persons. 

Sec.  28.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  contract  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  mail  shall  knowingly  be  made  by  the  Postmaster 
General,  with  any  person  who  shall  have  entered  into  any  combination, 
or  proposed  to  enter  into  any  combination,  to  prevent  the  raak'mg  of 
any  bid  ^or  a  mail  contract  by  any  other  person  or  persons ;  or  who 
shall  have  made  any  agreement,  or  shall  have  given  or  performed,  or 
promised  to  give  or  perform,  any  consideration  whatever,  or  to  do  or  not 
to  do  any  thing  whatever,  in  order  to  induce  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons not  to  bid  for  a  mail  contract  And  if  any  person  so  offending  be 
a  mail  cimtractor,  he  may  be  forthwith  dismissed  from  the  service  of 
the  Department:  Provided,  That  whenever  the  Postmaster  General 
shall  exercise  the  power  conferred  on  him  by  this  section,  he  shall 
transmit  a  copy  or  statement  of  the  evidence  on  which  he  acts  to  Con- 
gress, at  its  next  session. 

Sec.  29.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  no  person  whose  bid  for  the 
^  transportation  of  the  mail  may  be  accepted,  shall  receive  any  pay,  until 
he  shall  have  executed  his  contract  according  to  law  and  the  regulations 
of  the  Dq>artment ;  nor  shall  any  payment  be  made  for  any  additional 
regular  service  in  the  transportation  of  the  mail,  unless  the  same  shall 
have  been  rendered  in  obedience  to  a  prior  legal  order  of  the  Post- 
master General. 

Sec.  30.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  act  con- 
cerning the  Post  Office  Department,  approved  March  third,  eighteen 
hundr^  and  twenty-five,  as  directs  that  duplicates  or  cq)]es  of  contracts 
or  orders  made  by  the  Postmaster  General  shall  be  lodged  in  the  office 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  be  repealed. 

Sec  31.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Postmaster  General  to  furnish  to  the  postmasters  at  the  termination  of 
each  route,  a  schedule,  specifying  the  times  of  arrival  and  departure  at 
their  offices,  respectively,  of  each  mail,  a  copy  of  which  the  postmaster 
shall  post  up  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  his  office ;  and  the  Post- 
master General  shall  also  furnish  a  notice  in  like  manner,  of  any  change 
or  alteration  in  the  arrivals  and  departures  which  may  be  ordered  by 
him.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  postmaster  promptly  to  report 
to  the  Department  every  delinquency,  neglect,  or  malpractice  of  the 
contractors,  their  agents  or  carriers,  that  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 
And  the  Postmaster  General  shall  cause  to  be  kept,  and  returned  to  the 
Department,  at  short  and  regular  intervals,  by  postmasters  at  the  ends 
of  routes,  and  such  others  as  he  may  think  proper,  registers,  showing 
the  exact  times  of  the  arrivals  and  departures  of  the  mails. 

Sec.  32.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  postmaster  shall 
unlawfully  detain  in  his  office  any  letter,  package,  pamphlet,  or  news- 
paper, with  intent  to  prevent  the  arrival  and  delivery  of  the  same  to 
the  person  or  persons  to  whom  such  letter,  package,  pamphlet  or  news- 
paper may  be  addressed  or  directed  in  the  usual  course  of  the  trans- 
portation of  the  mail  along  the  route ;  or  if  any  postmaster  shall,  with 
intent  as  aforesaid,  give  a  preference  to  any  letter,  package,  pamphlet, 
or  newspaper,  over  another,  which  may  pass  through  his  office,  by 
forwarding  the  one  and  retaining  the  other,  he  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  shall,  moreover, 
be  for  ever  thereafter  incapable  of  holding  the  office  of  postmaster  in 
the  United  States.^ 

Sec.  33.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  a  Deputy  Postmaster  for  each  post  office  at  which  the 
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commissions  allowed  to  the  postmaster  amounted  to  one  thousand  dol- 
lars or  upwards  in  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  or  which  may,  in  any  subsequent 
year,  terminating  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  amount  to  or  exceed 
that  sum,  who  snail  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  President 

Sec.  34.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  assistant  postmasters  and 
clerks  regularly  employed  and  engaged  in  post  offices,  shall  be  exempt 
from  militia  duty,  and  serving  on  juries,  and  from  any  fine  or  penalty 
for  neglect  thereof. 

Sec.  35.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  advertisements  of  letters 
remaining  in  the  post  offices  may,  under  the  direction  of  the  Postmaster 
General,  be  made  in  more  than  one  newspaper :  Provided,  That  the 
whole  cost  of  advertising  shall  not  exceed  four  cents  for  each  letter. 

Sec  36.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  postmaster  shall  receive 
free  of  postage,  or  firank,  any  letter  or  packet  composed  of,  or  contain- 
ing any  thing  other  than  paper  or  money ;  and  for  a  vidation  of  this 
provision,  the  offender  shall  be  dismissed  from  office,  and  upon  convic- 
tion in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 
And  no  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  postmaster  who  shall  not  be  an 
actual  resident  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  office  is  situated,  or  the 
district  of  country  usually  supplied  by  said  office. 

Sec.  37.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  any  <Mie  or  more  of 
the  sureties  of  a  postmaster  shall  notify  to  the  Postmaster  General  their 
desire  to  be  released  from  their  suretyship,  or  when  the  Postmaster 
General  shall  deem  it  necessary,  he  shall  require  the  said  postmaster  to 
execute  a  new  bond,  with  security,  which,  when  accepted  by  the  Post- 
master General,  shall  be  as  valid  as  the  bond  given  upon  the  original 
appointment  of  said  postmaster,  and  the  sureties  in  the  prior  bond  shall 
be  released  from  responsibility  for  all  acts  or  defaults  of  said  postmaster, 
which  may  be  done  or  committed  subsequent  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
new  bond,  the  date  of  which  shall  be  endorsed  thereon.  Provided, 
That  payments  made  subsequent  to  the  execution  of  the  new  bond  by 
said  postmaster  shall  be  applied  first  to  discharge  any  balance  which 
may  be  due  on  the  old  bond,  unless  he  shall,  at  the  tiibe  of  payment, 
expressly  direct  them  to  be  applied  to  the  credit  of  his  new  account. 

Sec.  38.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  be 
accessary  afler  the  fact,  to  the  offence  of  stealing  or  taking  the  mail  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  stealing  or  taking  any  letter  or  packet,  or  en- 
closure in  any  letter  or  packet  sent  or  to  be  sent  in  the  mail  of  the 
United  States,  from  any  post  office  in  the  United  States,  or  from  the 
mail  of  the  United  States,  by  any  person  or  persons  whatever,  every 
person  so  offending  as  accessary,  shall,  on  ccmviction  thereof,  pay  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  five  years ;  and  such  accessary  afrer  the  fact  may  be  tried, 
convicted,  and  punished  in  the  district  in  which  his  offence  was  com- 
mitted, though  the  principal  offence  may  have  been  committed  in  an- 
other district,  and  before  the  trial  of  the  principal  offender :  Provided, 
such  principal  offender  has  fied  from  justice,  or  cannot  be  arrested  to 
be  put  upon  his  trial. 

Sec.  39.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  the  Postmaster 
General  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  establish  an  express  mail,  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  mail,  on  any  of  the  post  roads  in  the  United  States,  for 
the  purpose  of  conveying  slips  from  newspapers  in  lieu  of  exchange 
newspapers,  or  letters,  other  than  such  as  contain  money,  not  exceeding 
half  an  ounce  in  weight,  marked  ''  express  mail,"  and  public  despatches, 
he  shall  be  authorized  to  charge  all  letters  and  packets  carried  by  such 
express  mail  with  triple  the  rates  of  postage  to  which  letters  and  pack- 
ets, not  firee,  may  be  by  law  subject,  when  carried  by  the  ordinary  mails. 
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Sec.  40.  And  he  it  fitrthtr  enacted,  That  in  oaee  of  the  death,  re- 
signation, or  absence  of  the  Postmaster  General,  all  his  powers  and 
duties  shall  devolve,  for  the  time  being,  on  the  First  Assistant  Post- 
master General. 

Sec.  41.  Arid  be  it  Jwrther  enacted.  That  the  Postmaster  General 
shall  be  authorized,  whenever  the  same  may  be  proper  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  public  in  any  city,  to  employ  letter  carriers  for  the 
delivery  of  letters  received  at  tne  post  office  in  said  city ;  exc^t  such 
as  the  persons  to  whom  they  are  addressed  may  have  requested,  in 
writing,  addressed  to  the  postmaster,  to  be  retained  in  the  post  office ; 
and  for  the  receipt  of  letters  at  such  places  in  the  said  city  as  the  Post- 
master General  may  direct,  and  for  the  dqposite  of  the  same  in  the  post 
office ;  and  for  the  delivery  by  a  carrier  of  each  letter  received  from  the 
post  office,  the  person  to  whom  the  same  may  be  delivered  shall  pay  not 
exceeding  two  cents ;  and  for  the  delivery  of  each  newspq)er  and  pam- 
phlet, one  half  cent ;  and  for  every  letter  received  by  a  carrier  to  be 
deposited  in  the  post  office,  there  shall  be  paid  to  him,  at  the  time  of 
the  receipt,  not  exceeding  two  cents ;  all  of  which  receipts,  by  the  car- 
riers in  any  city,  shall,  if  the  Postmaster  General  so  direct,  be  accounted 
for  to  the  postmaster  of  said  city,  to  constitute  a  fund  for  the  compen- 
sation of  the  said  carriers,  and  be  paid  to  them  in  such  proportions  and 
manner  as  the  Postmaster  General  may  direct  Each  of  the  said  car- 
riers shall  give  bond  with  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Postmaster 
General,  for  the  safe  custody  and  delivery  of  letters,  and  for  the  due 
account  and  payment  of  all  moneys  received  by  him. 

Sec.  42.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Postmaster  General 
shall  be  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  to  contract  for  carrying  the  mail 
on  the  navigable  canals  of  the  several  States,  in  all  cases  wl^re,  in  his 
q>inion,  the  public  interests  and  convenience  shall  require  it,  and  for  the 
time  during  which  mails  may  be  carried  on  such  canals,  or  any  parts 
thereof,  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to  be  post  roads. 

Sic.  43.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  following  annual  sala- 
ries shall  be  allowed  to  the  Assistant  Postmasters  General,  and  to  the 
clerks,  messengers,  and  watchmen  provided  for  the  service  of  the  Post 
Office  Department,  viz : 

To  the  three  Assistant  Postmasters  General,  each  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars. 

To  the  chief  clerk,  two  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  three  principal  clerks,  each  (xie  thousand  six  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

To  ten  clerks,  each  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars. 

To  fifteen  clerks,  each  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars.    . 

To  eight  clerks,  each  one  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  messenger,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

To  the  three  assistant  messragers,  each  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

To  the  two  watchmen,  each  three  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  44.  And  he  it  fwriher  enacted,  That  the  following  annual  sala- 
ries shall  be  allowed  to  the  Auditor  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  and 
to  the  clerks  and  messengers  herein  provided  for  the  service  of  his 
office,  viz : 

To  the  auditor,  three  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  chief  clerk,  two  thousand  doUara 

To  the  four  principal  clerks,  each  one  thousand  six  hundred  dollars. 

To  ten  clerks,  eadi  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars.

To  eight  clerks,  each  one  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  messenger,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  to  the  assist* 
ant  messenger,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Dudes  reladoff 

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  after  the  to  public  lanS 

passage  of  this  act,  the  executive  duties  now  prescribed,  or  which  may  5om  of^eMcom* 

hereiSer  be  prescribed  by  law,  appertaining  to  the  surveying  and  sale  miBsioner. 

(a)  Decisions  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  upon  land  titles  from  the  United  States,  and  tides  to  the 
public  lands : 

Under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  3,  1803,  entided  "An  act  regulating  the  grants  of  land,  and  pro- 
viding for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States,  south  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,"  such  lands  only 
were  authorized  to  be  sold  as  had  not  been  appropriated  by  the  previous  sections  of  the  law,  and  certin- 
cates  granted  by  the  commissioners  in  pursuance  thereof.  A  right,  therefore,  to  a  particular  tract  of  land, 
deriv^  from  a  donadon  certificate  given  under  that  law,  is  superior  to  the  title  of  any  one  who  purchased 
the  same  land  at  the  public  sales,  imless  there  is  some  &tal  infirmity  in  the  certificate,  which  renders  it 
Toid.    Ross  V,  Barland  et  al.  1  Peters,  66S. 

An  act  of  Congress  requires  no  precise  form  for  the  donation  certificate.  It  is  sufficient  if  the  prooft  be 
exhibited  to  the  court  of  commissioners,  to  satisfy  them  of  the  iacts  entitling  the  party  to  the  cerrifi^te. 
It  is  sufficient  if  the  consideration,  to  wit,  the  occupancy,  and  the  quantity  flranted.  appMrs.  Nothing 
more  is  necessary  to  certify  to  the  government  the  party  s  right,  or  to  enable  nim,  aner  it  is  surveyed  by 
the  proper  officer,  to  obtain  a  patent.    Ibid, 
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of  the  pnUie  lands  of  the  United  States,  or  in  an3rwi8e  respecting  such 
public  lands,  and,  also,  sach  as  relate  to  private  claims  of  land,  and  the 
issuing  of  patents  for  all  grants  of  land  under  the  authority  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  under  the 
direction  of  the  President  <^  the  United  States. 

The  second  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  3,  1803,  was  intended  to  confer  a  bounty  on  a 
numerous  chiss  of  individuals;  and  in  construing  the  ambitpious  words  of  the  section,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
oourt  to  adopt  that  construction  which  will  best  effect  the  uberal  mtentions  of  the  Legislature.    Ibid.  667. 

The  time  when  the  territory  over  which  this  law  operated  was  evacuated  bv  the  Spanish  troops,  was 
very  important,  as  the  law  was  intended  to  provide  tor  those  who  were  actually  at  that  time  inhabitants 
of.  and  cultivated  the  soil  within  it ;  but  whether  it  was  in  1797  or  1798,  was  comparatively  unimportant. 
Tne  dedsion  of  the  commissioners  upon  the  period  when  the  evacuation  took  j>lace,  is  sufficient :  and  the 
court  are  disposed  to  adopt  the  construction  of  the  act  given  bv  the  commissioners  west  of  Pearl  river : 
that  the  evacuation  took  place  on  the  30th  March  1798,  by  which  persons  coming  within  the  objects  ot 
the  section  were  entitled  to  donation  certificates.    Ibid.  667. 

Congress  have  treated  as  erroneous  the  construction  given  to  the  law  by  the  commissioners  to  settle 
claims  to  lands  east  of  Pearl  river,  who  have  decided  that  onl^  those  who  were  settled  on  the  lands 
within  the  territory  in  the  year  1797  were  entitled  to  donation  certificates,  and  who  had  granted  to  others 
pre-emption  certincates.    Ibid.  668. 

The  commissioners  appointed  under  the  act  of  Congress  rehtive  to  claims  to  lands  of  the  United  States 
south  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  were  authorised  to  hear  evidence  as  to  the  time  of  the  actual  evacuation 
of  the  territory  by  the  Spanish  troops,  and  to  decide  upon  the  fact.  The  law  ^ve  them  power  to  hear 
and  decide  all  matters  respecting  such  claims,  and  to  oetermine  thereon,  according  to  justice  and  equity ; 
and  declared  their  deliberations  shall  be  final.  The  court  are  bomid  to  presume  that  every  fact  necessary 
to  warrant  the  certificate,  in  the  terms  of  it,  was  proved  before  the  commissioners ;  and  that,  conse- 
quently, it  was  shown  to  them  that  the  final  evacuation  of  the  territory  by  the  Spanish  troops  took  place 
on  the  30th  of  March  1798.    Ibid. 

By  the  treaty  of  St.  Ildefbnso,  made  on  the  1st  of  October  1800,  Spain  ceded  Txmisiana  to  France ; 
and  France,  by  the  treaty  of  Paris,  signed  the  30ih  of  April  1803,  ceded  it  to  the  United  States.  Under 
this  treaty,  the  United  States  claimed  the  countries  between  the  Iberville  and  the  Perdido.  Spain  con- 
tended that  her  cession  to  France  comprehended  only  that  territory  which  at  the  time  of  the  cession  was 
denominated  Lou^na,  consisting  of  the  island  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  country  which  had  been 
originally  ceded  to  her  by  France,  west  of  the  Mississippi.  The  land  claimed  by  the  plaintiffi  in  error, 
under  a  grant  from  the  crown  of  Spain,  made  after  the  treaty  of  St.  Udefonso,  Uee  within  the  disputcKl 
-  territory :  and  this  case  presents  the  question,  to  whoin  did  the  country  between  the  IbervQIe  and  Perdido 
belong  after  the  treaty  of  St.  Udefonso  f  Had  France  and  Spain  agreed  upon  the  boundaries  of  the  retro- 
cededfterritory  before  Louisiana  was  acauired  by  the  United  States,  that  agreement  would  undoubtedly 
have  ascertained  its  limits.  But  the  declarations  of  France,  made  after  parung  with  the  province,  cannot 
be  admitted  as  conclusive.  In  questions  of  this  character,  political  consiaerations  have  too  much  influence 
over  the  conduct  of  nations,  to  permit  their  declarations  to  decide  the  course  of  an  independent  govern- 
ment, in  a  matter  vitally  interesting  to  itself.    Foster  et  al.  «.  Neilson,  2  Peters,  306. 

If  a  Spanisfa  grantee  had  obtain^  possession  of  the  land  in  dispute  so  as  to  be  the  defendant,  would  a 
coort  of  the  Umted  States  maintain  his  title  under  a  Spanish  grant,  made  subsequent  to  the  acquisition 
of  Louisiana,  singly  on  the  principle  that  the  Spanish  construction  of  the  treaty  of  St.  Udefonso  was  right, 
and  the  American  construction  wrong  f  Such  a  decision  would  subvert  those  principles  which  govern 
the  relations  between  the  legislative  and  judicial  departments,  and  mark  the  limits  of  each.    Ibid.  309. 

The  sound  construction  oTthe  eighth  article  of  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  of  the 
22d  of  February  1629,  will  not  enaole  the  oourt  to  apply  its  provisions  to  the  case  of  the  plaintiff.  Ibid.

The  article  does  not  declare  that  all  the  grants  made  by  his  catholic  majesty  before  the  24th  of  January, 
1818,  shall  be  vaUd  to  the  same  extent  as  ifthe  ceded  territories  had  remained  under  his  dominion.  It  does 
not  say  that  those  ffrants  are  hereby  confirmed.  Had  such  been  its  language,  it  would  have  acted  directly 
on  the  subject,  and  it  would  have  repealed  those  acts  of  Congress  which  were  repugnant  to  it ;  but  its 
language  is,  that  those  grants  shall  be  ratified  and  confirmed  to  the  persons  in  possession,  &c.

A  title  to  lands,  under  grants  made  by  Indian  tribes  or  nations,  north-west  of  the  river  Ohio,  to  private 
individuals,  in  the  years  1773  and  1775,  cannot  be  sustained  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  Lessee 
of  Johnson  et  al.  v.  M'Intosh,  8  Wheat.

Congress,  m  order  to  guard  against  imposition,  declared  by  the  Uw  of  1804  that  allgrants  of  land  made 
by  the  Spanish  authorities  in  the  territory  west  of  the  Perdido,  after  the  treaty  of  St.  Ildefonso,  should 
be  null  and  void,  excepting  those  to  actual  settlers,  acquired  before  December  20,  1803.  Garcia  v,  Lee,

The  controversy  relative  to  the  country  lying  between  the  Mississippi  and  the  Perdido  rivers,  and  the 
validity  of  the  grants  made  by  Spain  in  the  dii^ted  territory  after  the  cession  of  Louisiana  to  the  United 
States,  were  carefully  examined  m  the  case  of  Foster  &  Eilam  «.  Neilson.  The  Supreme  Court  in  that 
case  decided  that  the  question  of  boundary  between  the  United  States  and  Spain  was  a  question  for  the 
potitical  departments  of  the  government :  that  the  legisladve  and  executive  branches  having  decided  the 
question,  the  courts  of  the  United  States  are  boimd  to  regard  the  boundary  determined  bv  them  as  the 
true  one ;  that  grants  made  by  the  Spanish  authorities  of  lands,  which,  according  to  this  botrndanr  line, 
belonged  to  the  United  States,  gave  no  title  to  the  grantees  in  opposition  to  tnose  claiming  under  the 
United  States,  unless  the  Spanish  grants  were  protected  by  the  subsequent  arrangements  made  between 
the  two  governments ;  and  that  no  such  arrangements  were  to  be  found  in  the  treaty  of  1819,  by  which 
Spain  ceded  the  Flohdas  to  the  United  States,  according  to  the  fiur  import  of  its  words,  and  its  true 
construction.    Ibid. 

In  the  case  of  Foster  &.  Elam  v,  Neilson,  the  Supreme  Court  said  that  the  Florida  treaty  of  1819 
declares  that  all  grants  made  before  the  24th  of  Jantiary  1818,  by  the  Spanish  authorities,  "  shall  be  ratified 
and  confirmed  to  the  persons  in  possesebn  of  the  lands,  to  the  same  extent  that  the  same  grants  would

The  power  over  the  public  lands  is  vested  in  Congress  by  the  constitution  without  Hmitatioih^  and  has 
been  considered  as  the  foundation  on  which  the  territorial  government  rests.  The  United  States  v,  Gratiot 
et  al.,  14  Peters,  529. 

The  words  "  dispose  of"  the  public  lands,  used  in  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  cannot,  under 
the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  receive  any  other  construction  than  that  Congress  has  the  power  in 
its  discretion  to  authorize  the  keeping  of  the  leaa-mines  on  the  pubtic  lands  in  the  territories  of  the  United 
States.

The  authority  as  given  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  lease  the  lead-mines,  is  limited  to  a 
term  not  exceeding  five  years.

In  making  an  entry  of  land,  where  mistakes  occur  which  are  occasioned  by  the  impracticability  of 
ascertaining  the  relative  positions  of  the  objects  called  for,  the  court  will  correct  those  mistakes,  so  as  to 
carry  out  the  intentions  of  the  locator.

Ijiere  is  no  principle  of  the'  common  law  which  forbids  individuals  from  associating  together  to  purchase 
lands  from  the  United  States,  on  j(Hnt  account,  at  public  sale.

Where  the  purchaser  of  land  from  the  United  Slates  has  paid  for  it,  and  received  a  final  certificate,  it 
is  taxable  property,  according  to  the  statute  of  Michigan,  although  a  patent  has  not  been  issued.

Taxation  upon  lands  so  held  is  not  a  violation  of  the  ordinance  of  1787,  as  "  an  interference  with  the 
primary  disposition  of  the  soil  by  Congress ;"  nor  is  it  a  tax  on  the  lands  of  the  United  States.

It  was  competent  to  the  State  to  assess  and  tax  hmds  at  their  full  value,  as  the  absolute  property  of  the 
holder  of  the  final  certificate ;  and,  in  default  of  payment,  to  sell  them  as  if  he  owned  them  in  fee.

The  act  of  26th  May  1830,  chap.  106,  providing  for  the  final  settlement  of  land  claims  in  Florida,  must 
be  construed  to  contain  the  same  hmitation  of  tmie,  within  which  claims  are  to  be  presented,  as  that 
provided  by  the  act  of  May  23,  1828,  chap.

Under  the  act  of  Congress  providing  for  the  subdivision  of  the  public  lands,  and  the  instructions  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  made  under  the  act  of  24 ih  April  1820,  chap.  49,  entitled,  An  act  making 
fiirther  provision  for  the  sale  of  the  pubUc  lands,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  General  to  leave  out  a 
fractional  section  in  such  a  manner  as  that  an  entire  quarter  section  may  be  had,  if  the  fraction  will  admit 
of  it.    Brown's  Lessee  v.  Clements,  3  Howard,  650. 

The  Surveyor  General  has  no  right  to  divide  a  frtictional  section  by  arbitrary  Unes,  so  as  to  prevent  an 
entire  quarter  section  from  being  taken  up.    Ibid. 

The  treaty  by  which  Louisiana  was  ceded  to  the  United  States,  recognised  complete  grants,  issued 
anterior  to  the  cession ;  and  the  decision  of  a  State  court  against  the  validity  of  a  grant  set  up  under  such 
a  title,  would  be  subject  to  reversal  by  the  Supreme  Court,  under  the  25th  section  of  the  Judiciary  Act 
M'Donogh  V.  MiUaudon,  3  Howard,  693.

Congress,  in  asking  a  complete  grant,  recognised  them  as  they  stood;  and  the  act  of  May  11,  1820, 
chap.  §7,  confirming  such  as  were  recommended  for  confirmation  by  the  register  and  receiver,  had  no 
reference  to  any  particular  surveys.  A  decision  of  a  State  court,  therefore,  which  may  be  in  opposition 
to  one  of  these  surveys,  is  not  against  the  validity  of  a  title  existing  under  an  act  of  Congress ;  and  the 
Supreme  Court  has  no  jurisdiction.

By  the  treaty  of  1795  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  by  which  Spain  admitted  that  she  had  no 
title  to  land  north  of  the  3l8t  degree  of  north  latitude,  her  previous  grants  of  land  so  situated  were  of 
course  void.  The  country  thus  belonging  to  Georgia ^was  ceded  to  the  United  States  in  1802,  with  a 
reservation  that  all  persons  who  were  actual  settlers  on  the  27th  October  1795,  should  have  their 
grants  confirmed.  Congress  provided  a  board  of  commissioners  to  examine  these  grants,  and  declared 
uiat  then*  decision  should  be  final.  The  Court  of  Chancery  of  Mississippi  had  no  right  to  establish  one 
of  these  grants  which  had  not  been  brought  within  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress.  The  claim 
itself  being  utterly  void,  and  no  power  having  been  conferred  by  Congress  on  that  court  to  take  or 
exercise  jurisdiction  over  it,  for  the  purpose  of  imparting  to  it  legality,  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  was  a 
mere  usurpation  of  judicial  power,  ana  the  whole  proceeding  of  the  court  void.  Lessor  of  Hickey,  v. 
Stewart,  3  Howard,  750. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  repeatedly  declared,  and  in  cases  too  where  the  instrument  contained  clear 
words  of  grant,  that  if  the  description  was  vajgue  and  indefinite,  and  there  was  no  ofificial  survey  to  give 
a  certain  location,  it  could  give  no  right  of  private  property  in  any  particular  parcel  of  land,  which  could 
be  maintained  in  a  court  of  justice.    The  United  States  v.  King  et  al.  3  Howard,  773. 

An  equitable  title  is  no  defence  in  a  suit  at  law  brought  by  the  United  States.  An  imperfect  title, 
derived  from  Spain  before  the  cession,  caimot  be  supported  against  a  party  claiming  under  a  grant  from 
the  United  States.    Ibid. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  29th  April  1816,  chap.  159,  confirming  the  grant  to  a  league  square,  restricted  it 
to  that  quantity,  and  cannot  be  construed  as  confirming  the  residue.    Ibid. 

The  act  of  Congress,  entitled  *'An  act  to  create  admtional  land  districts  in  the  States  of  Uhnois  and 
Missouri,  and  the  territories  north  of  the  State  of  Illinois,"  approved  June  26,  1834,  chap.  76,  does  noi 
require  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  cause  to  be  ofiered  for  sale  the  public  lands  containing 
lead-mines,  situated  in  the  land  districts  created  by  the  said  act.    United  States  v.  Gear,  3  Howard,  120. 

The  lands  containing  lead-mines  in  the  Indiana  territory,  or  in  that  part  of  it  made  into  a  new  land 
district  by  the  act  of  26th  June  1834,  chap.  76,  are  not  subject,  under  any  of  the  pre-emption  laws  which 
have  been  passed  by  Congress,  to  pre-emption  by  settlers  upon  the  pubhc  lands.    Ibid.

The  United  States  now  hold  the  pubhc  lands  in  the  new  States  by  force  of  the  deeds  of  cession,  and 
the  statutes  connected  with  them,  and  not  by  any  municipal  sovereignty  which  it  may  be  supposed  they 
possess  or  have  received  by  compact  with  the  new  States  for  that  purpose.

thereto,  private  land  claims,  Virginia  military  scrip,  bounty  lands,  and 
pre-emption  claims ;  and  to  render  such  further  professiond  services  in 
the  business  of  the  Department  as  may  be  required,  and  shall  be  con- 
nected with  the  discharge  of  the  duties  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  with  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  the  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent, to  sign  in  his  name,  and  for  him,  all  patents  for  land  sold  or 
granted  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioner  to  cause  to  be  prepared,  and  to  certify,  under  the  seal  of 
the  Genera]  Land  Office,  such  copies  of  records,  books,  and  papers  on 
file  in  his  office,  as  may  be  appli^  for,  to  be  used  in  evidence  in  courts 
of  justice. 

Sec  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  office  of 
Recorder  shall  become  vacant,  or  in  case  of  the  sickness  or  absence  of 
the  Recorder,  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  be  performed,  ad  interim,  by 
the  Principal  Clerk  on  Private  Land  Claims. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Receivers  of  the  land 
offices  shall  make  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  monthly  returns  of 
the  moneys  received  in  their  several  offices,  and  pay  over  such  money 
pursuant  to  his  instructions.  And  they  shall  also  make  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office  like  monthly  returns,  and  transmit  to 
him  quarterly  accounts  current  of  the  debits  and  credits  of  their  seve- 
ral offices  with  the  United  States. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
three  thousand  dollars ;  the  recorder  of  the  General  Land  Office,  an 
annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  the  principal  clerk  of  the 
surveys,  an  annual  salary  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars ;  and  each  of  the 
■aid  principal  clerks  an  annual  salary  of  eighteen  hundred  ddlars ;  from 
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aiid  after  the  date  of  their  respective  commissions;  and  that  the  said 
commissioner  be  authorized  to  employ,  for  the  service  of  the  Genera] 
Land  Office,  one  clerk,  whose  annual  salary  shall  not  exceed  fifteen 
hundred  dollars ;  four  clerks,  whose  annual  salary  shall  not  exceed  four- 
teen hundred  dollars  each ;  sixteen  clerks,  whose  annual  salary  shall  not 
exceed  thirteen  hundred  dollars  each;  twenty  clerks,  whose  annual 
salary  shall  not  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars  each ;  five  clerks,  whose 
annual  salary  shall  not  exceed  eleven  hundred  dollars  each ;  thirty-five 
clerks,  whose  annual  salary  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  ddlars  each; 
one  principal  draughtsman,  whose  annual  salary  shall  not  exceed  fifteen 
hundred  dollars ;  one  assistant  draughtsman,  whose  annual  salary  shall 
not  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  two  messengers,  whose  annual  salary 
shall  not  exceed  seven  hundred  dollars  each ;  t£ree  assistant  messengers, 
whose  annual  salary  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
each ;  and  two  packers,  to  make  up  packages  of  patents,  blank  forms, 
and  other  things  necessary  to  be  transmitted  to  the  district  land  offices, 
at  a  salary  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  such  provisions  of  the  act 
of  the  twenty-fifth  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twelve,  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  General  Land 
Office  in  the  Department  of  the  Treasury,''  and  of  all  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  as  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  tl^ 
same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  firom  the  first  day  of  the 
month  of  October,  until  the  first  day  of  the  month  of  April,  in  each 
and  every  year,  the  General  Land  Office  and  all  the  bureaus  and  offices 
therein,  as  well  as  all  those  in  the  Departments  of  the  Treasury,  War, 
Navy,  State,  and  General  Post  Office,  shall  be  open  for  the  transaction 
of  the  public  business  at  least  eight  hours  in  each  and  every  day, 
except  Sundays  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December;  and  from  the 
first  day  of  April,  until  the  first  day  of  October,  in  each  year,  all  the 
aforesaid  offices  and  bureaus  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  the 
public  business  at  least  ten  hours  in  each  and  every  day,  except  Simdays 
and  the  fourth  day  of  July. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shaU  apply 
to  any  register  of  any  land  office  to  enter  any  land  whatever,  and  the 
said  register  shall  knowingly  and  falsely  inform  the  person  so  appljring 
that  the  same  has  ahready  been  entered,  and  refuse  to  permit  the  person 
so  applying  to  enter  the  same,  such  register  shall  be  liable  therefor  to 
the  person  so  applying,  for  five  dollars  for  each  acre  of  land  which  the 
person  so  applying  offered  to  enter,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  deU 
in  any  court  of  record  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  and  every  of  the  officers 
whose  salaries  are  hereinbefore  provided  for,  are  hereby  prohibited  ft^om 
directly  or  indirectly  purchasing,  or  in  any  way  becoming  interested  in 
the  purchase  of  any  of  the  public  land ;  and  in  case  of  a  violation  of  this 
section  by  such  officer,  and  on  proof  thereof  being  made  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  such  officer,  so  offi^nding,  shall  be  forthwith 
removed  ft-om  office.

Chap.  CCCLIII. — An  Act  in  addition  to  the  act  entitled  •*  An  act  making  appro- 
priations,  in  part,  for  the  support  of  Government,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty 'Six,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  ike 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembhd.  That  the  follow- 
ing sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated :  Fcht  ccnnpai* 
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Bstion  granted  by  law  to  the  mCTabers  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  in  addition  to  the  appropriation  heretofore  made  for 
that  object,  seventy-two  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars ;  for 
compensation  of  the  Senators  and  Representatives  elected  by  Mich^^an, 
seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars ;  for  the  contin- 
gent expenses  of  Senate,  twelve  thousand  dollars ;  for  allowance  for 
wastage  in  gold  and  silver  coinage  at  the  mint :  for  labour  and  for  alloy, 
in  addition  to  the  former  appr<^riation,  thirty-three  thousand  dollars; 
f(Hr  extra  clerk  hire  in  the  General  Land  Office,  for  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-six 
dollars  and  sixty-four  cents ;  for  messengers  in  the  offices  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  Adjutant  General,  the  commanding  Genera],  Surgeon  General 
and  Inspector  General,  and  in  the  Clothing  Bureau,  Topographical, 
Ordnance,  and  Subsistence  Dq>artments,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  dollars ;  for  the  assistant  messenger  in  the  First  Comp- 
trdler's  Office,  in  addition  to  a  fcnrmer  appropriation,  fifty  ddlars ;  for 
compensation  to  the  surveyor  in  Alabama,  in  addition  to  a  former 
appropriation,  five  hundred  dollars ;  for  compensation  to  the  clerks  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  in  the  Navy  Commissioner's 
Office,  in  addition  to  the  sums  already  appr<^riated  for  the  present 
year,  nineteen  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Atid  be  it  further  enacted^  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  the 
ninth  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  '<  providing  for  the 
salaries  of  certain  <^cers  therein  named,  and  for  other  purposes,"  as 
provides  for  the  employment  of  an  additional  clerk  in  the  office  of  the 
Navy  commissioners,  and  for  his  compensation  for  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  third  section  of  the  act 
making  appropriations  for  the  civil  and  diplomatic  expenses  of  the 
Government,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  is 
hereby  repealed ;  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  pay  to  the  collectors,  deputy  collectors,  naval 
officers,  surveyors,  and  their  respective  clerks,  together  with  the 
weighers,  gangers,  measurers,  and  markers,  of  the  several  ports  of*  the 
United  States,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, such  sums  as  will  give  tp  the  said  officers,  respectively,  the 
same  compensation  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  according  to  the  importations  of  that  year,  as  they  would  have  be^ 
entitled  to  receive,  if  the  act  of  the  fourteenth  of  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  had  not  gone  into  efiect :  Provided,  That 
no  officer  shall  receive,  under  this  act,  a  greater  annual  salary  or  com- 
pensation than  was  paid  to  such  officer  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-two ;  and  that,  in  no  case  shall  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  than  collectors,  naval  officers,  surveyors,  and  clerks, 
whether  by  salaries,  fees,  or  otherwise,  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  each  per  annum ;  nor  shdl  the  union  of  any  two  or  more 
of  those  offices  in  one  person,  entitle  him  to  receive  more  than  that 
sum  per  annum :  Provided,  further,  That  the  said  collectors,  naval 
officers,  and  surveyors,  shall  render  an  account  quarterly  to  the  Trear 
sury,  and  the  other  officers  herein  named,  or  referred  to,  shall  render 
an  account  quarterly  to  the  respective  collectors  of  the  customs  where 
they  are  employed,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasury,  of  all  the  fees  and 
emoluments  whatever  by  them  respectively  received;  and  of  all  ex- 
penses incidental  to  their  respective  offices ;  which  accounts  shall  be 
rendered  on  oath  or  affirmation,  and  shall  be  in  such  form,  and  be  sup- 
ported by  such  proofs,  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, as  will,  in  his  judgment,  best  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
and  show  its  operation  and  efiect :  Provided,  also,  That  any  salary  or 
compensation  due  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
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Tto^ko.  five,  shall  not  be  afiected  by  tliis  seetioii :  Provided,  kmoever,  That  in 

the  event  of  any  act  being  passed  by  Congress  at  the  present  session  to 
regulate  and  fix  the  salaries  or  compensation  of  the  re^>ectiye  officers 
of  the  customs,  then  this  section  shall  c^terate  and  extend  to  the  time 
such  act  goes  into  effect,  and  no  longer. 
AppropriatioiiB  Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  sums  are  her^y 
for  consulates  i^r<^riated  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
for  oSw^pir™^  appropriated,  for  interpreters,  guards,  and  other  expenses  incidental  to 
poses.  '  the  consulates  in  the  Turkish  dominions,  five  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars.  For  refunding  the  duty  paid  upon  the  Belgian  vessel  Anto- 
nius  and  her  cargo  beyond  the  amount  which  would  have  been  paid  by 
a  Dutch  vessel,  fourteen  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  seven  cents. 
For  compensation  to  the  clerks  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs,  in  addition  to  a  former  appropriation,  fifty  dollars.  For 
an  outfit  of  a  Charge  d'Affiures  to  Russia,  four  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars.  For  compensatimi  to  the  third  Assistant  Postmaster  Genera], 
one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  For  comp^isatioo  to  the 
clerks,  messengers  and  watchmen  in  the  Post  Office  Department,  as 
provided  by  the  act  to  change  the  organization  of  the  said  Department, 
in  addition  to  the  sum  heretofore  appropriated  for  cOTopensation  to  the 
clerks  and  messengers  in  the  office  of  the  Postmaster  General,  four 
thousand  and  fifty  dollars.  For  compensation  to  the  Auditor  for  the 
Post  Office  Department,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  for  com- 
praisation  to  the  clerks  and  messengers  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  for 
1896,  oh.  970.  the  Post  Office  Department,  as  provided  by  the  act  to  change  the  (Hrga- 
nization  of  said  Department,  twentynseven  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars.  For  contingencies  in  the  <^ce  of  the  Auditor  for  the  Post 
Office  Department,  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  For  iterations  and  repairs 
of  the  Capitol,  including  repairs  of  the  roof  over  the  principal  stairway 
to  the  Representatives'  hall,  and  coppering  the  projecting  steps  and  top 
surfiice  of  the  cornice  round  the  base  of  the  dome  of  the  rotunda,  six 
thousand  three  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  sevoity-five  cents. 
For  lighting  lamps,  and  keeping  the  grounds  and  walks  of  the  Capitol 
square  in  order,  including  the  cost  of  trees  and  shrubs,  four  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars.  For  the  gardener  employed  in  superintending  the 
Capitol  square  and  other  public  grounds,  one  thousand  dollars.  For 
alterations  and  repairs  of  the  President's  house,  for  the  gardener's 
salary,  and  for  keeping  the  grounds  and  walks  in  order,  including  the 
cost  of  trees  and  shrubs,  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty  dollars. 
For  the  annual  expenses  of  two  fire  engines,  two  hundred  dollars.  For 
gravelling  the  yard  east  of  the  Capitd,  two  thousand  dollars.  For  re- 
pairing culverts,  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars.  For  purchase  of 
Smith's  spring,  including  one  acre  of  land,  and  for  enclosing  the  same, 
for  building  culverts  and  keeping  the  water-pipes  in  order,  five  thousand 
three  hunted  dollars.  For  attendants  on  the  fiunaces  of  the  rotunda 
during  the  recess,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  For  replanting  trees 
and  keeping  boxes  in  order  on  the  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  purcmue  of 
trees  and  planting  in  Fountain  square,  Lafayette  square,  and  across  the 
public  reservation  at  Seventh  street,  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 
For  a  workshop,  one  thousand  two  hundred  ddlars.  For  conveying  the 
surplus  water  of  the  Capitol  to  the  Botanic  garden,  making  a  basin,  and 
purchasing  a  fountain  of  Hiram  Powers,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  enclosing  the  garden  and  grounds  of  the  Magazine  and  Marine 
Hospital,  near  the  Eastern  Branch,  five  hundred  dollars.  For  a  dwarf 
wall  and  fence  between  the  executive  buildings  and  the  President's 
house,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 
For  extending  the  Capitol  square,  and  improving  the  grounds  within 
and  adjacent  to  the  same,  as  far  west  as  the  first  street  intersecting  the 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  firom  the  east,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
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AiUarSy  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
approfNrialed.  For  enlarging  the  fbiding^oom  of  Uie  House,  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  itjurther  enacted,  [That]  the  President  <^  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  cause  to  be  erected  on  or  near 
the  site  of  the  former  treasury  building,  or  on  any  othar  puUic  lot 
which  he  may  select,  a  fire-proof  building  c^  such  dimensions  as  may 
be  required  for  the  present  and  fiiture  acconmiodations  of  the  Treasury 
I>q>artment,  upon  such  plan  and  of  such  materials  as  he  may  deem  most 
adyantageous ;  and  that  for  this  purpose  there  be  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  ddlars. 

Sec.6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  material  of  which  the 
walls  of  the  Capitol  and  President's  Mansimi  are  constructed,  shaU  be 
adopted  for  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid  building :  Provided,  up<m 
fiill  inquiry,  a  cheaper  and  more  suitaUe  materia]  cannot  be  obtained. 
And  provided  ahoays,  That  the  foundation  walls  of  the  said  buildings 
below  the  surface  of  the  earth  and  two  feet  above  shall  be  of  the  hardest 
and  most  solid  rock. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  be  erected,  on  some 
apprq>riate  site,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  a  fire-proof  building  with  suitable  accommodations  for  the 
Patent  Office,  and  to  be  provided  with  the  necessary  cases  and  fiumi- 
ture;  the  expense  of  which  shdl  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  eight 
thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  be  and  hereby  is  appro- 
priated for  defiraying  the  expense  of  such  building  and  cases,  the  sum 
of  <me  hundred  and  eight  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  patent 
fimd  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  same  kind  of  material 
of  which  the  walls  of  the  Capitol  and  the  Mansion  of  the  President  are 
constructed  shall  be  ad<^ted  for  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid  build- 
ing :  Provided  a  cheaper  and  more  suitable  material  cannot  be  procured. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  duties  and  powers  of 
the  commissioners  of  th^  sinking  fund  are  hereby  sui^^ided  untO 
revived  by  law,  and  that  the  records  of  the  commissioners  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  custody  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  pay  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  a|^ropriated  any  outstanding  debts  of  the  United  States  and 
the  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  for  the  purchase  of  eiffht 
acres  of  land  with  the  improvements  thereon  near  the  Barracks  at  fey 
West,  if  in  the  <^inion  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  public  service  and 
health  of  the*  troops  require  it,  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars 
is  hereby  appropriated. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  third  secticm 
of  the  act  entitled  <'  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  civil  and  diplo- 
matic expenses  <^  Government  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,"  as  provides  that  "  the  whole  number  of  custom-house  officers  in  the 
United  States  on  the  first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
shall  not  be  increased  until  otherwise  allowed  by  Congress,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  suq;>ended  until  the  fourth  day  of  March  next

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rapreseniatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembied,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to 
five  per  cent  of  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  lands  within  the  State  of  Mis- 
sissippi, ceded  by  the  Chickasaws  by  the  treaty  of  the  twentieth  of 
October,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  which  have  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  sdd  by  Congress,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  reserved,  out  d 
any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  applied 
in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  same  uses  and  purposes,  as  is  desig- 
nated by  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  first  of  March, 
eighteen  himdred  and  seventeen. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  reserved  from 
sale,  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  a  quantity  of  land,  equal  to  one-thirty- 
sixUi  part  of  the  lands  ceded  by  said  Chickasaws  as  aforesaid,  withm 
said  State  of  Mississippi,  which  land  shall  be  selected  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  sections,  or  half  sections,  or

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  five  per 
cent  of  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  lands  within  the  State  of  Alabama, 
ceded  by  the  Chickasaws  by  the  treaty  aforesaid,  which  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  sold  by  Congress,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  reserved, 
out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be 
applied  in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  same  uses  and  purposes,  as  is 
designated  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  sec<Mid  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  reserved 
from  sale  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  a  quantity  of  land  equal  to  one- 
thirty-sixth  part  of  the  lands  ceded  by  the  Chickasaws  as  aforesaid, 
within  said  State  of  Alabama,  which  land  shall  be  selected  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  sections,  or  half  sections, 
or  quarter  sections,  out  of  any  public  lands  remaining  unsold,  that  shall 
have  been  offered  at  public  sade  within  any  land  district  in  said  State  of 
Alabama,  contiguous  to  said  lands  within  said  State,  so  ceded  by  the 
Chickasaws,  as  aforesaid ;  which  lands,  wben  so  selected,  as  aforesaid,  the 
same  shall  vest  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  for  the  use  of  schools  within 
said  territory,  in  said  State,  so  ceded,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  Chickasaws; 
and  said  lands  thus  selected,  shall  be  holden  by  the  same  tenure,  and  upon 
the  same  terms  and  conditions,  in  all  respects,  as  the  said  State  now  hdds 
the  lands  heretofore  res^red  for  the  use  of  schools  in  said  State.

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Chap.  CCCLVl.— ^  Jet  to  auihorize  the  appoifOment  cf  addiUonal  FaytMn- 
ien^  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  ofRjmresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint 
three  additional  Paymasters,  to  be  attached  to  the  Pay  Department  of 
the  army :  Provided,  That  the  appointments  be  submitted  to  the  Senate 
for  their  confirmation,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  officers  of  the  arm^. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  officers  appointed  m 
virtue  of  this  act  shall  perform  the  same  duties  and  receive  the  same 
ay  and  allowances  as  the  present  Paymasters  of  the  army ;  and  shall  in 
ike  manner  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war ;  and  previous  to 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office  shall  give  such  bonds  to  the 
United  States  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  direct  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  volunteers  or  militia 
are  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  so  that  the  Paymasters 
authorized  by  law  shall  not  be  deemed  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  pay 
the  troops  with  proper  punctuality,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to 
assign  to  any  officer  of  the  army  the  duty  of  Paymaster,  who,  while  so 
assigned,  shall  perform  the  same  duty,  give  the  satne  bond,  be  subject  to 
the  same  liability  and  receive  the  same  emoluments  as  are  now  provided 
for  Pajrmaster  of  the  army :  Provided  however.  That  the  number  of 
officers  so  assigned  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  two  regiments  of 
militia  or  volunteers ;  And  provided  also,  That  the  whole  emoluments 
of  the  said  officers,  including  their  pay  and  allowances  in  the  line,  shall 
not  exceed  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  a  Paymaster. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  three 
additional  Surgeons  and  five  assistant  Surgeons,  to  be  attached  to  the 
medical  staff  of  the  army. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  during  the  absence  of  the 
Quartermaster  Generd,  or  the  chief  of  any  other  military  bureau  of  the 
War  Department,  the  President  be  authorized  to  empower  some  officer 
of  the  Department  or  corps  whose  chief  is  absent  to  take  charge  thereof 
and  to  perform  the  duties  of  Quartermaster  General  or  chief  of  the 
Department  or  corps,  as  the  case  may  be,  during  such  absence :  Pro- 
vided, That  no  additional  compensation  be  allowed  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  as 
soon  as  may  be  afler  the  close  of  the  present  session,  and  of  each  suc- 
ceeding session,  to  prepare  and  publish  a  statement  of  all  appropriations 
made  during  the  session,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  new  officers  created 
and  the  salaries  of  each,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  offices  the  salaries 
of  which  are  increased  and  the  amount  of  such  increase.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be  established 
and  attached  to  the  Department  of  State,  an  office  to  be  denominated 
the  Patent  Office ;  the  chief  officer  of  which  shall  be  called  the  Com- 
missioner of  Patents,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the

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advice  and  ccmsent  of  the  Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  superintend,  execute,  and  per- 
form, all  such  acts  and  things  touching  and  respecting  the  granting  and 
issuing  of  patents  for  new  and  useful  discoveries,  inventions,  and  im- 
provements, as  are  herein  provided  for,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  by  law, 
directed  to  be  done  and  performed,  and  shall  have  the  charge  and 
custody  of  all  the  books,  records,  papers,  models,  machines,  and  all 
other  things  belongmg  to  said  office.  And  said  Ccnunissioner  shall 
receive  the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed  by  law  to  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Indian  Department,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  send  and  receive 
letters  and  packages  by  mail,  relating  to  the  business  of  the  office,  free 
of  postage.

an  inferior  c^cer,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  principal  officer,  with  the 
iq>proval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  receive  an  annual  salary  of  seven- 
teen hundred  dollars,  and  to  be  called  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Patent 
Office;  who,  in  all  cases  during  the  necessary  absence  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, or  when  the  said  principal  office  shall  become  vacant,  shall  have 
the  charge  and  custody  of  the  seal,  and  of  the  records,  bodes,  papers, 
machines,  models,  and  all  other  things  belonging  to  the  said  office,  and 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  Commissioner  during  such  vacancy.

of  any  records,  books,  papers,  or  drawings,  belonging  to  the  said  office, 
under  the  signature  of  the  said  Commissioner,  or,  when  the  office  shall 
be  vacant,  under  the  signature  of  the  chief  clerk,  with  the  said  seal 
affixed,  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  all  cases  in  which  the  original 
records,  books,  pi^rs,  or  drawings,  could  be  evidence.

tersigned by  the  Commissioner  of  the  said  c^ce,  and  shall  be  recorded, 
together  with  the  descriptions,  specifications,  and  drawings,  in  the  said 
office,  in  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  Every  such  patent  shall 
contain  a  short  description  or  title  of  the  invention  or  discovery,  cor-

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  person  or  persons  having 
discovered  or  invented  any  new  and  useful  art,  machine,  manufacture, 
or  composition  of  matter,  or  any  new  and  usefiil  improvement  on  any 
art,  machine,  manufacture,  or  composition  of  matter,  not  known  or  used 
by  others  before  his  or  their  discovery  or  invention  thereof,  and  not,  at 
the  time  of  his  application  for  a  patent,  in  public  use  or  on  sale,  with 
his  consent  or  allowance,  as  the  inventor  or  discoverer ;  and  shall  desire 
to  obtain  an  exclusive  property  therein,  may  make  application  in  writing 
to  the  Conmiissioner  of  Patents,  en>ressing  such  desire,  and  the  Com- 
missioner, on  due  proceedings  had,  may  grant  a  patent  therefor.  But 
before  any  inventor  shall  receive  a  patent  for  any  such  new  invention  or 
discovery,  he  shall  deliver  a  written  description  of  his  invention  or  dis- 
covery, and  of  the  manner  and  process  of  making,  constructing,  psing, 
and  compounding  the  same,  in  such  full,  clear,  and  exact  terms,  avoiding 
unnecessary  prolixity,  as  to  enable  any  person  skilled  in  the  art  or 
science  to  which  it  appertains,  or  with  which  it  is  most  nearly  con- 
nected, to  make,  construct,  compound,  and  use  the  same ;  and  in  case 
of  any  machine,  he  shall  fully  explain  the  principle  and  the  several 
modes  in  which  he  has  contemplated  the  application  of  that  princ^le  or 
character  by  which  it  may  be  distinguished  from  other  inventions ;  and 
shall  particularly  specify  and  point  out  the  part,  improvement,  or  com- 
bination, which  he  claims  as  his  own  invention  or  discovery.  He  shall, 
furthermore,  accompany  the  whole  with  a  drawing,  or  drawings,  and 
written  references,  where  the  nature  of  the  case  admits  of  drawings,  or 
with  specimens  of  ingredients,  and  of  the  composition  of  matter,  suffi- 
cient in  quantity  for  the  purpose  of  experiment,  where  the  invention  or 
discovery  is  of  a  composition  of  matter ;  which  descriptions  and  draw- 
ings, signed  by  the  inventor  and  attested  by  two  witnesses,  shall  be  filed 
in  the  Patent  Office ;  and  he  shall  moreover  fiirnish  a  model  oi  his 
invention,  in  all  cases  which  admit  of  a  representation  by  model,  of  a 
convenient  size  to  exhibit  advantageously  its  several  parts.  The  appli- 
cant shall  also  make  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  does  verily  bdieve  that 
he  is  the  original  and  first  invents  or  discoverer  of  the  art,  machine, 
composition,  or  improvement,  for  which  he  solicits  a  patent,  and  that  he 
does  not  know  or  believe  that  the  same  was  ever  before  known  or  used ; 
and  also  of  what  country  he  is  a  citizen ;  which  oath  or  affirmation 
may  be  made  before  anv  person  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  on  the  filing  of  any  such 
application,  descripticm,  and  specification,  and  the  payment  of  the  duty 
hereinafter  provided,  the  Commissioner  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made, 
an  examination  of  the  alleged  new  invention  or  discovery ;  and  if,  on 
any  such  examination,  it  shall  not  appear  to  the  Commissioner  that  the 
same  had  been  invented  or  discovered  by  any  other  person  in  this  coun- 
try prior  to  the  alleged  inventi<m  or  discovery  thereof  by  the  applicant, 
or  that  it  had  been  patented  or  described  in  any  printed  publicaticm  in 
this  or  any  foreign  country,  or  had  been  in  public  use  or  on  sale  with 
the  applicant's  consent  or  allowance  prior  to  the  application,  if  the 
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Commissioner  shall  deem  it  to  be  suficiently  useful  and  important,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  issue  a  patent  therefor.  But  whenever,  <m  such 
examination,  it  shall  appear  to  the  Commissioner  that  the  applicant  was 
not  the  original  and  first  inventor  or  discoverer  thereof,  or  that  any  part 
of  that  which  is  claimed  as  new  had  before  been  invented  or  discovered, 
or  patented,  or  described  in  any  printed  publication  in  this  or  any 
foreign  country,  as  aforesaid,  or  that  the  description  is  defective  and 
insufficient,  he  shall  notify  Uie  applicant  thereof,  giving  him,  briefly, 
such  informatimi  and  references  as  may  be  usefal  in  judging  of  the 
propriety  of  renewing  his  application,  or  of  altering  his  specificaticm  to 
embrace  only  that  part  of  the  inventi<m  or  discovery  whicn  is  new.  In 
every  such  case,  if  the  applicant  shall  elect  to  withdraw  his  application, 
relinqubhing  his  claim  to  the  model,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  back 
twenty  dollars,  part  of  the  dutv  required  by  this  act,  on  filing  a  notice 
in  writing  of  such  election  in  the  Patent  Office,  a  copy  of  which,  certi- 
fied by  the  Commissimier,  shall  be  a  sufficient  warrant  to  the  Treasurer 
for  paying  back  to  the  said  applicant  the  said  sum  of  twenty  dollars.  But 
if  the  applicant  in  such  case  shall  persist  in  his  claim  for  a  patent,  with 
or  without  any  alteration  of  his  specification,  he  shall  be  required  to 
make  oath  or  affirmation  anew,  in  manner  as  aforesaid.  And  if  the 
q[>ecification  and  claim  shall  not  have  been  so  modified  as,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commissioner,  shall  entitle  the  applicant  to  a  patent,  he  may,  on 
appeal,  and  upon  request  in  writing,  have  the  decision  of  a  board  of 
examiners,  to  be  composed  of  three  disinterested  persons,  who  shall  be 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  one  of  whom  at 
least,  to  be  selected,  if  practicable  and  convenient,  for  his  knowledge 
and  skill  in  the  particular  art,  manufacture,  or  branch  of  science  to 
which  the  alleged  invention  appertains;  who  shall  be  under  oath  or 
affirmation  for  the  faithful  and  impartial  performance  of  the  duty 
imposed  upon  them  by  said  appointment.  Said  board  shall  be  fiimished 
with  a  certificate  in  writing,  of  the  opinion  and  decision  of  the  Com- 
missioner, stating  the  particular  grounds  of  his  objection,  and  the  part 
or  parts  of  the  invention  which  he  considers  as  not  entitled  to  be 
patented.

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  before  any  application  for 
a  patent  shall  be  considered  by  the  commissioner  as  aforesaid,  the  iq^li- 
cant  shall  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  or  mto  the  Patent 
Office,  or  mto  any  of  the  deposite  banks  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasury, 
if  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  an  alien,  and  shall  have  been 
resident  in  the  United  States  for  one  year  next  preceding,  and  shall 
have  made  oath  of  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  ther^,  the  sum 
of  thirty  dollars ;  if  a  subject  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars ;  and  all  other  persons  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars;  for  which  payment  duplicate  receipts  shall  be  taken,  one  of 
which  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.

That  where  any  person  hath 
made,  or  shall  have  made,  any  new  invention,  discovery,  or  improve- 
ment, on  account  of  which  a  patent  might  by  virtue  of  this  act  be 
granted,  and  such  person  shall  die  before  any  patent  shall  be  granted 
Uierefor,  the  right  of  applying  for  and  obtaining  such  patent  shall 
devolve  on  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such  person,  in  trust  for 
the  heirs  at  law  of  the  deceased,  in  case  he  shall  have  died  intestate ; 
but  if  otherwise,  then  in  trust  for  his  devisees,  in  as  full  and  apople 
manner,  and  ufxdet  the  same  conditions,  limitations,  and  restrictions^  as 
the  same  was  held,  or  might  have  been  claimed  or  enjoyed  by  such 
person  in  his  or  her  lifetime ;  and  when  application  for  a  patent  shall  be 
made  by  such  legal  representatives,  the  oath  or  affirmation  provided  in 
the  sixth  section  of  this  act  shall  be  so  varied  as  to  be  applicable  to 
them. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  patent  shall  be 
assignable  in  law,  either  as  to  the  whole  interest,  or  any  undivided  part 
thereof,  by  any  instrument  in  writing;  which  assignment,  and  also 
every  grant  ana  conveyance  of  the  exclusive  right  under  any  patent,  to 
make  and  use,  and  to  grant  to  pthers  to  make  and  use,  the  thing  pa- 
tented within  and  throughout  any  ^>ecified  part  or  portion  of  the  united 
States,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Patent  Office  within  three  months  firom 
the  execution  thereof,  for  which  the  assignee  or  ^antee  shall  pay  to  the 
Comnussioner  the  sum  of  three  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  imy  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  or  alien  who  shall  have  been  resident  in  the  United  States  one 
year  next  preceding,  and  shall  have  made  oath  of  his  ii^ei^ian  to  becoipe 
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a  citiz^d  thereof,  who  shall  hare  indented  any  new  art,  machine,  or  im- 
provement thereof,  and  shall  desire  further  time  to  mature  the  same, 
maj,  on  paying  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasury,  in  manner  as  provided  in 
the  ninth  secticm  of  this  act,  the  sum  of  twenty  d(^lars,  file  in  the 
Patent  Office  a  caveat,  setting  forth  the  design  and  purpose  thereof,  and 
its  principal  and  distinguishing  characteristics,  and  praying  protection 
of  his  right  till  he  shdl  have  matured  his  invention;  which  sum  of 
twenty  ddlars,  in  case  the  person  filing  such  caveat  shall  afterwards 
take  out  a  patent  for  the  invention  therein  mentioned,  shall  be  considered 
a  part  of  the  sum  herein  required  for  the  same.  And  such  caveat  shall 
be  filed  in  the  confidential  archives  of  the  office,  and  preserved  in 
secrecy.  And  if  application  shall  be  made  by  any  other  person  within 
one  year  firom  thq  time  of  filing  such  caveat,  for  a  patent  of  any  inven- 
ti<m  with  which  it  may  in  any  reject  interfere,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Commissioner  to  deposite  the  description,  specifications,  drawings, 
and  mode],  in  the  confidential  archives  of  the  office,  and  to  give  notice, 
by  mail,  to  the  person  filing  the  caveat,  of  such  applicaticMi,  who  shall, 
within  three  months  after  receiving  the  notice,  if  he  would  avail  him- 
self of  the  benefit  of  his  caveat,  file  his  description,  q>ecifications, 
drawings,  and  model ;  and  if,  in  the  opinicm  of  the  Commissioner,  the 
specifications  of  claim  interfere  with  each  other,  like  proceedings  may 
he  had  in  all  respects  as  are  in  this  act  provided  in  the  case  of  inter- 
fering applications :  Provided,  however,  That  no  opinion  or  decision  of 
any  board  of  examiners,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  preclude 
any  person  interested  in  favor  of  or  against  the  validity  of  any  patent 
which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted,  firom  the  right  to  contest 
the  same  in  any  judicial  court  in  any  actimi  in  which  its  validity  may 
come  in  question. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  any  patent  which 
has  heretofore  been  granted,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  granted,  shall 
be  inq>erative,  or  invalid,  by  reason  of  a  defective  or  insufficient 
descripticm  or  specification,  or  by  reason  of  the  patentee  claiming  in  his 
q>ecification  as  his  own  invention,  more  than  he  had  or  shall  have  a 
right  to  claim  as  new ;  if  the  error  has,  or  shall  have  arisen  by  inadver- 
tency, accident,  or  mistake,  and  without  any  firaudulent  or  deceptive 
intention,  it  shall  be  lawfiil  for  the  Commissioner,  upon  the  surrender 
to  him  of  such  patent,  and  the  payment  of  the  fiirther  duty  of  fifteen 
dollars,  to  cause  a  new  patent  to  be  issued  to  the  said  inventor,  for  the 
same  invention,  for  the  residue  of  the  period  then  unexpired  for  which 
the  original  patent  was  granted,  in  accordance  with  the  patentee's  cor- 
rected description  and  q>ecification.  And  in  case  of  his  death,  or  any 
assignment  by  him  made  of  the  original  patent,  a  similar  right  shall  vest 
in  Ms  executors,  administrators,  or  assignees.  And  the  patent,  so  reis- 
sued, together  with  the  corrected  description  and  specificaticm,  shall 
have  the  same  effect  and  q>eration  in  law,  on  the  trial  of  all  acti<ms 
hereafter  commenced  for  causes  subsequently  accruing,  as  though  the 
same  had  been  originally  filed  in  such  corrected  form,  ^fore  the  issuing 
out  of  the  originfQ  patent.  And  whenever  the  original  patentee  shaO 
be  desirous  of  adding  the  description  and  specification  of  any  new 
improvement  of  the  original  invention  or  discovery  which  shall  have 
been  invented  or  discovered  by  him  subsequent  to  the  date  of  his  patent, 
he  may,  like  proceedinffs  being  had  in  all  respects  as  in  the  case  of 
original  applications,  and  on  the  payment  of  fifteen  dollars,  as  herein- 
before provided,  have  the  same  annexed  to  the  original  description  and 
specification;  ^pA  the  Commissioner  shall  certify,  on  the  margin  of 
such  annexed  description  and  specification,  the  time  of  its  being  annexed 
and  recorded ;  and  the  same  shall  thereafter  have  the  same  effect  in  law, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  though  it  had  been  embraced  in  the  origi- 
nal description  and  specification. 
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Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  etuieted,  That  wfaeneyer,  in  any  action 
for  damages  for  making,  usingy  or  aellmg  the  thing  whereof  the  exdu- 
sive  right  is  secured  by  any  patent  heret^ore  granted,  or  by  any  patent 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  a  Terdict  shall  be  rendered  for  the 
plaintiff  in  such  action,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  court  to  render 
judgment  for  any  sum 'above  the  amount  found  by  such  verdict  as  the 
actual  damages  sustained  by  the  plaintiff,  not  exceeding  three  times  the 
amount  thereof,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  with  costs ; 
and  such  damages  may  be  recovered  by  action  on  the  case,  in  any  court 
€^  competent  jurisdiction,  to  be  brought  in  the  name  or  names  of  the 
person  or  perscms  interested,  whether  as  patentees,  assignees,  or  as 
grantees  of  the  exclusive  right  within  and  throughout  a  specified  part* 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  defendant  in  any  such 
action  shall  be  permitted  to  {rfead  the  general  issue,  and  to  give  this  act 
and  any  qpecial  matter  in  evidence,  of  which  notice  in  writing  may 
have  been  given  to  the  plaintiff  ot  his  attorney,  thirty  days  before  trial, 
tending  to  prove  that  the  description  and  specificaticm  filed  by  plaintiff 
does  not  contain  the  whole  truth  relative  to  his  inv^ition  ex  discovery, 
or  that  it  contains  more  than  is  necessary  to  produce  the  described 
effect ;  which  c<mcealment  or  addition  shall  fiilly  appear  to  have  been 
made  for  the  purpose  of  deceiving  the  public,  or  that  the  patentee  was 
not  the  original  and  first  inventor  or  discoverer  of  the  thing  patented, 
or  of  a  substantial  and  materiid  part  thereof  claimed  as  new,  or  that  it 
had  been  described  in  some  puUio  work  anterior  to  the  supposed  disco- 
very thereof  by  the  patentee,  or  had  been  in  public  use,  or  on  sale,  with 
the  consent  and  allowance  of  the  patoitee  before  his  application  for  a 
atent,  or  that  he  had  surreptitiously  or  unjustly  obtained  the  patent  for 
bat  which  was  in  fact  invented  or  discovereid  by  another,  who  was 
using  reasonable  diligence  in  adapting  and  perfecting  the  same ;  or  that 
Vhe  patentee,  if  an  alien  at  the  time  the  patent  was  granted,  had  failed 
and  neglected  for  the  space  of  eighteen  months  firo^i  the  date  of  the 
patent,  to  put  and  continue  on  sale  to  the  public,  on  reasonable  terms, 
the  invention  or  discovery  for  which  the  patent  issued ;  in  either  of 
which  cases  judgment  shall  be  rendered  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 
And  whenever  the  defendant  relies  in  his  defence  on  the  fact  of  a  pre- 
vious invention,  knowledge,  or  use  of  the  thing  patented,  he  shall  state, 
in  his  notice  of  special  matter,  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of 
those  whom  he  intends  to  prove  to  have  possessed  a  prior  knowledge  of 
the  thing,  and  where  the  same  had  been  used :  Pramded,  however/Thai 
whenever  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear  that  the  patentee,  at  the  time  of 
making  his  application  for  the  patent,  believed  himself  to  be  the  first 
inventor  or  discoverer  of  the  thing  patented,  the  same  shall  not  be  held 
to  be  void  on  account  of  the  invention  or  discovery  or  any  part  thereof 
having  been  before  known  or  used  in  any  foreign  country,  it  not  appear- 
ing that  the  same  or  any  substantial  part  thereof  had  befcure  be^i 
patented  or  described  in  any  printed  publication.  And  provided,  also. 
That  whenever  the  plaintiff  shall  fail  to  sustain  his  action  on  the  ground 
that  in  his  specification  of  claim  is  embraced  more  than  that  of  which  he 
was  the  first  inventor,  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  defendant  had  used  or 
violated  any  part  of  the  invention  justly  and  truly  specified  and  claimed 
as  new,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  court  to  adjudge  and  award  as 
to  costs  as  may  appear  to  b^  just  and  equitable. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  there  shall  be 
two  interfering  patents,  or  whenever  a  patent  on  application  shall  have 
been  refused  on  an  adverse  decision  of  a  board  of  examiners,  on  the 
ground  that  the  patent  applied  for  would  interfere  with  an  unexpired 
patent  previously  granted,  any  person  interested  in  any  such  patent, 
either  by  assignment  or  otherwise,  in  the  one  case,  and  any  audi  appli- 
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ottit  in  the  odier  c«ie,  may  have  remedy  by  bffl  in  equity ;  and  the  court 
baring  oognizaDce  thereof  on  notice  to  adyerae  parties  and  other  doe 
proceedings  bid,  may  adjo^(e  and  declare  either  the  patents  void  in 
the  yrhxAe  or  in  part,  or  inoperatire  and  invalid  in  any  particular  part 
or  porticm  of  the  United  States,  according  to  the  interest  which  the 
parties  to  sach  soit  may  possess  in  the  patent  or  the  inventions  patented, 
and  may  also  adjudge  that  such  applicant  is  entitled,  according  to  the 
principles  and  provisions  of  this  act,  to  have  and  receive  a  patent  for 
his  invention,  as  i^>ecified  in  his  claim,  or  ibr  any  part  thereof,  as  the 
fact  of  priority  of  right  or  invention  shall  hi  any  such  case  be  made  to 
appear.  And  such  adjudication,  if  it  be  in  favor  of  the  ri^  of  such 
q>plicant,  shall  authorize  the  Commissioner  to  issue  such  patent,  on 
his  filing  a  copy  of  the  adjudicaticm,  and  otherwise  eompiying  with  the 
re<iuisitions  of  this  act.  I^ravided,  however,  That  no  such  judgment  or 
adjudication  shall  afibct  the  rights  of  any  person  except  the  parties  to 
the  action  and  those  deriving  title  from  or  under  them  subsequent  to 
the  rendition  of  such  judgment. 

Sko«  17.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  actions,  suits,  contro- 
versies, and  cases  arising  under  any  law  of  the  United  States,  granting 
or  confirming  to  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their  inventions  or  dis- 
coveries, BhJl  be  OHffinally  cognizable,  as  well  in  equity  as  at  law,  by 
the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States,  or  any  district  court  having  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  circuit  court;  which  courts  shall  liave 
power,  upon  bill  in  equity  filed  by  any  party  aggrieved,  in  any  such 
case,  to  ffrant  injunctions,  according  to  the  course  and  principles  of 
courts  of  equity,  to  prevent  the  violation  of  the  rights  of  any  inventor 
as  secured  to  him  by  any  law  of  the  United  States,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  said  courts  may  deem  reasonable :  Provided^  homever. 
That  from  all  judgments  and  decrees,  from  any  such  court  rendered  in 
the  premises,  a  writ  of  error  or  appeal,  as  the  case  may  require,  shal^ 
lie  to  the  Supreme  Court  o(  the  United  States,  in  the  same  manner  and 
under  the  same  circumstances  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  other  judg- 
ments and  decrees  of  circuit  courts,  and  in  all  other  cases  in  which  the 
court  shall  deem  it  reasonable  to  allow  the  same. 

Sbc.  18.  And  be  it  further  enitcted.  That  whenever  any  patentee  of 
an  invention  or  discovery  shall  desire  an  extension  of  his  patent  beyond 
the  term  of  its  limitation,  he  may  make  application  therefor,  in  writing, 
to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Patent  Office,  setting  forth  the  ffrouuds 
thereof;  and  the  Commissioner  shall,  on  the  applicant's  paying  the  sum 
of  ibrty  ddlars  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasury,  as  in  the  case  of  an 
original  application  ibr  a  patent,  cause  to  be  published,  in  one  or  more 
of  Uie  principal  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Washington,  and  in  such 
other  paper  or  papers  as  he  may  deem  proper,  published  in  the  section 
of  country  most  interested  adversely  to  the  extension  of  the  patent,  a 
notice  of  such  application  and  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where 
the  same  will  be  considered,  that  any  person  may  appear  and  show 
cause  why  the  extension  should  not  be  granted.  And  the  Secretary  of 
State,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Patent  Office,  and  the  Solicitor  of  the 
Treasury,  shall  constitute  a  board  to  hear  and  decide  upon  the  evidence 
produced  before  them  both  for  and  against  the  extension,  and  shall  sit  for 
that  purpose  at  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  published  notice 
thereof.  The  patentee  shall  fiimish  to  said  board  a  statement,  in 
writing,  under  oath,  of  the  ascertained  value  of  the  invention,  and  of 
his  receipts  and  expenditures,  sufficiently  in  detail  to  exhibit  a  true  and 
faithful  account  of  loss  and  profit  in  any  manner  accruing  to  him  fh>m 
and  by  reason  of  said  invention.  And  if,  upon  a  hearing  of  tbe  mat- 
ter, it  shall  appear  to  the  fhll  and  entire  satisfaction  of  said  board, 
having  due  regard  to  the  public  interlest  therein,  that  it  is  just  and  pro- 
per that  the  term  of  the  patent  should  be  extended,  by  reason  <^  the 
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patentee,  withoat  neglect  or  fault  on  hl9  part,  hanring  felled  to  obtain, 
from  the  use-and  sale  of  his  inventicm,  a  reasonable  reoHmeration  lot 
the  time,  ingenuity,  and  expense  bestowed  upon  the  sane,  and  the 
introduction  thereof  into  use,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Gommissioner 
to  renew  and  extend  the  patent,  by  making  a  certificate  thereon  of  soeh 
extension,  for  the  term  of  seren  years  from  and  after  the  expiration  of 
the  first  term ;  which  certificate,  wi^  a  certificate  of  said  board  of 
their  judgment  and  opini<m  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entered  on  record  in 
the  Patent  Office ;  and  thereupon  the  said  patent  shall  ha^e  the  same 
effect  in  law  as  though  it  had  been  origin^y  granted  for  the  term  of 
twenty-one  years.  And  the  benefit  of  such  renewal  shall  extend  to 
assignees  and  grantees  of  the  right  to  use  the  thing  patented,  to  the 
extent  of  their  respective  interest  therein :  Provided^  however^  That  m> 
extension  of  a  patent  shall  be  granted  after  the  eiqpiration  of  the  term 
fcH*  which  it  was  originally  issued. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enaetedj  That  there  shall  be  provided  for 
the  use  of  said  office,  a  library  of  scientific  works  and  periodical  publi- 
cations, both  foreign  and  American,  calculated  to  facilitate  the  di^^ 
charge  of  the  duties  hereby  required  of  the  chief  officers  therein,  to  be 
purchased  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  of  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. And  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated, 
for  that  purpose,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  patent  fund. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  o(  the 
Commissioner  to  cause  to  be  classified  and  arranged,  in  such  rooms  gt 
galleries  as  may  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  in  suitable  cases,  when 
necessary  for  their  preservation,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  c<mdo- 
cive  to  a  beneficial  and  favorable  display  thereof,  the  models  and  q>eci- 
mens  of  compositions  and  of  fabrics  and  other  manufactures  and  works 
of  art,  patented  or  unpatented,  which  have  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be 
deposited  in  said  office.  And  said  rooms  or  galleries  shall  be  kept  open 
during  suitable  hours  for  public  inspection. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
heretofore  passed  on  this  subject,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed : 
Provided,  Xotreoer,  That  all  actions  and  processes  in  law  or  equity  sued 
out  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  may  be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment 
and  execution,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  this  act  had  not  been 
passed,  excepting  and  saving  the  application  to  any  such  action,  of  the 
provisions  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  sections  of  this  act,  so  far  as 
they  may  be  applicable  thereto :  And  provided,  alto.  That  all  applica- 
tions or  petitions  for  patents,  pending  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act,  in  cases  where  the  duty  has  been  paid,  shall  be  proceeded  with  and 
acted  on  in  the  same  manner  as  thongn  filed  after  the  passage  hereof.

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Chap.  COCLIX. — An  M,  to  suspend  the  dUseriminating  duties  upon  goods  im^ 
ported  in  vessels  of  Portugal,  and  to  reduce  the  wHes  on  votna»  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representativei  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  so  much  of  the 
several  acts  of  Congress  as  imposes  a  discriminating  duty  upon  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise,  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  be,  and  hereby  is, 
suspended,  so  far  as  respects  the  produce  or  manufactures  of  Portugal 
proper,  including  Madeira,  Porto  Santo,  and  the  Azores,  when  imported 
m  vessels  wholly  and  truly  belonging  to  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  said 
places ;  so  that  such  produce  or  manufactures  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  duties  only  as  if  imported  in  vessels  of  the  United  States :  Pro- 
vided,. however.  And  [that]  this  suspension  shall  continue  no  longer  than 
this  section  remains  m  force.

Sbc.  3.  And  leU  further  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  July,  ei^een  hundred  and  thirty-six,  the  duty  on  all  kinds  of 
wine  imported  mto  the  United  States  shall  be  reduced  one-half,  so  that 
no  mcnre  than  ooe^alf  the  amount  now  assessed  shall  be  thereafter 
assessed. 

Sbc.  3.  And  be  U  further  enacted^  That  all  kmds  of  wine,  whether 
imported  before  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  may  be  put  into  the 
custom-house  stores,  under  the  bond  of  the  importer  or  owner ;  and 
such  of  the  said  wines  as  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  prq)er 
officer  of  the  cust<nns,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  July,  cme  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  shall  be  subject  to  no  other  duty  than  if  the 
same  were  imported  after  that  day ;  and  if  the  duties  or  any  part  thereof, 
on  the  wines  deposited,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  been  paid  previous  to 
the  said  thirtieth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  the  amount  of  excess  of  duty  shall  be  refimded  to  the  person  im- 
porting and  dcpositinff  the  same  :  Protidedy  That  no  wines  shall  be  so 
deposited  unless  in  uie  casks  or  bottles  as  imported:  And protided, 
further,  That  the  benefit  of  this  act  shall  not  be  extended  to  any  wines 
not  entitled  to  debenture.

Chjlp.  CCCLX. — Jin  act  for  the  purehaae  cf  certain  righii  or  inventions  of  Wil' 
Ham  H.  Bell,  of  North  Carolina. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rmresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  Tliat  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  be  hereby  authorized  to  pay  to  Captain  William  H.  Bell,  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  whenever  said  Bell  shall  transfer  and  convey 
to  the  United  States  all  his,  said  BelPs,  right,  interest,  and  title,  in  and 
to  two  certain  patents,  viz :  one  called  a  machine  for  elevating  heavy 
canncMi,  the  other  called  a  traverse- board  for  pointing  cannon ;  together 
with  all  the  right  to  the  United  States  to  use  every  improvement  that 
has  been  made  by  said  Bell  on  the  said  inventions^  since  patenting  the 
same;  Provided,  however.  That  said  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  in  full  for  all  claims  against  the  United  States  for  using  said  patents.

Chap.  CCCLXL — An  dct  coi^irming  claims  to  land  in  the  State  of  Missouri, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  decisions  in  favor 
of  land  claimants,  made  by  the  recorder  of  land  titles  in  the  State  of 
Missouri,  and  the  two  commissioners  associated  with  him  by  virtue  of 
an  act  entitled  ''  An  act  for  the  final  adjustment  of  private  land  claims 
in  Missouri,"  approved  July  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two, 
and  an  act  supplemental  thereto,  approved  March  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three,  as  entered  in  the  transcript  of  decisions  trans- 
mitted by  the  said  recorder  and  commissioners  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office,  and  by  him  laid  before  Congress  at  the  two 
last  and  present  sessions,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  confirmed, 
saving  and  reserving,  however,  to  all  adverse  claimants,  the  right  to 
assert  the  yalidity  of  their  claims  in  a  court  or  courts  of  justice: 
Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  apply  to,  or  be  in 
confirmation  of  the  claim  of  Don  Carlos  D.  Vilemont,  for  a  tract  of 
land  at  Point  Chicot :  w9iu2  provided,  also.  That  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  apply  to,  or  be  in  confirmation  of  the  following  claims,

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four  hundred  and  fifty  arpens;  Matthew  Saucier,  one  thousand  two 
hundred  arpens;  Charles  Tayon,  one  thousand  six  hundred  arpens; 
sons  of  Joseph  M.  Pepin,  five  thousand  six  hundred  arpens;  Louis 
Lorimiere,  thirty  thousand  arpens ;  Bartholomew  Cousin,  ten  thousand 
arpens ;  Manuel  Gonzales  Moro,  eight  hundred  arpens ;  Seneca  Rollins, 
four  hundred  arpens;  William  Long,  four  hundred  arpens;  James 
Journey,  four  hundred  arpens;  Joachim  Lisa,  six  thousand  arpens; 
Francois  Lacomb,  four  hundred  arpens ;  Israel  Dodge,  seven  thousand 
[and]  fifty  six  arpens ;  Andrew  Chevalier,  four  hundred  arpens ;  Joseph

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  it  shall  be  found  that  any 
tract  or  tracts  confirmed  as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  had  been  pre- 
viously located  by  any  other  person  ex  perscms  under  any  law  of  the 
United  States,  or  had  been  surveyed  and  sold  by  the  United  States,  this 
act  shall  confer  no  title  to  such  lands  in  (^position  to  the  rights  acquired 
by  such  location  or  purchase ;  but  the  individual,  or  individuals,  whose 
claims  are  hereby  confirmed,  shall  be  permitted  to  locate  so  much 
thereof  as  interferes  -with  such  location  or  purchase,  on  any  unappro- 
priated land  of  the  United  States  within  the  State  of  Missouri,  or  Ter- 
ritory of  Arkansas,  in  whichever  the  original  claim  may  be,  that  may 
be  subject  to  entry  at  private  sale :  Promded,  That  such  location  shaU 
conform  to  legal  divisions  and  subdivisions,  and  shall  not  interfere  with 
the  rights  of  other  persons. 

Ssc.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  locations  authorized  by 
this  act,  shall  be  entered  with  the  register  of  the  proper  land  office, 
who  shall,  OD  applicaticxi  for  that  purpose,  make  out  for  such  claimant 
a  certificate  of  location,  which,  wiUi  the  certificate  of  confirmation, 
shall  be  tr^msmitted  to  the  Commissi<mer  of  the  General  Land  Office ; 
and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Commissioner  that 
such  certificate  shall  have  been  fairly  obtained,  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  then,  and 
in  that  case,  patents  shall  be  granted  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  by 
law  for  the  other  lands  of  the  United  States.  And  for  each  certificate 
of  location  to  be  issued  as  aforesaid,  the  register  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  fi'om  the  person  applying  therefor,  the  sum  of  one  dollar.

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Chap.  CCCLXII. — jin  Mi  granting  hafpay  to  widovoi  or  orpham^  where  their 
huibands  and/ather$  haoe  died  of  wounds  received  in  the  miUtary  service  of  the 
United  States j  in  certain  caseSf  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  cf  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  when  any  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  musician  or  private  of  the  militia,  including 
rangers,  sea  fenciUes,  and  volunteers,  shall  have  died  while  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  since  the  twentieth  of  April,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighteen,  or  who  shall  have  died  in  consequence  of  a  wound 
received  wlulst  in  the  service,  since  the  day  afcH'esaid,  and  shall  have 
left  a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years 
of  affe,  such  widow,  or  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  children,  shall  be 
enttded  to  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was 
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entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death  or  receiFing  such  wound,  for  and  dur- 
ing the  term  of  five  years ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  marriage  of  siicli 
widow  before  the  expiration  of  said  five  years,  the  half  pay  for  the  re* 
mainder  of  the  time  shall  go  to  the  said  decedent :  Fromded,  That  the 
half  pay  aforesaid  shall  be  half  the  monthly  pay  of  the  officers,  n<»- 
commissicmed  officers,  musiciaits  and  privates  ciif  the  infantry  of  the 
regular  army,  and  no  more :  Prondedy  also^  That  no  greater  sum  shall 
be  allowed  to  the  widow  or  to  the  child  or  children  of  any  officer,  than 
the  half  pay  of  a  lieutenant  coicmel. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  officer,  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  musician,  soldier,  Indian  spy,  mariner  or  marine,  whose 
service  during  the  revolutionary  war  was  such  as  is  specified  in  the  act 
passed  the  seventh  day  of  Jime  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  enti- 
tled <<An  act  supplementary  to  the  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  surviving 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  revolution,''  have  died  since  the  fourth  day 
of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  and  before  the  date  of  said 
act,  the  amount  of  pension  which  would  have  accrued  firom  the  fourth 
day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-<nie,  to  the  time  of  bis  death, 
and  become  payable  to  him  by  virtue  of  that  act,  if  he  had  survived  the 
passage  thereof,  shall  be  paid  to  his  widow ;  and  if  he  left  no  widow,  to 
his  children,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  act  hereby  amended. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  perscn  who  served  in 
the  war  of  the  revolution,  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  act  passed  the 
seventh  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  entitied  ''An  act 
supplementary  to  the  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  surviving  offices  and 
soldiers  of  the  rev(^ution/'  have  died,  leaving  a  widow  whose  marriage 
took  place  before  the  expiration  of  the  last  period  of  his  service,  such 
widow  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  during  the  time  she  may  remain  un- 
married, the  annuity  or  pension  which  might  have  been  allowed  to  her 
husband,  by  virtue  of  the  act  aforesaid,  if  living  at  the  time  it  was 
passed. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  pledge,  mortgage,  sale, 
assignment,  or  transfer  of  any  right,  claim,  or  interest  in  any  money  or 
half  pay  granted  by  this  act,  shall  be  utterly  void  and  of  no  eflfect ;  eatoh 
person  acting  for  and  in  behalf  of  any  one  entitled  to  money  under  this 
act,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath,  to  be  administered  by  the  proper 
accounting  officer  and  retained  by  him  and  put  on  file,  before  a  warrant 
shall  be  delivered  to  him,  that  he  has  no  interest  in  said  money  by  any 
pledge,  mortgage,  sale,  assignment  or  transfer,  and  that  he  does  not 
know  or  believe  that  the  same  has  been  so  disposed  of  to  any  person 
whatever. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall 
adopt  such  forms  of  evidence,  in  applications  under  diis  act,  as  the 
President  of  the  United  States  shall  prescribe.

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Vrnied 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  for  the  security  of  the 
navigation  and  commerce  of  the  United  States,  the  following  sums  of 
money  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  directed  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  placed  at  the 
disposition  of  the  President,  for  the  following  objects,  viz : 

For  erecting  a  breakwater  on  Stanford  ledge,  in  Portland  harbor, 
according  to  the  plan  reported  by  John  Anderson,  of  the  Engineer 
corps,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty^wo,  ten  thousand  doUars. 
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For  the  surrey  of  a  ledge  near  Owl's-head  harbour,  to  determine  the 
e]q;>ediency  of  erecting  thereon  a  breakwater  to  improve  said  harbor, 
four  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  examination  and  survey  of  the  passage  into  Cobscook  bay, 
iu  the  State  of  Maine,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  practicability 
of  removing  two  ledges  whereby  the  navigation  of  said  bay  is  materially 
obstructed,  three  hundred  dollars.

For  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  of  Portland,  on  Lake  Erie,  ten 
thousand  d<^ars. 

For  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  at  the  mouth  of  Salmon  river,  <hi 
Lake  Ontario,  according  to  the  several  plans  of  said  harbor,  sulnnitted 
through  the  Department  of  War,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  at  the  mouth  of  Oak  Orchard 
creek,  on  Lake  Ontario,  according  to  the  plan  thereof  made  by  Josq)h 
G.  Swift,  civil  engineer,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  at  the  mouth  of  Black  river,  in 
the  county  of  Jefferson,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  building  a  breakwater  or  pier  at  the  harbor  of  Plattsburg,  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

For  improving  the  harbor  at  the  mouth  of  Cattaraugus  creek,  on 
Lake  Erie,  fifteen  thousand  dollars.

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For  improving  the  entrance  of  Whitehall  harbor,  on  Lake  Cham- 
plain,  eight  thousand  dollara. 

For  building  an  ice-breaker  on  Staten  island,  nineteen  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

For  improving  the  harbor  at  New  Brunswick,  by  removing  the  ob- 
structions in  the  Raritan  river,  according  to  a  plan  reported  to  the  War 
Department  by  Hartman  Bache,  seven  thousand  dollars.

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  reports  upon  all  the 
aforesaid  surveys  shall  contain  a  statement  of  all  such  facts  within  the 
knowledge  of  the  engineers  respectively  making  the  surveys,  as  are  or 
may  be  m  any  way  materially  connecter]  with  Uie  proposed  improve- 
ments, and  also  with  estimates,  in  detail,  of  the  sums  of  money  neces- 
sary for  such  improvements,  respectively.

Chapter  L— ^n  Act  to  regulate,  in  certain  cases,  the  dispotiHon  <f  the  proceeds 
cf  lands  cedui  by  Indian  triba  to  the  United  States, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rapreseatatioes  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  moneys  received 
from  the  sales  of  lands,  that  have  been,  or  may  be  hereafter,  ceded  to 
the  United  States  by  Indian  tribes,  by  treaties  providing  for  the  invest- 
ment or  payment  to  the  Indians,  parties  thereto,  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
lands  ceded  by  them,  respectively,  after  deducting  the  e^enses  of 
survey  and  sale,  any  sums  stipulated  to  be  advanced,  and  the  expenses 
of  ftdftlling  any  encasements  contained  therein,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  in  the  same  manner  that  moneys  received 
from  the  sales  of  public  lands  are  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  sums  that  are  or  may 
be  required  to  be  paid,  and  all  moneys  that  are  or  may  be  required  to 
be  invested  by  said  treaties,  are  hereby  apprq>riated  in  conformity  to 
them,  and  shaU  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  as  other  public  moneys  are 
drawn  therefrom,  under  such  instructions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
given  by  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  investments  of  stock, 
that  are  or  may  be  required  by  said  treaties,  shall  be  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  President ;  and  special  accounts  of  the  funds  under 
said  treaties  shall  be  kept  at  the  Treasury,  and  statements  thereof  be 
annually  laid  before  Congress. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  fiirther  enacted.  That  the  provisions  of  the  4th 
section  of  the  act  of  June  14th,  1836,  entitled  <<  An  act  making  appro- 
priations for  the  Indian  Department,  &rC.,"  be  and  are  hereby  extended,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  officers  of  the  mint 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  a  director,  a  treasurer,  an  assayer,  a  melter 
and  refiner,  a  chief  coiner  and  ,an  engraver,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  ccmsent  of 
the  Senate. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  respective  duties  of  the 
officers  of  the  mint  shall  be  as  follows : 

IHrst,  The  director  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the 
mint,  the  superintendence  of  the  officers  and  persons  employed  therein, 
and  the  general  regulation  and  supervision  of  the  business  of  the  seve- 
ral branches.  And  in  the  month  of  January  of  every  year  he  shall 
make  report  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  the  operations  of 
the  mint  and  its  branches  for  the  year  preceding.  And  also  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury,  firom  time  to  time,  as  said  Secretary  shall 
require,  setting  forth  all  the  operations  of  the  mint  subsequent  to  the 
last  report  made  upon  the  subject. 

Second,  The  treasurer  shall  receive,  and  safely  keep  all  moneys 
which  shall  be  for  the  use  and  support  of  the  mint ;  shal]  keep  all  the 
current  accounts  of  the  mint,  and  pay  all  mcmeys  due  by  the  mint,  on 
warrants  from  the  director.  He  shtdl  receive  all  bullion  brought  to  the 
mint  for  coinage ;  shall  be  the  keeper  of  all  bullion  and  coin  in  the 
mmt,  except  while  the  same  is  legally  placed  in  the  hands  of  other 
officers,  and  shall,  on  warrants  from  the  director,  deliver  all  coins  struck 
at  the  mint  to  the  persons  to  whom  they  shall  be  legally  payable.  And 
he  ^all  keep  re^lar  and  faithful  accounts  of  all  the  transactions  of 
the  mint,  in  bullion  and  coins,  both  with  the  officers  of  the  mint  and 
the  depositors ;  and  shall  present,  quarter-yearly,  to  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment of  the  United  States,  according  to  such  forms  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  that  department,  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  mint,  for  the  purpose  of  being  adjusted  and  settled. 

nird.  The  assayer  shall  carefully  assay  all  metals  used  in  coinage, 
whenever  such  assays  are  required  in  the  operations  of  the  mint ;  and 
he  shall  also  make  assays  of  coins  whenever  instructed  to  do  so  by  the 
director. 

Fourth,  The  melter  and  refiner  shall  execute  all  the  operations  which 
are  necessary  in  order  to  form  ingots  of  standard  silver  or  gold,  suitable 
for  the  chief  coiner,  firom  the  metals  legally  delivered  to  him  for  that 
purpose. 

Fifth,  The  chief  coiner  shall  execute  all  the  operations  which  are 
necessary  in  order  to  form  coins,  conformable  in  all  respects  to  the  law, 
fi-om  the  standard  silver  and  gold  ingots,  and  the  copper  planchets, 
legally  delivered  to  him  for  this  purpose. 

Sixth,  The  engraver  shall  prepare  and  engrave,  with  the  legal  devices 
and  inscriptions,  all  the  dies  used  in  the  coinage  of  the  mint  and  its 
branches.

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Sbc.  3.  And  he  it  further  enactedy  That  the  director  shall  fiqppoint, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  President,  assistants  to  the  assayer,  melter 
and  refiner,  chief  coiner,  and  engraver,  and  clerks  for  the  director  and 
treasurer,  whenever,  on  representation  made  by  the  director  to  the  Pre- 
sident, it  shall  be  the  opinion  of  the  President  that  such  assistants  or 
clerks  are  necessary.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assistants  to  aid 
their  principals  in  the  execution  of  their  respective  offices,  and  of  the 
clerks  to  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  fc^r  them  by  the 
director.

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  every  officer,  assistant,  and 
clerk  of  the  mint,  shall,  before  he  enters  upcMi  the  execution  of  his 
office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  some  judge  of  the  United 
States,  or  judge  of  the  superior  court  ix  any  court  of  record  of  any 
State,  faithfiilly  and  diligently  to  perform  the  duties  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  fdiowing  cheers  of  the 
mint,  before  entering  upon  the  execution  of  their  reeqpective  c^ces, 
shall  become  bound  to  the  United  States,  with  one  or  more  sureties,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  the  sums  herein- 
after mentioned,  with  condition  for  the  faithful  and  diligent  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  <^ces,  viz :  The  treasurer  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars ;  the  assayer  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  ddlars ;  the 
melter  and  refiner  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars ;  the  chief  coiner 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  And  that  similar  bonds  may  also 
be  required  of  the  assistants  and  clerks,  in  such  sums  as  the  director 
shall  determine,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  allowed  to  the 
officers  of  the  mint  the  following  salaries  per  annum :  To  the  director, 
for  his  services,  including  traveUing  expenses  incurred  in  visiting  the 
different  branches,  and  all  other  charges  whatever,  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars;  to  the  treasurer,  assayer,  mdter  and  refiner,  chief 
coiner,  and  engraver,  each,  two  thousand  dollars ;  to  the  assistants  and 
clerks,' such  annual  salaries  shall  be  allowed  as  the  director  may  deter- 
mine, with  the  approbation  of  the  President :  Provided,  That  an  assist- 
ant shall  not  receive  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  and  that  a  clerk 
shall  not  receive  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  to  the  workmen 
and  servants  shall  be  allowed  such  wages,  to  be  determined  by  the 
director,  as  may  be  customary  and  reasonable,  according  to  their  respec- 
tive stations  and  occupations ;  and  that  the  salaries  provided  for  in  this 
section  shall  be  payable  in  quarterly  instalments. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  standard  for  both  gold 
and  silver  coins  of  the  United  States  shall  hereafter  be  such,  that  of  one 
thousand  parts  by  weight,  nine  hundred  shall  be  of  pure  metal,  and  one 
hundred  of  alloy ;  and  the  alloy  of  the  silver  coins  i^all  be  of  c(^>per ; 
and  the  alloy  of  the  gold  coins  shall  be  of  copper  and  silver,  provided 
that  the  silver  do  not  exceed  one-half  of  the  whole  alloy. 

Sec  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  of  the  silver  coins,  the  dollar 
shall  be  of  the  weight  of  four  hundred  and  twelve  and  one-half  grains ; 
the  half  dollar  of  the  weight  of  two  hundred  and  six  and  one-fourth 
grains ;  the  quarter  dollar  of  the  weight  of  one  hundred  and  three  and 
one-eighth  grains ;  the  dime,  or  tenth  part  of  a  dollar,  of  the  weight  of 
forty-one  and  a  quarter  grains ;  and  the  half  dime,  or  twentieth  part  of 
a  dollar,  of  the  weight  of  twenty  grains,  and  five-eighths  of  a  grain. 
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And  that  dollars,  half  dollars,  and  quarter  dollars,  dimes,  and  half 
dimes,  shall  be  legal  tenders  of  payment,  according  to  their  nominal 
value,  for  any  sums  whatever. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  of  the  gold  coins,  the 
weight  of  the  eagle  shall  be  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  grains ;  that  of 
the  half  eagle  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  grains;  and  that  of  the 
quarter  eagle  sixty-four  and  one-half  grains.  And  that  for  all  sums 
whatever,  Uie  eagle  shall  be  a  legal  tender  of  payment  fo^  ten  dollars ; 
the  half  eagle  for  five  dollars ;  and  the  quarter  eagle  for  two  and  a  half 
dollars. 

Sec  11.  And  he  it  further  emicted,  That  the  silver  coins  heretofore 
issued  at  the  mint  of  die  United  States,  and  the  gold  coins  issued  since 
the  thirty-first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
shall  continue  to  be  legal  tenders  of  payment  for  their  nominal  values, 
on  the  same  terms  as  if  they  were  of  the  coinage  provided  for  by  this 
act.

And  be  it  further  en€u^ted,  That  upon  the  coins  struck  at  the 
mint  there  shall  be  the  following  devices  and  legends  j  up(Hi  one  side 
of  each  of  said  coins  there  shall  be  an  impression  emblematic  of  liberty, 
with  an  inscription  of  the  word  Liberty,  and  the  year  of  the  coinage ; 
and  upon  the  reverse  of  each  of  the  gold  and  silver  coins,  there  shall  be 
the  figure  or  representation  of  an  eagle,  with  the  inscription  United 
States  of  America,  and  a  desisnation  of  the  value  of  the  coin ;  but  on 
the  reverse  of  the  dime  and  half  dime,  cent  and  half  cent,  the  figure 
of  the  eagle  shall  be  omitted. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  gdd  and  silver  bullion 
brought  to  the  mint  for  coinage,  shall  be  received  and  coined,  by  the 
proper  officers,  for  the  benefit  of  the  depositor :  Provided,  That  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  refuse,  at  the  mint,  any  deposite  of  less  value  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  any  bullion  so  base  as  to  be  unsuitable  for  the 
operations  of  the  mint ;  And  provided  also,  That  when  gold  and  silver 
are  combined,  if  either  of  these  metals  be  in  such  small  proportion  that 
it  cannot  be  separated  advantageously,  no  allowance  shall  be  made  to 
the  depositor  for  the  value  of  such  metal. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  bullion  is  brought  to 
the  mint  for  coinage,  it  shall  be  weighed  by  the  treasurer,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  depositor,  when  practicable,  and  a  receipt  given  which 
shall  state  the  description  and  weight  of  the  bullion :  Provided,  That 
when  the  bullion  is  in  such  a  state  as  to  require  melting  before  its  value 
can  be  ascertained,  the  weight  after  melting  shall  be  considered  as  the 
true  weight  of  the  bullion  deposited. 

Sec  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  fi-om  every  parcel  of  bul- 
lion deposited  for  coinage,  the  treasurer  shall  deliver  to  the  assayer  a 
sufiScient  portion  for  the  purpose  of  being  assayed ;  but  all  such  bullion 
remaining  firom  the  operations  of  the  assay  shall  be  returned  to  the 
treasurer  by  the  assayer. 

Sec  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  assayer  shall  report 
to  the  treasurer  the  quality  or  standard  of  the  bullion  assayed  by  him  ; 
and  he  shall  also  communicate  to  the  treasurer  such  information  as  will 
enable  him  to  jestimate  the  amount  of  the  charges  hereinafter  provided 
for,  to  be  made  to  the  depositor,  for  the  expenses  of  converting  the  bul- 
lion into  standard  metal  fit  for  coinage. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  only  subjects  of  charge 
by  the  mint  to  the  depositor  shall  be  the  following :  Yon  refining  when 
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the  bullion  is  below  standard ;  for  toughening  when  metals  are  con- 
tained in  it  which  render  it  unfit  for  coinage ;  for  copper  used  for  alloy 
when  the  bullion  b  above  standard ;  for  silver  introduced  into  the  alloy 
of  gold ;  and  for/  separating  the  gold  and  silver  when  these  metals  exist 
together  in  the  bullion :  and  that  the  rate  of  these  charges  shall  be 
fixed,  fi'om  time  to  time,  by  the  director,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  so  as  not  to  exceed,  in  their  judgment,  the 
actual  expense  to  the  mint  of  the  materials  and  labor  employed  in  each 
of  the  cases  aforementioned ;  and  that  the  amount  received  from  these 
charges  shall  be  accounted  for,  and  apprc^riated  for  defraying  the  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  mint 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted,  That  from  the  r^>ort  of  the 
assayer,  and  the  weight  of  the  bullion,  the  treasurer  shall  estimate  the 
whole  value  of  each  deposite,  and  also  the  amount  of  the  charges  or 
deductions  if  any ;  of  all  which  he  shall  give  a  detailed  memorandum 
to  the  depositor ;  and  he  shall  also  give,  at  the  same  time,  under  his 
hand,  a  certificate  of  the  nett  amount  of  the  deposite,  to  be  paid  in 
coins  of  the  same  species  of  bullion  as  that  deposited. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enactedy  That  parcels  of  bullicm  shall 
be,  from  time  to  time,  transferred  by  the  treasurer  to  the  melter  and 
refiner ;  that  a  carefiil  record  of  these  transfers,  noting  the  weight  and 
character  of  the  bullion,  shall  be  kq>t;  and  that  the  bullion  thus  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  melter  and  refiner  shall  be  subjected  to  the  several 
processes  which  may  be  necessary  to  form  it  into  ingots  of  the  legal 
standard,  and  of  a  quality  suitable  for  coinage. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  ingots  thus  prepared 
shall  be  assayed  by  the  assayer,  and  if  they  prove  to  be  within  the 
limits  allowed  for  deviation  from  the  standard,  they  shall  be  transferred 
by  the  melter  and  refiner  to  the  treasorer,  acccmipanied  by  the  assayer's 
certificate  of  their  fineness ;  and  that  a  carefiil  record  of  the  transfer 
shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer. 

Sec.  22.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted^  That  no  ingots  of  gold  shall  be 
used  for  coinage  of  which  the  quality  differs  more  than  two  thousandths 
from  the  legal  standard ;  and  that  no  ingots  of  silver  shall  be  used  for 
coinage  of  which  the  quality  differs  more  than  three  thousandths  from 
the  legal  standard. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  the  treasurer's  account 
with  the  melter  and  refiner,  the  melter  and  r^ner  shall  be  debited  with 
the  standard  weight  of  all  the  bullion  placed  in  hb  hands,  that  is  to  say, 
with  the  weight  of  metal  of  legal  standard  fineness  which  it  will  make; 
and  that  he  shall  be  credited  by  the  standard  weight  of  all  the  ingots 
delivered  by  him  to  the  treasurer ;  and  that  once  at  least  in  every  year, 
at  such  time  as  the  director  shall  appoint,  the  melter  and  refiner  shall 
deliver  up  to  the  treasurer  all  the  bullion  in  his  possession,  in  order  that 
his  accounts  may  be  settled  up  to  that  time;  and,  in  this  settlement,  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  for  the  difference  between  the  whole  amount 
of  bullion  delivered -to  him,  and  received  from  him,  since  the  last  settle- 
ment, as  an  allowance  for  necessary  waste :  Provkted,  That  this  allow- 
ance shall  not  exceed  two  thousandths  of  the  whole  amount  of  gold  and 
silver  bullion,  respectively,  that  had  been  delivered  to  him  by  the  trea- 
surer. 

Sec.  24.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treasurer  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  deliver  over  to  the  chief  coiner,  ingots  for  the  purpose  of 
coinage ;  that  he  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  these  transfers,  noting 
the  weight  and  description  of  the  ingots;  and  that  the  ingots  thus 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  chief  coiner  shall  be  passed  through  the 
several  processes  necessary  to  make  from  them  coins,  in  all  respects 
conformable  to  law. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  adjusting  the  weights  of 
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the  coins,  the  following  deviations  from  the  standard  weight  shall  not  he 
exceeded  in  anj  of  the  single  pieces :  In  the  ddlar  and  half  ddlar,  one 
grain  and  a  half;  in  the  quarter  dollar,  one  grain ;  in  the  dime  and  half 
dime,  half  a  grain ;  in  the  gold  coins,  one-quarter  of  a  grain ;  in  the 
copper  coins,  one  grain  in  the  pennyweight ;  and  that  in  weighing  a 
large  number  of  pieces  together,  when  ddivered  from  the  chief  coiner 
to  the  treasurer,  and  from  the  treasure  to  the  dqxwitors,  the  deviations 
from  the  standard  weight  shall  not  exceed  the  following  limits :  Four 
pennyweights  in  one  thousand  dollars ;  three  pennyweights  in  one  thou- 
sand half  dollars ;  two  pennyweights  in  one  thousand  quarter  ddlars ; 
one  pennyweight  in  one  thousand  dimes ;  one  pennyweight  in  one  thou- 
sand half  dimes ;  two  pennyweights  in  one  thousand  eagles ;  one  and  a 
half  pennyweight  in  one  thousand  half  eagles ;  one  pennyweight  in  one 
thousand  quarter  eagles. 

Sec.  26.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  chief  coiner  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  coins  are  prepared,  deliver  them  over  to  the 
treasurer,  who  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  their  kind,  number,  and 
weight ;  and  that,  in  receiving  the  coins,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
treasurer  to  see  whether  the  coins  of  that  delivery  are  within  the  legal 
limits  of  the  standard  weight ;  and  if  his  trials  for  this  purpose  shall  not 
prove  satisfactory,  he  shdl  cause  all  the  coins  of  this  ddivery  to  be 
weighed  separately,  and  such  as  are  not  of  legal  weight  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  melter  and  refiner,  as  standard  buUion,  to  be  again  formed  into 
ingots  and  recoined. 

Sec.  27.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  at  every  delivery  of  coins 
made  by  the  chief  coiner  to  the  treasurer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
treasurer,  in  the  presence  of  the  assayer,  to  take  indiscriminately,  a 
certain  number  of  pieces  of  each  variety  fbr  the  annual  trial  of  coins, 
(the  number  being  prescribed  by  the  director,)  which  shall  be  carefully 
labelled,  and  deposited  in  a  chest  appropriated  for  the  purpose,  kept 
under  the  joint  care  of  the  treasurer  and  assayer,  and  so  secured  that 
neither  can  have  access  to  its  contents  without  the  presence  of  the 
other. 

Sec.  28.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  chief  coiner  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  deliver  to  the  treasurer  the  clippings  and  other  portions  of 
bullion  remaining  after  the  process  of  coining,  and  that  the  treasurer 
shall  keep  a  carenil  record  of  their  amount. 

Sec.  29.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  the  treasurer's  account 
with  the  chief  coiner,  the  chief  coiner  shall  be  debited  with  the  amount 
in  weight  of  standard  metal  of  all  the  bullion  placed  in  his  hands,  and 
credited  with  the  amount,  also  by  weight,  of  all  the  coins,  clippings, 
and  other  bullion  delivered  by  him  to  the  treasurer ;  and  that  once  at 
least  in  every  year,  at  such  time  as  the  director  shall  appoint,  the  chief 
coiner  shall  deliver  to  the  treasurer  all  the  coins  and  bullion  in  his  pos- 
session, so  that  his  accounts  may  be  settled  up  to  that  time ;  and,  in  this 
settlement,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  for  the  difference  between  the 
whole  amount  of  the  ingots  delivered  to  him,  and  of  the  coins  and  bul- 
lion received  from  him,  since  the  last  settlement,  as  an  allowance  for 
necessary  waste :  Provided,  That  this  allowance  shall  not  exceed  two 
thousandths  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  silver,  or  one  and  one-half 
thousandth  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  gold,  that  had  been  delivered  to 
him  by  the  treasurer. 

Sec  30.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  when  the  coins  which  are 
the  equivalent  to  any  deposite  of  bullion  are  ready  for  delivery,  they 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  depositor,  or  his  order,  by  the  treasurer,  on  a 
warrant  from  the  director ;  and  the  payment  shall  be  made,  if  demanded, 
in  the  order  in  which  the  bullion  shall  have  been  brought  to  the  mint, 
giving  priority  according  to  priority  of  deposite  only ;  and  that  in  the 
denominations  of  coin  delivered^  the  treasurer  shall  comply  with  the 
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wishes  of  the  depositor,  unless  when  impractioaUe  or  inconvenient  to 
do  so ;  in  which  case,  the  denominations  of  coin  shall  be  designiUed  by 
the  director. 

Sec.  31.  And  be  iijuriker  enacted,  That  {or  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  mint  to  make  returns  to  depositors  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  keep  in  the  said 
mint,  when  the  state  of  the  treasury  will  admit  thereof,  a  deposite  of 
such  amount  of  public  money,  ot  of  bullion  procured  for  the  purpose, 
as  he  shall  judge  convenient  and  necessary,  not  exceeding  one  million 
of  dollars,  out  of  which  those  who  bring  bullion  to  the  mint  may  be 
paid  the  value  thereof,  as  soon  as  practicable,  afier  this  value  has  been 
ascertained ;  that  the  bullicm  so  dq;x)8ited  shall  become  the  property  of 
the  United  States;  that  no  discount  or  interest  shall  be  charged  on 
moneys  so  advanced ;  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  at 
any  time  withdraw  the  said  deposito,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  miiy,  at  his 
discretion,  allow  the  coins  formed  at  the  mint  to  be  given  for  their 
equivalent  in  other  money. 

Sec.  32.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  to  secure  a  due  conformity 
in  the  gold  and  silver  coins  to  their  respective  standards  and  weights, 
an  annual  trial  shall  be  made  of  the  pieces  reserved  for  this  purpose  at 
the  mint  and  its  branches,  before  the  judge  of  the  district  court  of  the 
United  States,  for  the  eastern  district  of  Pennsylvania,  the  attorney  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  eastern  district  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  col* 
lector  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Presi- 
dent shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  meet 
as  commissioners,  for  the  performance  of  this  duty,  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  February,  annually,  and  may  continue  their  meetings  by  adjourn- 
ment, if  necessary ;  aild  if  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  shall  fail  to 
attend  at  any  time  appointed  for  their  meeting,  then  the  director  of  the 
mint  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  commissioners  at  such  other  time  as  he 
ma^  deem  ccmvenient;  and  that  before  these  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  officers  of  the  mint,  such 
examination  shall  be  made  of  the  reserved  pieces  as  shall  be  judged 
sufficient ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  these  pieces  do  not  differ  from  the 
standard  fineness  and  weight  by  a  greater  quantity  than  is  allowed  by 
law,  the  trial  shall  be  considered  and  reported  as  satisfactory ;  but  if  any 
ffreater  deviation  from  the  legal  standard  or  weight  shall  appear,  this 
fact  shall  be  certified  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  if,  on 
a  view  of  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  he  shall  so  decide,  the  officer 
or  officers  implicated  in  the  error  shall  be  thenceforward  disqualified 
from  holding  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  33.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  copper  bullion  shall  be 
purchased  for  the  mint,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  treasurer,  under 
instructions  from  the  director ;  that  the  cost  shall  be  paid  from  the  fimd 
hereinafter  provided  for ;  and  that  the  copper  bullion  shall  be  of  good 
quality,  and  in  form  of  planchets  fit  for  passing  at  once  into  the  hands 
of  the  chief  coiner. 

Sec.  34.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  c(^)per  planchets  shall 
be  delivered,  fixnn  time  to  time,  by  the  treasurer  to  the  chief  coiner, 
to  be  by  him  coined ;  and  all  such  copper  shall  be  returned  to  the  trea- 
surer, by  the  chief  coiner,  weight  for  weight,  without  allowance  for 
waste. 

Sec.  35.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  treasurer  of  the  mint  to  deliver  the  copper  coins,  in  exchange  for 
their  legal  equivalent  in  other  money,  to  any  persons  who  shall  apply  for 
them :  Provided,  That  the  sum  asked  for  be  not  less  than  a  certain 
amount,  to  be  determined  by  the  director,  and  that  it  be  not  so  great  as, 
in  his  judgment,  to  interfere  with  the  capacity  of  the  mint  to  supply 
other  applicants. 
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Sec.  36.  Arid  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  copper  coins  may,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  director,  be  delivered  in  anj  of  the  principal  cities 
and  towns  of  the  United  States,  at  the  cost  of  the  mint  for  transportation. 

Sec.  37.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  money  received  by 
the  treasurer  in  exchange  for  c<^per  coins  shall  form  a  fund  in  hu 
hands,  which  shall  be  i^ed  to  purchase  copper  planchets,  and  to  pay 
the  expense  of  transportation  of  copper  corns ;  and  that  if  there  be  a 
surplus,  the  same  shall  be  apprc^riated  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses 
of  the  mint. 

Sec.  38.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
heretofore  passed,  relating  to  the  mint  and  coins  of  the  United  States, 
which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  January  18,  1837. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hou$e  of  Repre9ent<Uives  of  the 
United  StatCM  of  America  in  Congress  assembledy  That  the  following 
sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  pensioners  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven: 

For  the  revolutionary  pensioners,  under  the  several  acts,  other  than 
those  of  the  fifteenth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  ;  the  seventh  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two ; 
and  the  fourth  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six, 
seven  hundred  and  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty  dollars ; 

For  the  invalid  pensioners,  under  various  laws,  three  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars : 

For  pensions  to  widows  and  orphans,  under  tlie  act  of  the  fourth  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  five  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  thousand  dollars : 

For  pensions  to  widows  and  orphans,  payable  through  the  office  of 
the  Third  Auditor,  four  thousand  dollars.

Chap.  V.^ — An  Jet  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  hones  and  other  property  het 
or  destroyed  in  the  miUtary  service  ef  the  United  States, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^esentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  any  field,  or  staff,  or 
other  officer,  mounted  militiaman,  volunteer,  ranger,  or  cavalry,  engaged 
in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  since  the  eighteenth  of 
June,  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  or  who  shall  hereafter  be  in  said 
service,  and  has  sustained  or  shall  sustain  damage,  without  any  fault  or 
negligence  on  his  part,  while  in  said  service,  by  the  loss  of  a  horse  in 
battle  or  by  the  loss  of  a  horse  wounded  in  battle,  and  which  has  died 
or  shall  die  of  said  wound  or  being  so  wounded  shall  be  abandoned  by 
order  of  his  officer  and  lost ;  or  shall  sustain  damage  by  the  loss  of  any 
horse  by  death,  or  abandonment,  in  consequence  of  the  United  States 
failing  to  supply  sufficient  forage,  or  because  the  rider  was  dismounted 
and  separated  from  his  horse,  and  ordered  to  do  duty  on  foot  at  a  station 
detached  from  his  horse ;  or  when  the  officer  in  the  immediate  com- 
mand ordered  or  shall  order  the  horse  turned  out  to  graze  in  the 
woods,  prairies,  or  commons,  because  the  United  States  failed  or  shall 
fail  to  supply  sufficient  forage,  and  the  loss  was  or  shall  be  consequent

thereof;  or  for  the  loss  of  necessary  equipaffe,  in  consequence  of  the 
loss  of  his  horse  as  aforesaid,  shidl  he  aUowed  and  paid  the  value 
thereof:  Provided,  That  if  any  payment  has  been,  or  shall  be,  made  to 
any  one  aforesaid,  for  the  use  and  risk,  or  for  forage,  after  the  death, 
loss,  or  abandonment  of  his  horse,  said  payment  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  value  thereof,  unless  he  satisfied  or  shall  satisfy  the  paymaster  at  the 
time  he  made  or  shall  make  the  payment,  or  thereafter  show,  by  proof, 
that  he  was  remounted,  in  which  case  the  deduction  shall  only  extend 
to  the  time  he  was  on  foot :  And  provided,  cdso,  If  any  payment  shall 
have  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  made  to  any  person  above  mentioned, 
on  account  of  clothing,  to  wluch  he  was  not  entitled  by  law,  such 
payment  ^all  be  deducted  firom  the  value  of  his  horse  or  accoutre- 
ments. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  furiker  enacted.  That  any  person  who,  in  the  said 
military  service  as  a  volunteer,  or  draughted  militiaman,  furnished  or 
shall  furnish  himself  with  arms  and  military  accoutrements,  and  sus- 
tained or  shall  sustain  damage  by  the  capture  or  destruction  of  the 
same,  without  any  fault  or  negligence  on  his  part^  or  who  lost  or  shall 
lose  Uie  same  by  reason  of  his  l^ing  wounded  in  the  service,  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  the  value  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any  person  who  sustained  or 
shall  sustain  damage  by  the  loss,  capture,  or  destruction  by  an  enemy, 
of  any  horse,  mule,  or  wagon,  cart,  boat,  sleigh,  or  harness,  while  such 
property  was  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  either  by  im- 
pressment or  contract,  except  in  cases  where  the  risk  to  which  the  pro- 
perty would  be  exposed  was  agreed  to  be  incurred  by  the  owner,  if  it 
shall  appear  that  such  loss,  capture,  or  destruction  was  without  any 
fault  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  owner ;  and  any  person  who, 
without  any  such  fault  or  negligence,  sustained  or  shall  sustain  damage 
by  the  death  or  abandonment  and  loss  of  any  such  horse,  mule,  or  ox, 
while  in  the  service  aforesaid,  in  consequence  of  the  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  United  States  to  furnish  the  same  with  sufficient  forage,  shall  be 
allowed  and  pud  the  value  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  claims  provided  for 
under  this  act  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  Third  Auditor,  under  such  rules 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  the  direction  or 
with  the  assent  of  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  as  well  in  regard 
to  the  receipt  of  applications  of  claimants,  as  the  species  and  degree 
of  evidence,  the  manner  in  which  such  evidence  shall  be  taken  and 
authenticated,  which  rules  shall  be  such  as,  in  the  c^inion  of  the  Presi- 
dent, shall  be  best  calculated  to  obtain  the  object  of  this  act,  paying  a 
due  regard,  as  well  to  the  claims  of  individual  justice  as  to  the  interests 
of  the  United  States,  which  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  published  for 
four  weeks  in  such  newspapers  in  which  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
are  published,  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  direct.

Chap.  VI.— -^n  Jet  to  admit  the  Slate  of  Michigan  into  the  Umon^  ttpon  an  equal 
footing  with  the  original  Staiei. 

Whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  the  fifteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entitled  "  An  act  to  establish  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  to  provide  for  the 
admission  of  the  State  of  Michigan  into  the  Union  upon  the  condi- 
tions therein  expressed,"  a  convention  of  delegates,  elected  by  the 
people  of  the  said  State  of  Michigan,  for  the  sde  purpose  of  giving 
their  assent  to  the  boundaries  of  the  said  State  of  Michigan  as 
described,  declared,  and  establiriied,  in  and  by  the  said  act,  did,  on 
the  fifteenth  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  assent  to 
the  provisions  of  said  act,  therefore : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  rf  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  State  of  Michigan 
shall  be  one,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  one,  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
original  States,  in  all  respects  whatever. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, in  carrying  into  effect  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  sections  of 
the  act  of  the  twenty-third  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six, 
entitled  '*  An  act  to  regulate  the  deposites  of  the  public  mcmey,"  shall 
consider  the  State  of  Michigan  as  being  one  of  the  United  States.

Chap.  IX. — Jfn  Jet  to  authorize  certain  railroad  companies  to  construct  raiU 
roads  through  the  public  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Florida. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  East  Florida 
Rail-road  Company,  a  corporation  established  by  an  act  of  the  Governor 
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and  Legislative  Council  of  the  Tenitorj  of  Florida,  approved  the  four- 
teenth of  February,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  to  locate  and  construct  a  rail-road  on 
the  following  route,  to  wit :  commencing  on  the  St.  John's  river  and 
thence  in  the  most  convenient  and  suitable  direction  to  Tallahassee  or 
the  waters  of  St.  Mark's  river  or  bay,  <m  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  or  to  any 
^her  point  east  of  or  between  the  St.  Mark's  and  Appalachicola  rivers, 
which  may  be  selected  by  said  company. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  company  is  further 
authorized,  wherever  said  route  shall  pass  over  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  States,  to  locate  the  same  thereon,  eighty  feet  wide ;  which  said 
location,  if  made  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act, 
shall  be  enjoyed  by  said  company  so  long  as  they  maintain  the  said  road 
for  the  public  accommodation. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  company  shall  have 
the  right  to  take  from  the  said  public  lands,  timber,  stone,  and  earth, 
whenever  it  may  be  convenient  for  the  construction  of  any  part  of  said 
way  running  through  the  same ;  also  to  deposite  and  leave  such  mate- 
rials upon  such  llnds,  whenever  it  may  be  necessary ;  also,  to  cut  drains, 
where  necessary,  through  the  same ;  and  during  the  period  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  way,  to  occupy  said  lands  along  said  route,  doing  as 
little  injury  thereto  as  may  be. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  to  entitle  the  said  company 
to  the  enjoyment  of  the  privileges  herein  provided  for,  they  shall  comply 
with  the  following  conditions,  to  wit : 

First,  They  shall  cause  the  said  route,  whenev^  it  passes  over  the 
public  lands,  to  be  surveyed,  and  the  location  of  the  way  to  be  accu- 
rately delineated  in  their  proper  connexion,  and  a  mfiqp  thereof,  and  a 
eapj  of  the  locations,  to  be  returned  and  deposited  in  the  General  Land 
Office,  within  six  numths  firom  the  date  of  the  final  location  of  the  said 
road. 

Second,  They  shall  cause  permanent  monoments  to  be  erected  along 
said  route,  conforming  to  such  locations  and  maps,  defining  the  limits 
of  the  way. 

Hiird,  Wherever  the  said  rail-way  shall  intersect  a  hicrhway  cmt 
travelled  way  on  the  public  lands,  that  way  or  ways  shall  be  left  unob- 
structed. 

Fourth,  Wherever  it  shall  cross  a  stream  or  low  grounds,  such  pro- 
vision shall  be  made  for  draining  off  the  water  as  to  leave  the  said  public 
lands  uninjured  by  said  rail-way. 

Fifth,  They  shall  complete  the  said  way  within  the  time  provided  for 
in  the  act  of  incorporation. 

Sixth,  Said  locaticm  of  said  way  shall  be  considered  and  treated  as 
open  way,  and  be  kept  up  as  such,  and  the  lands  abutting  thereon  shall 
be  considered  as  abutting  upon  a  public  way. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  secticms  and  quarter 
sections  of  public  lands  over  which  the  said  road  may  pass,  shall  be 
reserved  by  the  United  States  for  two  years  after  the  final  location  of 
the  said  way ;  and  to  this  end  the  said  company  shall,  as  soon  as  they 
have  resolved  to  survey  or  examine  any  route,  give  notice  to  the  register 
of  the  land  district  in  which  the  lands  may  l^  over  which  they  intend 
to  pass ;  and  when  the  final  location  is  made,  a  further  notice  of  that 
fact  shall  be  given,  in  like  manner,  of  the  lands  over  which  it  actually 
passes,  which  said  last  mentioned  lands  shall  be  reserved  as  aforesaia 
firom  sale :  Provided,  That  neither  the  said  company  nor  any  other 
person  shall  be  authorized  to  settle  on  the  said  reserved  sections  or 
quarter  sections ;  and  no  person  so  settling  shall  acquure  thereby  a  pre- 
emptive right  or  claim  to  the  said  reserved  lands,  or  to  any  part  thereof; 
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and  if  said  compaDy  shall  fail  to  give  prompt  and  seasoDable  notice  in 
both  the  above  cases,  they  shall  forfeit  their  privileges  under  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  time  for  making  the  sur- 
veys and  commencing  the  work,  as  prescribed  in  the  said  act  of  incor- 
poration, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  extended  for  one  year  after  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enactedy  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Governor  and  Legislative  Council  of  the  said  Territory,  or  for  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida  hereafter,  to  provide  by  law  for  the 
construction  of  rail-roads  from  the  Appalachicola  river,  or  from  any 
other  point,  to  cross  or  intersect  the  abovementioned  rail-road,  from  the 
Georgia  State  line  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  East  Florida  Rail- 
road Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  cross  the  rail-road 
proposed  to  be  made  at  any  point  between  Tallahassee  and  St.  Mark's. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Territory  or  State  of 
Florida  shall,  at  the  end  of  twenty  years,  have  the  privilege  of  taking 
one-fourth  of  the  stock  at  par,  by  paying  to  the  company  the  interest  on 
the  investment. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  of 
the  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territory  of  Florida,  inconsistent  with 
the  foregoing  provisions,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  annulled. 

Sec  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Pensacola  and  Perdido 
Rail-road  Company,  organized  under  acts  of  the  Governor  and  Legis- 
lative Council  of  the  Territory  of  Florida,  and  of  the  State  of  Alabama, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  make  a  railnroad  from  Pensacola 
to  the  waters  of  Mobile  bay  or  river ;  and  also,  that  the  Brunswick  and 
Florida  Rail-road  Company,  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  Georgia,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  extend  their  rail-road 
from  the  Georgia  line  to  the  city  of  Tallahassee,  and  thence  to  the  river 
Appalachicola,  or  St.  George's  sound,  upon  the  same  conditions  and 
limitations  contained  in  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Lake  Winnico  and  St. 
Joseph's  Canal  and  Rail-road  Company,  organized  under  acts  of  the 
Governor  and  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territory  of  Florida,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  locate  and  construct  a  rail-road  from 
the  city  of  St  Joseph  to  the  city  of  Tallahassee,  in  said  Territory,  upon 
the  same  conditions  and  limitations  contained  in  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions of  this  act ;  and  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  may  cross,  or 
intersect,  and  form  a  junction  with,  any  other  rail-road  which  may  be 
made  west  of  the  city  of  Tallahassee.

Chap-  XXV. — An  Act  to  provide  for  the  adjustment  of  Utle  and  final  disposttiom 
of  the  four  reserved  sections  in  the  tract  of  country  allotted  to  the  Thmbeebu 
Association  for  the  encouragement  rf  the  cultivation  of  the  vine  and  oHve, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  persons  who 


shoal  outside  of  the  point,  among  the  east  breakers.  The  gale  increased  to  a  hurricane,  and  forced 
the  vessel  on  her  beam  ends,  and  her  masts  and  bowsprit  were  cat  away.  The  master  and  crew  de- 
serted her  to  save  their  lives.  After  various  fruitless  enbrts  to  save  her,  the  libellants,  all  pilots  of  the 
outer  harbor  of  Mobile,  two  days  after  she  was  stranded,  and  while  yeV  in  great  peril,  succeeded ;  and 
she  was  brought  up  to  the  city  of  Mobile  by  them,  towed  by  their  pilot  boat,  assisted  by  a  steamboat 
employed  by  them.  On  a  libel  for  salvage,  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  of  Ala- 
bama allowed,  as  salvaffe,  one-third  of  15,299  dollars  and  58  cents,  the  appraised  value  of  the  brig  and 
carffo.  The  owners  of  the  brig  and  cargo  appealed  to  the  supreme  court.  By  the  Court — ^A  pilot, 
whUe  acting  within  the  strict  line  of  his  duty,  however  he  may  entitle  himself  to  extraordinary  pilotage 
compensation  for  extraordinary  services,  as  contradistinguished  from  ordinary  pilotage  for  ordinary  ser- 
vices, cannot  be  entitled  to  claim  salvage.  In  this  respect  he  is  not  distmguished  from  any  other  officer, 
public  or  private,  acting  within  the  appropriate  sphere  of  bis  duty.  But  a  pilot,  as  such,  is  not  disabled, 
m  virtue  of  his  office,  trom  becoming  a  salvor.  On  the  contrary,  whenever  he  performs  salvage  ser- 
vices beyond  the  line  of  his  appropriate  duties,  or  under  circumstances  to  which  those  duties  do  not  justly 
atuch,  he  stands  in  the  same  relation  to  the  property  as  any  other  salvor :  that  is,  with  a  title  to  com- 

Knsation  to  the  extent  of  the  merit  of  his  services,  viewed  in  the  light  of  a  liberal  public  poUcy.    Ho- 
rt  V.  Dro^nui,  10  Peters,  108. 

Seamen,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  things,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  are  not  allowed  to 
become  salvors,  whatever  may  have  been  the  perils,  or  hardships,  or  gallantry  of  their  services,  in 
saving  the  ship  and  cargo.  Extraordinary  events  may  occur,  in  which  their  connexion  with  the  ship 
may  be  dissolved,  de  facto,  or  by  operation  of  law ;  or  they  may  exceed  their  proper  duty,  in  which 
cases  they  may  be  permitted  to  claim  as  salvors.  Ihid, 
.  It  is  not  within  the  scope  of  the  positive  duties  of  a  pilot  to  go  to  the  rescue  of  a  wrecked  vessel,  and 
employ  himself  in  saving  her,  or  her  cargo*  when  she  was  wholly  unnavigable.  That  is  a  duty  entirely 
distinct  in  its  nature,  and  no  more  belonging  to  a  pilot  than  it  would  be  to  supply  such  a  vessel  with 
masts  or  sails,  or  to  employ  Ugbtera  to  discharge  her  car^  in  order  to  float  her.  It  is  properly  a  salvage 
service,  involving  duties  and  responsibilities,  for  which  his  employment  may  peculiarly  fit  him ;  but  yet 
in  no  sense  included  in  the  duty  of  navigating  the  ship.    Ihid. 

This  was  a  case  where  the  libellanis  actedas  salvors,  and  not  as  pilots.  They  had,  at  the  time,  no 
particular  relation  to  the  distressed  ship.  They  proffisred  useful  services  as  volunteers,  without  any  pre- 
existing covenant  that  connected  them  with  the  duty  of  employing  themselves  for  her  preservation. 
The  duties  they  undertook  were  far  beyond  any  belonging  to  pilots ;  and  precisely  those  belonging  to 
salvors.    Ibid. 

Suits  for  pilotage  on  the  high  seas,  and  oo  waters  navigable  from  the  sea,  as  far  as  the  tide  ebbs  and 
flows,  are  within  the  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.  The  service  is  strictly 
maritime,  and  falls  within  the  principles  already  established  by  the  supreme  court  in  the  case  of  the 
Thofloas  JefiersoD,  10  Wheaton*s  Rep.  4S8,  and  Peyrotiz  e.  Howard,  7  Peters'  Rep.  3M.    Ihid. 
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became  entitled,  under  the  contract  entered  into  on  the  eighth  day  of 
January  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  Charles  Villar,  agent  of  the 
Tombecbee  Association,  in  pursuance  of  ''An  act  to  set  apart  and  dis- 
pose of  certain  public  lands  for  the  encouragement  of  the  cultivation 
of  the  vine  and  olive,"  approved  third  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  to  an  allotment  or  share  of  the  four  sections  of  land  reserved 
for  the  small  allotments,  and  designated  as  sections,  seven,  eighteen, 
nineteen,  and  thirty  in  township  eighteen,  range  three  east;  their  heirs, 
devisees,  or  assigns,  who  shall  have  complied  with  the  conditions  of 
settlement  and  cultivation  on  such  allotment,  as  required  by  said  con- 
tract, or  shall  have  been  in  the  actual  settlement  and  cultivation  of  his 
or  her  allotment  within  said  four  sections,  or  a  part  thereof,  before  or 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  October  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  as 
provided  by  the  act  of  the  nineteenth  day  of  February,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three,  shall,  on  producing  to  the  register  and  receiver

That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven,  for  Uie  purpose  of  paying  the  current  eiq>ense8 
of  the  Indian  Department,  and  of  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with  the 
various  Indian  tribes,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated ;  that  is  to  say ; 

For  the  pay  of  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  at  St  Louis,  and 
the  several  Indian  agents,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  June  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  twelve  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  pay  of  sub-agents,  authorized  by  the  same  act,  ten  thousand 
dollars ;

in  such  hostilities ;  and  what  depredations  have  been  committed  by  a 
remnant  of  said  tribe  supposed  to  be  friendly  and  a  part  of  whom  were 
actually  employed  against  the  Seminoles,  since  the  removal  of  the  main 
body  of  them  west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  that  the  President  report  the 

Pi^y^jfo,  information   so   acquired  to  Congress  at  its  next  session;    Provided, 

Nothing  hereinbefore  contained,  shall  be  so  construed,  as  to  subject  the 
United  States  to  pay  for  depredations  not  provided  for,  by  the  act  of 
April  ninth  eighteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
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thereto,  nor  by  acts  regulating  the  intercourse  between  the  Indian  tribes 
and  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  entuted.  That  the  President  may,  and  he  is     The  Presideiit 
hereby  authorized,  to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,   authorized  to 
three  additional  Indian  agents,  one  for  the  Creek,  one  for  the  Cherokee  JSditional^In! 
tribe  of  Indians,  and  one  for  the  tribes  on  the  upper  Missouri,  who  shall   dian  agenu. ' 
execute  the  same  duties,  possess  the  same  powers,  and  receive  the  same 
pay  and  emoluments  as  those  now  authorized  by  law,  execute,  possess 
and  receive,  and  that  the  salaries  of  said  agents  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

Chap.  XXXU. — jin  Jid  to  change  the  titles  of  certain  officen  in  the  navy. 

Be' it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  from  and  met  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  all  **  masters  commandant"  in  the  navy  shall  be  taken 
to  be  and  shall  be  called  "  commanders,*'  and  all  '^  sailingmasters*'  shall 
be  taken  to  be  and  shall  be  called  **  masters :"  but  such  change  of  title 
shall  not  impair  or  in  any  way  affect  the  rank,  pay,  or  privileges,  of  any 
master  commandant  or  sailingmaster  now  in  the  service ;  and  should 
they  receive  new  commissions  or  warrants,  they  shall  respectively  take 
rank  from  the  date  of  their  present  commissions.

Chap.  XXXIV.— .^»  Jet  supplementary  to  the  act  entitle 
Judicial  system  of  the  United  States, 

Be  it  enacted,  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assewtbkd,  That  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  shall  hereafter  consist  of  a  chief  justice,  and  eight 
associate  judges,  any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  for 
this  purpose  there  shall  be  appointed  two  additional  justices  of  said 
court,  with  the  like  powers,  and  to  take  the  same  oaths,  perform  the 
same  duties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  salary,  as  the  other  associate 
judges.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
three  commissioners  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
sissippi at  such  time  and  place,  as  the  President  shall  appoint  and 
designate,  and  there  proceed  to  ascertain  the  name  of  every  Choctaw 
Indian  who  was  the  head  of  an  Indian  family  at  the  date  of  the  treaty 
at  Dancinff  Rabbit  Creek,  who  has  not  already  obtained  a  reservation 
under  said  treaty,  and  who  can  show  by  satisfactory  evidence,  that  he 
or  she  complied  or  offered  to  comply  with  all  the  requisites  of  the  four- 
teenth article  of  said  treaty,  to  entitle  him  or  her,  to  a  reservation  under 
said  article ;  and  also  the  number  and  names  of  all  the  unmarried  chil- 
dren of  such  heads  of  families,  who  formed  a  part  of  the  family  and 
were  over  ten  years  of  age,  and  likewise  the  number  and  names  of  the 
children  of  such  heads  of  families  as  were  under  ten  years  of  age,  and 
report  to  the  President,  to  be,  by  him,  laid  before  Congress,  all  the 
names  of  such  Indians,  and  the  different  sections  of  land  to  which  such 
heads  of  families  were  respectively  entitled,  together  with  the  opinions 
of  the  commissioners,  and  whether  any  part  of  said  lands  have  been 
sold  by  the  Government,  and  the  proofs  applicable  to  each  case. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  each  of  said  commissioners  shall,  before  some  judge  or  justice 
of  the  peace,  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  imposed  by 
this  act

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  the  request  of  the 
Commissioners  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tiie  District  Attorney  of  the  State 
of  Mississippi,  to  attend  said  board,  and  give  his  assistance  in  procuring 
the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  his  aid  and  advice  in  their  examination, 
the  better  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  ascertain  the  facts  correctly 
in  each  case. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  of  said  Commissicmers 
shall  receive,  while  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed,  a 
salary  at  the  rate  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  the  secretary  a 
salary  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  Distfict 
Attorney  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to  be 
paid  quarterly  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated. ' 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  Commissioners  (hall 
have  full  power  to  summon  and  cause  to  come  before  them,  such  wit- 
nesses as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  have  them  examined  on  oath, 
and  if  any  witness  shall  testify  falsely,  with  an  intention  to  mislead  said 
Con  missioners,  such  witness  shall  be  guilty  of  wilful  and  corrupt  per- 
jmy,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  before  any  jurisdiction  having  cogni- 
zance thereof,  suffer  the  punbhment  by  law  inflicted  on  those  guilty  of 
that  offence. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  sanction  what  is  called  contingent  locations 
which  have  been  made  by  George  M.  Martin  for  the  l^efit  of  such 
Indians,  as  were  supposed  to  have  been  entitled  to  other  lands,  which 
have  been  sold  by  the  United  States :  such  contingent  locations  having 
been  made,  without  any  legal  authority.  It  being  the  true  intent  of  this 
act  to  reserve  to  Congress  the  power  of  doing  that  which  may  appear 
just  when  a  correct  knowledge  of  all  the  facts  is  obtained. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  to 
the  first  day  of  March  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight  next,  and  no 
longer.

— Jin  Jict  in  addition  to  the  actio  promote  ike  progreu  of  science 
and  utrful  arts,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  any  person  who 
may  be  in  possession  of,  or  in  any  way  interested  in,  any  patent  for  an 
invention,  discovery,  or  improvement,  issued  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day 
of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirtynsiz,  or  in  an  assignment  of  any  patent,  or  interest  therein,  exe- 
cuted and  recorded  prior  to  the  said  fifteenth  day  of  December,  may, 
without  charge,  on  presentation  or  transmission  thereof  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Patents,  have  the  same  recorded  anew  in  the  Patent  Office, 
together  with  the  descriptions,  specifications  of  claim  and  drawings 
annexed  or  belonging  to  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioner  to  cause  the  same,  or  any  authenticated  copy  of  the 
original  record,  specification,  or  drawing  which  he  may  obtain,  to  be 
transcribed  and  copied  into  books  of  record  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose ; 
and  wherever  a  drawing  was  not  originally  annexed  to  the  patent  and 
referred  to  in  the  specification,  any  drawing  produced  as  a  delineation 
of  the  invention,  being  verified  by  oath  in  such  manner  as  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  require,  may  be  transmitted  and  placed  on  file  or  copied  as 
aforesaid,  together  with  the  certificate  of  the  oath ;  or  such  drawings 
may  be  made  in  the  office,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner,  in 
conformity  with  the  specification.

(a)  An  act  to  promote  the  progress  of  useful  arts,  and  to  repeal  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  heretofor* 
made  for  that  purpose,  July  4,  1836,  chap.  357. 
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December,  shall,  after  the  first  day  of  June  next,  be  received  in  evi- 
dence in  any  of  the  said  courts  in  behalf  of  the  patentee  or  other  person 
who  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  same,  unless  it  shall  have  been  so 
recorded  anew,  and  a  drawing  of  the  invention,  if  separate  from  the 
patent,  verified  as  aforesaid,  deposited  in  the  Patent  Office ;  nor  shall 
any  written  assignment  of  any  such  patent,  executed  and  recorded  prior 
to  the  said  fifteenth  day  of  December,  be  received  in  evidence  in  any 
of  the  said  courts  in  behalf  of  the  assignee  or  other  person  in  posses- 
sion thereof,  until  it  shall  have  been  so  recorded  anew. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to 
the  Commissioner  that  any  patent  was  destroyed  by  the  burning  of  the 
Patent  Office  building  on  the  aforesaid  fifteenth  day  of  December,  or 
was  otherwise  lost  prior  thereto,  it  shall  be  his  duty,  on  application 
therefor  by  the  patentee  or  other  person  interested  therein,  to  issue  a 
new  patent  for  the  same  invention  or  discovery,  bearing  the  date  of  the 
original  patent,  with  his  certificate  thereon  that  it  was  made  and  issued 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  this  act,  and  shall 
enter  the  same  of  record :  Provided,  however,  That  before  such  patent 
shall  be  issued,  the  applicant  therefor  shall  deposite  in  the  Patent  Office 
a  duplicate,  as  near  as  may  be,  of  the  original  model,  drawings,  and 
description,  with  specification  of  the  invention  or  discovery,  verified  by 
oath,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Commissioner ;  and  such  patent  and 
copies  of  such  drawings  and  descriptions,  duly  certified,  shall  be  admis- 
sible as  evidence  in  any  judicial  court  of  the  United  States,  and  shall 
protect  the  rights  of  the  patentee,  his  administrators,  heirs,  and  assigns, 
to  the  extent  only  in  which  they  would  have  been  protected  by  the 
original  patent  and  specification. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioner  to  procure  a  duplicate  of  such  of  the  models  destroyed 
by  fire  on  the  aforesaid  fifteenth  day  of  December,  as  were  most  valua- 
ble and  interesting,  and  whose  preservation  would  be  important  to  the 
public ;  and  such  as  would  be  necessary  to  facilitate  the  just  discharge 
of  the  duties  imposed  by  law  on  the  Commissioner  in  issuing  patents, 
and  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  public  and  of  patentees  in  patented  in- 
ventions and  improvements :  Provided,  That  a  duplicate  of  such  models 
may  be  obtained  at  a  reasonable  expense :  And  provided,  also.  That  the 
whole  amount  of  expenditure  for  this  purpose  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  And  there  shall  be  a  temporary  board 
of  commissioners,  to  be  eomposed  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Patent 
Office  and  two  other  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  and  determine  upon  the  best  and  most  judi- 
cious mode  of  obtaining  models  of  suitable  construction ;  and,  also,  to 
consider  and  determine  what  models  may  be  procured  in  pursuance  of, 
and  in  accordance  with,  the  provisions  and  limitations  in  this  section 
contained.

nally intended,  verified  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  been  deposited  in  £e 
Patent  Office,  if  the  Commissioner  shall  require  the  same ;  nor  shall 
any  patent  be  panted  for  an  invention,  improvement,  or  discovery,  the 
model  or  drawmg  of  which  shall  have  been  lost,  until  another  model 
and  drawing,  if  required  by  the  Commissi<Hier,  shall,  in  like  manner, 
be  deposited  in  the  Patent  Office ; 

And  in  all  such  cases,  as  well  as  in  those  which  may  arise  under  the 
third  section  of  this  act,  the  question  of  compensation  for  such  models 
and  drawings  shall  be  subject  to  the  judgment  and  decision  of  the  com- 
missioners provided  for  in  the  fourth  section,  under  the  same  limitations 
and  restrictions  as  are  therein  prescribed. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  patent  hereafter  to  be 
issued,  may  be  made  and  issued  to  the  assignee  or  assignees  of  the  in- 
ventor or  discoverer,  the  assignment  thereof  being  first  entered  of 
record,  and  the  application  therefor  being  duly  made,  and  the  specifica- 
tion duly  sworn  to  by  the  inventor.  And  in  all  cases  hereafter,  the 
applicant  for  a  patent  shall  be  held  to  furnish  duplicate  drawings,  whei^ 
ever  the  case  admits  of  drawings,  one  of  which  to  be  deposited  in  the 
office,  and  the  other  to  be  annexed  to  the  patent,  and  considered  a  part 
of  the  specification. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  whenever  any  patentee  shall 
have,  through  inadvertence,  accident,  or  mistake,  made  his  specification 
of  claim  too  broad,  claiming  more  than  that  of  which  he  was  the  ori- 
ginal or  first  inventor,  some  material  and  substantial  port  of  the  thing 
patented  being  truly  and  justly  his  own,  any  such  patentee,  his  adminis- 
trators, executors,  and  assigns,  whether  of  the  whole  or  of  a  sectional 
interest  therein,  may  make  disclaimer  of  such  parts  of  the  thing  patented 
as  the  disclaimant  shall  not  claim  to  h<^d  by  virtue  of  the  patent  or  as- 
signment, stating  therein  the  extent  of  his  interest  in  such  patent; 
which  disclaimer  shall  be  in  writing,  attested  by  one  or  more  witnesses, 
and  recorded  in  the  Patent  Office,  on  payment  by  the  person  disclaimr 
ing,  in  manner  as  other  patent  duties  are  required  by  law  to  be  paid, 
of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.  And  such  disclaimer  shall  thereafter  be 
taken  and  considered  as  part  of  the  original  specification,  to  the  extent 
of  the  interest  which  shall  be  possessed  in  the  patent  or  right  secured 
thereby,  by  the  disclaimant,  and  by  those  claiming  by  or  under  him 
subsequent  to  the  record  thereof.  But  no  such  disclaimer  shall  aSect 
any  action  pending  at  the  time  of  its  being  filed,  except  so  far  as  may 
relate  to  the  question  of  unreasonable  neglect  or  delay  in  filing  the 
same. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  whenever  application  shall 
be  made  to  the  Commissioner  for  any  addition  of  a  newly-discovered 
improvement  to  be  made  to  &n  existing  patent,  or  whenever  a  patent 
shall  be  returned  for  correction  and  re-issue,  the  specification  of  claim 
annexed  to  every  such  patent  shall  be  subject  to  revision  and  restriction, 
in  the  same  manner  as  are  original  applications  for  patents ;  the  Com- 
missioner shall  not  add  any  such  improvement  to  the  patent  in  the  one 
case,  nor  grant  the  re-issue  in  the  other  case,  until  the  applicant  shall 
have  entered  a  disclaimer,  or  altered  his  specification  of  claim  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner ;  and  in  all  such  cases, 
the  applicant,  if  dissatisfied  with  such  decision,  shall  have  the  same 
remedy  and  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  same  privileges  and  pro- 
ceedings as  are  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  original  applications/or 
patents.

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  any  thing  in  the  fifteenth  section 
of  the  act  to  which  Uiis  is  additional  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
That,  whenever  by  mistake,  accident,  or  inadvertence,  and  without  any 
wilful  default  or  intent  to  defraud  or  mislead  the  public,  any  patentee 
shall  have  in  his  specification  claimed  to  be  the  original  and  first  in- 
ventor or  discoverer  of  any  material  or  substantial  part  of  the  thing 
patented,  of  which  he  was  not  the  first  and  original  inventor,  and  shall 
have  no  legal  or  just  right  to  claim  the  same,  in  every  such  case  the 
patent  shall  be  deemed  good  and  valid  for  so  much  of  the  invention  or 
discovery  as  shall  be  truly  and  bona  fide  his  own ;  Provided^  it  shall  be 
a  material  and  substantial  part  of  the  thinff  patented,  and  be  definitely 
distinguishable  firom  the  other  parts  so  claimed  without  right  as  afore- 
said. And  every  such  patentee,  his  executors,  administrators,  and 
assigns,  whether  of  the  whole  or  of  a  sectional  interest  therein,  shall  be 
entiUed  to  maintain  a  suit  at  law  or  in  equity  on  such  patent  for  any 
infiringement  of  such  part  of  the  invention  or  discovery  as  shall  be  b<Nia 
fide  his  own  as  aforesaid,  notwithstanding  the  specification  may  embrace 
more  than  he  shall  have  any  legal  right  to  claim.  But,  in  every  such 
case  in  which  a  judgment  or  verdict  shall  be  rendered  for  the  plaintiff, 
he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  costs  against  the  defendant,  unless  he 
shall  have  entered  at  the  Patent  Office,  prior  to  the  commencement  of 
the  suit,  a  disclaimer  of  all  that  part  of  the  thing  patented  which  was 
so  claimed  without  right :  Provided^  however ^  That  no  person  brin^g 
any  such  suit  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  provisions  contained 
in  this  section,  who  shall  have  unreasonably  neglected  or  delayed  to 
enter  at  the  Patent  Office  a  disclaimer  as  afocesaid.

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That,  instead  of  one  examining 
clerk,  as  provided  by  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is 
additional,  there  shall  be  appointed,  in  manner  therein  provided,  two 
examining  clerks,  each  to  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars ;  and  also,  an  additional  copying  clerk,  at  an  annual  salary  of 
eight  hundred  dollars.

also  furnish  a  list  of  all  patents  which  shall  have  become  public  property 
during  the  same  period  ,*  together  with  such  other  information  of  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  Patent  Office,  as  may  be  useful  to  Congress 
or  to  the  public.

(a)  On  the  3d  of  March,  1837,  Congress  passed  an  act  giving  to  the  widow  of  any  officer  who  had 
died  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  authority  to  receive,  out  of  the  navy  pension  fund,  half 
the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  officer  would  have  been  entitled  under  the  acts  regulating  the 

Ky  in  the  navy,  in  force  on  the  1st  day  of  Janoary,  1835.  On  the  same  day,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
Congress,  giving  to  Mrs.  Decatur,  widow  of  Captain  Stephen  Decatur,  a  pension  for  five  years,  out 
of  the  navy  pension  fund,  and  in  conformity  with  the  act  of  30th  June,  1834,  and  the  arrearages  of  the 
half-pay  of  a  post  captain,  from  the  death  of  Commodore  Decatur,  to  the  30th  June,  1834 ;  the  arrear- 
ages to  be  vested  in  trust  for  her  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The  pension  and  arrearages,  under 
the  act  of  3d  March,  1837,  were  paid  to  Mrs.  Decatur  on  her  application  to  Mr.  Dickerson,  tne  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  under  a  protest  by  her,  that  by  receiving  the  same  she  did  not  prejudice  her  claim 
under  the  resolution  of  the  same  date.  She  applied  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  tor  the  pension  and 
arrears,  under  the  resolution,  which  were  refused  by  him.  Afterwards,  she  applied  to  Mr.  Paulding, 
who  succeeded  Mr.  Dickerson  as  Secretary  of  the  Navyj  for  the  pension  uui  arrears,  which  were 
refused  by  him.  The  Circuit  Court  of  the  County  of  Washuigton,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  refused 
to  grant  a  mandamus  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  commanding  him  to  pay  the  arrears,  and  to  allow 
the  pension  under  the  resolution  of  March  3d,  1837.  Held,  tlmt  the  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court 
was  correct.    Decatur  v.  Paulding,  14  Peters,  497. 

In  general,  the  official  duties  of  the  head  of  one  of  the  executive  departments,  whether  imposed  by 
act  of  Congress  or  by  resolution,  are  not  mere  ministerial  duties.  Tne  bead  of  an  executive  depart- 
ment of  the  govemmedi,  in  the  administration  of  the  various  and  important  concerns  of  his  office,  is 
continually  required  to  exercise  judgment  and  discretion.  He  must  exercise  his  judgment  in  expound- 
ing the  laws  and  resolutions  of  Congress,  under  which  he  is  from  time  to  time  required  to  act.  If  he 
doubts,  he  has  a  right  to  call  on  the  Attorney  General  to  assist  him  with  his  counsel ;  and  it  would  be 
difficult  to  imagine  why  a  legal  adviser  was  provided  by  law  for  the  heads  of  departments,  as  well  as 
for  the  President,  unless  their  duties  were  regarded  as  executive,  in  which  judgment  and  discretioa 
were  to  be  exercised.    Ibid. 

If  a  suit  should  come  before  the  Supreme  Court  which  involved  the  ccmstruction  of  any  of  the  laws 
imposing  duties  on  the  heads  of  the  executive  departments,  the  Court  certainly  would  not  be  bound  to 
adopt  the  construction  given  by  the  head  of  a  department.  And  if  they  supposed  his  decision  to  be 
wrong,  they  would,  of  course,  so  pronounce  their  judgment.  But  the  judi^ent  of  the  Court  upon  the 
construction  of  a  law,  must  be  given  in  a  case  in  which  they  have  jurisdiction  ;  and  in  which  it  is  their 
duty  to  interpret  the  act  of  Congress,  in  order  to  ascertain  toe  rights  of  the  parties  in  the  cause  before 
them.  The  Court  could  not  entertain  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  one  of  the  Secretaries,  nor  revise 
his  judgment  in  any  case  where  the  law  authorized  him  to  exercise  his  discretion  or  judgment.  ^  Nor 
can  it,  by  mandamus,  act  directly  upon  the  officer,  or  guide  and  control  his  judgment  or  discretion  in 
the  matters  committed  to  his  care,  in  the  ordinary  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  The  interference  of 
the  Court  with  the  performance  of  the  ordinary  auties  of  the  executive  departments  of  the  government 
would  be  productive  of  nothing  but  mischief;  and  this  power  was  never  intended  to  be  given  to  them.

cal mistake  which  occurred  in  the  award  of  the  Commissioners  in  the

And  be  it  furtTur  enacted^  That  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal 
by  any  of  the  said  banks  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  as  he  shall  make  them,  in  conformity  with  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  suits  shall  be  instituted,  where  that  has  not 
already  been  done,  to  recover  the  amounts  due  to  the  United  States, 
unless  the  defaulting  bank  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  executed  and 
delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  a  bond,  with  security  to  be 
approved  by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury,  to  pay  to  the  United  States

For  defiraying  the  expenses  attending  the  prosecution  of  the  claim  of 
the  United  States  to  the  legacy  bequeathed  by  the  late  James  Smithson, 
of  London,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer,  five  hundred 
dollars. 

For  preparing,  printing,  and  binding  documents  ordered  by  the  reso-

required  to  seize  and  detain  any  vessel  or  any  arms  or  munitions  of  war 
which  may  be  provided  or  prepared  for  any  military  expedition  or  enter-

Sbc.  2.  And  he  it  Jurther  enacted^  That  the  seyeral  (^cers  men* 
tioned  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  respectively 
authorized  and  required  to  seize  any  vessel  or  vehicle,  and  all  arms  or 
munitions  of  war,  about  to  pass  the  frontier  of  the  United  States  for 
any  place  within  any  foreign  State  or  colony,  conterminous  with  the 
United  States,  where  the  character  of  the  vessel  or  vehicle,  and  the 
quantity  of  arms  and  munitions,  or  other  circumstances  shall  fiimish 
probable  cause  to  believe  that  the  said  vessel  or  vehicle,  arms,  or  muni- 
tions of  war  are  intended  to  be  employed  by  the  owner  or  owners  there- 
of, or  any  other  person  or  persons,  with  his  or  their  privity,  in  carrying 
on  any  military  expedition  or  operations  within  the  territory  or  dominions 
of  any  foreign  prince  or  State,  or  any  colony,  district,  or  people  conter- 
minous with  the  United  States,  and  with  whom  the  United  States  are  at 
peace,  and  detain  the  same  until  the  decision  of  the  President  be  had 
for  the  restoration  of  the  same,  or  until  such  property  shall  be  dis- 
charged by  the  judgment  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  :  Provi- 
ded, That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend 
to,  or  interfere  with  any  trade  in  arms  or  munitions  of  war,  conducted 
in  vessels  by  sea,  with  any  foreign  port  or  place  whatsoever,  or  with 
any  other  trade  which  might  have  been  lawfully  carried  on  before  the 
passage  of  this  act,  under  the  law  of  nations  and  the  provisions  of  the 
act  hereby  amended. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
<^cer  making  any  seizure  under  this  act,  to  make  application,  with  due 
diligence,  to  Uie  district  judge  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States 
within  which  such  seizure  may  be  made,  for  a  warrant  to  justify  the 
detention  of  the  property  so  seized;  which  warrant  shall  he  granted 
only  on  oath  or  ^rmation,  showing  that  there  is  probable  cause  to 
believe  that  the  property  so  seized  is  Intended  to  be  used  in  a  manner 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  if  said  judge  shall  refuse  to 
issue  such  warrant,  or  application  therefor  shall  not  be  made  by  the  offi- 
cer making  such  seizure  within  a  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding  ten 
days  thereafter,  the  said  property  shall  forthwith  be  restored  to  the 
owner.  But  if  the  said  judge  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  seizure  was 
justified  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  issue  his  warrant  accord- 
ingly, then  the  same  shall  be  detained  by  the  ofiScer  so  seizing  said  pro- 
perty, until  the  President  shall  order  it  to  be  restored  to  the  owner  or 
claimant,  or  until  it  shall  be  discharged  in  due  course  of  law,  on  the 
petition  of  the  claimant,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  owner  or  claimant  of 
any  property  seized  under  this  act,  may  file  his  petition  in  the  circuit 
or  district  court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  district  where  such  seizure 
was  made,  setting  forth  the  facts  in  the  case ;  and  thereupon  such  court 
shall  proceed,  with  all  convenient  deepatch,  after  causing  due  notice  to 
be  given  to  the  district  attorney  and  officer  making  such  seizure,  to 
decide  upcm  the  said  case,  and  order  restoration  of  the  property,  unless 
it  shall  appear  that  the  seizure  was  authorized  by  this  act:  and  the 
circuit  and  district  courts  shall  have  |urisdiction,  and  are  hereby  vested 
with  ftill  power  and  authority,  to  try  and  determine  all  cases  which  may 
arise  under  this  act;  and  all  issues  in  fact  arising  under  it,  shall  be 
decided  by  a  jury,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  officer  making 
any  seizure  under  this  act  shall  have  applied  for  and  obtained  a  warrant

Illinois,  on  the  first  Mondays  of  June  and  December ;  in  the  district 
of  Michigan,  at  the  seat  of  Government  in  said  State,  on  the  third 
Monday  in  June  and  the  first  Monday  in  November ;  and  in  the  district 
of  Ohio,  at  the  seat  of  Government  in  said  State,  on  the  first  Monday 
of  July,  and  the  third  Monday  in  December,  and  all  recognizances 
entered  into,  and  all  mesne  and  final  process,  which  have  been  issued, 
or  which  shall  hereafter  be  issued,  shall  be  returnable  in  the  respective

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  ahd  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  clerks  of  the  circuit 
court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  their  deputies,  in  their  respective 
counties,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to  admit  to 
record  any  conveyance  whereby  a  right,  title,  or  interest,  in  real  estate 
is  conveyed,  or  purports  to  be,  lying  within  the  limits  of  their  respective 
counties,  upon  the  certificate  under  seal  of  any  two  justices  of  the 
peace  of  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  annexed  to  such  deed,  and  to  the  following  effect, 
to  wit:

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  conveyance,  covenant, 
agreement  and  other  deed,  (except  deeds  of  trust  and  mortgages,)  which 
shall  be  acknowledged  or  proved,  and  certified,  according  to  law,  and 
delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  proper  court,  to  be  record^  within  six 
months  after  the  sealing  and  delivery  thereof,  shall  take  effect  and  be 
valid  as  to  all  persons  £om  the  time  of  such  acknowledgment  or  proof; 
but  all  deeds  of  trust  and  mortgages,  whensoever  they  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  clerk  of  the  proper  court  to  be  recorded,  and  all  other  convey- 
ances, covenants,  agreements,  and  deeds,  which  shall  not  be  acknow- 
ledged, proved,  or  certified,  and  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  proper 
court  to  be  recorded  within  six  months  after  the  sealing  and  delivering 
thereof,  shall  take  effect  and  be  valid,  as  to  all  subsequent  purchasers 
for  valuable  consideration,  without  notice,  and  as  to  all  creditors,  from 
the  time  when  such  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage,  or  such  other  convey- 
ance, covenant,  agreement,  or  deed,  shall  have  been  so  acknowledged, 
proved,  or  certified,  and  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  proper  court  to  be 
recorded,  and  from  that  time  only :  Provided,  however,  That  if  two  or 
more  deeds  containing  the  same  property,  after  having  been  so  acknow- 
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ledged,  or  proTed  and  certified,  be  delivered  to  the  clerk  to  be  recorded 
on  the  same  day,  that  which  shall  hafd  been  first  sealed  and  delivered 
shall  have  preference  in  law. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  title-bond,  or  other 
written  contract  in  relation  to  land,  may  be  proved,  acknowledged,  cer- 
tified, and  recorded,  in  the  same  manner  as  deeds  for  the  conveyance 
of  land ;  and  such  proof  or  acknowledgment,  and  certificate,  and  the 
delivery  of  such  bond  or  contract  to  the  clerk  of  the  prefer  court,  to 
be  recorded,  shall  be  taken  and  held  to  be  notice  to  all  subsequent  pur- 
chasers of  the  existence  of  such  bond  or  contract 

Sec.  4  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  feme  covert  shall  be 
a  party  executing  such  deed  and  shall  only  be  relinquishing  her  right 
of  dower  in  such  estate  or  interest,  or  when  a  husband  and  his  wife 
shall  have  sealed  and  delivered  a  writing  purporting  to  be  a  conveyance 
of  any  estate  or  interest,  and  such  feme  covert  shall  appear  before  any 
two  justices  of  the  peace  of  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and,  being  by  them  examined  privily 
and  apart  from  her  husband,  and  having  the  deed  fully  explained  to  her, 
shall  acknowledge  the  same  to  be  her  act  and  deed,  and  shall  declare 
that  she  had  willingly  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  the  same,  and  that 
she  wished  not  to  retract  it;  and  such  privy  examination,  acknowledg- 
ment, and  declaration,  shall  be  certified  by  such  justices  under  their 
hands  and  seals,  by  a  certificate  annexed  to  such  writing,  and  to  the 
following  effect ;  that  is  to  say :

Be  it  endcUd  by  the  Senate  and  Hauee  of  RepreeentaHvee  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  from  and  after 
the  third  day  of  July  next,  all  that  part  of  the  present  Territory  of  Wis- 
consin which  lies  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  west  of  a  line  drawn

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  all  township  officers,  and  all 
county  officers,  except  judicial  officers,  justices  of  the  peace,  sherifis, 
and  clerks  of  courts,  shidl  be  elected  by  the  people,  in  such  manner  as 
is  now  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  or  as  may, 
after  tlve  first  election,  be  provided  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Iowa  Territory.  The  Governor  shall  nominate  and  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  shall  appoint 
all  judicial  officers,  justices  of  the  peace,  sherifis,  and  all  Boilitia  officers, 
except  those  of  the  stafi^  and  all  civil  officers  not  herein  provided  for. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  the  recess  of  the  Council,  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointments from  iSe  Governor,  wUch  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the 
next  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly ;  but  the  said  Governor  may 
appoint,  m  the  first  instance,  the  afiMresaid  officers,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  said  Legislative  As- 
sembly. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  fwriher  enacted^  That  no  member  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  shall  hold,  or  be  appointed  to,  any  office  created,  or  the 
salary  and  emoluments  of,  which  shall  have  been  increased,  whilst  he 
was  a  member,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  such  term ;  and  no  person  hold- 
ing a  commission  or  i^pcuntment  under  the  United  States,  or  any  of  its 
officers,  except  as  a  militia  officer,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  sud  Coun- 
cil or  House  of  Representatives,  or  shall  hold  any  office  under  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  said  Territory. 

Sec.  9.  A»d  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  judicial  power  of  the  said 
Territory  shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  district  courts,  probate 
courts,  and  in  justices  of  the  peace.  The  supreme  court  shall  consist 
of  a  chief  justice,  and  two  associate  judges,  any  two  of  whom  shall  be 
a  quorum,  and  who  shall  bold  a  term  at  the  seat  of  Government  of  the 
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said  Territory  annually,  and  they  shall  hdd  their  offices  daring  the  term 
of  four  years.  The  said  Territory  shall  be  divided  into  three  judicial 
districts ;  and  a  district  court  or  courts  shall  be  held  in  each  of  the 
three  districts,  by  oae  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  the  said  jud^  shall,  after 
their  appointment,  respectively,  reside  in  the  districts  which  shall  be 
assigned  to  them.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  several  courts  herein  pro- 
vided for,  both  appellate  and  original,  and  that  of  the  probate  courts, 
and  of  the  justices  of  the  peace,  shall  be  as  limited  by  law :  Provided^ 
however^  That  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  have  jurisdictioQ  of  any 
matter  of  controversy,  when  the  title  or  boundaries  of  land  may  be  in 
dispute,  or  where  the  debt  or  sum  claimed  exceeds  fifty  dollars.  And 
the  said  supreme  and  district  courts,  respectively,  shall  possess  a  chan- 
cery as  well  as  common  law  jurisdiction.  Each  district  court  shall 
q^int  its  cl^k,  who  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  place  where  the  court 
may  be  held,  and  the  said  clerks  shall  also  be  registers  in  chancery ; 
and  any  vacancy  in  said  office  of  ctok  happening  in  the  racation  of 
said  court,  may  be  filled  by  the  judge  of  said  district,  which  appoint- 
ment shall  continue  until  the  next  term  of  said  cotirt  And  writs  of 
error,  bills  of  exception,  and  appeals  in  chancery  causes,  shall  be  allowed 
in  all  cases,  fi-om  the  final  decisions  of  the  said  district  courts  to  the 
supreme  court  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  but 
in  no  case  removed  to  the  supreme  court  shall  trial  by  jury  be  allowed 
in  said  court  The  supreme  court  may  appoint  its  own  clerk,  and  every 
clerk  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  court  by  which  he  shaU 
have  been  q^inted.  And  writs  of  error  and  appeals  fi-om  the  final 
decision  of  the  said  supreme  court  shall  be  allowed  and  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  regulations  as  fi-om  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States,  where 
the  value  of  the  property,  or  the  amount  in  controversy,  to  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  oath'  or  affirmation  of  either  party,  shall  exceed  one  thou- 
sand dollars.  And  each  of  the  said  district  courts  shall  have  and  exer- 
cise the  same  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  as  is  vested  in  the  circuit  and  district  courts 
of  the  United  States.  And  the  first  six  days  of  every  term  of  the  said 
courts,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary,  shall  be  appropriated 
to  the  trial  of  causes  arising  under  the  said  constitution  and  laws.  And 
writs  of  error  and  appeals  firom  the  final  decisions  of  the  said  courts,  in 
all  such  cases,  shall  be  made  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  Territory,  in 
the  same  manner  as  in  other  cases.  The  said  clerks  shall  receive  in  all 
such  cases,  the  same  fees  which  the  clerk  of  the  district  oqpitB  of  Wis- 
consin Territory  now  receives  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  shall  be  an  attorney 
for  the  said  Territory  appointed,  who  shall  continue  in  office  four  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  the  President,  and  who  shall  receive  the  same 
fees  and  salary  as  the  attorney  of  the  United  States,  for  the  present  Ter- 
ritory of  Wisconsin.  There  shall  also  be  a  marshal  for  the  Territory 
appointed,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  President,  who  shall  execute  all  process  issuing  fi-om  the  said 
courts  when  exercising  their  jurisdiction  as  circuit  and  district  courts 
of  the  United  States.  He  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  subject  to 
the  same  regulations  and  penalties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees,  as 
the  marshal  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  present 
Territory  of  Wisconsin ;  and  shall,  in  addition,  be  paid  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  annually,  as  a  compensaticm  for  extra  services. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Governor,  secretary, 
chief  justice,  and  associate  judges,  attorney  and  marshal,  shall  be 
nominated,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  ap- 
pmnted  by  the  President  of  the  .United  States.     The  Qovenunr  and 
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secretary  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall,  before  they  act  as  such, 
respectively,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  judge  or  justice 
of  the  peace,  in  the  existing  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  duly  commissioned 
and  qualified  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation,  [or]  before  the  chief 
justice,  or  some  associate  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  to  ^pport  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  the  faithfiil  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
which  said  oaths  when  so  taken,  shall  be  certified  by  the  person 
before  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  taken,  and  such  certificate 
shall  be  received  and  recorded  by  the  said  Secretary  among  the  execu- 
tive proceedings.  And,  afterwards,  the  chief  justice  and  associate 
judges,  and  all  other  civil  officers  in  said  Territory,  before  they  act  as 
such,  shall  take  a  like  oath  or  affirmation  1>efore  the  said  Governor  or 
secretary,  or  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  Territory  who  may  be  duly 
commissicmed  and  qualified,  which  said  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  cer- 
tified and  transmitted  by  the  person  taking  the  same  to  the  Secretary, 
to  be  by  him  recorded  as  aforesaid ;  and,  afterwards,  the  like  oath  or 
affirmation,'shaU  be  taken,  certified,  and  recorded,  in  such  manner  and 
form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  Governor  shall  receive  an  an- 
nual salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  as  Governor,  and  one  thousand 
dollars  as  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs.  The  said  chief  justice  and 
associate  judges  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars.  The  secretary  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars.  The  said  salaries  shall  be  paid  quarter-yearly  at  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  United  States.  The  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  three  dollars  each  per  day,  during  their  at- 
tendance at  the  sessions  thereof;  and  three  dollars  each  for  every  twenty 
miles  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  fi-om,  the  said  sessions,  estimated 
according  to  the  nearest  usually  travelled  route.  There  shall  be  appro- 
priated, annually,  the  sum  of  Uiree  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Governor  to  defi-ay  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Terri- 
tory ;  and  there  shall  also  be  appropriated,  annually,  a  sufficient  sum,  to 
be  expended  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  and  upon  an  estimate  to 
be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  de- 
firay  the  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  the  printing  of  the  laws, 
and  other  incidental  expenses ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  shall 
annually  account  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 
for  the  manner  in  which  the  aforesaid  sum  shall  have  been  expended. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
Territory  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities 
heretofore  granted  and  secured  to  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  and  to  its 
iidiabitants ;  and  the  existing  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  shall 
be  extended  over  said  Territory,  so  far  as  the  same  be  not  incompatible 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  be  altered,  modi- 
fied, or  repealed,  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  said 
Territory  of  Iowa ;  and  further,  the  laws  of  the  United  States  are 
hereby  extended  over,  and  shall  be  in  force  in  said  Territory,  so  far  as 
the  same,  or  any  provisions  thereof,  may  be  applicable. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Iowa  shall  hold  its  first  session  at  such  time  and 
place  in  said  Territory  as  the  Governor  thereof  shall  appoint  and  direct; 
and  at  said  session,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  by  them  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient, the  said  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  shall  proceed  to 
locate  and  establish  the  seat  of  Government  for  said  Territory,  at  such 
place  as  they  may  deem  eligible,  which  place,  however,  shall  thereafter 
be  subject  to  be  changed  by  the  said  Governor  and  Legislative  Assem- 
bly. And  Uie  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  Ter- 
ritory of  Iowa,  which  shall  be  aj^Ued  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
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Assembly  thereof  to  defray  the  expenses  of  erecttng^  public  buildtngs 
at  the  seat  of  Qovemmeitt 

Sbc.  14  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  a  delegate  to  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  to  serve  for  tlK  term  of  two  years, 
may  be  dected  by  the  voters  qualified  to  eleet  members  of  the  L^ida- 
tire  Assembly,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
as  have  been  granted  to  the  delegates  from  the  several  Territories  of  the 
United  States,  to  the  said  House  of  Representatives.  The  fost  election 
shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  or  places,  and  be  conducted  in  such 
manner  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  direct  The  person  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  by  the  Ck»vemor  to  be 
duly  elected,  and  a  certificate  diereof  shall  be  given  to  the  person  so 
elected. 

Sec.  15.  And  he  itfvrtker  enacted^  That  all  suits,  process,  and  pro* 
eec^dings,  and  all  indictments  and  informations,  which  riiali  be  und^er- 
mined  on  the  third  day  of  July  next,  in  the  district  oonrte  of  Wisconsin 
Territory,  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  shall  be  traasforred  to  be  heard, 
tried,  prceecoted  and  determined  in  the  distri^  ooorts  hereby  estdsHsh* 
ed,  which  may  include  liie  said  counties. 

Ssc.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  justices  of  the  peace, 
constables,  sherifi,  and  all  other  executive  and  judicial  officers,  who 
shall  be  in  office  on  the  third  day  of  Jvly  next,  in  that  portion  of  die 
present  Territory  of  Wisconsin  which  wiH  then,  l>y  this  act,  become 
the  Territory  of  Iowa,  shaO  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  continue  to  exercise  and  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  ciS^cea, 
as  officers  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  temporarily  and  until  they,  or 
others,  shall  be  duly  appomted  to  fill  their  places  by  the  Territorial 
Government  of  Iowa,  in  the  manner  herein  directed :  Provided,  That 
no  officer  shall  hold  or  continue  in  office  by  virtue  of  this  provision, 
over  twelve  months  from  the  said  third  day  of  July  next 

Sbc.  17.  And  be  itfmrther  enacted.  That  all  causes  which  shall  have 
been  or  may  be  removed  from  the  courts  held  by  the  present  Territory 
of  Wisconsin,  in  the  counties  west  of  the  Missisnppi  rnrer,  by  appeal  or 
odierwise,  into  the  supreme  co«ut  for  the  Territiuy  of  Wisconsin,  and 
which  shall  be  undetermined  therein  on  the  third  day  of  July  next,  shall 
be  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  supreme  court,  and  transferred  to 
the  supreme  court  of  said  Territory  of  Iowa,  there  to  be  proceeded  in 
to  final  determination,  in  the  same  manner  that  they  mi^  have  been 
in  the  said  supreme  court  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin. 

Sbo.  18.  And  be  it  fmrther  enacted.  That  die  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  expended  by,  and  under 
the  direction  of,  the  Governor  of  said  Territory  of  Iowa,  in  Uie  purchase 
of  a  library,  to  be  kq>t  at  the  seat  of  Government,  for  the  aocommodap* 
tion  of  the  CK>vemor,  Legislative  Assembly,  judges,  secretary,  marshal, 
and  attorney  of  said  Territory,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Ctovemor 
and  Legislative  Assembly  shaJl  dhrect. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  from  and  after  the  day 
named  in  this  act  for  the  organization  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  the 
term  of  the  members  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  shall  be  deemed  to  have  expired,  and  an 
entirely  new  organization  of  the  Council  and  House  of  R^>resentativea 
of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  as  constituted  by  this  act  shall  take  place 
as  follows :  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  6k>- 
vernor  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  shall  apportion  the  thirteen  mean* 
hers  of  the  Council  and  twenty-six  members  of  the  House  of  R^re- 
sentatives  among  the  several  counties  or  districts  comprised  within  said 
Territory,  according  to  their  population,  as  nearly  as  may  be  (Indians 
excepted).    The  first  election  shall  be  held  at  suoh  time  as  the  Go 
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vernor  shall  appoint  and  direct ;  and  shall  be  conducted,  and  returns 
thereof  made,  in  all  respects,  according  to  the  proyisions  of  the  laws  of 
said  Territory,  and  the  Governor  shall  declare  the  persons  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  to  be  elected,  and  shall  order  a  new  election 
when  there  is  a  tie  between  two  or  more  persons  voted  for,  to  supply 
the  vacancy  made  by  such  tie.  The  persons  thus  elected  shall  meet  at 
Madison,  the  seat  of  Government,  on  such  day  as  he  shall  appoint,  but 
thereafter  the  apportioning  of  the  representation  in  the  several  counties 
to  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  according  to  population, 
the  day  of  their  election,  and  the  day  for  the  commencement  of  the 
session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  temporarily,  and  until 
otherwise  provided  by  law  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  the  Governor  of 
the  Territory  of  Iowa  may  define  the  judicial  districts  of  said  Territory, 
and  assi^  the  judges  who  may  be  appointed  for  said  Territory  to' the 
several  districts,  and  also  appoint  the  times  for  holding  courts  in  the 
several  counties  in  each  district,  by  proclamation  to  be  issued  by  him ; 
but  the  Legislative  Assembly,  at  their  first;  or  any  subsequent  session, 
may  organize,  alter,  or  modify  such  judicial  districts,  and  assign  the 
judges  and  alter  the  times  of  holding  the  courts  or  any  of  them.

Chap.  XCVII.— ^n  Mt  making  aponpriaiiom  for  preventing  and  mmretdng 
Indian  hMtiUtie$  for  Ike  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight^  ana  for  or- 
rearagesfor  the  yoar  eighUen  hundred  and  thirty-eeven. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and:  House  €f  Repreientatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  following 
sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  defiray  the  expenses  which 
have  been,  or  may  be,  incurred,  in  preventing  or  suppressing  the  hosti- 
lities of  any  Indians,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight ;  to 
be  expended  under  Uie  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  conformably 
to  the  acts  of  Congress  of  the  nineteenth  of  March  and  the  second  of 
July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  of  the  acts  therein  referred 
to ;  and  for  arrearages  of  the  same  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-seven : 

For  forage  for  the  horses  of  the  dragoons,  volunteers,  officers,  and  in 
the  service  of  the  trains,  four  hundred  thousand  dollars ; 

For  fi-eight  or  transportation  of  military  supplies  sent  into  Florida  and 
the  Cherokee  country,  three  hundred  and  filly  thousand  dollars ; 

For  wagons,  carts,  ambulances,  and  harness,  and  for  boats  and  light- 
ers, one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  transportation  of  supplies  firom  the  principal  depots  to  the 
points  of  consumption,  including  the  hire  of  steamboats  and  other  ves« 
sels,  and  the  expense  of  public  steamers  and  transport  schooners,  seven 
hundred  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  hire  of  a  corps  of  mechanics,  laborers,  mule-drivers,  team- 
sters, wagon-masters,  and  other  assistants,  two  hundred  and  fifty  tliou- 
sand  dollars; 

For  transportation  and  other  expenses  of  four  thousand  volunteers, 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars ; 

For  miscellaneous  and  contingent  charges  of  all  kinds,  not  embraced 
under  the  foregoing  heads,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars ; 

For  drafts  lying  over,  and  arrearages  for  services  and  supplies  in  Flo- 
rida and  the  Cherokee  country,  one  million  forty-eight  thousand  six  hun- 
dred dollars ; 

For  pay  of  four  thousand  volunteers,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-eight,  including  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  thousand  four 
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hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  arrearages  fo  eighteen  hundred  and  thirtj- 
seven,  one  million  four  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand  two  hundred  and 
fifly  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents ; 

For  subsistence  for  militia,  volunteers,  and  friendly  Indians,  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  and  forty  dollars ; 

For  the  purchase  of  powder  and  other  materials  for  cartridges,  toge- 
ther with  the  repairs  of  gun-carriages,  small-arms,  and  accoutrements, 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars ; 

For  tents,  knapsacks,  and  other  supplies  furnished  by  the  clothing 
bureau,  twenty  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and 
fifly-six  cents ; 

For  correcting  an  error  in  paying  the  Indians  employed  in  the  public 
service  in  Florida,  seven  thousand  s^ven  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
and  fifly-three  cents  ; 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  encu^ted,  That  the  further  sum  of  one 
million  forty-seven  thousand  and  sixty-seven  dollars  be  appropriated,  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  in  full,  for 
all  objects  specified  in  the  third  article  of  the  supplementary  articles  of 
the  treaty  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Cherokee  Indians,  and  for  the  further  object  of  aiding  in  the 
subsistence  of  said  Indians  for  one  yejur  after  their  removal  west :  Pro- 
vided,  That  no  part  of  the  said  sum  of  money  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  five  millions  stipulated  to  be  paid  to  said  tribe  of  Indians  by  said 
treaty:  And  provided,  further,  That  the  said  Indians  shall  receive  no 
benefit  fi'om  the  said  appropriation,  unless  they  shall  complete  their 
emigration  within  such  time  as  the  President  shall  deem  reasonable,  and 
without  coercion  on  the  part  of  the  Government. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  for  satisfying  all  claims  for 
arrearages  of  annuities,  for  supplying  blankets  and  odier  articles  of 
clothing  for  the  Cherokees  who  are  not  able  to  supply  themselves,  and 
which  may  be  necessary  for  their  comfortable  removal,  and  for  medi- 
cines and  medical  assistance,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  the  Presi- 
dent shall  deem  proper  to  facilitate  the  removal  of  the  Cherokees,  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  be  i^>propriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

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June  12, 1838.    Chap.  XCVIII. — Jn  Act  to  $ecurethe  payment  of  certain  commisnom  on  duty 
bondt  to  eolkctoTM  of  cuioms. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That,  on  all  bonds  for  duties, 
taken  by  any  collector  of  the  customs,  the  payment  whereof  has  been 
at  any  time  postponed  by  virtue  of  '<An  act  authorizing  a  fiirther  post- 
ponement of  payment  upon  duty  bonds,''  passed  on  the  sixteenth  day 
of  October  last,  the  collectors  who  took  said  bonds,  respectively,  or  their 
legal  representatives,  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
and  entitled  to  receive,  the  same  commissions,  whenever  and  as  fast  as 
the  sums  secured  by  such  bonds  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury,  as  they 
would  respectively  have  been  entitled  to  be  allowed  and  receive  had  the 
said  bonds  been  paid  at  maturity  and  without  such  postponement ;  and 
no  part  of  such  commissions  shall  be  claimed  by  or  allowed  to  the  suc- 
cessor in  office  of  any  such  collector,  in  any  case  in  which  such  suc- 
cessor would  not  have  been  entitled  by  law  to  a  portion  thereof,  if  such 
postponement  of  the  payment  of  said  bonds  had  not  taken  place :  Pro- 
vided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give  to  any 
collector  of  the  customs,  or  to  the  representatives  of  any  such  collector, 
a  sum  greater  than  the  compensation  he  would  have  been  entitled  to 
receive  in  case  the  law  therein  referred  to,  for  the  suspension  of  pay-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  a  Surveyor  for  the 
Territory  of  Wisconsin  shall  be  appdnted,  who  shall  have  the  same 
authority,  and  p^form  the  same  duties  respecting  the  public  lands  and 
private  land  claims  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  as  are  now  vested  in 
and  required  of  the  Surveyor  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States  in  Ohio. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Surveyor  for  Ohio  to  deliver  to  the  Surveyor  for  Wisconsin  Territory, 
all  the  maps,  papers,  records,  and  documents  relating  to  the  public 
lands  and  private  land  claims  in  the  said  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  which 
may  be  in  his  office ;  and  in  every  case  where  it  shall  be  impracticable 
to  make  a  separation  of  such  maps,  papers,  records  and  documents, 
without  injury,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  cause  copies  thereof,  certified  by 
him,  to  be  fiimished  to  the  Surveyor  fi^r  Wisconsin  Territory ;  which 
copies  shall  be  of  the  same  validity  as  the  originals.  And  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  expense  attending  the 
transfer  of  the  records  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveying 
the  public  lands. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Surveyor  for  Wisconsin

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  divided  into  two  districts,  in  the 
following  manner,  to  wit :  The  counties  of  Noxubee,  Winston,  Attala, 
Carrd,  Bolivar,  Coahoma,  Tunica,  De  Soto,  Marshd,  Tippah,  Tishe- 
mingo,  Itawamba,  Monroe,  Lowndes,  Oaktibbeha,  Choctaw,  Yalobusha, 
Tallehatcha,  Ponola,  Lafayette,  Pontotoc,  and  Chickasaw,  in  said  State, 
shall  compose  one  district,  to  be  called  the  northern  district,  and  a  court 
shall  be  held  for  the  said  district,  at  the  town  of  Pontotoc,  and  the  resi- 
due of  the  counties  of  the  said  State  shall  hereafter  compose  the 
southern  district  of  Mississippi,  and  a  court  shall  be  held  for  the  same, 
as  heretofore,  at  the  city  of  Jackson. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  two  terms  of 
the  district  court,  for  the  northern  district,  held  at  Pontotoc,  in  each 
year,  to  begin  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  and  December,  and  the  dis- 
trict judge  of  the  United  Slates  for  the  State  of  Mississippi  is  hereby 
required  to  hold  the  courts  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  causes  at  law  or  in 
chancery,  and  all  indictments  pending  in  the  district  court  at  Jackson, 
in  which  the  defendant  or  defendants  resided  in  the  northern  district 
(hereby  established)  at  the  time  of  serving  process  or  the  finding  of  a 
bill  of  indictment,  shall  be  transferred  for  trial  to  the  district  court  for 
the  said  northern  district,  and  be  proceeded  in,  heard,  adjudged,  and 
determined,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  originally  commenced  or 
prosecuted  in  the  said  court ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  at  Jackson,  safely  to  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  at  Pontotoc,  the  original  papers  in  all  cases  aiid  prosecuticms 
hereby  ordered  to  be  transferred,  together  with  a  transcript  of  all  orders 
and  other  proceedings  had  thereon.

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  suits  hereafter  to  he 
brought  in  either  of  said  courts  not  of  a  local  nature,  shall  be  brought 
in  the  court  of  the  district  where  the  defendant  resides;  but  if  there  be 
more  than  one  defendant,  and  they  reside  in  different  districts,  the  plain- 
tiff may  sue  in  either,  and  send  a  duplicate  writ  against  the  defendant, 
directed  to  the  marshal  of  the  other  district,  on  which  the  plaintiff  at 
his  attorney  shall  endorse  that  the  writ  thus  sent  is  a  copy  of  a  writ 
sued  out  of  the  district  court  of  the  proper  district ;  and  the  said  writs, 
when  executed  and  returned  into  the  office  from  which  they  issued,  shall 
constitute  one  suit,  and  be  proceeded  in  accordingly. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  judge  of  the  said  courts 
shall  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  northern  district,  who 
shall  reside  and  ke^  his  office,  and  the  records  and  doctmients  apper- 
taining thereto,  at  the  place  of  holding  said  courts ;  said  clerk  shall  be 
entitl^  to  the  same  fees  allowed  by  law  to  the  clerk  of  the  other  district 
of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  perform  the  like  duties,  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  liabilities  and  penalties.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  to  be  surveyed, 
ascertained  and  distinctly  marked,  the  southern  boundary  line  of  the 
Territory  of  Iowa,  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  which  divides  said 
Territory  from  the  State  of  Missouri ;  and  that,  for  that  purpose  he 
shall  appoint  a  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  who 
(with  the  aid  of  such  surveyor  or  surveyors  as  may  be  necessary^  shall 
unite  or  act  in  conjunction  with  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  oy  the 
State  of  Missouri  and  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor 
of  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  in  running,  marking,  and  ascertaining  said 
boundary  line ;  and  that  it  shall  be  tne  duty  of  the  commissioner  so  to 
be  appointed  by  the  President  as  aforesaid,  after  he  shall  have  ascer- 
tained, run,  and  marked  said  boundary  line,  to  make  three  maps  or 
plats  thereof,  with  a  description  or  survey-bill  thereof  appended  to  each

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  cf  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  actaal 
settler  of  the  public  lands,  being  the  head  of  a  family,  or  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  who  was  in  possession  and  a  housekeeper,  bv  personal 
residence  thereon,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  for  four 
months  next  preceding,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  and  privi- 
leges of  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  grant  pre-emption  rights  to  settlers 
on  the  public  lands,"  approved  May  twenty-ninth  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty,  and  the  said  act  is  hereby  revived  and  contmued  in  force  two 
years :  Provided,  That  where  more  than  one  person  may  have  settled 
upon  and  cultivated  any  one  quarter  section  of  land,  each  one  of  theqji 
shall  have  an  equal  share  or  interest  in  the  said  quarter  section,  but 
shall  have  no  claim,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  any  other  land :  And  pro- 
vided, always,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  give  a  right 
of  pre-emption  to  any  person  or  persons,  in  consequence  of  any  settle- 
ment or  improvement  made  before  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian 
title  to  the  land  on  which  such  settlement  or  improvement  was  made,  or 
to  the  lands  lately  acquired  by  treaty  with  the  Miami  tribe  of  Indians, 
in  the  State  of  Indiana,  of  which  proclamation  was  made  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  December, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  or  to  any  sections,  or  firactions  of 
sections,  of  land  included  within  the  location  of  any  incorporated  town, 
or  to  the  alternate  sections  to  other  alternate  sections  granted  to  the  use 
of  any  canal,  railroad,  or  other  public  improvement  on  the  route  of  such 
eanal,  railroad,  or  other  puUic  improvement,  <Nr  to  any  portions  of  pub- 
lic lands,  surveyed  or  otherwise,  which  have  been  actually  selected  as 
sites  for  cities  or  towns,  lotted  into  smaller  quantities  than  eighty  acres, 
and  settled  upon  and  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  trade,  and  not  of 
•^cultural  cultivation  and  improvement,  or  to  any  land  specially  occu- 
pied or  reserved  for  town  lots,  or  other  purposes,  by  authority  of  the 
United  States :  And  provided  farther.  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  affect  any  of  the  selections  of  public  lands  for  the

perty procured  for  or  belonging  to  the  United  States,  except  as  an  agent 
for  the  United  Stotes. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  be  added  to  the  com- 
missariat of  subsistence  one  assistant  commissary  general  of  subsistence, 
with  the  rank,  pay  and  emoluments  of  a  lieutenant  colonel  of  cavalry , 
one  commissary  of  subsistence  with  the  rank,  pay  and  emoluments  of  a 
quartermaster  of  the  army ;  and  three  commissaries  of  subsistence  with 
the  rank,  pay  and  emoluments  of  assistant  quartermasters. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stewards  of  hospitals 
at  posts  of  more  than  four  companies  be  hereafter  allowed  the  pay, 
clothing  and  rations  of  a  sergeant  of  ordnance,  and,  at  all  other  posts* 
the  pay,  clothing  and  rations  of  the  first  sergeant  of  a  company  of  in- 
fantry. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  add  to  the  ordnance  depart- 
ment, whenever  he  may  deem  it  expedient  to  increase  the  same,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Senate,  two  majors,  and  that  he  be  further  au- 
thorized to  transfer  ten  first  lieutenants  and  ten  second  lieutenants  from 
the  artillery  to  the  ordnance  department,  and  that  the  pay  and  emolu- 
ments of  the  officers  of  the  said  department  shall  be  the  same  as  those 
allowed  to  the  officers  of  the  regiment  of  dragoons. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  fourth 
section  of  the  act  passed  fifth  of  April  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two 
for  the  organization  of  the  ordnance  department,  as  authorizes  the  offi- 
cers of  ordnance  to  receive  the  same  pay  and  emoluments  now  allowed 
artillery  officers,  shall  be  construed  to  include  the  ten  dollars  per  month 
additional  pay  to  every  officer  in  the  actual  command  of  a  company,  as 
compensation  for  the  duties  and  responsibilities  with  respect  to  clothing, 
arms,  and  accoutrements  of  the  company,  under  the  authority  of  the 
second  section  of  the  act  passed  second  of  March  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  giving  further  compensation  to  the  captains  and  subalterns 
of  the  army  of  the  United  States  in  certain  cases :  Provided,  That  the 
officers  of  Uie  ordnance  department  claiming  the  c(M[iq>en8ati(Mi  for  such 
duties  and  responsibilities  shall  have  been  actually  in  the  command  of 
enlisted  men  of  the  ordnance  equal  to  a  company  of  artillery,  and  there- 
by incurred  the  aforesaid  responsibilities. 

Sec  15.  And  be  it  fkrth&r  enacted.  That  every  commissioned  officer 
of  the  line  or  staff  exclusive  of  general  officers  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  one  additional  ration  per  diem  for  every  five  years  he  may  have 
served  or  shall  serve  in  the  army  of  the  United  States :  Provided,  That 
in  certain  cases  where  officers  are  entitled  to  and  receive  double  rations, 
the  additional  one  allowed  in  this  section  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
number  to  be  doubled. 

Sec  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  fi-om  and  after  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act,  all  enlistments  in  the  Ajmy  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  for  five  years,  and  that  the  monthly  pay  of  non-commissioned  officers 
and  soldiers  shall  be  as  follows :  to  each  sergeant  major,  quartermaster 
sergeant,  and  chief  musician,  seventeen  dollars,  to  each  first  sergeant 
of  a  company,  sixteen  dollars ;  to  all  other  sergeants,  thirteen  doUars ; 
to  each  artificer,  eleven  dollars;  to  each  corporal,  nine  doUars;  and  to 
each  musician  and  private  soldier,  eight  dollars ;  Provided,  that  two  dol- 
lars per  month  of  said  pay  be  retained  until  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  service. 

Sec  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  allowance  of  sugar 
and  coffee  to  the  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  in 
lieu  of  the  spirit  or  whiskey  component  part  of  the  army  ration,  now

That  an  additional  professor  be 
appointed  to  instruct  in  the  studies  of  chemistry,  mineralogy,  and  geology 
with  the  pay  and  emoluments  now  allowed  to  the  professor  of  mathema- 
tics ;  and  that  the  Secretary  of  War  may  assign  to  the  said  professor  an 
assistant,  to  be  taken  firom  the  officers  of  the  line  or  cadets :  which  as- 
sistant professor  will  receive  the  pay  and  emoluments  allowed  to  other 
assistant  professors.

And  he  it  fitrther  enacted,  That  the  President  shall  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized,  whenever  he  may  deem  the  same  expedient,  to 
cause  not  exceeding  two  of  the  regiments  of  infantry  to  be  armed  and 
equipped  and  to  serve  as  regiments  of  riflemen,  and  one  other  of  the 
regiments  of  infantry  to  be  armed  and  equipped  and  to  serve  as  a  regi^ 
ment  of  light  infantry. 

Sec  23.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec  24.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  hereafter  the  officers  of  the 
pay  and  medical  departments  of  the  army  shall  receive  the  pay  and 
emoluments  of  officers  of  cavalry  of  the  same  grades  re^ctively,  ac- 
cording to  which  they  are  now  paid  by  existing  laws. 

Sec  25.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  when  v<^unteers  or  militia 
are  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  so  that  the  paymasters 
authorized  by  law  shall  not  be  deemed  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  pay 
the  troops  with  proper  punctuality,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to 
iq>point  as  many  additional  paymasters  as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  who

continue  in  service  only  so  long  as  their  services  are  required  to  pay 
militia  and  volunteers. 

Sec  26.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  compensation  hereafter     Compenaation 
to  be  allowed  to  such  ordnance  storekeepers  as  shall  be  designated  as  of  ordnance 
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paymasters,  shall  not  exceed  the  pay  and  emoloiDents.  of  a  captain  of 
ordnance. 

•  Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  daty  of  the 
engineer  superintending  the  c<»istruction  of  a  fortificatiou,  or  engaged 
about  the  execution  of  any  other  public  work,  to  disburse  the  mcmeys

And  be  itjurtker  enacted,  That  the  term  for  which  cadets 
hereafter  admitted  into  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point  shall  en- 
gage to  serve,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  increased  to  eight  years,  unless 
sooner  discharged. 

Sec.  29.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  lieu  of  the  bounty  now 
provided  by  law  for  re-enlistment,  every  able-bodied  non-commissioned 
officer,  musician  or  private  soldier,  who  may  re-enlist  into  his  company 
or  regiment  within  two  months  before  or  one  month  after  the  expira- 
tion oif  his  term  of  service,  shall  receive  three  months'  extra  pay  ;  and 
also  any  non-commissi(med  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  serve  ten  con- 
secutive years,  and  shall  obtain  from  the  commanding  c^cer  of  his 
company,  battalion  or  regiment,  a  certificate  that  he  had  faithfully  per- 
formed his  duty  whilst  in  service,  shall  be  allowed  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  of  land,  to  be  designated,  surveyed,  and  laid  off  at  the  public 
expense,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  provided 
by  law,  which  land  shall  be  patented  to  the  soldier  or  his  heirs,  and  be 
not  assignable  until  patented. 

Sec.  30.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  so  much  of  the  eleventh 
section  of  the  act  of  the  sixteenth  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  two, 
and  BO  much  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  the  twelfth  of  April,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  eight,  as  fix  the  height  of  enlisted  men  at  five  teet 
six  inches,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  r^aled. 

Sec.  31.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  officers  of  the  army 
shall  not  be  separated  uom  their  regiments  and  corps  for  employment 
on  civil  works  of  internal  improvement,  or  be  allowed  to  en^ige  in  the 
service  of  incorporated  companies,  and  no  c^cer  of  the  line  ^  the  army 
shall  hereafter  be  employed  as  acting  paymaster,  or  disbursing  agent 
for  the  Indian  department,  if  such  extra  employment  require  that  he  be 
separated  from  his  regiment  or  company,  or  otherwise  interfere  with 
the  performance  of  the  military  duties  proper :  Provided,  That  where 
officers  of  the  army  are  now  employed  on  civil  works  or  in  the  Indian 
or  pay  departments  as  contemplated  in  this  section,  they  may  be  conti- 
nued therein  not  exceeding  one  year,  unless  the  convenience  of  the 
service  will  admit  of  their  withdrawal  'sooner. 

Sec.  32.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  superintendents  of  the 
armories  at  Springfield  and  Harper's  Ferry  shall  l^reafler  receive  each 
the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  rations,  fiiel,  and  quarters,  as  at 
present  authorized;  and  that  the  master  armorers  of  the  same  shall 
each  receive  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  fuel,  and  quarters, 
as  at  present  authorized ;  and  that  the  aforesaid  sums  and  allowances 
to  the  officers  aforesaid  shall  be  in  full  compensation  for  their  services 
respectively. 

Sec  33.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  President  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  S^iate, 
to  appoint  seven  additional  surgeons ;  and  that  the  officers  whose  ap- 
pointment is  authorized  in  this  section,  shall  receive  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  officers  of  the  same  grades  respectively.

That  the  following 
sums  of  money  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  for  repairing 
and  opening  certain  roads  in  the  Territory  of  Florida,  viz : 

For  opening  and  constructing  a  road  iVom  Tallahassee  to  lola,  on 
the  rivei^  AppaJachicola,  the  sum  often  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  the  road,  and  reconstructing  the  bridges  and  cause- 
ways thereon,  from  St  Augustine  to  Picolata,  seventeen  thousand  three 
hundred  dollars. 

For  repairing  the  road  from  Jacksonville,  by  the  Mineral  Springs,  to 
Tallahassee,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars :  the  said  sums  to  he  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

States  near  the  Wabash  and  Erie  eanal^  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Be  U  ena<Aed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  if  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  after  the  State  of  Ohio 
shall  have  completed  the  selection  of  lands  authorized  by  an  act  entitled 
'*  An  act  authorizing  th^  selection  of  certain  Wabash  and  Erie  canal 
lands,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  approved  June  thirty,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  proclaim  for  public  sale  the  residue  of  the  lands 
reserved  from  sale  by  said  act ;  which  sale  shall  be  governed  by  the 
same  rules  and  regulations,  impose  the  same  duties,  and  give  the  same 
riffhts,  which  are  provided  by  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  other  sales 
of  the  public  lands  by  proclamation  of  the  President:  Provided,  hotO' 
ever,  That  no  lands  shall  be  sold  at  such  sale  for  a  less  price  than  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  after  the  expiration  of  the 
time  fixed  in  the  proclamation  of  the  President  for  the  sale  authorized 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  any  lands  which  may  then  remain  unsold 
shall  be  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry,  at  the  price  of  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  per  acre,  and  not  less ;  and  no  lands  herehy  authorized  to  be 
sold  shall  be  subject  to  entry  under  any  pre-emption  law  of  Congress.

Chap.  CLXYI — Jn  Jtd  to  extend  the  time  for  locating  Virginia  nUUtary  land 
warranta,  and  returning  awrveya  thereon  to  the  Genera!  Land  Qffiee.  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hou9e  of  RepresenUUivea  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  Virginia  line  on  continental  estahlishment,  their 
heirs  or  assigns,  entitled  to  bounty  lands  within  the  tract  reserved  by 
Virginia,  between  the  Little  Miami  and  Scioto  rivers,  northwest  of  the 
river  Ohio,  for  satisfying  the  legal  bounties  to  her  officers  and  sddiers 
upon  continental  establishment,  shall  be  allowed  until  the  tenth  day  of 
August,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  to  complete 
their  locations  and  surveys,  and  return  their  surveys  and  warrants,  or 
certified  copies  thereof,  to  the  General  Land  Office ;  and  all  entries  and 
surveys  which  may  have  heretofore  been  made  within  the  said  reserva- 
tion, in  satisfaction  of  any  such  warrants,  on  lands  not  previously  en- 
tered or  surveyed,  or  on  lands  not  prohibited  from  entry  and  survey, 
shall  be  held  to  be  ffood  and  valid,  any  omission  heretofore  to  extend 
the  time  for  the  making  of  such  entries  and  surveys  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding :  Provided,  That  no  locations  as  aforesaid,  within  the 
abovementioned  tract,  shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  made  on 
tracts  of  land  which  may  have  been  previously  patented,  or  which  may 
have  been  surveyed  in  satisfaction  of  warrants  granted  for  the  legd 
bounties  of  said  officers  and  soldiers :  And  provided,  also,  That  no 
locations  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  on  any  lands  lying  upon  the  west 
side  of  Ludlow's  line ;  and  any  patent  which  may  nevertheless  be  ob- 
tained for  land  located  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
held  and  considered  as  null  and  void. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  patent  shall  be  issued  by 
virtue  of  the  preceding  section,  for  a  greater  quantity  of  land  than  the 
rank  or  term  of  service  of  the  officer  or  sddier  to  whom,  or  to  whose 
heirs  or  assigns,  such  warrant  has  been  granted,  would  have  entitled 
him  to  under  the  laws  of  Virginia  and  of  the  United  States  regulating 
the  issuing  of  such  warrants ;  and  whenever  it  appears  to  the  Secretary 
of  War  that  the  survey  made  by  any  of  the  aforesaid  warrants  is  for  a 
greater  quantity  of  land  than  the  officer  or  soldier  is  entitled  to  for  his 
services,  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  certify,  on  each  survey,  the  amount 
of  such  surplus  quantity,  and  the  officer  or  sddier,  his  heirs  or  assigns, 
shall  have  leave  to  withdraw  his  survey  fi-om  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  and  resurvey  his  location,  excluding  such  surplus  quantity,  in 
one  body,  from  any  part  of  his  resurvey,  and  a  patent  shall  issue  upon 
such  resurvey  as  in  other  cases :  Provided,  however.  That  no  patent 
shall  be  obtained  on  any  warrant  under  this  act,  unless  there  be  pro 
duced  to  the  Secretary  of  War  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  warrant 
was  granted  for  services  which,  by  the  laws  of  Virginia  passed  prior  to 
the  cession  of  the  Northwestern  Territory,  would  have  entitled  such 
officer  or  soldier,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to  bounty  lands ;  and,  also,  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  register  of  the  land  office  of  Virginia,  that  no  other  war- 
rant has  issued  from  the  said  land  office  for  the  same  services.

Chap.  CLXVII. — An  Act  for  the  erection  of  a  eourUhouse  in  Alexandria^  in  the 
District  of  Columbia, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  thu 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Public  Buildings  in  the  city  of  Washington  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  erected  in  the  town 
of  Alexandria,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  court-house,  to  contain

of  which  building  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  before  the  commencement  and  operation  thereon ; 
or,  if  the  President  of  the  United  States  deems  it  more  conducive  to 
the  public  interest,  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  the  building 
owned  by  the  late  Bank  of  Alexandria,  and  convert  it  into  a  court- 
house and  offices  for  the  county  of  Alexandria.  And  there  is  hereby 
^propriated,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  said  court-house,  the  sum  of 
not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars ;  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated :  Provided,  That  Ao  greater 
sum  than  is  appropriated  by  this  act  shall  be  expended  in  the  erection 
of  said  court-house  or  the  purchase  of  the  building  aforesaid. 
Approved,  July  7,  1838. 

Chap.  CLXVUI. — dn  jict  to  reorganize  the  Legislative  Council  of  Florida  and 
for  other  purposes,  («) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^esentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  legislative  power 
of  the  Territory  of  Florida  shall  be  vested  in  the  Governor  and  the  Le- 
gislative Council.  The  Legislative  Council  shall  consist  of  two  houses, 
to  be  called  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.  The  House  of 
Representatives  shall  be  organized  and  the  members  thereof  shall  be 
chosen  as  is  jiow  prescribed  by  law  for  the  present  Legislative  Council ; 
and  in  addition  to  the  present  number,  there  shall  be  one  member  chosen 
for  the  county  of  Calhoun,  one  for  the  county  of  Dade,  and  an  addi- 
tional member  for  the  county  of  Duval.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of 
eleven  members,  to  be  chosen  as  follows :  three  shall  be  chosen  firom 
the  western  judicial  district,  including  the  county  of  Franklin,  by  gene- 
ral ticket  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  counties  of  said  district,  including 
the  said  county  of  Franklin ;  four  firom  the  middle  judicial  district,  east 
of  the  Appalachicola  river,  to  be  chosen  also  by  general  ticket  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  counties  of  said  district,  so  limited  as  aforesaid ; 
three  firom  the  eastern  judicial  district,  to  be  chosen  also  by  general 
ticket  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  counties  of  said  district ;  and  one 
firom  the  southern  judicial  district,  to  be  chosen  also  by  general  ticket 
of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  counties  for  said  district  Said  Senators 
shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  members  of  said  Le- 
gislative Council  shall  receive  each  four  dollars  per  diem  during  the 
session  thereof,  and  four  dollars  for  every  twenty  miles'  travel  to  and 
fi'om  the  seat  of  Government;  the  distance  to  be  computed  by  the  most 
direct  route  fi'om  the  member's  place  of  residence  to  the  place  where 
the  session  Pis  held.] 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  Senators  shall  be 
elected  in  October  next,  at  the  same  time,  in  the  same  manner,  and  by 
the  same  qualified  voters  as  is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the  election 
of  members  of  the  present  Legislative  Council,  and  biennially  thereafter, 
in  the  manner  that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  said  Legislative  Council ; 
and  the  returns  of  the  election  of  said  Senators  shall  be  made  by  the 
marshals  of  each  of  said  districts  to  the  Governor,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  furtJter  enacted.  That  the  Legislative  Council,  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  are  hereby  vested  with  fiill  power, 
at  their  first  session  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  to  ^portion  the  repre- 
sentatives of  either  House  of  said  Legislative  Council  as  to  them  may 
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representation 
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to  15  members.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  rf  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  apprc^riated,  for  the  support  of  the  Military 
Academy  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  riz : 

For  the  pay  of  officers,  cadets,  and  musicians,  fifty-six  thousand  and 
tweke  dollars ; 

For  subsistence  of  officers  and  cadets,  thirty-nine  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six  dollars ; 

For  forage  of  officers'  horses,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-two 
dollars ; 

For  clothing  of  officers'  servants,  three  hundred  and  thirty  dollars ; 

For  defi'aying  the  expenses  of  the  board  of  visiters  at  West  Point,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  eighty-four  cents ; 

For  fiiel,  forage,  stationery,  printing,  transportation  and  postage, 
fifteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars ; 

For  repairs,  improvements,  and  expenses  of  buildings,  grounds,  roads, 
wharves,  boats  and  fences,  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  ;

For  compensation  to  the  acting  professor  of  chemistry,  mineralogy, 
and  geology,  at  the  Military  Academy,  three  hundred  dollars  ; 

Fpr  printing  and  binding  the  regulations  of  the  Military  Academy, 
three  hundred  and  sixty  dollars ; 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-six  thou- 
sand dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  buildings  for  the  library,  engineer,  chemical  and  philosophi- 
cal departments  at  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  destroyed  by 
fire  in  February  last. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  pay  to  the  collectors,  deputy 
collectors,  naval  officers,  surveyors,  and  their  respective  clerks,  together 
with  the  weighets,  gangers,  measurers,  and  markers,  of  the  several 
ports  of  the  United  States,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  such  sums  as  will  give  to  the  said  officers,  respec-

compensation  of  any  other  officers,  than  cc^lcctors,  naval  officers,  sur- 
Teyors,  and  clerks,  whether  by  salaries,  fees,  or  otherwise,  exceed  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum ;  nor  shall  the  iinioa  of 
any  two  or  more  of  those  officers  in  one  person,  entitle  him  to  receive 
more  than  that  sum  per  annum ;  Proinded^  further^  That  the  said  col- 
lectors, naval  officers,  and  surveyors,  shall  render  an  account  quarterly 
to  the  Treasury,  and  the  other  officers  herein  named,  or  referred  to, 
shall  render  an  account  quarterly  to  the  re^)ective  collectors  of  the 
customs  where  they  are  employed,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasury,  of 
all  the  fees  and  emoluments  whatever  by  them  respectively  received, 
and  of  all  expenses  incidental  to  their  respective  offices ;  which  accol&uts 
shall  be  rendered  on  oath  or  affirmation,  and  shall  be  in  such  form,  and 
supported  by  such  proofe,  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, as  will,  in  his  judgment,  best  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  sec^ 
tion,  and  show  its  operation  and  effect ;  Provided^  alsOf  That,  in  the 
event  of  any  act  being  passed  by  Congress  at  the  present  session  to 
regulate  and  fix  sala[riesj  or  compensation  of  the  respective  officers  of 
the  customs,  then  this  section  shall  operate  and  extend  to  the  time  such 
act  goes  into  effect,  and  no  longer :  Provided,  however.  That  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  be  authorized  to  extend  to  the  collectors  at  such 
other  ports  where  a  surplus  of  emoluments  have  been  accounted  fof  and 
paid  into  the  Treasury,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  the 
privilege  granted  to  the  collector  of  New  York,  to  take  effect  from  the 
first  day  of  January  last:  Provided,  nevertheless.  That  no  collector 
shall  receive  more  than  four  thousand  dollars,  and  no  naval  officer  shall 
receive  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  and  no  surveyor  shall  receive 
more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  a.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  nine  thousand

and  for  one  additional  clerk  to  keep  an  appropriation  account  until  the 
first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine ;  and  that  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  compensation  of 
clerks  employed  in  the  Auditor's  Oflace  of  the  Treasury,  for  the  Post 
Office  Department,  from  the  first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-eight,  till  the  first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  following  sums  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  unappropriated  money  in 
the  Treasury,  viz. : 

For  the  Documentary  History  of  the  Revolution,  the  amount  hereto- 
fore appropriated  for  that  object  and  carried  to  the  surplus  fimd ; 

For  the  Mars  Hill  mUitary  road,  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars 
and  three  cents,  to  enable  the  Treasury  officers  to  close  the  account  of 
Charles  Thomas,  being  part  of  an  amount  heretofore  appropriated  and 
carried  to  the  surplus  fiind ; 

To  the  State  of  Maine  to  reimburse  the  expense  of  said  State  for 
allowances  to  Ebenezer  S.  Greely  for  his  sufferings  and  losses,  attendant 
upon  his  arrest  and  imprisonment  in  the  jail  at  Frederickton,  New 
Brunswick,  in  consequence  of  taking  the  Census  at  Madawaska,  and  to 
John  Baker,  and  others,  for  sufferings  and  losses  in  relation  to  certain 
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proceedings  in  said  town,  the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  and  seTenty-^ve 
dollars ; 

For  continuing  the  construction  of  the  Patent  Office,  fifly  thousand 
dollars ; 

For  furnishing  machinery  and  for  other  expenses  incident  to  the 
outfit  of  the  branch  mints  at  New  Orleans,  Charlotte,  and  Dahlonega, 
two  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars ; 

For  salaries  of  the  Governor,  Secretary,  Chief  Judge,  Associate  Jus- 
tices, District  Attorney,  and  Marshal,  and  pay  and  mileage  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  and  the 
expenses  thereof,  printing  of  the  iaws,  taking  the  census,  and  other 
incidental  and  contin^^ent  expenses  of  said  Assembly  and  Territory, 
twenty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars ; 

For  erecting  public  buildings  in  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars; 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  Senate,  not  anticipated  when  the 
ordinary  estimate  of  the  year  was  prepared,  being  principally  for  en- 
graving and  printing  maps,  and  other  printing,  the  purchase  of  books 
and  b(x>k-cases  for  the  Senate  committee  rooms,  the  expenses  of  com- 
mittees of  investigation,  and  the  pay  of  clerks  of  committees,  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

For  an  outstanding  balance  of  expenditures  under  the  head  of  mili- 
tary surveys,  and  to  enable  the  Department  to  settle  and  close  that  ac- 
count, ten  thousand  dollars. 

For  an  outstanding  balance  of  expenditure  for  surveys  by  the  civil 
engineers,  to  enable  that  Department  to  settle  and  close  the  account  for 
those  surveys,  two  thousand  dollars. 

To  close  the  account  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  a  mail 
route  and  post  road  through  the  Creek  country,  in  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama, and  to  pay  the  balances  due  to  contractors  and  workmen  upon 
the  said  road,  the  sum  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

For  the  salary  of  the  additional  Judge  of  the  Orphans'  Court  of 
Washington  county  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  office  having  been 
created  by  a  4aw  of  the  present  session  of  Congress,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  salary  of  the  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  said  court  having  been  established  by  a  law  of  Congress 
of  the  present  session,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  enabling  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  carry  into  effect  the 
resolution  of  the  twenty-ninth  ultimo,  on  the  subject  of  steam  engines 
and  steam  boats,  and  the  loss  of  life  and  property  which  has  been  suf- 
fered in  their  use,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  he  may  find  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

For  defiraying  the  expenses  of  the  marshals,  deputy  marshals,  and 
other  civil  officers  of  the  United  States,  in  executing  the  provisions  of 
an  act  passed  at  the  present  session  of  Congress,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitlea  'An  act  in  addition  to  the  act  for  the  punishment 
of  certain  crimes  against  the  United  States,  and  to  repeal  the  acts  there- 
in mentioned,  approved  April  twentieth,  one  thousand  eight  himdred  and 
eighteen,'  "  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
appropriation  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  defraying 
the  expenses  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  made  in  the  "  act 
making  appropriations  for  the  civil  and  diplomatic  expenses  of  Govern- 
ment, for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  ^proved 
April  sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,"  to  be  ex-

For  contingent  expenses  for  recruiting,  fifly-three  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty  dollars. 

For  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  board  of  visiters  at  the  Military 
Academy,  in  addition  to  the  sum  contained  in  the  annual  appropriation 
for  that  object,  six  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  seventy-five 
cents. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  money  arising  from 
the  bequest  of  the  late  James  Smithson,  of  London,  for  the  purpose  of 
founding  at  Washington,  in  thb  District,  an  institution  to  be  denomi- 
nated the  Smithsonian  Institution,  which  may  be  paid  into  the  Trea- 
sury, is  hereby  appropriated  and  shall  be  invested  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  with  the  approbation  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  in  stocks  of  States,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than 
five  per  centum  per  annum,  which  said  stocks  shall  be  held  by  the  said 
Secretary  in  trust  for  the  uses  specified  in  the  last  will  and  testament 
of  said  Smithson,  until  provision  is  made  by  law  for  carrying  the  pur- 
pose of  said  bequest  into  effect ;  and  that  the  annual  interest  accruing 
on  the  stock  aforesaid  shall  be  in  like  manner  invested  for  the  benefit 
of  said  institution. 

For  procuring  new  machinery  for  the  Harper's  Ferry  Armory,  the  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury cause  to  be  made,  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Hassler,  one 
standard  balance  for  each  State,  and  when  completed  that  he  cause 
them  to  be  delivered  to  the  respective  Governors  for  the  use  of  the  re- 
spective States. 

For  the  paper  and  printing  of  a  ccmiplete  catalogue  of  the  books  of 
the  Congress  Library  heretofore  ordered,  fourteen  hundred  dollars. 

For  compensation  to  Ferdinando  Pettrich,  for  models  of  statues  for 
blocking  to  the  western  front  of  the  Capitol,  six  hundred  ddlars. 

For  enlarging  the  contingent  fimd  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
to  provide  for  the  payment  for  certain  expenses  incurred  by  the  House 
by  resolution  of  twenty-seventh  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight,  forty-eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty  dollars. 

For  laborers  and  horse,  cart  and  driver,  employed  at  the  President's 
square,  two  thousand  and  fifteen  dollars. 

For  repairs  of  the  Potcmiac  bridge,  two  thousand  and  fifty  dollars ; 
for  three  hundred  feet  of  suction  hose  for  the  Capitol  and  Capitol 
grounds,  two  hundred  ddlars ;  for  cast  iron  settees  and  chairs  for  the 
public  grounds,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  a  collector  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  port  of  Vicksburg  who  shall  give  the  usual  bonds  required  by 
such  officers  in  the  pend  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  be  entitled 
to  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  the  salary  for 
the. present  year  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated.

the  northern  frontier,  such  amount  as  the  Paymaster  General  of  the 
United  States  army  and  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  shall 
ascertain  and  certify  would  have  been  due  from  the  United  States  to  the 
volunteers  and  militia  called  into  the  service  of  the  State,  in  the  latter

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentaHves  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  ossembMt  Thsi  the  fdlowing 
sums  be,  and  im  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  carrying  on  and 
completing  certain  works  heretoicN'e  commenced,  viz : 

For  continuing  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  of  Chicago,  UHiiois, 
thirty  thousand  <k^ars; 

For  continuing  the  construction  of  a  harbor  al  Michigan  City,  In- 
diana, sixty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-three  ddlars  and  fifry- 
nine  cents  ; 

For  continuing  the  construction  of  a  pier  or  breakwater  at  the  mouth 
of  the  river  Saint  Jo8q>h,  Michigan,  ^y-<me  thousand  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  dollars ; 

For  the  continuation  of  the  works  at  the  harbor  near  the  mouth  of 
the  river  Raisin,  Michigan,  fifteen  thousand  dollars ;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Ckmgress  assembled^  That  the  following 
sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  oat  of  any 
unappropriated  money  in  the  Treasury,  for  certain  fortifications,  viz : 

For  Fort  Warren,  Boston  harbor,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  preservation  of  Castle  island,  and  repairs  of  Fort  Independ- 
ence, Boston  harbor,  fifty  thousand  dollars ;

For  fortifications  at  New  London  harbor,  Connecticut,  twenty-fire 
thousand  ddlars ; 

For  Fort  Schuyler,  East  river.  New  York,  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars ; 

For  Fort  Delaware,  Delaware  river,  forty  thousand  dollars  ; 

For  Fort  McHenry,  Redoubt  Wood,  and  Covington  Battery,  near 
BaltimcH*e,  thirty-two  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars ;

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  ^  That  of  the  sums  appropriated  by 
this  bill  a  portion  not  to  exceed  fifty  per  centum  upon  all  the  items  above 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  during  the 
present  year,  and  the  balance  of  the  said  appropriations  shall  l^  ex- 
pended for  the  objects  designated,  during  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-nine.

Chap.  CLXXIV. — An  Act  to  remit  the  duties  upon  certain  goods  destroyed  hyfirt 
at  the  late  cor^lagraiion  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stairs  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  collector  of  the 
customs  for  the  port  of  New  York,  the  naval  oflicer  of  the  said  port, 
and  the  district  attorney  for  the  southern  district  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  commission  to  ascertain 
the  amotmt  of  duties  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  upon  all  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise  destroyed,  in  imbroken  and  original  packages  as  im- 
ported, by  the  great  conflagration  which  took  place  in  the  city  of  New 
York  on  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  days  of  December  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  the  name  or  names  and 
places  of  residence  of  the  several  persons  entitled,  as  owners  of  the 
said  goods,  or  otherwise,  to  receive  or  have  remitted  to  them  the  amount 
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of  the  duties  so  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  upon  the  several  parcels 
and  packages  of  goods  so  destroyed,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act 

Sec.  2:  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  commissicmers  shall 
meet  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  shall  be  i^ 
pointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  by  a  notice  for  that  purpose, 
to  be  published  in  at  least  five  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  city,  for  the  period  of  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  appointed 
for  the  said  meeting ;  and,  when  so  convened,  shall  proceed  to  take  tes- 
timony in  relation  to  the  goods  so  destroyed,  and  the  amount  of  duties 
paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  to  the  United  States  thereupon,  and  to  the 
persons  entitled  to  receive  or  have  remitted  to  them  the  amount  of  such 
duties;  and  shall  continue  the  examination  and  investigation  as  con- 
stantly as  their  other  official  duties  will  permit,  until  all  the  claims  pre- 
sented to  them  for  the  remission  or  refunding  of  duties  provided  for  by 
this  act,  which  may  be  presented  to  them,  shall  be  examined  to  their 
satisfaction ;  but  no  claim  shall  be  received  which  shall  not  be  presented 
within  four  months  from  and  after  the  time  iqppointed  by  the  Secretary 
for  the  first  meeting  of  the  commissioners ;  and  each  of  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  administer  the  neces- 
sary oaths  to  all  persons  who  are  to  give  testimony  in  the  premises ;  and 
all  the  testimony  presented  to  or  taken  before  the  said  commission,  shall 
be  committed  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  respective  witnesses  giving 
the  same ;  and  any  wilful  false  swearing  before  the  said  commission,  or 
in  any  affidavit  or  deposition  taken  before  any  one  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners, shall  subject  the  person  guilty  of  the  offence,  upon  conviction 
before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  to  the  punishment  prescribed 
by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  for  wilful  perjury. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  as  soon  as  the  said  commis- 
sicHiers  shall  have  finally  closed  the  taking  of  testimony  in  relation  to 
any  one  or  more  claims,  they  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  full  and  perfect 
statement  of  the  goods,  wares,  and  merchandises  proved  in  said  claim 
or  claims,  to  their  satisfaction,  to  have  been  destroyed  at  the  conflagra- 
tion aforesaid,  in  the  unbroken  and  original  packages  in  which  the  same 
were  imported,  designating  in  such  statement  the  number  of  packages, 
the  rate  and  amount  of  duty  upon  each,  and  the  name  of  the  person  or 
persons  entitled  to  receive  or  have  remitted  to  him  or  them  the  duties 
paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  upon  each  package,  and  the  fact  whether 
such  duty  has  been  paid  or  remains  unpaid  and  secured  in  the  ordinary 
manner,  and  shall  ascertain  and  report  whether  any  and  what  part  of 
the  merchandise  so  destroyed  was  insured  or  sold,  what  proportion  of 
the  insurance  has  been  paid,  or  is  secured  to  be  paid  in  consequence 
of  its  destruction  by  the  conflagration  aforesaid,  and  shall  deduct  fi-om 
the  certificate  to  be  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  amount 
paid  on  such  insurance  and  the  amount  of  duties  paid  on  the  goods  soil. 
And  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  three  fair  cq>ies  of  such  state- 
ment to  be  made  and  certified  by  themselves  to  be  the  true  and  correct 
results  of  their  investigations,  one  of  which  copies  they  shall  file  with 
the  collector  of  the  customs  for  the  port  of  New  York,  another  with  the 
naval  officer  of  the  said  port,  and  the  third  together  with  the  testimony 
taken  before  the  said  commission  they  shall  transmit  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  to  be  by  him  kept  on  file  in  his  Department 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  as  little  delay  as  practicable,  to  ex- 
amine the  testimony  taken  before  the  said  commission,  fi'om  time  to 
time,  as  the  same  shall  be  returned  to  him,  to  compare  the  same  with 
the  said  statement  and  adjudications  of  the  said  commissioners,  and  to 
signify  to  them  his  approval  or  disapproval  of  their  determinatioD  as  to 
each  claim  \  and  as  soon  as  the  determination  of  the  Secretary  shall  be 
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officially  oommunicated  to  the  said  oommissiooersy  as  to  any  ooe  or 
more  of  the  said  claims,  they  shall  forthwith  execute  and  deliver  to  each 
claimant,  whose  claim  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary,  a  cer- 
tificate, siffned  by  them,  and  stating  the  amount  of  duties  which  the 
claimant  has  paid,  and  is  entitled  to  have  refunded  to  him,  and  the 
amount  he  has  secured  to  be  paid,  and  is  entitled  to  have  remitted  upon 
his  bonds  :  Provided^  That  no  such  certificate  shall  be  delivered  to  any 
claimant,  his  agent  or  attorney,  or  to  his  order,  until  he,  or  some  person 
on  his  behalf,  shall  have  executed  and  delivered  to  the  cdlector  of  the 
customs  for  the  port  of  New  York,  a  bond,  with  sureties  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  said  collector,  in  a  penalty  of  double  the  sums  to  be  refunded 
or  remitted,  as  shown  by  the  said  certificate,  and  conditioned  for  the 
repayment,  to  the  United  States,  of  the  whole  amount  refunded  or  re- 
mitted to  such  claimant,  with  interest  firom  the  date  of  the  said  bond, 
in  case  it  shall  thereafter  be  made  to  appear  that  the  goods  upon  which 
the  duties  so  remitted  or  refunded  were  chargeable,  were  not  in  fact 
destroyed  at  the  conflagration  aforesaid.  Provided,  That  in  all  cases 
when  the  applicant  for  relief  under  this  act  shall  have  had  bonds  other  than 
those  ^ven  for  duties  on  goods  destroyed  by  said  fire,  suspended  under 
the  act  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  by  fire  in  the  city 
of  New  York,''  approved  nineteenth  March  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  the  amount  of  twenty-four  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  duties  se- 
cured by  such  bonds  shall  be  deducted  fi-om  the  sum  which  would 
otherwise  be  resiitted  to  such  applicants  under  this  act 

Sic.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  upon  the  presentation  by 
any  person  to  the  coUectcH*  of  New  York,  of  any  certificate  so  issued 
by  the  said  commissicmers,  showing  that  a  remission  is  to  be  made  upon 
any  unpaid  bond  given  to  secure  duties,  and  then  in  the  hands  of  the 
said  collector,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  the  requisite  endorsement 
upon  the  said  bond  or  bonds,  and  likewise  so  far  to  cancel  the  said  cer- 
tificate by  a  proper  endorsement  thereon  as  his  endorsement  upon  the 
bcmd  or  bonds  shall  require,  and  so  far  as  any  such  certificate  shall 
show  that  duties  paid  are  to  be  refunded,  the  said  collector  of  the  port 
of  New  York  shall  receive  such  certificate  in  lieu  of  money  for  the 
payment  of  duties  at  all  times  endcursing  upon  the  certificate  the  amount 
of  duties  thus  cancelled  by  its  presentation ;  and  as  fast  as  the  said  cer- 
tificates shall  be  thus  fully  cancelled  the  said  collector  shall  retain  and 
transmit  [themlto  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  be  by  him  placed  upon 
the  files  of  the  uepartment,  with  the  statement  from  which  they  were  is- 
sued, and  the  testimony  upon  which  the  duties  are  refimded  or  remitted. 

Ssc.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted y  That  in  all  cases  where  any  article 
or  package,  as  imported,  shall  have  been  partially  and  not  entirely  de- 
stroyed by  the  said  conflagration,  the  remission  or  refunding  of  duties 
upon  such  article  or  package  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  destruction 
by  the  said  fire,  as  that  prq>ortion  shall  be  ascertained  and  certified  to 
the  said  commissioners  by  the  appraisers  for  the  port  of  New  York ;  but 
this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  extend  to  any  merchandise 
or  property  destroyed  or  damaged  other  than  in  the  original  and  un- 
broken packages  as  imported. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  commissioners  may 
CT:iploy  a  clerk  who  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  out  of  any  tmappro- 
priated  money  in  the  Treasury  such  reasonable  compensation  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  allow,  which  payment  the  said  Secre- 
tary is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make,  not  to  exceed  the  rate 
of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum.

Be  it  encLcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentativeM  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  that  part  of 
the  State  of  Mississippi  north  of  the  poiift  where  the  range  line  strikes 
the  Mississippi  river,  between  townships  thirteen  and  fourteen,  of  the 
Washington  land  district,  is  hereby  created  a  collection  district,  to  be 
called  the  Vicksburff  district,  whereof  .Vicksburg  shall  be  the  port  of 
entry,  subject  to  aU  the  regulations  and  duties  prescribed  in  regard 
to  the  district  of  Mississippi,  by  an  act  passed  the  thirtieth  of  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  entitled  ''  An  act  to  establish  a  port 
of  entry  at  Natchez,  in  Mississippi,  and  creating  certain  other  ports  of 
delivery,  and  for  other  purposes;''  and  that  Grand  Gulf  shall  be  a  port 
of  delivery  within  said  district  of  which  Natchez  is  the  port  of  entry.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representations  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  for  the  disposal 
of  that  portion  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  United  States  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit :  beginning  at  the 
point  on  the  Sabine  river,  where  the  base  line  Gt  thirty-nrst  degree  of 
north  latitude  strikes  the  same ;  thence  up  said  river  to  the  point  where 
the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  of  Mexico  and  the  afore- 
said State  of  Louisiana  shall  leave  the  same ;  thence  with  said  boundary, 
when  the  same  shall  be  finally  fixed,  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
State;  thence  east  with  said  northern  boundary  to  the  dividing  line 
between  ranges  three  and  four  west ;  thence  with  said  dividing  line 
south  to  the  base  line  or  thirty-first  degree  of  north  latitude ;  thence 
with  said  line  to  the  beginning :  a  land  office  shall  be  established  and 
kept  in  the  town  of  Natchitoches,  to  be  known  as  the  office  for  the 
Northwestern  land  district  in  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  a  register  and  receiver  of 
public  moneys  shall  be  appointed  for  said  land  district  in  the  manner 
required  by  law,  who  shall  reside  in  the  town  of  Natchitoches;  they 
shall  give  bond  and  security  in  the  same  manner  and  in  the  same  sums, 
as  other  registers  and  receivers  in  said  State;  and  their  salaries,  emolu- 
ments, duties  and  authority  shall  in  every  respect  be  the  same,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  lands  in  the  aforesaid  district  as  are  now  given  or  granted  to 
the  registers  and  receivers  in  the  other  land  offices  in  said  State. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  during  the  continuance  of 
the  act  entitled  ''  An  act  to  grant  pre-emption  rights  to  settlers  on  the 
public  lands,"  approved  June  twenty-second,  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight,  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  aforesaid  land 
district  shall  attend  at  least  once  in  two  months  if  necessary  at  Shreeve- 
port  in  said  district  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  proof  of  and  acting  on 
such  claims  for  pre-emption  rights,  as  may  be  presented  to  them  under 
said  act,  and  remain  at  said  place  as  long  as  may  be  necessary  not  ex- 
ceeding two  weeks  at  a  time,  and  said  register  and  receiver  shall  give 
public  notice  for  at  least  two  weeks  of  the  time  they  will  attend  at  said 
place. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  is  hereby  invested  with  authority  to  direct  in  what 
manner  and  on  what  conditions  the  said  land  office  shall  be  supplied 
with  plats  and  copies  of  plats  and  surveys  fi'om  the  offices  now  establish- 
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ed  at  Monroe  and  Opelousas,  and  the  office  of  the  Surveyor  General  of 
Louisiana. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  furtJier  enacted,  That  all  that  portion  of  the  pre- 
sent Fayetteville  district  which  lies  south  of  the  line  between  townships 
eleven  and  twelve  north  of  the  principal  base  line,  shall  form  a  separate 
land  district,  and  be  called  the  Western  land  district,  and  the  land  office 
for  said  district  shall  be  established  at  the  county  seat  of  Johnson  county 
or  such  other  place  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  desig- 
nate. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  iThat  there  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  under 
the  existing  laws,  a  register  and  receiver  in  and  for  said  district,  whose 
compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  for  other  registers  and  re- 
ceivers ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as 
soon  as  it  can  be  done,  to  cause  the  necessary  tract  books,  plats,  mq)s 
and  surveys  of  the  public  lands,  in  said  district,  to  be  filed  in  said  office;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembied,  That  the  act  approved 
January  eighteen,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  en- 
titled '*  An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  horses  and  other  prq[>erty 
lost  or  destroyed  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,"  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  continued  in  force  for  two  years  from  the  end  of  the 
present  session  of  Congress. 

Approved,  July  7,  1838. 

Chap.  CLXXVIIL — Jin  Act  exempting  from  duty  the  coal  which  may  be  onboard 
cf  steamboats  or  vessels  propelled  by  steam  on  their  arrival  at  any  port  in  the 
United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  from  and  after  the  pass- 
age of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  captain  or  master  of  any  steam- 
boat or  vessel  propelled  by  steam,  arriving  at  any  port  in  the  United 
States,  to  retain  all  the  coal  such  boat  or  vessel  may  have  on  board  at 
the  time  of  her  arrival,  and  may  proceed  with  said  coal  to  a  foreign 
port,  without  being  required  to  land  the  same  in  the  United  States,  or 
to  pay  any  duty  thereon ;  and  all  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  following 
appropriations  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  made  and  directed  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
enable  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  cause  to  be  erected  and  esta- 
blished, the  light-houses,  beacon-lights,  buoys,  and  to  make  the  surveys 
herein  provided  for,  to  wit: 

State  of  Maine. — For  the  erection  of  two  buoys  near  the  entrance 
of  Portland  harbor,  viz :  one  on  Taylor's  ledge,  and  one  on  Broad- 
cove  rock,  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  rebuilding  the  light-house  on  Wood  island,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  placing  monuments  on  Fort-point  ledge,  Adam's  ledge,  and 
Buck  ledge,  in  Penobscot  river,  one  thousand  three  hundred  dollars, 
in  addition  to  the  former  appropriation  for  that  purpose.

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  he  hereby  is,  directed  to  cause  two  sets  of  dioptric  or 
lenticular  apparatus,  cme  of  the  first,  the  other  of  the  second  class,  and 
also  one  set,  if  he  deems  it  expedient,  of  the  reflector  apparatus,  all  of 
the  most  improved  kinds,  to  be  imported,  and  to  cause  the  said  several 
sets  to  be  set  up,  and  their  merits,  as  pompared  with  the  apparatus  in

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A  monament  on  Fiddler's  ledge,  Dear  the  mouth  of  Penobscot  bay. 

A  light  on  the  Southern  island  at  the  mouth  of  Tennant's  harbor,  at 
St.  George. 

Buoys  at  the  following  places,  to  wit :  On  Jacicnife  ledge ;  on 
White's  ledge ;  off  Lee's  island  ;  all  near  the  mouth  of  Kennebec  river. 

In  the  State  qf  Massachusetts. — A  bridge  to  connect  Plum  island 
with  the  mainland  near  Newburyport. 

A  light-house  or  beacon  on  or  near  a  point  called  the  Point  of  Rocks, 
at  the  mouth  of  Wesport  harbor. 

A  light-boat  between  Succonessett  point  and  a  shoal  called  the  Horse- 
shoe, in  the  northern  channel  of  Vineyard  sound. 

In  the  State  of  Connecticut. — For  a  light^boat  of  increased  size  on 
Bartlett's  reef,  and  a  light-boat  in  lieu  of  the  one  stationed  at  said  island. 

In  the  State  of  New  York. — A  light-house  on  Teller's  point,  in  the 
Hudson  river.  A  light-house  on  the  pier  at  the  mouth  of  Genesee 
river.  A  light-house  on  Bartlett's  point,  at  the  mouth  of  the  bay  formed 
by  the  entrance  of  French  creek  into  the  river  St  Lawrence.  A  light- 
house on  the  west  end  of  Fisher's  island,  at  a  place  called  Race  point. 
A  lightphouse  on  the  Hudson  river,  at  a  point  about  one  mile  south  of 
the  village  of  Athens.  A  light-house  on  the  northwest  point  o[  Gardi- 
ner's island,  Suffolk  county. 

A  lightphouse  or  light^boat  on  Execution  rock.  Long  Island  sound. 

In  the  State  of  Ohio. — A  beacon-light  on  a  point  near  Delaware 
flats,  so  called,  in  the  Maumee  bay. 

A  beacon-liffht  on  the  lower  end  of  Big  island,  near  the  foot  of  the 
rapids  of  the  Maumee  river. 

In  the  State  of  North  Carolina, — A  light-boat  with  one  or  more 
lights,  on  the  shoals  below,  or  in  the  vicinity  of.  Tar  river. 

A  lightpboat  of  increased  size  at  Brant  island,  in  lieu  of  the  one  now 
stationed  at  said  island.

For  erecting  buoys  on 
St.  Helena  bar,  one  thousand  dollars. 

In  the  State  of  Alabama. — A  light-house  on  Cedar  point,  and  buoys 
between  Cedar  point  and  Lake  Borgne. 

In  the  State  of  Kentucky. — A  light-house  at  the  port  of  Louisville. 

In  the  State  of  Illinois. — ^A  light-house  at  the  mouth  of  Little  Calu- 
met river. 

In  the  State  of  Michigan. — A  beacon-light  on  a  point  near  the  town 
of  Mackinac. 

A  light-house  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Maskegon,  Lake  Michigan. 

A  light>house  at  the  mouth  of  St.  Mary's  river,  on  Lake  Huron. 

A  light-house  at  Stony  Point,  on  Lake  Erie. 

A  light-house  at  the  mouth  of  Clinton  river,  on  Lake  St  Clair. 

A  light-house  at  the  mouth  of  North  Black  river.  Lake  Michigan. 

A  light-house  at  the  mouth  of  South  Black  river.  Lake  Michigan. 

In  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin. — A  light-house  at  the  mouth  of  Sauk 
river,  in  Lake  Michigan. 

A  light-house  at  Southport,  on  Lake  iMichigan. 

A  light-house  at  the  mouth  of  Kewaumee  river,  on  Lake  Michigan. 

In  the  Territory  of  Florida. — Two  light-houses  on  the  two  Totugas 
islands,  as  substitutes  for  the  present  light-house  on  Bush  key. 

A  light-house  at  Cape  St.  Bias,  near  the  entrance  to  the  Saint  Joseph  bay. 

A  light-house  on  Egmont  key,  Tampa  bay. 

Skc.  5.  And  be  it  further  enaaed,  That  in  all  cases  where  appro- 
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priations  are  made  in  this  act  for  the  erection  of  new  light-houses,  or 
new  light-boats  to  be  established  at  places  not  before  authorized  by  law, 
all  such  places  shall  first  be  carefully  examined,  and  the  most  suitable 
site  selected ;  and  the  persons  making  the  surveys  for  proposed  works 
in  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  act,  shall  report  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  upon  which  of  said  sites,  if  any,  the  safety  of  navigation 
and  the  public  interests  require  the  work  proposed  for  it,  and  dso,  a 
plan  and  estimate  in  detail  of  the  expense  of  each  work  so  required, 
including  the  necessary  buildings  to  be  connected  therewith.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Secretary  to  communicate  the  reports  thus 
made  to  Congress  within  the  first  week  of  the  session  thereof  in  Decem- 
ber next.  And  the  expense  of  said  surveys  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
paid  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  out  of  any  money  in  the  Trea- 
sury not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  same  having  been  first  adjusted  and 
allowed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  discontinue  at  his  discretion,  the 
old  light-houses  at  Oswego,  Dunkirk  and  Cleveland,  and  cause  the  sites 
belonging  to  the  United  States  of  the  old  light-houses  at  Cleveland,  on 
Lake  Erie,  and  at  Buffalo,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  to  be  sold  for 
such  prices,  respectively,  as  he  shalj  deem  the  same  to  be  worth,  and 
the  proceeds  of  such  sales  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  encu^ed,  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  employ  two  additional  clerks  in  the  FifUi  Auditor's  office. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  to  cause  such  a  special  examination  of  the  coast  between  the 
mouths  of  the  Mississippi  and  Sabine  rivers,  and  the  intermediate  har- 
bors, bays,  and  bayous  as  may  be  necessary  to  fix  suitable  locations  for 
light-houses  and  other  improvements,  which  may  five  a  more  safe  aad 
ready  access  to  the  said  harbors,  bays,  bayous,  and  rivers.

Chap.  CLXXXI.— ^n  Jet  to  etiabHth  a  new  judicial  ditiriet  in  the  Territory  <f 

Florida,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  <f  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  the  terri- 
tory included  within  the  present  boundaries  of  the  counties  of  Franklin, 
Washington,  and  Jackson,  in  the  Territory  of  Florida,  shall  constitute 
a  new  judicial  district,  to  be  called  the  Appalachicola  district,  the  judge 
of  which  shall  reside  at  the  town  of  Appalachicola,  or  at  the  town  of 
St.  Joseph's,  in  said  district. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  a  judge,  marshal,  and  dis- 
trict attorney  shall  be  appointed  in  said  district,  having  the  same  juris- 
diction, powers,  duties,  and  liabilities,  in  all  respects,  as  are  now  pos- 
sessed by  the  judges  of  the  superior  courts,  respectively,  in  the  Territory 
of  Florida,  and  the  said  marshal  is  hereby  required  to  give  the  same 
bonds  that  other  marshals  are  required  to  give  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Territory  of  Florida,  to  be  approved  of  and  re- 
corded as  now  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  courts  shall  be 
holden  at  the  times  and  places  now  established  by  law  in  said  district, 
until  changed  by  the  Legislative  Council  of  said  Territory ;  and  all  pro- 
cess, executed  by  and  returnable  to  said  courts  as  a  part  of  the  district 
of  West  Florida,  as  heretofore  organized,  shall  be  as  effectual  in  law  as 
if  the  said  district  had  not  been  changed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of

are  allowed  and  paid  to  the  other  judges,  marshals  and  district  attorneys 
in  said  Territory  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  the  Territory 
of  Florida,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated.

— JnAd  to  inareate  and  regulate  the  terme  ff  the  eiremt  and 
district  courts  for  the  northern  district  cfthe  State  of  New  York,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  there  shall  be 
four  regular  terms  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
northern  district  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  each  year ;  one  of  which, 
to  commence  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  January,  shall  be  held  in  the  city 
of  Albany ;  and  one  to  commence  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  July,  shall 
be  held  at  the  city  of  Utica ;  and  one  to  commence  on  the  third  Tues- 
day of  May,  shall  be  held  at  the  city  of  Rochester ;  and  one  to  com- 
mence on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  shall  be  held  at  the  city  of 
Buffalo.  And  there  shall  also  be  held  one  other  term  annually,  at  such 
time  and  in  such  place  within  the  counties  of  St  Lawrence,  Clinton,  or 
Franklin,  as  the  judge  of  said  district  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint, 
by  a  notice  of  at  least  forty  days,  to  be  published  in  the  State  paper  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  which  latter  term  shall  be  held  only  for  the 
trial  of  issues  of  fact  arising  within  the  said  three  last  mentioned  coun- 
ties ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  judge  of  said  court 
from  holding  special  terms  thereof  at  the  places  above  specified,  or  at 
any  other  places  in  said  district,  in  addition  to  said  regular  terms,  when 
he  shall  deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  term  of  the  circuit 
court  for  the  said  northern  district,  now  required  by  law  to  be  held  an- 
nually at  Albany  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June,  be  hereafter  held  at 
Canandaigua,  in  the  county  of  Ontario,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
third  Monday  of  June  in  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  trying 
all  issues  of  fact,  triable  by  a  jury  in  the  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  northern  district  of  New  York,  the  said  district  shall  be 
subdivided  into  three  divisions,  as  follows,  to  wit :  all  that  part  of  said 
district  lying  westward  of  the  west  lines  of  the  counties  of  Cayuga, 
Tompkins,  and  Tioga,  shall  constitute  the  western  division ;  the  coun- 
ties of  St.  Lawrence,  Franklin,  and  Clinton,  shall  constitute  the  north- 
ern division ;  and  all  the  remainder  of  the  district  shall  constitute  the 
eastern  division.  And  all  such  issues  of  fact  shall  be  tried  at  a  term  of 
said  court  to  be  held  in  the  division  where  the  cause  of  action  may  have 
arisen,  unless  the  said  court,  for  good  cause  shown,  shall  order  such 
issue  to  be  tried  elsewhere.  And  all  issues  of  fact  in  the  said  circuit 
court  to  be  tried  by  a  jury,  where  the  cause  of  action  may  have  arisen 
in  the  northern  or  eastern  division  aforesaid,  shall  be  tried  at  the  term 
of  said  circuit  court  to  be  held  at  Albany,  and  all  other  issues  of  fact 
in  said  circuit  court  to  be  tried  by  a  jury,  where  the  cause  of  action 
may  have  arisen  in  the  western  division  of  said  district,  shall  be  tried 
at  the  term  of  said  circuit  court  to  be  held  at  Canandaigua.  But 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  either  of  said  courts,  by  general

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rule,  from  regulating  the  venae  of  transitory  actions,  and  from  chang- 
ing the  same  for  a  good  cause  to  be  shown. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  issues  now  pending  in 
either  of  said  courts  shall  be  tried  at  the  places  above  prescribed  for 
holding  such  court,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  said  court,  in  pursuance 
of  the  authority  given  in  the  last  section ;  and  no  process  issued  or  pro- 
ceedings pending  in  either  of  said  courts  shall  be  avoided  or  impaired 
by  this  change  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  court ;  but  all 
process,  bail  bonds,  and  recognizances,  returnable  at  the  next  term  of 
either  of  said  courts,  shall  be  returnable  and  returned  to  the  said  court 
next  held  according  to  this  act,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  so  made  re- 
turnable on  the  face  thereof,  and  shall  have  full  effect  accordingly ;  and 
all  continuances  may  be  made  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act

line  of  the  Connecticut  Western  reserve  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
granted  to  the  State  of  Ohio.

the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  upon  the  best  terms 
he  can  command  for  money  in  hand  in  the  markets  of  this  or  of  any 
foreign  country,  as  upon  inquiry  he  shall  find  most  for  the  interest  of 
the  United  States,  the  two  bonds  held  by  the  United  States  against  "  the 
president,  directors,  and  company  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States," 
chartered  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  which  will  fall  due  in  the  month 
of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine, 
and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  being  the  two  last  of  four 
several  bonds,  dated  on  the  tenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven,  given  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  one 
million  nine  hundred  and  eighty-six  thousand,  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  dollars  and  four  cents  each,  with  interest  upon  each  bond,  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  from  the  third  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six  until  paid,  the  said  four  bonds 
having  been  received  by  the  United  States  as  security  for  the  final  pay- 
ment of  the  stock  held  by  the  United  States,  in  the  late  Bank  of  the 
United  States,  chartered  by  Congress,  and  to  execute  under  his  hand  and 
the  seal  of  his  office,  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the  said  bonds, 
suitable  and  proper  assignments  to  transfer  to  the  said  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers, his,  her,  or  their  representatives,  or  assigns,  all  the  right,  title 
and  interest  of  the  United  States,  of,  in,  and  to  the  money  due  and  to 
become  due  upon  the  bonds  sold  and  assigned  in  pursuance  of  this  act : 
Provided,  That  no  sale  of  either  of  the  said  bonds  shall  be  made  upon 
terras  less  favorable  to  the  United  States  than  the  par  value  of  the  bond 
sold,  at  the  time  of  sale,  calculated  according  the  rules  for  estimating 
the  par  value  of  securities  upon  which  interest  has  run  for  a  time,  but 
which  securities  have  not  reached  maturity. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  money  received  upon  the 
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sale  of  the  said  bonds,  shall  be  immediately  paid  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  or  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  thereof  in 
some  proper  depositcnry,  in  the  same  manner  that  other  moneys,  recei?ed 
for  dues  to  the  Government,  are  by  law  directed  to  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury.

CLXXXV.— w^n  jiet  to  prevent  the  inuine  and  eireulation  cf  the  bilkf 
notes  and  other  eecuritiea  of  corporaOona  created  o^  acts  cf  Congress  which  have 
expired. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assmbled^  That  in  all  cases 
where  the  charter  of  any  corporation  which  has  been  or  may  be  created 
by  act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  expired  or  may  here- 
after expire,  if  any  director,  officer  or  agent  of  the  said  corporation  or 
any  trustee  thereof,  or  any  agent  or  officer  of  such  trustee,  or  any  person 
having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control  the  prc^rty  of  the  said 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  paying  or  redeeming  its  notes  and  obliga- 
tions, shall  knowingly  issue,  re-issue,  or  utter  as  money  or  in  any  other 
way  knowingly  put  in  circulation,  any  bill,  note,  check,  draft,  or  other 
security  purporting  to  have  been  made  by  any  such  corporation  whose 
charter  has  expired  or  by  any  officer  thereof,  or  purporting  to  have  been 
made,  under  authority  derived  therefrom,  or  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  knowingly  aid  and  assist  in  any  such  act ;  every  person  so  offending, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  there- 
of shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  and  confinement  not  less  than  one  year  nor  exceeding  five 
years,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment :  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  make  it  unlawful  for  any  person 
not  being  such  director,  officer  or  agent  of  the  said  corporation,  or  any 
trustee  thereof,  or  any  agent  or  officer  of  such  trustee,  or  any  person 
having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control  the  property  of  the  corpo- 
ration for  the  purpose  aforesaid  who  shall  have  received  or  may  hereafter 
receive  such  bill,  note,  check,  draft  or  other  security,  bcma  fide  and  in 
the  ordinary  transactions  of  business,  to  utter  as  money  or  otherwise  cir- 
culate the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  in  all  cases  in  which  any 
corporation  has  been  or  may  be  created  by  acts  of  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  which  the  United  States  shall  have  been  interested 
as  a  stockholder  the  term  of  which  corporation  has  expired,  and  in 
which  any  bills,  notes,  checks,  drafts  or  other  securities,  made  under 
authority  derived,  or  alleged  to  have  been  derived  fi'om  such  act,  shall 
be  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  any  director,  officer  or  agent 
of  the  said  expired  corporation,  or  any  trustee  thereof,  or  any  agent  or 
officer  of  such  trustee,  or  any  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under 
his  control,  the  property  of  the  said  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing or  redeeming  its  notes  and  obligations,  the  several  circuit  courts  of 
the  United  States  shall  have  jurisdiction  on  the  bill  or  petition  of  the 
United  States  to  grant  injunctions  to  prevent  the  issuing,  reissuing,  or 
transfer  of  any  such  bills,  notes,  checks,  drafts,  or  other  securities ;  and 
also  to  cause  such  of  the  said  bills,  notes,  checks,  drafts,  or  other  securi- 
ties, as  have  been  redeemed,  to  be  delivered  up  and  cancelled ;  and  the 
said  several  courts  shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary  decrees  and 
orders  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  jurisdiction  hereby  con- 
ferred, and  to  execute  the  same  by  due  process  of  law.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  current  expenses  of 
the  Indian  department,  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with  the  various  In- 
dian tribes,  and  contingent  expenses,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated : 

For  the  current  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  Indian  department, 
viz: 

For  the  pay  of  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  at  St  Louis,  and 
the  several  Indian  agents,  as  provided  by  the  acts  of  June  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-seven,  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;

Chap.  CLXXXVIII.— ^n  Ad  to  encourage  the  introduction  and  promote  the 
cuUivaUon  of  tropical  plants  in  the  United  States, 

Whereas  in  obedience  to  the  Treasury  circular  of  the  sixth  of  Septem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven.  Doctor  Henry  Perrine,  late 
American  Consul  at  Campeachy,  has  distinguished  himself  by  his 
persevering  exertions  to  introduce  trc^ical  plants  into  the  United 
•  States :  and  whereas  he  has  demonstrated  the  existence  of  a  tropical 
climate  in  southern  Florida,  and  has  shown  the  consequent  certainty 
of  the  immediate  domestication  of  tropical  plants  in  tropical  Flo- 
rida, and  the  great  probability  of  their  gradusd  acclimation  through- 
out all  our  southern  and  southwestern  States,  especially  of  such  pro- 
fitable plants  as  propagate  themselves  on  the  poorest  soils;  and 
whereas,  if  the  enterprise  should  be  successful,  it  will  render  valua- 
ble our  hitherto  worthless  soils,  by  covering  them  with  a  dense  popu- 
lation of  small  cultivators  and  family  manufacturers,  and  will  thus 
promote  the  peace,  prosperity,  and  permanency  of  the  Union :  There- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  a  township  of 
land  is  hereby  granted  to  Doctor  Henry  Perrine  and  his  associates,  in 
the  southern  extremity  of  the  peninsula  of  East  Florida,  to  be  located 
in  one  body  of  six  miles  square,  upon  any  portion  of  the  public  lands 
below  twenty-six  degrees  north  latitude. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  tract  of  land  shall 
be  located  within  two  years  from  this  date,  by  said  Henry  Perrine,  and 
shall  be  surveyed  under  his  direction,  by  the  surveyor  of  Florida,  Pro- 
vided.  That  it  shall  not  embrace  any  land  having  sufficient  quantities 
of  naval  timber  to  be  reserved  to  the  United  States,  nor  any  sites  for 
maritime  ports  or  cities. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  any  section  of 
land  in  said  tract,  shall  be  really  occupied  by  a  bona  fide  settler,  ac- 
tually engaged  in  the  propagation  or  cultivation  of  valuable  trc^ical 
plants,  and  upon  proof  thereof  being  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  a  patent  shall  issue  to  the  said  Henry  Perrine  and 
his  associates. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ena>cttd.  That  every  section  of  land  in  the 
tract  aforesaid,  which  shall  not  be  occupied  by  an  actual  settler,  posi- 
tively engaged  in  the  propagation  or  cultivation  of  useful  tropical  i^ants 
within  eight  years  from  the  location  of  said  tract,  or  when  the  adjacent 
territory  shall  be  surveyed  and  offered  for  sale,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the 
United  States.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  Staies  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  if  any  person 
who  served  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
act  passed  the  seventh  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two, 
entitled  "  An  act  supplementary  to  the  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  sur- 
viving officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Revolution/'  have  died,  leaving  a 
widow,  whose  marriage  took  place  after  the  expiration  of  the  last  period 
of  his  service,  and  before  the  first  day  of  January,  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety-four,  such  widow  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  for  and  during 
the  term  of  five  years  from  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-six,  the  annuity  or  pension  which  might  have  been  allowed  to 
her  husband  in  virtue  of  said  act,  if  living  at  Qie  time  it  was  passed ; 
Provided^  That  in  the  event  of  the  marriage  of  such  widow,  said  an- 
nuity or  pension  shall  be  discontinued. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  pledge,  mortgage,  sale, 
assignment,  or  transfer  of  any  right,  claim,  or  interest,  in  any  annuity, 
half  pay,  or  pension,  granted  by  this  act,  shall  be  valid,  nor  shall  the 
half  pay,  annuity,  or  pension,  granted  by  this  act,  or  any  fbrmer  act  of 
Congress,  be  liable  to  attachment,  levy,  or  seizure,  by  any  process  in 
law,  or  equity,  but  shall  enure  wholly  to  the  personal  benefit  of  the  pen- 
sioner or  annuitant  entitled  to  the  same ;  and  that  before  a  warrant  shall 
be  delivered  to  any  person  acting  for  or  in  behalf  of  any  one  entitled 
to  money  under  this  act,  such  person  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  to  be  administered  by  the  proper  accounting  officer,  and 
put  on  file,  that  he  has  no  interest  in  said  money,  by  any  pledge,  mort- 
gage, transfer,  agreement,  understanding,  or  arrangement,  and  that  he 
does  not  know  or  believe  that  the  same  has  been  so  disposed  of  to  any 
other  person. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  k  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall 
adopt  such  regulations  and  forms  of  evidence,  in  relation  to  applications 
and  payments  under  this  act  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  may 
prescribe.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  following 
sums  of  money  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  con- 
struction of  roads  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  to  wit :  For  the  con- 
struction of  a  road  from  Fort  Howard  at  Green  Bay,  by  Milwaukee  and 
Racine,  to  the  Northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  the 
direction  of  Chicago  in  that  State,  to  be  expended  in  the  Territory  of 
Wisconsin,  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  For  the  construction  of  a  road 
from  the  town  of  Milwaukee  on  Lake  Michigan,  by  way  of  Madison, 
the  permanent  seat  of  Government  of  the  said  Territory,  to  a  point  op- 
posite the  town  of  Dubuque  on  the  Mississippi  river,  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars. For  the  construction  of  the  necessary  bridges  and  removing  ob- 
structions in  the  mail  road  from  the  northern  line  of  Missouri,  through 
the  original  counties  of  Des  Moines  and  Dubuque,  to  scnne  suitable 
point  on  the  Mississippi  river  between  Prairie  du  Chien  and  Dubuque, 
ten  thousand  dollars.  For  the  completion  of  the  military  road  from 
Fort  Crawford,  by  Winnebago,  to  Fort  Howard  at  Green  Bay,  five 
thousand  dollars.

For  the  survey  of  the  Des  Moines  and  Iowa  rivers,  with  a 
view  to  the  improvement  of  their  navigation,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars.

Chap.  CXCI. — An  Jei  to  provide  for  the  better  security  of  the  lives  of  passengers 
on  board  of  vessels  propelled  in  whole  or  in  part  by  steam,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  owners  of  steamboats,  or  vessels  propelled  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
steam,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight,  to  make  a  new  enrolment  of  the  same,  under  the 
existing  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  take  out  from  the  collector  co- 
surveyor  of  the  port,  as  the  case  may  be,  where  such  vessel  is  enrolled, 
a  new  license,  under  such  conditions  as  are  now  imposed  by  law,  and 
as  shall  be  imposed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  furtlter  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
owner,  master,  or  captain  of  any  steamboat  or  vessel  propelled  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  steam,  to  transport  any  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  or 
passengers,  in  or  upon  the  bays,  lakes,  rivers,  or  other  navigable  waters 
of  the  United  States,  from  and  afler  the  said  first  day  of  October,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight ;  without  having  first  obtained, 
fi'om  the  proper  officer,  a  license  under  the  existing  laws,  and  without 
having  complied  with  the  conditions  imposed  by  this  act ;  and  for  each 
and  every  violation  of  this  section,  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  vessel 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  United  States  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, one-half  for  the  use  of  the  informer ;  and  for  which  sum  or  sums 
the  steamboat  or  vessel  so  engaged  shall  be  liable,  and  may  be  seized 
and  proceeded  against  summarily,  by  way  of  libel,  in  any  district  court 
of  the  United  States  having  jurisdiction  of  the  ofience. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
district  judge  of  the  United  States,  within  whose  district  any  ports  of 
entry  or  delivery  may  be,  on  the  navigable  waters,  bays,  lakes,  and 
rivers  of  the  United  States,  upon  tl^e  application  of  the  master  or  owner 
of  any  steamboat  or  vessel  propelled  in  whole  or  in  part  by  steam,  to 
appoint,  from  time  to  time,  one  or  more  persons  skilled  and  competent 
to  make  inspections  of  such  boats  and  vessels,  and  of  the  boilers  and 
"^*  machinery  employed  in  the  same,  who  shall  not  be  interested  in  the 

manufacture  of  steam  engines,  steamboat  boilers,  or  other  machinery 
belonging  to  steam  vessels,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  such  inspeo* 
tion  when  called  upon  for  that  purpose,  and  to  give  to  the  owner  or 
master  of  such  boat  or  vessel  duplicate  certificates  of  such  inspection ;

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such  persons,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  shall 
make  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  said  district  judge,  or 
other  officer  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  well,  faithfully,  and 
impartially  to  execute  and  perform  the  services  herein  required  of  them. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  person  or  persons  who 
shall  be  called  upon  to  inspect  the  hull  of  any  steamboat  or  vessel,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  after  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
same,  give  to  the  owner  or  master,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  certificate,  in 
which  shall  be  stated  the  age  of  the  said  boat  or  vessel,  when  and  where 
originally  built,  and  the  length  of  time  the  same  has  been  running. 
And  he  or  they  shall  also  state  whether,  in  his  or  their  opinion,  the  said 
boat  or  vessel  is  sound,  and  in  all  respects  seaworthy,  and  fit  to  be  used 
for  the  transportation  of  freight  or  passengers;  for  which  service,  so 
performed  upon  each  and  every  boat  or  vessel,  the  inspectors  shall  each 
be  paid  and  allowed  by  said  master  or  ovmer  applying  for  such  inspec- 
tion, the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  person  or  persons  who 
shall  be  called  upon  to  inspect  the  boilers  and  machinery  of  any  steam- 
boat or  vessel,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  after  a  thorough 
examination  of  the  same,  make  a  certificate,  in  which  he  or  they  shall 
state  his  or  their  opinion  whether  said  boilers  are  sound  and  fit  for  use, 
together  with  the  age  of  said  boilers ;  and  duplicates  thereof  shall  be 
ddivered  to  the  owner  or  master  of  such  vessel,  one  of  which  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  master  and  owner  to  deliver  to  the  collector  or  sur- 
veyor of  the  port  whenever  he  shall  apply  for  a  license,  or  for  a  renewal 
of  a  license ;  the  other  he  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up,  and  kept  in  some 
conspicuous  part  of  said  boat,  for  the  information  of  the  public ;  and  for 
each  and  every  inspection  so  made,  each  of  the  said  inspectors  shall  be 
paid  by  the  said  master  or  owner  applying,  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
owners  and  masters  of  steamboats  to  cause  the  inspection  provided  under 
the  fourth  section  of  this  act  to  be  made  at  least  once  in  every  twelve 
months ;  and  the  examination  required  by  the  fifUi  secticm,  at  least  once 
in  every  six  months ;  and  deliver  to  the  collector  or  surveyed  of  the  port 
where  his  boat  or  vessel  has  been  enrdled  or  licensed,  the  certificate  of 
such  inspection ;  and,  on  a  failure  thereof,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  the 
license  granted  to  such  boat  or  vessel,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  pe- 
nalty as  though  he  had  run  said  boat  or  vessel  without  having  obtained 
such  license,  to  be  recovered  in  like  manner.  And  it  shall  l^  the  duty 
of  the  owners  and  masters  of  the  steamboats  licensed  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  to  employ  on  board  of  their  respective  boats  a 
competent  number  of  exjperienced  and  skilful  engineers,  and,  in  case  of 
neglect  to  do  so,  the  said  owners  and  masters  shall  be  held  responsible 
for  all  damages  to  the  property  of  any  passenger  on  board  of  any  boat 
occasioned  by  an  explosion  of  the  boiler  or  any  derangement  pf  the  en- 
gine or  machinery  of  any  boat. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  master  of  any 
boat  or  vessel,  or  the  person  or  persons  charged  with  navigating  said 
boat  or  vessel,  which  is  propelled  in  whole  or  in  part  by  steam,  shall 
stop  the  motion  or  headway  of  said  boat  or  vessel,  or  when  said  boat 
or  vessel  shall  be  stopped  for  the  purpose  of  dischkrging  or  taking  in 
cargo,  fuel  or  passengers,  he  or  they  shall  open  the  safety-valve,  so  as 
to  keep  the  steam  down  in  said  boiler  as  near  as  practicable  to  what  it 
is  when  the  said  boat  or  vessel  is  under  headway,  under  the  penalty  of 
two  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
owner  and  master  of  every  steam  vessel  engaged  in  the  transportation 
of  freight  or  passengers,  at  sea  or  on  the  Lakes,  Champlain,  Ontario, 
Erie,  Huron,  Superior,  and  Michigan,  the  tonnage  of  which  vessel  shall 
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not  exceed  two  hundred  tons,  to  proTide  and  to  carry  with  the  said  bo«t 
or  vessel,  upon  each  and  every  voyage,  two  long-boats  or  yawls,  each 
of  which  shall  be  competent  to  carry  at  least  twenty  persons ;  and  where 
the  tonnage  of  said  vessel  shall  exceed  two  hundred  tons,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  owner  and  master  to  provide  and  carry,  as  aforesaid,  not 
less  than  three  long-boats  or  yawls,  of  the  same  or  larger  dimensions ; 
and  for  every  failure  in  these  particulars,  the  said  master  and  owner 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  three  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
master  and  owner  of  every  steam  vessel  employed  on  either  of  the  lakes 
mentioned  in  the  last  section,  or  on  the  sea,  to  provide,  as  a  part  of  the 
necessary  furniture,  a  suction-hose  and  fire  engine  and  hose  suitable  to 
be  worked  co.  said  boat  in  case  of  fire,  and  carry  the  same  upon  each 
and  every  voyage,  in  good  order ;  and  that  itoa  rods  or  chains  shall  be 
employc^d  and  used  in  the  navigating  of  all  stesnboats,  instead  of  wheel 
or  tiller  ropes ;  and  for  a  failure  to  do  which,  they,  and  each  of  them, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  fiirther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
master  and  owner  of  every  steamboat,  running  between  sunset  and  sun- 
rise, to  carry  one  or  more  signal  lights,  that  may  be  seen  by  other  boats 
navigating  the  same  waters,  under  the  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  penalties  imposed  by 
this  act  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  Unite^i  States, 
in  the  district  or  circnit  court  of  such  district  or  circuit  where  the 
ofl^nce  shall  have  been  committed,  or  forfeiture  incurred,  or  in  which 
the  owi^er  or  master  of  said  vessel  may  reside,  one-half  to  the  use  of 
the  informer,  and  the  other  to  the  use  of  the  United  States ;  or  the  said 
penalty  may  be  prosecuted  for  by  indictment  in  either  of  the  said  courts. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted^  That  every  captain,  engineer, 
pilot,  or  other  person  employed  on  board  of  any  steamboat  or  vessel 
propelled  in  whole  or  in  part  by  steam,  by  whose  misconduct,  negli- 
gence, or  inattention  to  his  <m:  their  respective  duties,  the  life  or  lives 
of  any  person  or  persons  on  board  said  vessel  may  be  destroyed,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  manslaughter,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before 
any  circuit  court  in  the  United  States,  shall  be  sentenced  to  confinement 
at  hard  labor  for  a  period  not  more  than  ten  years. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  suits  and  actions 
against  proprietors  of  steamboats,  for  injuries  arising  to  person  or  pro^ 
perty  from  the  bursting  of  the  Ix^er  of  any  steamboat,  or  the  collapse 
of  a  flue,  or  other  injurious  escape  of  steam,  the  fact  of  such  bursting, 
collapse,  or  injurious  escape  of  steam,  shall  be  taken  as  full  prima  facie 
evidence,  sufficient  to  charge  the  defeindant  or  those  in  his  employment, 
with  negliffence,  until  he  ^all  show  that  no  negligence  has  fa«en  com- 
mitted by  hiih  or  those  in  his  oni^yment.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  ctnd  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  afler 
the  passage  of  this  law,  a  court  shall  be  established  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  for  the  trial  of  all  crimes  and  offences  against  the  laws  now 
in  force  in  the  said  District,  and  such  as  may  be  hereafter  enacted,  to  be 
composed  of  one  jud^e,  to  be  iqipointed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  wiUi  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  to  receive,  as  c<Hn- 
pensation  for  his  services,  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars, 


(cO  Alt  act  to  amend  *'  An  act  to  establish  a  criminal  court  in  the  District  of  Columbia;'*  February 
mK  1839,  chap.  31. 
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whidi  court  thall  be  stjled  the  criminal  court  of  the  District  of  Co* 
lombia. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  court  shall  hold  four 
terms  in  each  year,  on  the  first  Mondays  of  December,  March,  June, 
and  September,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  for  the  county  of  Washing- 
ton, and  two  terms  in  each  year,  on  the  first  Mondays  of  April  and 
November,  in  the  town  of  Alexandria,  for  Alexandria  county ;  and  that 
the  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  power  to  hold  special  terms  of  said 
court  in  each  county  whenever  it  shall  seem  to  him  necessary  to  order 
the  same,  of  which  order  ten  days'  previous  public  notice  shall  be 
given. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  district  attorney,  and 
marshal  of  the  said  District,  and  the  clerks  of  the  circuit  court  in  the 
said  District,  ka  the  counties  of  Washin^rton  and  Alexandria,  respec- 
tively, shall  attend  the  said  criminal  court  m  said  counties,  and  perform 
all  the  duties  now  by  law  recpiired  of  them,  respectively,  in  relation  to 
the  criminal  business  of  the  circuit  court  in  the  said  counties,  and  shall, 
respectively,  receive  the  same  fees  and  compensation  therefor.  And 
the  jurors  and  witnesses  attending  said  court  in  the  said  counties  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation  they  now  receive  for  their  attend- 
ance in  the  said  circuit  court  in  the  said  counties  respectively. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  k  further  enacted.  That  ail  recognizances,  present- 
ments, indictments,  pleas,  and  criminal  prosecutions,  and  proceedings 
whatsoever,  and  all  suits  and  proceedings  for  fines  and  forfeitures  and 
on  forfeited  recc^izances,  now  pending  in  the  said  circuit  court  for  the 
said  counties  of  Washington  and  Alexandria,  respectively,  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  said  criminal  court  in  the  said  counties,  respectively, 
and  be  there  proceeded  on  as  they  would  have  been  in  the  said  circuit 
court  for  said  counties,  respectively,  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed ; 
and  all  process  hereafter  issued,  or  now  issued  firom  the  said  circuit 
court,  for  the  said  counties,  respectively,  shall  be  returnable  and  re- 
turned to  the  said  criminal  court  at  the  next  succeeding  term  and  terms 
thereof,  in  the  said  counties,  respectively,  and  the  said  criminal  court 
shall  have  all  the  jurisdiction  in  the  said  counties,  respectively,  now 
held  by  the  said  circuit  court  in  the  said  counties,  respectively,  for  the 
trial  and  punishment  of  all  crimes  and  offences,  and  the  recovery  of  all 
fines,  forfeitures,  and  recognizances. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  circuit  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  or  any  judge  thereof,  during  the  vacation  of  the  court, 
shall  have  power  to  award  a  writ  of  error,  in  any  criminal  case  what- 
ever, wherem  final  judgment  shall  have  been  pronounced  by  the  criminal 
court  for  either  county  in  the  said  District,  returnable  to  the  circuit 
court  of  that  county  in  which  sdd  judgment  may  be  rendered,  convict- 
ing any  person  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  and  to  reverse  said  judg- 
ment, or  remand  the  case,  and  order  a  new  trial,  or  such  other  proceed- 
ing therein,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  to  enable  the  person  so  con- 
victed by  the  judgment  of  the  said  criminal  court,  to  apply  for  a  writ  of 
error,  in  all  cases  when  the  jud^ent  shall  be  death,  or  confinement  in 
the  penitentiary,  the  said  criminal  *  court  shall,  on  application  of  the 
party  accused,  postpone  the  final  execution  thereof,  to  a  reasonable 
time  beyond  the  next  term  of  said  circuit  court,  not  exceeding  in  any 
case  thirty  days  after  the  end  of  such  term  of  the  circuit  court. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  furth!tr  enacted.  That  the  said  criminal  court,  in 
any  case,  may  with  the  consent  of  the  person  accused,  adjourn  any  ques- 
tion of  law  to  the  circuit  court  of  that  county,  in  the  District  aforesaid, 
in  which  the  case  is  depending,  which  may  be  there  argued  and  decided, 
though  such  accused  person  to  not  present. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  hereafter  paid

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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembleal  That  the  act  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement  shall  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  explained,  limited,  and 
modified  as  fdlows : 

First.  Nothing  contained  in  said  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  aUow 
to  any  c^cer  additional  rations  for  time  past,  commcmly  called  back 
rations. 

Second,  The  posts  at  which  chaplains  shall  be  allowed  shall  be  limited 
to  the  number  of  twenty,  and  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  Secretary  at 
War,  and  shall  be  confined  to  places  most  destitute  of  instruction. 

Third.  That  so  much  of  said  act  as  requires  assistant  quartermasters 
to  be  separated  firom  the  line,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Fourth.  That  the  number  of  lieutenants  authorized  by  said  act  to  be 
added  and  transferred  to  the  Ordnance  Department,  shall  be  limited  to 
twelve. 

Fifth.  That  the  monthly  pay  of  a  private  soldier,  raised  by  said  act 
to  eight  dollars,  shall  be  limited  and  fixed  at  seven  doUars  a  month;  one 
dollar  thereof  shall  be  retained,  as  provided  for  in  said  act. 

Sixth.  That  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  ofiicers  of  the  En- 
^neer  department  for  disbursement  of  public  money,  while  superintend- 
mg  public  works. 

Seventh.  That  the  three  assistant  COTamissaries  of  subsistence  autho- 
rized by  said  act,  shall  not  be  separated  from  the  line  of  the  army. 

Eighth.  That  so  much  of  said  act  as  allows  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  of  land  to  soldiers  who  shall  have  served  ten  consecutive  years 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Ninth.  That  the  said  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  allow  to  the  Pay- 
master General  and  Surgeon  General  of  the  army,  the  additional  rations 
therein  granted  to  ofiicers  of  the  line  and  stafi*  for  every  five  years' service.

a  sum  not  exceeding  fifly  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for 
every  offence;  one  half  of  said  fine  shall  be  paid  to  tfie  prosecutor,  the

limited  in  this  section,  under  the  penalties  provided  in  the  foregoing 
section.

shall  be  construed  so  as  in  any  way  to  remove  or  impair  the  limitations 
upon  the  power  of  the  Postmaster  General  imposed  by  that  section.

and  the  residue  of  the  counties  of  said  State  shall  hereafter  compose  the 
southern  district  of  Alabama ;  and  a  court  shall  be  held  for  the  same, 
as  heretofore,  at  Mobile.

duty  of  the  clerks  of  the  said  courts  at  Huntsville  and  Mobile  safely  to 
transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  at  Tuscaloosa  the  original 
papers  in  all  cases  hereby  ordered  to  be  transferred,  together  with  a 
transcript  of  all  orders  and  other  proceedings  had  thereon. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  suits  hereafter  to  be 
brought  in  either  of  said  courts,  not  of  a  local  nature,  shall  be  brought 
in  a  court  of  the  district  where  the  defendant  resides ;  but  if  there  be 
more  than  one  defendant,  and  they  reside  in  different  districts,  the  plain- 
tiff may  sue  in  either,  and  send  duplicate  writ  or  writs  to  the  otheY  de- 
fendants ;  on  which  the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney  shall  endorse  that  the 
writ  thus  sent  is  a  copy  of  a  writ  sued  out  of  a  court  of  the  proper  dis- 
trict ;  and  the  said  writs,  when  executed  and  returned  into  the  office 
from  which  they  issued,  shall  constitute  one  suit,  and  be  proceeded  in 
accordingly.

For  the  construction  of  a  road  from  Racine,  by  JanesviUe,  to  Sinipee, 
on  the  Mississippi,  ten  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  survey  and  construction  of  a  road  from  Sauk  harbor,  on 
Lake  Michigan,  to  Dekorree,  on  the  Wisconsin  river,  five  thousand 
dollars; 

For  the  construction  of  a  road  from  Fond  du  Lac,  on  lake  Winne- 
bago, by  Fox  lake,  to  the  Wisconsin  river,  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  appropriated  by  the  act  of  the  seventh  of  July,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight,  entitled  '<An  act  making  appropriations  for  certain 
roads  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin"  for  a  railroad,  shall  be  applied  by 
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the  Secretary  of  War  to  the  survey  of  the  most  eligible  route  for  a  rail-  to  be  applied  to 
road  from  the  town  of  Milwaukee,  on  lake  Michigan,  to  such  point  on  ^^1,2!^  from"^  *

(6)  Certain  streets  were  laid  out  by  the  town  of  Charlestown,  Massachusetts ;  and  the  proceedings 
relatiye  to  the  same  were  afterwards  confirmed  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature.  The  streets  passed  over 
the  land  of  John  Harris ;  and  he  afterwards  received  a  compensation  from  the  town  for  takmg  the  land 
occupied  by  the  streets.  In  1800.  the  United  States,  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  the  legislature 
of  Massachusetts,  purchased  of  Mr.  Harris  several  parcels  of  land,  now  occupied  as  a  navy  yard.  And 
in  1801,  by  an  arrangement  between  the  town  of  Charlestown  and  the  United  States,  the  streets,  so  &r 
as  they  were  within  the  limits  of  the  navy  yard,  were  closed  up,  and  have  ever  since  been  discontinued, 
and  have  been  used  as  a  part  of  tbe  navy  yard.  The  agent  of  the  United  States  and  Mr.  Harris,  not 
agreeing  as  to  the  value  of  the  land  taken  for  the  navy  yard,  the  value  was  ascertained  and  determined 
by  a  jury  proceeding  under  a  law  authorizing  the  same,  and  the  amount  of  the  valuation  paid  to  Mr. 
Hams  by  the  UnitM  States.  The  jury  did  not  appraise  the  land  on  which  the  streets  were  laid  out. 
One  lot  of  ground  was  appraised  **  with  tbe  appurtenances.*'  This  action  was  instituted  by  the  heirs  of 
Mr.  Harris  claiming  to  b<M^aid  the  value  of  the  land  on  which  the  streets  had  been  laid  out,  but  which 
had  been  discontinued.    Tne  defendant  was  the  commandant  of  the  navv  yard. 

By  the  Court.  The  term  "  appurtenances,"  in  oommon  parlance,  and  in  legal  acceptation,  is  used  to 
signify  something  appertaining  to  another  thing  as  principal,  and  which  passes  as  incident  to  the  principal

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houte  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  there  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  and  granted  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  one  entire 
section  of  land,  of  any  of  the  surveyed  public  lands  in  said  Territory, 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  the  public  buildings  for  the  use  of 
the  Executive  •and  Legislative  departments  of  the  Government  of  the 
said  Territory :  Provided,  That  the  said  section  of  land  shall  be  select- 
ed under  the  authority  of  the  Territorial  Legislature,  the  seat  of  Govern* 
ment  located  thereon,  and  notice  of  said  sdection  officially  returned  to 
the  register  of  the  land  office  in  the  district  in  which  the  land  is  situated 
within  one  year  from  the  passing  of  this  act :  And  provided,  further, 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the  selection  of  the  six- 
teenth section  in  any  township  reserved  for  the  use  of  schools,  nor  of 
any  lot  reserved  for  public  puri>oses ;  and  that  in  the  selection  to  be 
made  as  aforesaid,  no  pre-existing  improvement  or  right  to  pre-emption 
recognized  by  law,  shall  be  prejudiced  thereby.

thing.  Land  cannot  be  appurtenant  to  land.  The  soil  and  freehold  of  the  streets  did  not  pass  to  the 
United  Slates,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  terra  **  appurtenances." 

The  right  of  the  plainiifis  to  the  freehold  of  the  streets  is  not  barred  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  of 
the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  of  30th  October,  1781.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  qf  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congreso  asoembfed.  That  the  marshals  of 
the  several  districts  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, and  of  the  Territories  of  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  and  of  Florida,  re- 
spectively, shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  required,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of  State,  and  according  to  such  instruc- 
tions as  he  shall  give,  pursuant  to  this  act,  to  cause  the  number  of  the 
inhabitants  within  their  respective  districts  and  territories  (omitting,  in

forty ;  those  of  forty  and  under  fifty ;  those  of  fifty  and  under  nxty ; 
those  of  sixty  and  under  seventy ;  those  of  seventy  and  under  eigh^ ; 
those  of  eighty  and  under  ninety ;  those  of  ninety  and  under  one  hun- 
dred ;  those  of  one  hundred  ahd  upwards :  and  shall  fiirther  distingui^ 
the  number  of  those  free  white  persons  included  in  such  enumeration 
who  are  deaf  and  dumb,  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years ;  and  those  of 
the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  under  twenty-five; -and  of  the  age  of 
twenty-five  and  upwards ;  and  shall  further  distinguish  the  number  of 
those  free  white  persons  included  in  such  enumeration  who  are  blind : 
and  also  in  like  manner  of  those  who  are  insane,  or  idiots,  distinguish- 
ih^  fiirther  such  of  the  insane  and  idiots  as  are  a  public  charge.  The 
said  enumeration  shall  distinguish  the  sexes  of  all  free  colored  persons, 
and  g£  all  other  colored  persons  bound  to  service  for  life  or  for  a  term 
of  years  and  the  ages  of  such  free  and  other  colored  persons,  respec- 
tively, of  each  sex,  under  ten  years  of  age ;  those  of  ten  and  under 
twenty-four ;  those  of  twenty-four  and  under  thirty-six ;  those  of  thirty- 
six  and  under  fifty-five ;  those  of  fifty-five  and  under  one  hundred ;  and 
those  of  one  hundred  and  upwards:  and  shall,  fiirther  distinguish  the 
number  of  those  free  colored  and  other  colored  persons  included  in  the 
foregoing  who  are  deaf  and  dumb,  without  regard  to  age,  and  those  who 
are  blind  and  also  in  like  manner  of  those  who  are  insane  or  idiots,  dis- 
tinguishing fiirther  such  of  the  insane  and  idiots  as  are  a  public  charge. 
For  eftecting  which  the  marshals  aforesaid  shall  have  power,  and  are 
hereby  required,  to  appoint  one  or  more  assistants  in  each  citv  and 
county  in  their  respective  districts  and  territories,  residents  of  such  city 
or  county  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed :  and  shall  assign  to  each 
of  the  said  assistants  a  certain  division  of  territory ;  which  divisicm 
shall  not  consist,  in  any  case,  of  more  than  one  county,  but  may  include 
one  or  more  towns,  townships,  wards,  hundreds,  precincts,  or  parishes, 
and  shall  be  plainly  and  distinctly  bounded.

The  marshals  and  their  assistants  shall,  respectively,  before 
entering  on  the  performance  of  their  duty  under  this  act,  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  or  affirmation  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace 
resident  within  their  respective  districts  or  territories,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties.  The  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  marshal 
shall  be  as  follows:  ''I,  A  B,  marshal  of  the  district  (or  territory) 

of ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  truly  and  faithfully 

cause  to  be  made  a  full  and  perfect  enumeration  and  description  of  all 
perscms  resident  within  my  district,  (or  territory,)  and  return  the  same 
to  the  Secretary  of  State,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  an  act  of  Con- 
gress entitled  <  An  act  to  provide  for  taking  the  sixth  census  or  enume- 
ration of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,'  according  to  the  best  of 
my  ability."  The  oath  or  affirmation  of  an  assistant  shall  be  as  follows : 
Form  ofaasist-   "  i>  A  B,  appointed  an  assistant  to  the  marshal  of  the  district  (or  terri- 

toti'  oath.  tory)of ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  make  a  just, 

faithfiil,  and  perfect  enumeration  and  description  of  all  persons  resident 
within  the  division  assigned  to  me  for  that  purpose  by  the  mar^al  of 

the  district  (or  territory)  of ,  and  make  due  return  thereof  to 

the  said  marshal,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  an  act  of  CkiDgress 
entitled  *  An  act  to  provide  for  taking  the  sixth  census  or  enumeration 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,'  according  to  the  best  of  my 
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ability,  and  that  I  will  take  the  said  enamaraticMi  and  description  bj 
actual  inquiry  at  every  dwelling  house  within  said  division,  or  personal 
inquiry  of  the  head  of  every  ftunily,  and  not  otherwise."  The  enume- 
ration shall  commence  on  the  first  day  in  June,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  shall  be  completed  and  closed  within 
ten  calendar  months  thereafter.  The  several  assistants  shall,  within 
nine  months,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty,  deliver  to  the  marshals  by  whom  they  shall  be 
appointed,  respectively,  two  copies  of  the  accurate  returns  of  all  per- 
sons, except  Indians  not  taxed,  to  be  enumerated  as  aforesaid,  within 
their  respective  divisions ;  which  returns  shall  be  made  in  a  schedule, 
and  which  shall  distinguish,  in  each  county,  city,  town,  township,  ward, 
precinct,  hundred,  district,  or  parish,  according  to  the  civil  divisions  of 
the  States  ot  Territories,  respectively,  the  several  families,  by  the  name 
of  the  head  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  assistant  failing,  or 
neglecting  to  make  a  pr(^>er  return,  or  making  a  false  return  of  the 
enumeration  to  the  marshal,  within  the  time  limited  by  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  recoverable  in  the  manner  point- 
ed out  in  the  next  section  hereof 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  marshals  shall  file  one 
copy  of  each  of  the  several  returns  aforesaid,  and,  also,  an  attested  copy 
of  Uie  aggregate  amount  hereinafter  directed,  to  be  transmitted  by  them, 
respectively,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  with  the  clerks  of  their  respec- 
tive districts  or  superior  courts,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  are  hereby 
directed  to  receive,  and  carefully  to  preserve,  the  same ;  and  the  mar- 
shals, respectively,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  one  copy  of  the  several  returns  received  firom  each  assistant,  and, 
also,  the  aggregate  amount  of  each  description  of  persons  within  their 
respective  districts  or  territories ;  and  every  marshal  failing  to  file  the 
returns  of  his  assistants,  or  the  returns  of  any  of  them,  with  the  clerks 
of  the  respective  courts,  as  aforesaid,  or  failing  to  return  one  copy  of 
the  several  returns  received  firom  each  assistant,  and,  also,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  each  description  of  persons  in  their  re^>ective  districts  or 
territories,  as  required  by  this  act,  and  as  the  same  shall  af^ar  from 
said  returns,  to  Uie  Secretary  of  State,  within  the  time  limited  by  this 
act,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  which  forfeiture  shall  be  recoverable  in  the  courts  of  the  districts 
or  territories  where  the  said  offences  shall  be  committed,  or  within  the 
circuit  courts  held  within  the  same,  by  action  of  debt,  information,  or 
indictment ;  the  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  informer ;  but  where  the  prosecution  shall  be  first 
instituted  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  the  whole  shall  accrue  to  their 
use ;  and,  for  the  more  effectual  discovery  of  such  offences,  the  judges 
of  the  several  district  courts  in  the  several  districts,  and  of  the  supreme 
courts  in  the  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  aforesaid,  at  their  next 
session  to  be  held  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  for  making 
the  returns  of  the  enumeration  hereby  directed  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  shall  give  this  act  in  charge  to  the  grand  juries  in  their  respec- 
tive courts,  and  shall  cause  the  returns  of  the  several  assistants,  and  the 
said  attested  copy  of  the  aggregate  amount,  to  be  laid  before  them  for 
their  inspection.  And  the  respective  clerks  of  the  said  courts  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  said  original  returns  shall  have  been  laid 
before  the  grand  juries  aforesaid,  transmit  and  deliver  all  such  original 
returns,  so  filed,  to  the  department  of  State. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  assistant  shall  receive 
at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  for  every  hundred  persons  by  him  returned, 
where  such  persons  reside  in  the  country ;  and  where  such  persons  re- 
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mde  in  a  city  or  town  containing  more  than  three  thousand  personB, 
such  assistant  shall  reoeire  at  the  same  rate  for  three  thousand,  and  at 
the  rate  of  two  dollars  for  every  three  hundred  persons  over  three  thou* 
sand,  residing  in  such  city  or  town ;  but  where,  from  the  diq>ersed 
situation  of  the  inhabitants  in  some  divisions,  two  ddlars  will  not  be 
sufficient  for  one  hundred  persons,  the  marshals,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  judges  of  their  respective  districts  or  territories,  may  make  such 
further  allowance  to  the  assistants  in  such  divisions  as  shall  be  deemed 
an  adequate  compensation :  Provided,  The  same  does  not  exceed  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  for  every  fifty  persons  by  them  returned :  Pro* 
vided,  further.  That  before  any  assistant  as  aforesaid,  shall,  in  any  case, 
be  entitled  to  receive  said  compensation,  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
authorized  to  administer  the  same,  to  wit :  "  I,  A  B,  do  solemnly  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  the  number  of  persons  set  forth  in  the  return  made  by 
me,  agreeably  to  the  provision  of  the  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide 
for  tuing  the  sixth  census  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States,'  have  been  ascertained  by  an  actual  inquiry  at  every 
dwelling-house,  or  a  personal  inquiry  of  the  head  of  every  family,  in 
exact  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  said  act ;  and  that  I  have,  in 
every  respect,  fulfilled  the  duties  required  of  me  by  said  act,  to  the  best 
of  my  abilities ;  and  that  the  return  aforemid  is  correct  and  true,  ac- 
cording to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief."

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  eruictedy  That  every  person  whose  usual 
place  of  abode  shall  be  in  any  family  on  the  said  first  day  of  June,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fc^rty,  shall  be  returned  as  of  such  family ; 
and  the  name  of  every  person  who  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  any  district 
or  Territory,  without  a  settled  place  of  residence,  shall  be  inserted  in 
the  column  of  the  schedule  which  is  allotted  for  the  heads  of  families 
in  the  division  where  he  or  she  shall  be  on  the  said  first  day  of  January, 
and  every  person  occasionally  absent  at  the  time  of  enumeration,  as 
belonging  to  the  place  in  which  he  or  she  usually  resides  in  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  and  every  free  person 
more  than  sixteen  years  of  age,  whether  heads  of  families  or  not,  be- 
longinff  to  any  family  within  any  division,  district,  or  Territory,  made 
or  established  within  the  United  States,  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  obliged 
to  render  to  the  assistant  of  the  division,  if  required,  a  true  account,  to 
the  best  of  his  or  her  knowledge,  of  every  person  belonging  to  such  far 
mily,  respectively,  according  to  the  several  descriptions  aforesaid,  on 
pain  of  forfeiting  twenty  doUars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  any 
action  of  debt,  by  such  assistant ;  the  one  half  to  his  own  use,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  use  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  and  every  assistant, 
previous  to  making  his  return  to  the  marshal,  shall  cause  a  correct  copy, 
signed  by  himself,  of  the  schedule  containing  the  number  of  inhabitants 
within  his  division,  to  be  set  up  at  two  of  the  most  public  places  within 
the  same,  there  to  remain  for  Uie  inspection  of  all  concerned ;  for  each 
of  which  copies  the  said  assistant  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  five  dol- 
lars :  Provided,  Proof  of  the  schedule  having  been  set  up  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  marshal,  with  the  return  of  the  number  of  persons ;  and 
in  case  any  assistant  shall  fail  to  make  such  proof  to  the  marshal,  with 
the  return  of  the  number  of  persons,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  the 
compensation  allowed  him  by  this  act 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  required  to  transmit  to  the  marshals 
of  the  several  districts  and  Territories,  regulations  and  instructions. 
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pursuant  to  this  act,  for  carrying  the  same  into  effisct ;  and,  also,  the 
forms  contained  therein  of  the  schedule  to  be  returned,  and  such  other 
forms  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  this  act  into  execution,  and  pro- 
per interrogatories  to  be  administered  by  the  several  persons  to  be  em- 
ployed in  taking  the  enumeration.

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  when  the  aforesaid  enume- 
ration shall  be  completed  and  returned  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  by  the  marshals  of  the  States  and  Territories,  he  shall  direct  the 
printers  to  Congress  to  print,  for  the  use  of  Congress,  ten  thousand 
copies  of  the  aggregate  returns  received  fi'om  the  marshals :  And  pro- 
videdy  That  if  any  marshal,  in  any  district  within  the  United  States  or 
Territories,  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  ask,  demand,  or  receive,  or 
contract  to  receive,  of  any  assistants  to  be  appointed  by  him  under  this 
act,  any  fee,  reward,  or  compensation,  for  the  appointment  of  such  as- 
sistant to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  such  assistant  under  this  act, 
or  shall  retain  firom  such  assistant  any  portion  of  the  compensation  al- 
lowed to  the  assistant  b^  this  act,  the  said  marshal  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  m  office,  and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  amount 
of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  or  in- 
dictment in  any  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  United  States  or  the 
Territories  thereof,  one  half  to  the  use  of  the  Government,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  informer ;  and  all  contracts  which  may  be  made  in 
^violation  of  this  law,  shall  be  void,  and  all  sums  of  money  or  property 
paid,  may  be  recovered  back  by  the  party  paying  the  same,  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  same. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  marshals  of  the  several  States,  Territories,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  the  amount  of  postage  by  them  req[>ectively  paid  on  letters 
relating  to  their  duties  under  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  aforesaid  marshals  and 
their  assistants  shall  also  take  a  census  of  all  persons  receiving  pensions 
from  the  United  States  for  revolutionary  or  military  services,  stating 
their  names  and  ages :  and  also  shall  collect  and  return  in  statistical 
tables,  under  proper  heads,  according  to  such  forms  as'  shall  be  furni^ 
ed,  all  such  information  in  relation  to  mines,  agriculture,  commerce, 
manufactures,  and  schools,  as  will  exhibit  a  foil  view  of  the  pursuits, 
industry,  education  and  resources  of  the  country,  as  shall  be  directed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  to  prepare 
such  forms,  regulations,  and  instructions,  as  shall  be  necessary  and  pro- 
per to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  twenty  thou- 
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lamd  dollars  is  hereby  vppro^i$ted,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  <^  carrying  this  act  into

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RmreeentaHvee  rf  the 
United  Statee  cf  America  in  Congrem  assemmed,  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  district  judge  of  Missouri  to  attend  at  St  Louis,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  October  annually,  who  shall  hare  power  to  make  all  neces- 
sary orders  touching  any  suit,  action,  appeal,  writ  of  error,  process, 
pleadings,  or  proceedings  returned  to  the  circuit  court,  or  depending 
therein,  preparatory  to  the  hearing,  trial,  or  decision  of  such  action, 
suit,  appeal,  writ  of  error,  process,  pleadings,  or  proceedings ;  and  all 
writs  and  process  may  be  returnable  to  the  said  courts  on  the  first  Mon-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  HouseqfRepre»entativeiofthe  United 
States  cf  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  fdlowing  sums  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  unappro- 
priated money  in  the  Treasury,  yiz : 

For  compensation  to  the  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  the  Postmaster  General, 
sixty  thousand  dollars ; 

For  salary  of  the  Secretary  to  sign  patents  for  public  lands,  per  act  of 
March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  one  thousand  fiye  hun- 
dred dollars ; 

For  clerks  and  messengers  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
twenty  thousand  three  hundred  ddlars; 

For  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Department  of  State,  including 
publishing  and  distributing  the  laws,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars ; 

For  compiling  and  printing  the  Biennial  Register,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars:  Provided^  That  the  printing  of  the  said  Biennial 
Register  and  the  job  printing,  stationery  and  binding  of  each  of  the 
Executive  Departments,  shall  be  furnished  by  contract,  proposals  for 
which  shall  regularly  be  advertised  for  in  the  public  prints.  The  classes, 
character,  and  description  of  the  printing  being  specified  in  each  adver- 
tisement, as  far  as  that  can  be  done,  and  it  being  made  a  condition  in 
all  cases,  unless  otherwise  specifically  stated  in  the  advertisement,  that 
the  work  shall  be  done  in  the  city  of  Washington ;  and  the  contract  shall

For  contingent  expenses  of  said  building,  including  fuel,  labor,  oil 
and  repairs,  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifly  dollars ; 

For  compensation  to  the  clerks  and  messengers  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  sixteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  d(^ 
lars; 

For  compensation  to  the  clerks  in  said  office,  per  act  of  the  twenty- 
third  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entitled,  An  act  to  regulate 
the  deposites  of  the  public  money,  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars ; 

For  compensation  to  the  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars ; 

For  compensation  to  the  clerks  and  messengers  in  the  office  of  the 
First  Comptroller,  nufieteen  thousand  three  hundred  dollars ;

town  Indians,  and  which  by  a  subsequent  treaty  with  the  Menomonie 
tribe,  bearing  date  27th  October  1832,  and  ratified  13th  March  1833, 
was  further  secured  to  the  said  Brothertown  Indians,  may  be  partitioned 
and  divided  among  the  difierent  individuals  composing  said  tribe  of 
Brothertown  Indians,  and  may  be  held  by  them  separately  and  severally 
in  fee  simple,  after  such  division  shall  have  been  made  in  the  manner 
hereafter  mentioned.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  ef  Sepresentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress^ 
asMcsMed^  That  nothing  contained  in  the  second  section  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  making  appropria-* 
tions  for  Uie  civil  and  diplomatic  expenses  of  Government  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hunored  and 
thirty-nine,**  approved  on  the  third  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  shall 
take  away,  or  be  construed  to  take  awav  or  impair,  the  right  of  any  person  or  persons  who  have  paid  or 
shall  hereafter  pay  money,  as  and  for  duties,  under  protest,  to  any  collector  of  the  customs,  or  other

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  report  and  map  shall 
be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  said  Territory,  and  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
said  county,  and  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  President  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January  next ;  and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  filed 
and  transmitted  to  the  President,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  Brothertown  In- 
dians, and  each  and  every  of  them,  shall  then  be  deemed  to  be,  and  fi-om

over  other  parts  of  said  Territory ;  and  their  rights  as  a  tribe  or  nation, 
and  their  power  of  making  or  executing  their  own  laws,  usages,  or  cus-

That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  them  of  the 
right  to  any  annuity  now  due  to  them  from  the  State  of  New  Y<H*k  or 
the  United  States,  but  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  such  annuity 
in  the  same  manner  as  though  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

prior  to  his  application :  Provided,  Tnat  the  same  shall  not  have  been 
introduced  into  public  and  common  use  in  the  United  States,  prior  to 
the  application  for  such  patent :  And  provided,  also.  That  in  all  cases 
every  such  patent  shall  be  limited  to  the  term  of  fourteen  years  from  the 
date  or  publication  of  such  foreign  letters  patent 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  eniicted.  That  every  person  or  corporation 
who  has,  or  shall  have,  purchased  or  coiistructed  any  newly  invented 
machine,  manufacture,  or  composition  of  matter,  prior  to  the  applica- 
tion by  the  inventor  or  discoverer  for  a  patent,  shall  be  held  to  possess  * 
the  right  to  use,  and  vend  to  others  to  be  used,  the  specific  machine, 
manufacture,  or  composition  of  matter  so  made  or  purchased,  without 
liability  therefor  to  the  inventor,  or  any  other  person  interested  in  such 
invention ;  and  no  patent  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  by  reason  of  such 
purchase,  sale,  or  use  prior  to  the  application  for  a  patent  as  aforesaid, 
except  on  proof  of  abandonment  of  such  invention  to  the  public ;  or 
that  such  purchase,  sale,  or  prior  use  has  been  for  more  than  two  years 
prior  to  such  application  for  a  patent. 

Sec.  S.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  so  much  of  the  eleventh  sec- 
tion of  the  above  recited  act  as  requires  the  payment  of  three  dollars 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  for  recording  any  assignment,  grant,  or 
conveyance  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  interest  or  right  under  any 
patent,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed ;  and  all  such  assignments, 
grants,  and  conveyances  shall,  in  future,  be  recorded  without  any  charge 
whatever. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  a  sum  of  money  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  doHars,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  out 
of  the  patent  fund,  to  be  expended  by  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  in 
the  collection  of  agricultural  statistics,  and  for  other  agricultural  pur- 
poses ;  for  which  the  said  Commissioner  shall  account  in  his  next  an- 
nual report. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  provbions  of  the  six- 
teenth section  of  the  before  recited  act  shall  extend  to  all  cases  where 
pateuts  are  refused  for  any  reason  whatever,  either  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Patents  or  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  District  of  Ccrfumbia,  upon 
appeals  from  the  decision  of  said  Commissioner,  as  well  as  where  the 
same  shall  have  been  refused  on  account  of,  or  by  reason  of,  interference 
with  a  previously  existing  patent ;  and  in  all  cases  where  there  is  no 
exposing  party,  a  copy  of  the  bill  shall  be  served  upon  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Patents,  when  the  whole  of  the  expenses  of  the  proceeding 
shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant,  whether  the  final  decision  shall  be  in  his 
favor  or  otherwise. 

Sec  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  where  an  appeal 
is  now  allowed  by  law  from  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Patents 
to  a  board  of  examiners  provided  for  in  the  seventh  section  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  additional,  the  party,  instead  thereof,  shall  have  a  right 
to  appeal  to  the  chief  justice  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  District  of  Columbia,  by  giving  notice  thereof  to  the  Commis- 
sioner, and  filing  in  the  Patent  Office,  within  such  time  as  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  appoint,  his  reasons  of  appeal,  specifically  set  forth  in  writ- 
ing, and  also  paying  into  the  Patent  Office,  to  the  credit  of  the  patent 
fund,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
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chief  justice,  on  petition,  to  hear  and  determine  -all  such  appeab,  and 
to  revise  such  decisions  in  a  summary  way,  on  the  evidence  produced 
before  the  Commissioner,  at  such  early  and  convenient  time  as  he  may 
appoint)  first  notifying  the  Conmiissioner  of  the  time  and  [dace  of  hear- 
ing, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  notice  thereof  to  all  parties  who  ap- 
pear to  be  interested  therein,  in  such  manner  as  said  judge  shall  pre- 
scribe. The  Commissi(mer  shall  also  lay  before  the  said  judge  all  the 
original  papers  and  evidence  in  the  case,  toother  with  the  grounds  of 
his  decision,  fully  set  forth  in  writing,  touchmg  all  the  points  involved 
by  the  reasons  of  appeal,  to  which  the  revision  shall  be  confined.  And 
at  the  request  of  any  party  interested,  or  at  the  desire  of  the  judge,  the 
Commissioner  and  the  examiners  in  the  Pateni'Office,  may  be  examined 
under  oath,  in  explanation  of  the  principles  of  the  machine  or  other 
thin£  for  which  a  patent,  in  such  case,  is  prayed  for.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  judge,  after  a  hearing  of  any  such  case,  to  return  all 
the  papers  to  the  Commissioner,  with  a  certificate  of  his  proceedings 
and  decision,  which  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  the  Patent  Office ; 
and  such  decision,  so  certified,8hall  govern  the  further  proceedings  of 
the  Commissioner  in  such  case;  Prwndedj  however,  That  no  (pinion 
or  decision  of  the  judge  in  any  such  case,  shaU  preclude  any  person 
interested  in  favor  or  against  the  validity  of  any  patent  which  has  been 
or  may  hereafter,  be  granted,  firom  the  right  to  contest  the  same  in  any 
judicial  court,  in  any  action  in  which  its  validity  may  come  in  question. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Commissioner  of 
Patents  shall  haVfe  power  to  make  all  such  regulations  in  respect  to  the 
taking  of  evidence  to  be  used  in  contested  cases  before  him,  as  may  be 
just  ^d  reasonable.  And  so  much  of  the  act  to  whi<^  this  is  aiddi- 
tional,  as  provides  for  a  board  of  examiners,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  A^  he  it  further  enacted^  That  there  be  paid  annually^ 
out  of  ijfie  patent  fimd,  to  the  said  chief  justice,  in  coosideration  of  the 
duties  herein  imposed,  the  sun  of  one  huadred  dollars.

iional  powers  for  the  dtfence  cf  the  United  States^  in  certain  eases,  agoinet  tnoo- 
ston,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  ai%d  Haute  of  RepreserUatives  cf  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congreee  assembled^  That  the  President 
of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  resist  any  at- 
tempt OQ  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  to  enforce,  by  arms,  her  claim  to 
exclusive  jurisdiction  over  that  part  of  the  State  of  Maine  which  is  in 
dispute  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain ;  and  for  that  pur- 
pose, to  employ  the  naval  and  military  forces  of  the  United  States  and 
such  portions  of  the  militia  as  he  may  deem  it  advisable  to  call  into 
service. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  militia  when  called  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  of  the  act  en- 
titled <<  An  act  to  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the 
laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections,  repel  invasions,  and  to 
repeal  the  act  now  m  force  for  these  purposes,"  may,  if  in  the  opinion 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  public  interest  require  it,  be 
compelled  to  serve  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months  after  the  arrival 
at  the  place  of  rendezvous,  in  any  one  year  unless  sooner  discharged. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  the  event  of  actual  inva-

cept  the  senrices  of  any  number  of  volunteers  not  exceeding  fifty  thou- 
sand, in  the  manner  provided  for  by  an  act  entitled  ''  An  act  author- 
izing the  President  of  the  United  States  to  accept  the  service  of  volun- 
teers and  to  raise  an  additional  regiment  of  dragoons  or  mounted  rifle- 
men, approved  May  twenty-third,  eighteen  hun£ed  and  thirty-six." 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  in  the  event  of  either  of  the 
contingencies  provided  for  in  this  act  the  President  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  authorized  to  complete  the  public  armed  vessels  now  authorized 
by  law,  and  to  equip,  man,  and  employ,  in  actual  service,  all  the  naval 
force  of  the  United  States,  and  to  build,  purchase,  or  charter,  arm, 
equip,  and  man,  such  vessels  and  steamboats  on  the  Northern  lakes  and 
rivers,  whose  waters  communicate  with  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  to  protect  the  United  States  from 
invasion  from  that  quarter. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  sum  of  ten  millions  of 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  and  placed  at  his  disposal  for  the  purpose 
of  executing  the  provisions  of  this  act;  to  provide  for  which  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  cause  to  be  issued  certificates  of  stock  signed  by 
the  Register  of  the  Treasury,  for  the  sum  to  be  borrowed,  or  any  part 
thereof;  and  the  same  to  be  sold  upon  the  best  terms  that  may  be  offered

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  eighteen  thou- 
sand dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  outfit  and  salary  of  a 
roecial  minister  to  Great  Britain :  Provided,  The  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  appoint  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  the  event  of  either  of  the 
contingencies  provided  for  in  the  first  and  third  sections  of  this  act,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  authorized  to  apply  a  part  not 
exceeding  one  million  of  dollars  of  the  appropriation  made  in  this  act 
to  repairing  or  arming  fortifications  along  the  seaboard  and  firontier. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  militia  or  volun- 
teers are  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  they  shall  have  the 
organization  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  receive  the 
same  pay  and  allowances. 

Sec  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  several  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  in  force  until  the  end  of  sixty  days  after  the  meeting  of  the 
first  session  of  the  next  Congress,  and  no  longer.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  term  of  service  of  the 
present  Do^gate  for  said  Territory  of  Iowa  shall  expire  on  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty ;  and  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  Territory  may  elect  a  Delegate  to  serve  from  the  said

XCiiL — Jn  Act  Tnaking  appropriations  for  preventing  and  suppressing  /n- 
dian  hostilities,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  anaihirty^nine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following 
sums,  amounting  to  one  million  eight  hundred  and  foi)r  thousand  seven 
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kuidped  and  seyentj-lbur  dollars,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  iq>pn>- 
priated,  out  of  aDj  monej  in  the  Treasury  not  otfaerwiBe  af^ropriated, 
to  defray  the  expenses  which  ha^e  been,  or  may  be,  incorred,  in  pre- 
Tenting  or  suppressing  the  hostilities  of  any  Indians,  in  die  year  eighteen 
hondred  and  thirty-nine ;  to  be  eirpended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  conformably  to  the  acts  of  Congress  of  the  nine- 
teenth of  March  and  the  second  of  July,  eighteen  himdred  and  thirty- 
six,  and  of  the  acts  therein  referred  to : 

For  forage  for  the  horses  of  the  second  dragoons,  mounted  Folunteers 
and  militia  officers  entitled  to  forage  in  kind,  and  for  horses,  mules,  and 
oxen,  in  the  service  of  trains,  three  hundred  and  ninety-two  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars ; 

For  freight  or  transportation  of  military  supplies  of  every  description 
from  the  places  of  purchase  to  Florida,  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  thou- 
sand six  himdred  and  twenty-eight  dollars ; 

For  the  purchase  of  wagons,  harness,  boats  and  lighters,  horses  to 
keep  up  the  trains,  tools,  leather  and  other  materials  for  repairs,  ninety- 
two  thousand  doUars ; 

For  the  transportation  of  supplies  from  the  principal  dq>ots  to  the 
several  posts,  as  well  as  troops,  when  they  move  by  water,  including 
hire  of  steamboats  and  other  vessels  for  the  service  in  the  rivers  and  on 
the  coasts,  and  the  expenses  of  maintaining  and  sailing  the  several 
steamers  and  transport  schooners  connected  with  the  q)erations  of  the 
army,  three  hundred  thousand  dollars ;     , 

For  the  hire  of  mechanics,  laborers,  mule-drivers,  teamsters,  and 
other  assistants,  including  their  subsistence,  and  for  soldiers  on  extra 
duty,  conformably  to  law,  one  hundred  thousand  ddlars ; 

For  the  transportation  of  the  militia  or  volunteers  while  marching  to 
and  from  the  scene  of  operations,  thirty  thousand  doUars ; 

For  miscellaneous  expenses  of  all  kinds,  not  embraced  under  the  fore- 
going heads,  and  winch,  from  their  contingent  character,  cannot  be 
specified,  four  himdred  thousand  dollars ; 

For  accoutrements  and  arms  for  infantry  and  cavalry,  including 
militia  infantry  and  cavalry,  ammunition  for  men  and  field  artillery,  and 
repairs  of  arms,  and  for  contingencies,  seventy-one  thousand  ddlars ; 

For  the  pay  of  such  militia  and  volunteers  as  may  have  been  or  may 
be  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  in  addition  to  the  unex- 
pended balance  of  the  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  four  thousand 
volunteers,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  one  hundred 
and  fourteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars ; 

For  the  purpose  of  holding  a  treaty  with  the  Seminde  Indians,  hwe 
thousand  dollars; 

For  the  purchase  and  maintaininff  in  active  service  three  vessels  of 
light  draught  of  water,  to  cruise  dong  the  coast  of  Florida,  for  the 
protection  of  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens,  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars; 

For  paying  the  value  of  the  horses  and  equipage  of  the  Tennessee 
and  other  volunteers  who  have  at  any  time  been  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Territory  of  Florida,  and  which  were  turned  over 
to  the  Government,  by  the  order  of  the  commanding  general  or  other 
commanding  officer,  said  value  to  be  ascertained  by  the  appraisement 
of  said  value  when  the  volunteers  entered  the  service,  fifty-two  thousand 
dollars.  And  the  provisions  of  acts  approved  and  in  K>rce  at  various 
periods  since  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  authorizing  payment  for 
horses  lost  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  by  rangers,  militia,  and 
volunteers,  are  hereby  revived  and  extended  for  two  years  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  under  the  action  of  the  Third  Auditor, 
shall  be  deemed  to  embrace  all  cases  not  already  satisfied,  of  horses  lost 
to  their  owners  in  service  as  aforesaid,  in  battle  or  crtherwise,  when  care 
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and  diligence  be  rendered  manifest  on  the  part  of  the  owaer;  and  if  the 
death  or  lose  of  rangers'  horses  shall  have  occurred  for  want  of  forage, 
it  be  at  places  where,  acting  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  commanding 
officers,  forage  could  not  have  been  procured  by  proper  vigilance  on  the 
part  of  the  owner :  No  payment  however  shall  be  made  for  kones  or 
other  property  lost  or  destroyed,  when  the  loss  or  destruction  ^all  have 
been  occasioned  by  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the  owner,  or  where  by  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  the  risk  was  upon  the  owner  of  the  prc^ierty : 
and  no  greater  sum  of  money  than  the  fifty-two  thousand  dollars  appro- 
priated by  this  section,  shall  be  drawn  firom  the  Treasury  by  reason  of 
its  provisions.  ^

for  troops  at  posts  where  there  are  no  public  buildings  for  their  accom- 
modation ;  of  store  houses  for  the  safe  keeping  of  subsistence,  clothing, 
and  other  military  supplies,  and  of  grounds  for  summer  cantonments, 
encampments,  and  military  practice,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  allowance  made  to  officers  for  the  transportation  of  their 
haggage,  when  travelling  on  duty  without  troops,  sixty  thousand  dol- 
ours; 
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For  the  transportation  of  troops,  and  supplies,  viz :  transpcNrtation  of 
the  army  including  the  baggage  of  troops,  when  moving  either  by  land 
or  water;  freight  and  ferriages;  purchase  or  hire  of  horses,  mules, 
oxen,  carts,  wagons,  and  boats,  for  the  purpose  of  transportation,  or  for 
the  use  of  garrison ;  drayage  and  cartage  at  the  several  posts ;  hire  of 
teamsters ;  transportation  of  funds  for  the  pay  department ;  expense  of 
sailing  a  public  transport  between  the  posts  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and 
of  procuring  water  at  such  posts  as,  from  their  situation,  require  it ;  the 
transportation  of  clothing  from  the  depot  at  Philadelphia  to  the  stations 
of  the  troops;  of  subsistence  from  the  places  of  purchase,  and  the

of  Congress  of  the  second  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen ; 
expenses  of  expresses  from  the  frontier  posts ;  of  the  necessary  articles 
for  the  interment  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers ;  hire  of

sum  of  thirty-five  Uiousand  dollars,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  aj^rc^riated,  to 
make  said  payments. 

And  when  it  shall  appear  that  erroneous  valuations  have  been  made 
of  such  property  with  a  view  to  defiraud  the  Government,  the  Secretary 
of  War  shall  suspend  payment  therefor  until  a  satisfactory  investigation 
can  be  made,  and  it  shall  be  made  to  aj^ar  that  such  valuation  was 
made  in  good  faith.

That  the  enumeration  shall 
commence  on  the  first  day  of  Jime,  in  die  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty,  and  shall  be  completed  and  closed  within  five  calendar  months 
thereafter.  The  several  assistants  shall  within  five  months,  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  deliver  to 
the  marshals,  by  whom  they  shall  be  appointed,  two  copicB  of  the  returns 
of  the  enumeration  and  statistical  tables,  and  the  marshab  respectively, 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty,  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  State  one  copy  of  the  seve-

Treasury  Notes  may  be  issued  in  lieu 
of  others  hereafter  or  heretofore  redeemed,  but  not  to  exceed  in  the 
amount  of  notes  outstanding  at  any  one  time,  the  aggregate  of  five  mil- 
lions of  dollars;  and  to  be  redeemed  sooner  than  one  year,  if  the  means 
of  the  Treasury  will  permit,  by  giving  notice  sixty  days  of  those  notes 
which  the  Department  is  ready  to  redeem;  no  interest  to  be  allowed 
thereon  after  the  expiration  of  said  sixty  days.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  vessels  which  have 
cleared,  or  hereafter  may  clear,  with  registers  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
gaging in  the  Whale  fishery,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  lawful  and  suffi- 
cient papers  for  such  voyages,  securing  the  privileges  and  rights  of 
registered  vessels,  and  the  privileges  and  exemptions  of  vessels  enrolled 
and  licensed  for  the  fisheries ;  and  all  vessels  which  have  been  enrolled 
and  licensed  for  like  voyages  shall  have  the  same  privileges  and  mea- 
sure of  protection  as  if  they  had  sailed  with  registers  if  such  voyages  are 
completed  or  until  they  are  completed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  supplementary  to  the  act  concerning 
consuls  and  vice-consuls,  and  for  the  further  protection  of  American

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  rf  Representativee  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assenibiedy  That  the  act  entitled 
"  An  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  insolvent  debtors  of  the  United  States," 
passed  on  the  second  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  and  an  act  in  addition  thereto,  passed  on  the  fourteenth  day 
of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  an  act  to  revive 
and  amend  the  said  acts,  passed  on  the  seventh  day  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  revived, 
extended  and  continued  in  force  for  three  years  from  and  after  the  pass- 
age of  this  act,  and  until  the  cases  then  pending  shall  be  determined 
for  the  purpose  of  finally  disposing  of  such  cases,  but  for  no  other  pur- 
pose. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  the  said 
several  acts  shall  apply  to  cases  of  insolvency,  which  shall  have  occurred 
on  or  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  occur  during  the  said  three 
years. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury shall  be  authorized  to  cause  satisfaction  to  be  entered  of  record 
upon  all  judgments  against  any  debtor  or  debtors  who  may  have  hereto- 
fore been  released  under  the  provision  of  any  of  the  acts  which  are  ex- 
tended, continued  and  revived  by  this  act,  or  who  may  hereafter  be 
released  by  the  said  acts :  Provided,  The  district  judge  in  the  district  in 
which  such  judgments  are  on  record,  shall  certify  that  it  has  not  been 
made  to  q>pear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  district  judge,  by  evidence 
submitted  to  him  by  the  district  attorney  of  the  United  States,  that  the 
debtor  is  possessed  of  or  entitled  to  any  property  which  was  not  dis- 
closed and  set  forth  to  the  commissioners  of  insolvency  at  the  time  of 
the  examination  of  such  debtor,  under  his,  her,  or  their  petition,  to  be 
released  from  his,  her,  or  their  indebtedness  to  the  United  States.  Every 
application  for  such  certificate  shall  be  made  to  a  judge  at  Chambers, 
and  ten  days'  previous  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  district  attorney  for 
the  district  wherein  the  said  application  is  made,  together  with  copies 
of  all  the  papers  on  which  such  application  shall  l^  made.  And  so 
much  of  the  said  recited  acts,  or  either  of  them,  as  is  inconsistent  here- 
with, or  is  hereby  altered  or  supplied,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  re- 
pealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaentatives  of  the  United 
States  rf  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall 
appoint  two  commissioners,  who,  together  with  two  commissioners  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Mexican  Republic,  shall  form  a  board, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  examine  all  claims,  which  are  pro- 
vided for  by  the  convention  between  the  United  States  and  the  Mexican 
Republic,  concluded  at  Washington  on  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  which  may  be  presented  to 
said  commissioners  under  the  same,  and  to  decide  thereon  according  to 
the  provisions  of  said  conventioq,  and  the  principles  of  justice,  equity, 
and  the  law  of  nations. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint 
a  Secretary  to  said  commissioners,  in  behalf  of  the  United  States, 
versed  in  the  English  and  Spanish  languages. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  commissioners  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States,  in  conjunction  with  the  commissioners  on  the 
part  of  the  Mexican  Republic,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  conducting  the  business 
of  their  said  commission,  such  rules  and  regulations  not  contravening 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the 
provisions  of  said  convention. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  compensation  of  the 
respective  officers,  for  whose  appointment  provision  is  made  by  this  act, 
shall  not  exceed  Uie  following  sums,  namely :  To  said  commissioners, 
at  the  rate  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  each ;  to  the  Secre- 
tary, at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum.

vaults  and  safes  for  the  keeping  of  the  public  moneys  collected  and  de- 
posited with  them,  respectively;  and  the  receivers-seneral  of  public 
money,  from  time  to  time,  appointed  at  those  points,  shall  have  the  cus- 
tody and  care  of  the  said  rooms,  vaults,  and  Mtfes,  req>ectively,  and  of 
all  the  public  moneys  deposited  within  the  same ;  and  shall  peiform  all 
the  duties  required  to  be  performed  by  them,  in  reference  to  the  receipt, 
safekeeping,  transfer,  and  disbursement  of  till  such  moneys,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shaU  be  erected,  pre- 
pared, and  provided,  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States,  at  the  city  of 
Charleston,  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  at  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
in  the  State  of  Missouri,  offices,  with  suitable  and  convenient  rooms  §x 
the  use  of  the  receivers-general  of  public  money  hereinafter  directed  to 
be  iqypointed  at  the  places  above  named ;  and  sufficient  and  secure  fire- 
proof vaults  and  safes  for  the  keeping  of  the  public  maaej  collected  and 
deposited  at  those  points  respectively;  and  the  said  reoeivers-general, 
from  time  to  time  appointed  at  those  places,  shall  have  the  custody  and 
care  of  the  said  offices,  vaults,  and  safes,  so  to  be  erected,  prepared,  and 
provided,  and  of  all  the  public  moneys  deposited  within  the  same ;  and 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  required  to  be  performed  by  them,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  receipt,  safekeeping,  transfer,  and  disbursement  of  all  such 
moneys,  according  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  President  shall  nomi- 
nate, and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint 
four  officers,  to  be  denominated  *'  receivers-general  of  public  money," 
which  said  officers  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  unless  sooner  removed  therefrom ;  one  of  which  shall  be  located 
at  the  city  of  New  York,  in  the  State  of  New  York;  one  other  of  which 
shall  be  located  at  the  city  of  Boston,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts ;  one 
other  of  which  shall  be  located  at  the  city  of  Charleston,  in  the  State 
of  South  Carolina ;  and  the  remaining  one  of  which  shall  be  located  at 
the  city  of  St.  Louis,  in  the  State  of  Missouri ;  and  all  of  which  said 
officers  shall  give  bonds  to  the  United  States,  with  sureties  according  to 
the  provisions  hereinafter  contained,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States,  the  treasurer  of  the  Mint  of  the  United  States,  the  treasurers,  and 
those  acting  as  such,  of  the  various  Branch  Mints,  all  collectors  of  the 
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customs,  all  surveyors  of  the  customs  acting  also  as  cc^lectors,  all  re- 
ceivers-general of  public  moneys,  all  receivers  of  public  moneys  at  the 
several  land  offices,  and  all  post-masters,  except  as  is  hereinafter  particu- 
larly provided,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  required  to  keep  safely,  without 
loaning  or  using,  all  the  puUic  money  collected  by  them,  or  otherwise 
at  any  time  placed  in  their  possession  and  custody,  till  the  same  is  ordered 
by  the  proper  department  or  officer  of  the  Government  to  be  transferred 
or  paid  out ;  and  when  such  orders  for  transfer  or  payment  are  received, 
faithfully  and  promptly  to  make  the  same  as  directed,  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  other  duties  as  fiscal  agents  of  the  Government,  which  may 
be  imposed  by  this  or  any  other  acts  of  Congress,  or  by  any  regulation 
of  the  Treasury  Department,  made  in  conformity  to  law ;  and  also  to  do 
and  perform  all  acts  and  duties  required  by  law,  or  by  direction  of  any 
of  the  Executive  Departments  of  the  Government,  as  agents  for  paying 
pensions,  or  for  making  any  other  disbursements  which  either  of  the 
heads  of  those  departments  may  be  required  by  law  to  make,  and  which 
are  of  a  character  to  be  made  by  the  depositaries  hereby  constituted, 
consistently  with  the  other  official  duties  imposed  upon  th^. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Mint  of  the  United  States,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Branch  Mint  at  New  Orleans,  and  the  reeeivers-gen^ al  of  public 
money  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  appointed,  shall,  re^)ectively,  dve 
bonds  to  the  United  States,  in  such  form,  and  for  such  amounts,  as  wall 
be  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  President,  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Solicitor 
of  the  Treasury;  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  renew,  strengthen,  and 
increase  their  official  bonds,  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  the 
consent  of  the  President,  may  direct ;  any  law  in  reference  to  any  of  the 
official  bonds  of  any  of  the  said  officers  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  itfuHher  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  Treasury,  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  require  from  the  several  depositaries  hereby  constituted,  and 
whose  official  bonds  are  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  to  execute  bonds 
new  and  suitable  in  their  terms  to  meet  the  new  and  increased  duties 
imposed-  upon  them  respectively  by  this  act,  and  vrith  sureties,  and  in 
sums  such  as  shall  seem  reasonable  and  safe  to  the  Sdicitor  of  the  Trea- 
sury, and  from  time  to  time  to  require  such  bonds  to  be  renewed  and 
increased  in  amount  and  strengthened  by  new  sureties,  to  meet  any  in- 
creasing responsibility  which  may  grow  out  of  accumulations  of  money 
in  the  hands  of  the  depositary,  or  out  of  any  other  duty  or  responsibility 
arising  under  this  or  any  other  law  of  Congress. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  all  collectors  and  receivers 
of  public  money,  of  every  character  and  description,  within  the  District 
of  Columbia,  shall,  as  frequently  as  they  may  be  directed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  or  the  Postmaster  General,  so  to  do,  pay  over  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  at  the  Treasury  thereof,  all  public 
moneys  collected  by  them,  or  in  their  hands ;  that  all  such  collectors 
and  receivers  of  public  moneys  within  the  cities  of  Philadelphia  and 
New  Orleans,  shall,  upon  the  same  direction,  pay  over  to  the  Treasurers 
of  the  Mints  in  their  respective  cities,  at  the  said  mints,  all  public  jno- 
neys  collected  by  them,  or  in  their  hands;  and  that  all  such  collectors 
and  receivers  of  public  moneys  within  the  cities  of  New  York,  Boston, 
Charleston,  and  St.  Louis,  shall,  upon  the  same  directjon,  pay  over  to 
the  receivers-genera]  of  public  money  in  their  respective  cities,  at  their 
offices  respectively,  all  the  public  moneys  collected  by  them,  or  in  their 
hands,  to  be  safely  kept  by  the  said  req>ective  depositaries,  until  other- 
wise disposed  of  according  to  law ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Secretary  and  Postmaster  General  to  direct  such  payments,  by  the  said 
collectors  and  receivers,  at  all  the  said  places,  at  least  as  often  as  once 
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Sec  of  Treas. 
authorixed  to 
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in  each  week,  and  as  mnobmore  fireqaMitlyy  in  all  caaefly  as  thej,  in  their 
discretioo,  may  think  proper. 

Ssa  to.  Amd  be  it  jwrth&r  emaOed,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
S^retary  of  the  Treasury  to  transfer^  the-  naoneys  in  the  bands  of  any 
depositary  hereby  oonstituted,  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States;  to 
the  Mint  at  Philadelphia;  to  the  Branch  Mint  at  New  Orleans;  or  to 
the  offices  of  either  of  the  receivers-general  K)f  public  moneys,  by  this  act 
directed  to  be  appointed ;  to  be  there  safely  kqit,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  also  to  transfer,  n^oneys  in  the  hands  of  any  one 
depositary  constituted  by  thia  act  to  any  other  deposiMury  constituted  by 
the  same,  at  his  discretion,  and  as  the  safety  of  th&  public  moneys,  and 
the  convenience  of  the  public  service  shall  seem  to  him  to  require; 
which  authority  to  transfer  the  moneys  belonging,  to  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment is  also  hereby  ooAferred  upion  the  Boetmaster  General,  so  far 
as  its  exerdae  by  him  may  be  oooaistentiwith  the  provisions  of  existing 
laws ;  and  every  depositary  constituted  by  this  act  shall  keep  his  account 
of  the  money  paid  to,  or  deposited  with^  him«  belonging  to  the  Post  Office 
Department,  separate  and  distinct  froK  the  account  kept  by  hun  of  other 
public  moneys  so  paidtor  d€|>osUed.  Aod.for  the  purpose  of  payments 
on  the  public  aocoimt^  it  sbdl  be  laiwiultfiii  the  Treasurer,  of  the  United 
States  to  draw  upon  any.  <^i  the  ^aiddepoaitaiies,  as  he  may  think  most 
conducive  to  the  public  intereBta,  or  te  t^e  convenience  of  the  public 
creditors,  or  both. 

Sec  11.  And.  be  U  furiher  enacted^  That  the  moneys,  in  the  hands, 
care,  and  custody,  of  any  of  the  depositaries  constituted  by  this  act,  shall 
be  considered  and  held  as  dqx)sited  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  be,  at  all  times,  subject  to  his  draft,  whether 
made  for  transfer  or  disbursement,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the 
said  moneys  were  actually  in  the  TTcasury  of  the  United  States;  and 
each  depositary  shall  make  returns  to  the  Treasury  and  Post  Office  De- 
partment of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  at  such  times,  and  in 
such  form,  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  or  the 
Postmaster  General. 

Seo.  12.  And  be  ii  further  enaated^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  examinations  to  be 
made  of  the  books,  acoouots,  and  money  on  hand,  of  the  several  de- 
positaries constituted  by  this  act;  and^br  that  purpose  to  appoint  epe- 
cial  agents,  as  occasion  may  require,  with  such  compensation  as  he  may 
think  reasonable,  to  be  fixed  and  declared  at  the  time  of  each  appoint- 
ment. The  agents  selected  to  make  these  examinations  shall  be  in- 
structed to  examine  as  well  the  books,  accounts,  and  returns  of  the 
cfficer,  as  the  money  oo  hand,  and  the  mann^  of  its  being  kept,  to  the 
end  that  uniformity  and  accuracy  in  the  accounts,  as  well  as  safety  to 
the  public  moneys  may  be  secured  thereby. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  furiher  enacted^  That  in  addition  to  the  exami- 
nations provided  for  in  the  last  preceding  section,  and  as  a  further  guard 
over  the  public  moneys,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  naval  officer  and 
surveyor,  as  a  check  upon  the  reoeiver-general  of  public  moneys,  or 
collector  of  the  customs,  of  their  respective  districts;  of  each  register 
of  a  land  office,  as  a  check  upmi  the  receiver  of  his  land  office ;  and 
of  the  director  and  superintendent  of  each  Mint  and  Branch  Mint  when 
separate  offices,  as  a  check  upon  the  Treasurers,  respectively,  of  the  said 
Mints,  or  the  persons  acting  as  such,  at  the  close  of  each  quarter  of  the 
year,  and  as  much  more  frequenUy  as  they  shall  be  directed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  do  so,  to -examine  the  books,  accounts,  re- 
turns, and  money  on  hand,  of  the  receivers-general  of  public  money, 
collectors,  receivers  of  land  offices,  treasurers,  and  persons  acting  as 
such,  and  to  make  a  fitll,  accurate,  and  faithful  retoxn  to  the  Treasury 
Dq>artment  of  their  condition. 
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Sac.  14.  And  Be  H  Jurtker  enaded^  That  the  said  officers  respec- 
tively, whose  dutj  it  is  made  bj  this  act  to  receive,  keep,  and  disburse 
the  public  moneys,  as  the  fiscal  agents  of  the  Qovemment,  may  be  al- 
lowed any  necessary  additional  expenses  for  clerks,  fireproof  chests^  or 
vaults,  or  other  necessary  expenses  of  safekeeping,  transferring,  and 
disbursing  said  moneys:  aU  such  expeoses  of  every  character  to  be  first 
expressly  authorized  by  the  Secr^ary  of  the  Treasury,  whose  direc- 
tions upon  all  the  above  subjects,  by  way  of  regulation  and  otherwise, 
ao  fer  as  authorized  by  law,  are  to  be  strictly  fallowed  by  all  the  said 
ofilcars :  Provided^  That  the  whole  number  oi  clerks  to  be  appointed 
by  virtue  of  this  section  of  this  aot,  shall  not  exceed  ten,  and  that  the 
aggregate  compensaticnis  of  the  whole  number  shall  not  exceed  eight' 
thousand  dollars^  nor  shall  the  compensation  of  any  one  clerk,  so  ap- 
pointed, exceed  eight  hundred  dollars  per  anmim. 

Sbc  15.  And  be  it  further  enaoted^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury shall,  with  as  much  promptitude  as  the  convenience  of  the  public 
business,  and  the  safety  of  the  public  fimds  will  permit^  withdraw  the 
balances  remaining  with  the  present  depositaries  of  the  public  moneys, 
and  confiDe  the  safekeeping,  transfer,  and  disbwrseoaeiit  <^  those  moneya^ 
to  the  depositaries  established  by  this  act. 

Seo.  16.  And  be  it  farther  enacted^  That  dl  marshals,  district  attor- 
neys, and  others,  havii^  public  money  to  pay  to  the  United  States,  and 
all  patentees,  wishing^  to  make  pajrment  for  palei^  to  be  issued,  may 
pay  aii  such  moneys  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  at  the  Trea- 
sury^  to  the  Treasurer  of  either  of  the  Mints,  in  Philaddphta  or  New 
Orleans,  to  either  of  the  receivers-general  of  public  money,  or  to  such 
other  depositary  constitnted  by  this  act  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  to  re- 
ceive such  pa3rmeDts,  and  give  receipts  or  certificates  of  deposite  there- 
for. 

Ssa  17.  Afid  be  it Jurther  enacted,  That  all  officers  charged  by  this 
act  with  the  safekeeping,  transfer,  and  disbursement*  of  the  public  mo- 
neys, other  than  those  connected  with  the  Post  Office  Department,  are 
hereby  required  to  keep  an  accurate  entry  of  each  sum  received,  and  of 
the  kind  of  money  in  which  it  is  received,  and  of  each  payment  or 
transfer,  and  of  the  kind  of  currency  in  which  it  is  made ;  and  that  if 
any  one  of  the  said  officers,  or  of'  those  connected  with  the  Post  Office 
Department,  shall  convert  to  his  owxk  use,  in  any  way  whatever,  or  shall 
use  by  way  of  investment  in  any  kind  of  property  or  merchandise,  or 
shall  loan,  with  or  without  interest,  any  portion  c^  the  public  moneys 
intrusted  to  him  for  safekeeping,  disbursement,  transfer,  or  for  any  other 
purpose,  every  such  act  shall  be  deened  and  adjudged  to  be  an  embez-> 
zlement  of  so  much  of  the  said  moneys  as  shall  be  thus  taken,  con- 
verted, invested,  used,  or  loaned,  which  is  hereby  dedared  to  be  a 
felony,  and  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  United  States,  and  all  persons 
advising  or  participating^  in  suek^  act,  being  convicted  thereof  before 
any  court  of  the  United  Stales  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more 
than  five  years,  and  to  a  fine  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  money  em- 
bezzled. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  until  the  rooms,  offices, 
vaults,  and  safes,  directed  by  the  first  four  sections  of  this  act  to  be 
constructed  and  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States,  the  Treasurers  of  the  Mints  at  Philadelphia  and  New  Orleans, 
and  the  receivers-general  of  public  money  at  New  York,  Boston, 
Charleston,  and  St.  Louis,  can  be  constructed  and  prepared  for  use,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  procure  suitable 
rooms  for  offices  for  those  officers  at  their  respective  locations,  ami  to 
contract  for  such  use  of  vaults  and  safes  as  may  be  requhred  for  the 
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safekeq>iiig  of  the  public  moneys  in  the  charge  and  costodj  of  those 
officers  respectively,  the  expense  to  be  paid  by  the  United  States. 

Sbo.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty,  the  resolution  of  Conffress  of  the  thirtieth  day  of  Aprils 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  so  far  as  it  au- 
thorizes the  receipt  in  pajrment  of  duties,  taxes,  sales  of  public  lands, 
debts,  and  sums  of  money,  accruing  <Hr  becoming  payable  to  the  United 
States,  to  be  c<^ected  and  paid  in  the  notes  of  specie-paying  banks, 
shall  be  so  modified  a»  that  one  fourth  part  of  all  such  duties,  taxes, 
sales  of  public  lands,  debts,  and  sums  of  money  accruing  or  becoming 
due  to  the  United  States,  shall  be  collected  in  the  legal  currency  of  the 
United  States ;  and  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  wluch  will 
be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-cHie,  one  other 
fourth  part  of  all  such  duties,  taxes,  sales  of  public  lands,  debts,  and 
sums  of  money,  shall  be  so  collected ;  and  that  from  and  after  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-two,  one  other  fourth  part  of  all  such  duties,  taxes,  sales 
of  public  lands,  debts  and  sums  of  money,  shall  be  so  cdlected ;  and 
that  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  which  will  be  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  the  remaining  fourth  part 
of  the  said  duties,  taxes,  sales  of  public  lands,  debts,  and  sums  of 
money,  shall  be  aJso  collected  in  the  legal  currency  of  the  United 
States ;  and  from  and  after  the  last-mentioned  day,  all  sums  accruing,  or 
becoming  payable  to  the  United  States,  for  duties,  taxes,  sales  of  public 
lands,  or  other  debts,  and  also  all  sums  due  for  postages,  or  otherwise, 
to  the  General  Post  Office  Department,  shall  be  paid  m  gdd  and  silver 
only. 

Sec.  20.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-three,  every  officer  or  agent  engaged  in  making  disbursements  on 
account  of  the  United  States,  ot  of  the  General  Post  Office,  shall  make 
all  payments  in  gold  and  sUver  coin  only ;  and  any  receiving  or  dis- 
bursing officer,  or  agent,  who  shall  neglect,  evade,  or  violate,  the  provi- 
sions of  this  and  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  act,  shall,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  be  immediately  reported  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  with  the  facts  of  such  neglect,  evasion,  or  violation, 
and  also  to  Congress,  if  in  session,  and,  if  not  in  session,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  its  session  next  after  the  violation  takes  place. 

Sec.  21.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  no  exchange  of  funds  shall 
be  made  by  any  disbursing  officers,  <Hr  agents,  of  the  Government,  of 
any  grade  or  denomination  whatsoever,  or  connected  with  any  branch 
of  the  public  service,  other  than  an  exchange  for  gold  and  silver ;  and 
every  such  disbursing  officer,  when  the  means  for  his  disbursements  are 
furnished  to  him  in  currency  legally  receivable  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  make  his  payments  in  the  currency  so  furnished,  or  when 
those  means  are  furnished  to  him  in  drafb,  shall  cause  those  drafU  to 
be  presented  at  their  place  of  payment  and  properly  paid  according  to 
the  law,  and  shall  make  his  payments  in  the  currency  so  received  for 
the  drafts  furnished,  unless,  in  either  case,  he  can  exchange  the  means 
in  his  hands  for  gold  and  silver  at  par,  and  so  as  to  facilitate  his  pay- 
ments, or  otherwise  accommodate  the  public  service  and  promote  the 
circulation  of  a  metallic  currency :  And  it  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  made, 
the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  proper  department  immediately  to  suspend 
from  duty  any  disbursing  officer  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  and  forthwith  to  report  the  name  of  the  officer,  or  agent,  to  the 
President,  with  the  fact  of  the  violation  and  all  the  circumstances  ac- 
companying the  same  and  within  the  knowledge  of  the  said  Secretary, 
to  the  end  that  such  officer,  or  agent,  may  b^  promptly  removed  from 
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office,  or  restored  to  his  tmst  and  the  performance  of  his  duties,  as  to 
the  President  maj  seem  just  and  prc^r. 

Sec.  22.  And  be  it  further  eruLcted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  make  or  continue  in  force,  any  general 
order,  which  shall  create  any  difference  between  the  different  branches 
of  revenue,  as  to  the  funds  or  medium  of  payment,  in  which  debts  or 
dues  accruing  to  the  United  States  may  be  paid. 

Sbc  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  issue  and  publish  regulations  to  enforce 
the  speedy  presentation  of  all  Goyernment  drafts  for  pajrment  at  the 
place  where  payable,  and  to  prescribe  the  time,  according  to  the  different 
distances  of  the  depositaries  from  the  seat  of  Government,  within  which 
all  drafts  upon  them,  respectively,  shall  be  presented  for  payment ;  and, 
in  default  of  such  presentation,  to  direct  any  other  mode  and  place  of 
payment  which  he  may  deem  proper ;  but  in  all  those  regulations  and 
directions,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  guard, 
as  far  as  may  be,  against  those  drafts  being  used  or  thrown  into  circu- 
lation, as  a  paper  currency,  or  medium  of  exchange. 

Sec.  24.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  receivers-general  of 
public  moneys  directed  by  this  act  to  be  appointed,  shall  receive,  re- 
spectively, the  following  salaries,  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarter-yearly, 
at  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  wit :  the  receiver-general  of 
public  money  at  New  York  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  four  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum ;  the  receiver-general  of  public  money  at  Boston  shall  be 
paid  a  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  the  re- 
ceiver-general of  public  money  at  Charleston  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of 
two  thousand  fiYe  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  and  the  receiver-general 
of  public  money  at  St.  Louis  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  two  thousand  fiYe 
hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  the  treasurer  of  the  Mint  at  Philadelphia 
shall,  in  addition  to  his  present  salary,  receive  five  hundred  dollars,  an- 
nually, for  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act ;  the  trea- 
surer of  the  branch  Mint  at  New  Orleans  shall  also  receive  one  thousand 
dollars,  annually,  for  the  additional  duties  created  by  this  act ;  and  these 
salaries,  respectively,  shall  be  in  ftiU  for  the  services  of  the  respective 
officers,  nor  shall  either  of  them  be  permitted  to  charge,  or  receive,  any 
commission,  pay,  or  perquisite,  for  any  official  service,  of  any  character 
or  description  whatsoever ;  and  the  making  of  any  such  charge,  or  the 
receipt  of  any  such  compensation,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  misde- 
meanor, for  which  the  officer  convicted  thereof,  before  any  court  of  the 
United  States  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  subject  to  punishment 
by  fine,  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  before 
which  the  offence  shall  be  tried. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  receive  at  the  Treasury,  and 
at  such  other  points  as  he  may  designate,  payments  in  advance  for  public 
lands,  the  payments  so  made  in  all  cases,  to  be  evidenced  by  the  receipt 
of  the  said  Treasurer  of  the  United  States ;  which  receipts  so  given  shall 
be  receivable  for  public  lands,  at  any  public  or  private  sale  of  lands,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  currency  authorized  by  law  to  be  received  in 
payment  for  the  public  lands :  Provided^  however,  That  the  receipts  given 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  United  States,  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred 
in  this  section,  shall  not  be  negotiable  or  transferable,  by  delivery,  or 
assignment,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatsoever,  but  shall,  in  all  cases, 
be  presented  in  payment  for  lands  by  or  for  the  person  to  whom  the  re- 
ceipt was  given,  as  shown  upon  its  face. 

Sec.  26.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  for  the  purchase  of  sites, 
and  for  the  c<xistruction  of  the  offices  of  the  receivers-general  of  public 
money,  by  this  act  directed  to  be  erected  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
and  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated. 
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to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  is  hereby  required  to  adc^t  plans 
for  the  said  <^ces,  and  the  vaults  and  safes  connected  therewith,  and  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  constructed  and  prepared  for  use  with  as  little 
delay  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  public  interests,  and  ^e  convenient 
location  and  security  of  the  buildings  to  be  erected :  Provided,  however^ 
That  if  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  find  upon  inquiry  and  exa- 
mination, that  suitable  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  receiver-general  at 
Charleston  can  be  obtained  in  the  custom-'house  now  owned  by  the 
United  States  at  that  place,  and  that  secure  vaults  and  safes  can  be  con- 
structed in  that  building  for  the  safekeeping  of  the  public  money,  then 
he  shall  cause  such  rooms  to  be  prepared  and  fitted  up,  and  such  vaults 
and  safes  to  be  constructed  in  the  custom-house  at  Charleston,  and  no 
independent  office  shall  be  there  erected. 

Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  authorized  by  this  act,  other  than  those  herein  b^ore  provided 
for,  a  sufficient  sum  of  mcmey  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated, 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated. 

Sec.  28.  And  be  it  further  emtcted,  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
which  come  in  conflict  with  Uie  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represeniativei  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  jurors  to  serve 
in  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  in  each  State  respectively,  shall  have 
the  like  qualifications,  and  be  entitled  to  the  like  exemptions,  as  jurors 
of  the  highest  court  of  law  of  such  State  now  have  and  are  entitled  to, 
and  shall  hereafter  from  time  to  time  have  and  be  entitled  to,  and  shall 
be  designated  by  ballot,  lot,  or  otherwise,  according  to  the  mode  of  form- 
ing such  juries  now  practised  and  hereafter  to  be  practised  therein,  in 
so  far  as  such  mode  may  be  practicable  by  the  courts  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  officers  thereof;  and  for  this  purpose,  the  said  courts  shall 
have  power  to  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulaticAs  for  conforming

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rqn'eseniatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  As  follows: 

First  The  duplicate  list  of  the  crew  of  any  vessel  bound  on  a  foreign 
voyage,  made  out  pursuant  to  the  act  of  February  twenty-eighth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  three,  shall  be  a  fair  copy  in  one  uniform  handwriting, 
without  erasure  or  interlineation. 

Second.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners  of  every  such  vessel  to 
obtain  from  the  collector  of  the  customs  of  the  district  from  which  the 
clearance  is  made,  a  true  and  certified  copy  of  the  shipping  articles, 
containing  the  names  of  the  crew,  which  shall  be  written  in  a  uniform 
hand,  without  erasures  or  interlineations.

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Third.  These  documents  which  shall  be  deemed  to  contain  all  the 
conditions  of  contract  with  the  crew  as  to  their  service,  pay,  voyage, 
and  all  other  things,  shall  be  produced  by  the  master,  and  laid  before 
any  consul,  or  otli^r  commercial  agent  of  the  United  States,  whenever 
he  may  deem  their  contents  necessary  to  enable  him  to  discharge  the 
duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law  toward  any  mariner  applying  to  him 
for  his  aid  or  assistance. 

Fourth.  All  interlineations,  erasures,  or  writing  in  a  hand  different 
from  that  in  which  such  duplicates  were  originally  made,  shall  be  deemed 
fraudulent  alterations,  working  no  change  in  such  papers,  unless  satis- 
factorily explained  in  a  manner  consistent  with  innocent  purposer  and 
the  provisions  of  law  which  guard  the  rights  of  mariners. 

Fifth.  Any  consul  of  the  united  States,  and  in  case  there  is  none 
resident  at  a  foreign  port,  or  he  is  unable  to  discharge  his  duties,  then 
any  conmiercial  agent  of  the  United  States  authorized  to  perform  such 
duties,  may,  upon  the  application  of  both  the  master  and  any  mariner 
of  the  vessel  under  his  conmiand,  discharge  such  mariner,  if  he  thinks 
it  expedient,  without  requiring  the  payment  of  three  months'  wages, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  twenty-eighth  of  February,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  three,  or  any  other  sum  of  money. 

Sixth.  Any  consul,  or  other  c<Hnmercial  agent,  may  also,  on  such 
joint  application,  discharge  any  mariner  on  such  terms  as  will,  in  his 
judgment,  save  the  United  States  from  the  liability  to  support  such 
marmer,  if  the  master  gives  his  voluntary  assent  to  such  terms,  and 
conforms  thereto. 

Seventh.  When  a  mariner  is  so  discharged,  the  officer  discharging 
him  shall  make  an  official  entry  thereof  upon  the  list  of  the  crew  and 
the  shippingarticles. 

Eighth.  Whenever  any  master  shall  ship  a  mariner  in  a  foreign  port, 
he  shall  forthwith  take  the  list  of  his  crew  and  the  duplicate  of  the  ship- 
ping articles  to  the  consul,  or  person  who  discharges  the  duties  of  the 
office  at  that  port,  who  shall  make  the  proper  entries  thereon,  setting 
forth  the  contract,  and  describing  the  person  of  the  mariner ;  and  there- 
upon the  bond  originally  given  for  the  return  of  the  men  shall  embrace 
each  person  so  shipped. 

Ninth.  When  any  mariner  shall  complain  that  the  voyage  is  conti- 
nued contrary  to  his  agreement,  or  that  he  has  fulfilled  his  contract,  the 
consul,  or  other  commercial  agent  performing  like  duties,  may  examine 
into  the  same  by  an  inspection  of  the  articles  of  agreement ;  and  if  on 
the  face  of  them  he  finds  the  complaint  to  be  well  founded,  he  shall  dis- 
charge the  mariner,  if  he  desires  it,  and  require  of  the  master  an  ad- 
vance, beyond  the  lawfrd  claims  of  such  mariner,  of  three  months' 
wages,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  February  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  three ;  and  in  case  the  lawful  claims  of  such  mariner  are  not 
paid  upon  his  discharge,  the  arrears  shall  from  that  time  bear  an  inte- 
rest of  twenty  per  centum :  Provided,  however ,  If  the  consul  or  other 
commercial  agent  shall  be  satisfied  the  contract  nas  expired,  or  the  voy- 
age been  protracted  by  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  master, 
and  without  any  design  on  his  part  to  violate  the  articles  of  shipment, 
then  he  may,  if  he  deems  it  just,  discharge  the  mariner  without  exacts 
ing  the  three  months'  additional  pay. 

Tenth.  All  shipments  of  seamen,  made  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  and  other  acts  of  Congress,  shall  be  void ;  and  any  seamen  so  ship- 
ped may  leave  the  service  at  any  time,  and  demand  the  highest  rate  of 
wages  paid  to  any  seaman  shipped  for  the  voyage,  or  the  sum  agreed  to 
be  given  him  at  his  shipment. 

Eleventh.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  consuls  and  commercial  agents  to 
reclaim  deserters  and  discountenance  insubordination  by  every  means 
within  their  power ;  and  where  the  local  authorities  can  be  usefiilly 
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employed  for  that  purpose,  to  lend  their  aid  a&d  use  their  exertiooB  to 
that  end  in  the  most  effectual  manner. 

Twelfth.  If  the  firgt  officer,  or  any  officer,  and  a  miyctfity  of  the  crew 
of  any  yessel  shall  make  complaint  in  writing  that  she  is  in  an  unsoitar 
ble  condition  to  go  to  sea,  because  she  is  leaky,  <^  insufficiently  sup- 
plied with  sails,  rigging,  anchors,  or  any  other  equipment,  or  that  the 
crew  is  insufficient  to  man  her,  or  that  her  provisions,  stores,  and  sup- 
plies are  not,  or  have  not  been,  during  the  voyage,  sufficient  and  whole- 
some, thereupon^  in  any  of  these  or  like  cases,  the  consul  or  commer- 
cial agent  who  may  discharge  any  duties  of  a  consul  shall  appoint  two 
disinterested,  competent  practical  men,  acquainted  with  maritime  a£> 
fairs,  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  con^iiaint,  who  shall  in  their  report 
state  what  defects  and  deficiencies,  if  any,  the^  find  to  be  well  founded, 
as  well  as  what,  in  th^r  judgment,  ougltt  to  be  done  to  put  the  vessel 
in  order  for  the  continuance  of  her  voyage. 

Thirteenth.  The  in^>ectors  so  appointed  shall  have  ^ill  power  to 
examine  the  vessel  md  whatever  is  aboard  of  her,  so  fkr  as  is  pertinent 
to  their  inquiry,  and  also  to  hear  and  receive  any  other  proofe  which 
the  ends  of  justice  may  require,  and  if^  upon  a  view  of  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings, the  consul,  or  other  commemal  «geBt  shall  be  satisfied  there- 
with, he  may  approve  the  whole  or  any  pifft  of  the  l^eport,  aad  shall  cer- 
tify such  ^proval,  and  if  he  dissentB,  shaM  also  certify  his  reasons  for 
so  dissenting. 

Fourteenth.  The  ibspectore  ta  their  report  shall  also  state  whether, 
in  their  opinion,  the  vessel  was  sent  to  sea  unsuitably  provided  in  any 
important  or  essential  particular,  by  neglect  or  design,  or  through  mis- 
take or  accident,  and  in  ease  it  was  by  neglect  or  design,  and  &e  con- 
sul or  other  commercial  agent  approves  of  such  finding,  he  shall  dis- 
charge such  of  the  crew  as  require  it,  each  of  whom  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  months'  pay  in  addition  to  his  wages  to  the  time  of  discharge ; 
but,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspectors  the  defects  or  deficiencies  found 
to  exist  have  been  the  result  of  mistake  or  accident,  and  could  not,  in 
the  exercise  of  ordinary  care,  have  been  knovm  and  provided  against 
before  the  sailing  of  the  vessel,  and  the  master  shall,  in  a  reasonable 
time,  remove  or  remedy  the  causes  of  complaint,  then  the  crew  shall 
remdn  and  discharge  thehr  duty ;  otherwise  they  shall,  up<Hi  their  re- 
quest, be  discharged,  and  receive  each  one  month's  wages  in  addition 
to  the  pay  up  to  the  time  of  discharge. 

Fifteenth.  The  master  shall  pay  all  such  reasonable  charges  in  the 
premises  as  shall  be  officially  certified  to  him  under  the  hand  of  the 
consul  or  other  commercial  agent,  but  in  case  the  im^ctors  report  that 
the  complaint  is  without  any  good  and  sufficient  cause,  the  master  may 
retain  firom  the  wages  of  the  complainants,  in  prc^rtion  to  the  pay  of 
each,  the  amount  of  such  charges,  with  such  reasonable  damages  for 
detention  on  that  account  as  the  consul  or  other  commercial  agent  di- 
recting the  inquiry  m^  (^cially  certify. 

Sixteenth.  The  crew  of  any  vessel  shall  have  the  fullest  liberty  to  lay 
their  complaints  before  the  consul  or  commercial  agent  in  any  foreign 
port,  and  shall  in  no  respect  be  restrained  or  hindered  therein  by  the 
master  or  any  officer,  unless  some  sufficient  and  valid  objection  exist 
against  their  landing ;  in  which  case,  if  any  mariner  desire  to  see  the 
consul  or  commercial  agent,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master  to  ac- 
quaint him  with  it  forthwith ;  stating  the  reason  why  the  mariner  is  not 
permitted  to  land,  and  that  he  is  desired  to  come  on  board ;  whereupon 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  consul  or  commercial  agent  to  repair  on 
board  and  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the  complaint,  and  to  proceed 
thereon  as  this  act  directs. 

Seventeenth.  In  all  cases  where  deserters  are  apprehended,  the 
consul  or  commercial  agent  shall  inquire  into  the  facts ;  and,  if  satisfied 
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tkat  the  desertion  was  caused  1^  umisaa]  or  cmel  treatment,  the  mtrmer 
shall  be  discharged,  and  receive,  in  addition  to  his  wages  to  the  time  of 
the  disdMrge,  three  months'  pay ;  and  the  officer  discharging  him  shall 
enter  upon  the  crew-list  and  shipping  articles  the  cause  of  discharge, 
and  the  particulars  in  which  the  cruelty  or  unusual  treatment  consisted, 
and  subscribe  his  name  thereto  officially. 

Eighteenth.  If  any  consul  or  commercial  agent  shall  neglect  or 
omit  to  perform,  seasonably,  the  duties  hereby  imposed  upon  him,  or 
shall  be  guilty  oi  any  malversation  or  abuse  of  power,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  any  injured  person  for  all  damage  occasioned  thereby ;  and  for  all 
malversation  and  corrupt  conduct  in  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indict- 
ment, and,  OB  conviction  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  be 
imprisoned  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ^e  years. 

Nineteenth.  If  any  master  of  a  vessel  shall  proceed  on  «  foreign 
voyage  without  the  docoments  herein  reqoired,  or  refuse  to  produce 
them  when  required,  or  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act,  or 
shall  violate  the  provisions  thereof,  he  shall  foe  liable  to  each  and  every 
individiial  injured  thereby,  in  damages,  and  shall,  in  addition  thereto, 
be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hu^^red  dcilars  for  each  and  every 
offence,  to  be  recovered  by  any  person  suing  therefor  in  any  court  of 
the  United  States  in  the  distnot  where  such  delinqnent  may  reside  or  be 
found. 

Twentieth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  boarding  officer  to  report  all 
violations  of  this  act  to  the  collector  of  the  port  where  any  vessel  may 
arrive,  and  the  collector  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  and  to  the  attorney  of  the  United  States  in  his  district. 

Twenty-first  This  act  shall  be  in  force  firom  and  after  the  first  day 
of  October  next ;  and  shall  not  apply  to  vessels  wliich  ^all  have  sailed 
firom  ports  of  the  United  States  before  that  time.

—  An  Act  to  omtex  a  certain  tract  of  land  to  the  Coo$a  land  dis- 
iridt  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representativei  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembledy  That  such  part  of 
township  twenty-two,  of  range  two,  east,  northern  survey,  State  of 
Alabama,  as  lies  east  of  the  Coosa  river,  and  was  ceded  to  the  United 
States  by  the  Creek  nation  of  Indians,  by  a  treaty  concluded  on  the 
ninth  day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  annexed  to  the  Coosa  land  district ;  and  all  surveys,  sales,  and 
other  proceedings  herettifore  had  in  reference  to  said  tract  iiereby  an- 
nexed as  aforesaid,  shall  be  as  valid  as  they  would  have  been  had  the 
same,  at  the  time  sudi  proceedings  were  had,  formed  a  part  of  said  dis- 
trict, and  no  farther.  ^

diverted  to  this  object,  from  the  appropriation  referred  to,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  disposition  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  this  purpose, 
and  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  to  b^  ex- 
pended in  the  manner  in  this  section  prescribed,  shall  be  in  addition  to 
any  materials  now  on  hand  q>plicable  to  the  construction  of  the  said 
steam  vessels  of  war. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  appropriations  and  all 
remaining  balances  of  appropriations  heretofore  made  for  building,  rebuild- 
ing, replacing,  purchasing,  or  repairing  vessels  of  war,  or  other  vessels,  for 
the  use  of  the  navy,  or  for  the  purchase  of  timber,  ordnance,  or  any 
other  articles  for  building,  arming,  equipping,  or  repairing  vessels  of  the 
navy,  or  for  the  repairs  of  vessels  in  ordinary,  and  repair,  wear  and  tear 
of  vessels  in  commission,  together  with  any  materials  which  have  been, 
or  may  be,  collected  under  any  of  the  said  apprq>riations,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  transferred^  to  one  head  of  appropriation,  to  be  called 
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*'the  appropriation  for  the  increase,  repair,  armament,  and  equipment 
of  the  navy,  and  wear  and  tear  of  ressels  in  commission ;"  and  the 
amount  of  said  apprq>riation,  and  of  such  other,  as  may  be  made  here- 
after for  like  purposes,  and  the  materials  which  have  been,  or  may  be 
hereafter  collected  for  the  same,  may  be  expended  and  used  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Nary,  in  building,  replacing,  arming,  repairing,  equip- 
ping, and  employing  any  vessels  which  Congress  may  have  authorized, 
or  may  hereafter  authorize  to  be  built,  rebuilt,  purchased,  or  replaced, 
in  such  manner  as  the  interests  or  necessities  of  the  service  may  re- 
quire. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  cause  to  be  laid  before  Congress,  annually,  as 
soon  after  the  beginning  of  each  year  as  practicable,  a  statement  of  the 
amounts  expended  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year  for  wages  of  me- 
chanics and  laborers  employed  in  building,  repairing,  or  equipping, 
vessels  of  the  navy,  or  in  receiving  and  securing  stores  and  materials 
for  those  purposes;  and  for  the  purchase  of  materials  and  stores  for  the 
same  purposes ;  a  statement  of  the  cost  or  estimated  value  of  the  stores 
on  hand,  under  this  appropriation,  in  the  navy  yards  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year ;  the  cost,  or  estimated  value,  of 
articles  received  and  expended  during  the  year ;  and  the  cost,  or  esti- 
mated value,  of  the  articles  belonging  to  this  apprq>riation  which  may 
be  on  hand  in  the  navy  yards  at  the  dose  of  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  whenever  in  the  'opinion 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  it  shall  be  conducive  to  the  public  interest

sury to  transfer  the  amount  of  such  cost  or  value  upon  the  books  of  the 
Treasury,  from  the  appropriation  for  which  the  articles  may  have  been 
used,  to  the  appropriation  from  which  they  may  have  been  or  may  be 
taken,  so  that  the  actual  expenditure  under  each  may  be  accurately 
shown.  ^

VII.— .^n  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "j9n  act  to  authorize  the  Sate  of 
Tennessee  to  issue  grants  and  perfect  titles  to  certain  lands  therein  described,  and 
to  settle  the  claims  to  the  vacant  and  unappropriated  lands  within  the  same^^ 
passed  the  eighteenth  day  cf  jStpril,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see be,  and  hereby  is,  constituted  the  agent  of  the  Government  of  the 
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United  States,  with  fbU  power  and  authority  to  sell  and  dispoee  of  the 
vacant,  unappropriated,  and  refuse  lands,  within  the  limits  of  said  State, 
lying  south  and  west  of  the  line  commonly  called  the  Congressional 
Keservation  line,  and  described  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment ;  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  following  conditions  and  limitations, 
to  wit : 

First.  The  State  of  Tennessee  shall  satisfy  all  legal  and  bona  fide 
claims  of  North  Carolina  upon  said  lands,  by  making  provision,  by  law, 
that  the  holders  of  land  warrants  under  the  authority  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  may  locate  the  same  upon  the  lands  not  previously  lo- 
cated upon,  or  claimed  as  occupant  pre-emptions,  within  one  year  from 
the  time  that  the  State  of  Tennessee  shall  make  provision  for  carrying 
this  act  into  effect ;  and  in  default  of  such  location  within  the  said  term 
of  one  year,  the  said  warrants  may  be  satisfied  by  the  payment  of  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  per  acre  for  the  number  of  acres  contained  in  each 
warrant,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  land :  Pro- 
vided, The  holders  shall  present  such  warrant  to  the  proper  authorities 
for  payment  of  the  same  within  two  years  from  the  action  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  hereon :  And  provided,  further- 
more, That  if  the  said  warrants  shall  not  be  satisfied,  either  by  the  loca- 
tion of  land  within  one  year,  or  their  presentation  for  payment  within 
two  years  as  aforesaid,  the  holders  shall  be  for  ever  barred  of  all  further 
claim  or  right  to  demand  the  same. 

Second.  In  entering,  purchasing,  and  disposing  of  said  lands,  or  ob- 
taining grants  of  the  same,  all  and  every  person  or  persons,  the  legal 
representative  of  such  person  or  persons,  and  the  rightful  assignee  of 
such  person  or  persons,  as  are  entitled  to  the  right  of  occupancy  and 
pre-emption  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  shall  have 
the  preference  in  the  entry  or  purchase  of  their  occupant  and  pre- 
emption rights,  at  the  price  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  acre,  not  ex- 
ce^ing  two  hundred  acres  each. 

Third.  Afler  satisfying  the  claims  and  rights  aforesaid,  the  State  of 
Tennessee  shall  offer  for  sale  the  rest  and  residue  of  said  lands,  in  such 
manner,  in  such  quantities,  and  by  such  description,  as  may  be  most 
convenient ;  and,  fcur  the  full  term  of  three  years  firom  and  after  the 
time  herein  allowed  for  the  location  of  North  Carolina  land  warrants, 
may  sell  and  dispose  of,  and  perfect  titles  to  the  same,  at  a  price  not 
less  than  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  acre.  And  so  much  of  the  said 
land  as  may  remain  unsold  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  three 
years,  shall  be  disposed  of  as  aforesaid,  within  the  further  term  of  three 
years,  at  such  price  per  acre  as  it  may  bring  in  q;>en  market :  Provided, 
That  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands,  over  and  above  so  much 
thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  North  Carolina 
claims,  shall  be  accounted  for  and  paid  over  by  the  State  of  Tennessee 
to  the  United  States  in  the  month  *of  January  annually.

ted States'  clerks,  attorneys,  counsel,  and  marshals,  in  the  district  and 
circuit  courts  of  the  United  States  in  the  several  States,  to  demand  and 
receive  the  same  fees  that  now  are,  or  hereafier  may  be,  allowed  by  the 
laws  of  the  said  States  respectivdy  where  said  courts  are  held,  to  the 
clerks,  attorneys  and  counsel,  and  sheriffii,  in  the  highest  courts  of  the 
said  States  in  which  like  services  are  rendered ;  and  no  other  fees  or 
emoluments,  except  that  the  marshals  shall  receive  in  fuU,  for  summcm- 
ing  all  the  jurors  for  any  one  court,  thirty  ddlars ;  and  Ediall  receive, 
for  every  day's  actual  attendance  at  any  court,  five  dollars  per  day ;  and 
for  any  services,  including  the  compensation  for  mileage,  performed  by 
said  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duty,  for  which  no  com- 
pensation is  provided  by  the  laws  of  said  States  rei^peotively,  the  said 
officers  may  receive  such  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  according  to 
the  existing  usage  and  practice  of  said  courts  of  the  United  States ; 
and  every  district  attorney,  except  the  district  attorney  of  the  southern 
district  of  New  York,  shall  receive,  id  addition  to  the  above  fees,  a 
salary  of  two  hundred  ddlars  per  annum :  Prodded,  That  the  fees  and 
emoluments  retained  by  the  district  attorneys,  marshals,  and  clerks,  ex- 
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elusive  of  any  reasonable  compensation  to  their  deputies,  to  be  allowed 
in  their  accounts  by  the  courts  of  the  respective  districts  to  which  they 
belong,  and  afier  tlie  payment  of  such  necessary  office  and  other  ex- 
penses as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  not  to 
exceed,  as  to  any  one  of  the  said  offices  in  the  southern  district  of  New 
York,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  in  any  other 
district  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  shall  in  no  case 
exceed,  for  the  district  attorneys  and  the  marshals,  or  either  of  them,  the 
sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  few  each ;  and  those  for  each  of  the  clerks 
shall  not  exceed,  in  any  case,  four  thousand  five' hundred  dollars;  the 
overplus  of  fees  and  emoluments  to  be  paid  into  the  public  Treasury, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  subject  to  the  disposition  of  Congress. 

For  the  payment  of  annuities  and  grants  by  special  acts  of  Congress, 
nine  hundred  dollars ; 

For  survey  of  the  coast  of  the  United  States,  including  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  superintendent  and  assistants,  one  hundred  thousand  dd- 
lars; 

For  compensation  of  the  two  keepers  of  the  public  archives  in  Flo- 
rida, one  thousand  dollars ; 

For  salaries  of  registers  and  receivers  of  land  offices,  where  there 
are  no  sales,  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ; 

For  expenses  in  relation  to  the  relief  of  certain  insolvent  debtors  of 
the  UnitCKl  States,  three  thousand  dollars ; 

For  allowance  to  the  law  agent,  assistant  counsel,  and  district  attor- 
ney, under  the  acts  providing  for  the  settlement  of  private  land  claims 
in  Florida,  five  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  support  and  maintenance  of  light-houses,  floating  lights,  bea- 
cons, buoys,  and  stakeages,  including  the  purchase  of  lamps,  oil,  wicks, 
bufiskins,  whiting  and  cotton  cloth,  transpcnling  oil,  d&c,  keepers'  sala- 
ries, repairs,  improvements,  and  contingent  eiq>enses,  four  hundred  and 
eighty-four  thousand  and  seventy-two  <ibllars ; 

F<Nr  payment  to  Luigi  Persico  and  Hwatio  Greenouffh,  for  statues  to 
adorn  Uie  two  blockings,  east  front  of  the  capitol,  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars :  Provided,  The  work  is  in  such  state  of  progress,  as,  in  reference 
to  the  whole  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  artists,  respectively,  for  their  execu- 
tion, shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  render 
it  proper  to  make  such  payments.

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  jurther  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  approppated,  to  the  collectors,  deputy  collec- 
tors, naval  officers,  surveyors,  and  their  respective  clerks,  together  with 
the  weighers,  gangers,  measurers  and  markers  of  the  several  ports  of 
the  United  States,  the  same  compensation  lor  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-nine,  which  they  would  have  been  entitled  to  receive  if  the 
third  section  of  the  act  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty«eight, 
entitled  **  An  act  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the  Military  Academy  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  had  continu^  in  force  during  said  year,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  therein  c<mtained:  Provided, 
That  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give 
to  any  collector  of  the  cust(Mns  a  salary  .for  ^be  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty<4iine,  beyond  the  maximum  now  fixed  by  law,  of  four  thou- 
sand debars ; 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  juHker  enacted.  That  ^e  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  pay  to  the  clerks  in  the  custom- 
house at  Boston,  out  of  any  mcHiey  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
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propriated,  the  arrears  of  their  salaries  from  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-two,  to  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  so  as  to  make  the  same 
equal  in  prq>ortion  to  what  they  received  in  the  last  mentioned  year,  on 
the  same  principle  as  has  been  applied  to  the  custom-houses  at  New 
York  and  Philadelphia ;  and  the  payments  under  this  section  shall  be 
governed  by  what  has  J>een  the  practical  construction  of  the  former 
laws  on  this  subject,  at  the  Treasury  Department,  q>p]icable  to  the  last 
named  ports ; 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  fyrther  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  required  to  pay  to  the  clerks 
in  the  custom-house  at  Philadelphia  such  sum  of  money  as,  with  the 
amount  appropriated  by  the  general  appropriation  act  of  the  third  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  th'jrty-nine,  will  make  up  the  arrears  of 
their  respective  salaries  from  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two  to  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-seven,  the  sum  to  be  so  paid  being  first  ascertained 
by  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury ; 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  addition  to  the  account 
now  required  to  be  rendered  by  every  collector  of  customs,  naval  officer 
and  surveyor  of  ports,  every  such  collector,  naval  <^cer  and  surveyor 
shall,  each  and  every  year  hereafter,  render  a  quarter-yearly  account, 
under  oath,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  such  form  as  said  Sec- 
retary shall  prescribe,  of  all  sums  of  money  by  each  of  them  respec- 
tively received  or  collected  for  fines,  penalties,  or  forfeitures,  or  for 
seizure  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  or  upon  compromises  made 
upon  said  seizure ;  or  on  account  of  suits  instituted  for  frauds  against 
the  revenue  laws ;  or  for  rent  and  storage  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchan- 
dise, which  may  be  stored  in  the  public  store-houses,  and  for  which  a 
rent  is  paid,  beyond  the  rents  paid  by  the  collector  or  other  such  officer ; 
and  if  from  such  accounting  it  shall  appear  that  the  money  received  in 
any  one  year  by  any  collector,  naval  officer,  or  surveyor,  on  account 
and  for  rents  and  storage,  as  aforesaid,  and  for  fees  and  emolmnents, 
shall  in  the  aggregate,  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  such 
excess  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  collector,  naval  officer,  or  surveyor,  as 
the  case  may  be,  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  as  part  and 
parcel  of  the  public  money ;  and  no  such  collector  shall,  on  any  pre- 
tence whatsoever,  hereafter  receive,  hold,  or  retain  for  himself,  in  the 
aggregate,  more  than  six  thousand  ddlars  per  year,  including  all  com- 
missions for  duties,  and  all  fees  for  storage,  or  fees  or  emoluments,  or 
any  other  commissions  or  salaries  which  are  now  allowed  and  limited 
by  law.  Nor  shall  such  naval  officer  on  any  pretence  whatever,  in  the 
aggregate,  receive,  hold,  or  retain  for  himself,  hereafter,  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars  per  year,  including  all  commissions  on  duties,  and  all 
fees  for  storage,  or  fees  or  emoluments,  or  any  other  commissions  or 
salaries  which  are  now  allowed  and  limited  by  law.  *  Nor  shall  such 
surveyor,  in  the  aggregate,  receive,  hold,  or  retain  for  himself,  hereafter, 
more  than  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  year,  including  all 
commissions  or  fees  or  emduments,  or  any  other  commissions  or  sala- 
ries which  are  now  allowed  and  limited  by  law :  Provided,  The  aggre- 
gate sums  allowed  p^  year  to  the  several  officers  afcnresaid  shall  be 
exclusive  of  the  necessary  expenses  incident  to  their  respective  offices, 
in  the  same  year,  subject  to  the  regulation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury; 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  stores  hereafter  rented 
by  the  collector,  naval  officer,  or  surveyor,  shall  be  on  public  account, 
and  paid  for  by  the  collector  as  such,  and  shall  be  appropriated  exdu- 
sively  to  the  use  of  receiving  foreign  merchandise,  subject  as  to  the 
rates  of  storage,  to  regulaticm  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury ; 

Sec.  7.  Ami  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  collector,  naval  officer, 
and  surveyor  of  the  several  ports  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  be  guilty

This  court  has  no  revising  power  over  the  decrees  of  the  district  court  sitting  in  bankruptcy ;  nor  is  it 
authori2ed  to  issue  a  writ  ofprohibition  to  it  in  any  case,  except  where  the  district  is  proceeaing  as  a  court 
of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction.

same  be  assented  to  by  a  majority  in  interest  of  those  of  his  creditors 
who  have  not  been  so  preferred :  And  provided,  also,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  annul,  destroy,  or  impair  any 
lawful  rights  of  married  women,  or  minors,  or  any  liens,  mortgages,  or 
other  securities  on  property,  real  or  personal,  which  may  be  vfiid  by 
the  laws  of  the  States  respectively,  and  which  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  the  second  and  fifth  sections  of  this  act 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  property,  and  rights

of  property,  of  every  name  and  natore,  and  whether  real,  peracnial,  or 
mixed,  of  every  bankrupt,  except  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  who  shall, 
by  a  decree  of  the  proper  ooort,  be  declared  to  be  a  bankrupt  within 
this  act,  shall,  by  mere  operation  of  law,  ipso  facto,  from  the  time  of 
such  decree,  be  deemed  to  be  divested  out  of  such  bankrupt,  without 
any  other  act,  assignment,  <v  other  conveyance  whatsoever ;  and  the 
same  shall  be  vested,  by  ibrce  of  the  same  decree,  in  such  assignee  as 
from  time  to  time  shall  be  appointed  by  the  proper  court  for  this  purpose, 
which  power  of  appointment  and  removal  such  court  may  exercise  at  its 
discretion,  toties  quoties;  and  the  assignee  so  appointed  shall  be  vested 
with  all  the  rights,  titles,  powers,  and  authorities  to  sell,  manage,  and 
dispose  of  the  same,  and  to  sue  for  and  defend  the  same,  subject  to  the 
orders  and  directions  of  such  court,  as  frilly,  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
as  if  the  same  were  vested  in,  or  might  be  exercised  by,  such  bankrupt 
before  or  at  the  time  of  his  bankruptcy  declared  as  aforesaid ;  and  all 
suits  in  law  or  in  equity,  then  pending,  in  which  such  bankrupt  is  a 
party,  may  be  prosecuted  and  defend^  by  such  assignee  to  its  final 
conclusion,  in  the  same  way,  and  with  the  same  effect  as  they  might 
have  been  by  such  bankrupt;  and  no  suit  commenced  by  or  against  any 
assignee  shall  be  abated  by  his  death  or  removal  from  office,  but  the 
same  may  be  prosecuted  or  defended  by  his  successor  in  the  same  office ; 
Prmndedy  however,  That  there  shall  be  excepted  from  the  operation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  the  necessary  household  and  kitchen  frirni- 
ture,  and  such  other  articles  and  necessaries  of  such  bankrupt  as  the 
said  assignee  shall  designate  and  set  apart,  having  reference  in  the 
amount  to  the  family,  condition,  and  circumstances  of  the  bankrupt, 
but  altogether  not  to  exceed  in  value,  in  any  case,  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars ;  and,  also,  the  wearing  apparel  of  such  bankrupt,  and 
that  of  his  wife  and  children ;  and  the  determination  of  the  assignee  in 
the  matter  shall,  on  exertion  taken,  be  subject  to  the  final  decision  of 
said  court 

Sbo.  4.  And  be  it  furtker  enacted^  That  every  bankrupt,  who  shall 
bona  fide  surrender  all  his  property,  and  rights  of  property,  with  the 
exception  before  mentioned,  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  and  shall 
folly  comply  with  and  obey  all  the  orders  and  directions  which  may 
from  time  to  time  be  passed  by  the  proper  court,  and  shall  otherwise 
conform  to  all  the  other  requisitions  of  tiiis  act,  shall  (unless  a  majority 
in  number  and  value  of  his  creditors  who  have  proved  their  debts,  sball 
file  their  written  dissent  thereto)  be  entitled  to  a  fiill  discharge  from  all 
his  debts,  to  be  decreed  and  allowed  by  the  court  which  has  declared 
him  a  bankrupt,  and  a  certificate  thereof  granted  to  him  by  such  court 
accordingly,  upon  his  petition  filed  for  such  purpose ;  such  discharge 
and  certScate  not,  however,  to  be  granted  until  after  ninety  days  from 
the  decree  of  bankruptcy,  nor  until  after  seventy  days'  notice  in  some 
public  newspaper,  designated  by  such  court,  to  all  creditors  who  have 
proved  their  debts,  and  other  persons  in  interest,  to  appear  at  a  particu- 
lar time  and  place,  to  show  cause  why  such  discharge  and  certificate 
shall  not- be  granted;  at  which  time  and  place  any  such  creditors,  or 
other  persons  in  interest,  may  appear  and  contest  the  right  of  the  bank- 
rupt thereto :  Provided,  That  in  aU  cases  where  the  residence  of  the 
creditor  is  known,  a  service  on  him  personally,  or  by  letter  addressed 
to  him  at  his  known  usual  place  of  residence,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
court,  as  in  their  discretion  shall  seem  proper,  having  regard  to  the  dis- 
tance at  which  the  creditor  resides  from  such  court  And  if  any  such 
bankrupt  shall  be  guilty  of  any  fraud  or  wilfiil  concealment  of  his  pro- 
perty or  rights  of  property,  or  shall  have  preferred  any  of  his  creditors 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall  wilfiilly  omit  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  any  <vders  or  directions  <^  such  court,  or  to  omform  to 
any  other  requisites  of  this  act,  or  shall,  in  the  proceedings  under  this 
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act,  admit  a  fidae  or  fictitioua  debt  against  his  estate,  lie  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  any  such  discharge  or  certificate ;  nor  shall  any  person,  being 
a  merchant,  banker,  fkctor,  brdi^,  ond^writer,  or  marine  insurer,  be 
entitled  to  any  such  discharge  or  certificate,  who  shall  become  bankrupt, 
and  who  shall  not  have  kept  proper  books  of  account,  after  the  passing 
of  this  act ;  nor  any  person  who,  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  shaS 
apply  trust  fimds  to  bis  own  use :  Pravidedy  That  no  discharge  of  any 
bankrupt  under  this  act  shall  release  or  discharge  any  person  who  may 
be  liable  for  the  same  debt  as  a  partner,  joint  contractor,  endorser,  surety, 
or  otherwise,  for  or  with  the  bankrupt  And  such  bankrupt  shall  at  all 
times  be  su^ect  to  examinatioii,  orally,  or  upon  written  interrogatories, 
in  and  before  such  court,  or  any  commissicm  appointed  by  the  court 
therefor,  on  oath,  or,  if  conscientiously  scrupulous  <^  taking  an  oath, 
upon  his  sdemn  affirmation,  in  all  matters  relating  to  such  bankruptcy, 
and  his  acts  and  doings,  and  his  property  and  rights  of  property,  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  such  court,  are  necessary  and  prq>er  for  the  pur- 
poses of  justice ;  and  if  in  any  such  examination,  he  shall  wilfiilly  and 
corruptly  answer,  or  swear,  or  afiirm,  falsely,  he  ^all  be  deemed  guilty 
of  perjury,  and  shall  be  punishable  therefor,  in  like  manner  as  the  crime 
of  perjury  is  now  punishable  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States ;  and 
such  discharge  and  certificate,  when  duly  granted,  shall,  in  all  courts 
of  justice,  be  deemed  a  fiill  and  complete  discharge  of  all  debts,  con- 
tracts, and  other  engagements  of  sudi  bankrupt,  which  are  proveable 
under  this  act,  and  shdl  be  and  may  be  pleaded  as  a  fiill  and  comj^ete 
bar  to  all  suits  brought  in  any  court  of  judicature  whatever,  and  the 
same  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  itself  in  favor  of  such  bankrupt, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  impeached  for  some  fi-aud  or  wilful  conccJEd- 
ment  by  him  of  his  property  or  rights  of  property,  as  aforesaid,  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  on  prior  reasonable  notice  specifying  in 
writing  such  fi-aud  or  concealment ;  and  if,  in  any  case  of  bankruptcy, 
a  majority,  in  number  and  value,  of  the  creditors  who  shall  have  proved 
their  debts  at  the  time  of  hearing  of  the  petition  of  the  bankrupt  for  a 
discbarge  as  hereinbefore  provided,  riiall  at  such  hearing  file  their  writp 
ten  dissent  to  the  aUowance  of  a  discharge  and  certifici^  to  such 
bankrupt,  or  if,  upon  such  hearing,  a  discharge  shall  not  be  decreed  to 
him,  the  bankrupt  may  demand  a  trial  by  jury  upon  a  proper  issue  to 
be  directed  by  the  court,  at  such  time  and  place,  and  in  such  manner, 
as  the  court  may  order ;  or  he  may  appeal  from  that  decision,  at  any 
time  within  ten  days  thereafter,  to  the  circuit  court  next  to  be  held  for 
the  same  district,  by  simply  entering  in  the  district  court,  or  with  the 
clerk  thereof,  upon  record,  his  prayer  for  an  appeal.  The  appeal  shaH 
be  tried  at  the  first  term  of  the  circuit  court  after  it  be  taken,  unless, 
for  sufficient  reason,  a  continuance  be  grained ;  and  it  may  be  heard 
and  determined  by  said  court  summarily,  or  by  a  jury,  at  the  option  of 
the  bankrupt ;  and  the  creditors  may  appear  and  object  against  a  decree 
of  discharge  and  the  allowance  of  the  certificate,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. And  if,  npatk  a  full  hearing  of  the  parties,  it  shall  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court,  or  the  jury  shall  find  that  the  bankrupt  has 
made  a  full  disclosure  and  surrender  of  all  his  estate,  as  by  this  act 
required,  and  has  in  aU  thmgs  conformed  to  the  directions  thereof,  the 
court  shall  make  a  decree  of  discharge,  and  grant  a  oert^cate,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  creditors  coming  in  and 
proving  their  debts  under  such  bankruptcy,  in  the  manner  hereinafler 
prescribed,  the  same  being  bona  fide  debts,  shall  be  entitled  to  share  in 
the  bankrupt's  property  and  effects,  pro  rata,  without  any  priority  or 
preference  whatsoever,  except  only  for  debts  due  by  such  bankrupt  to 
the  United  States,  and  for  all  debts  due  by  him  to  persons  who,  by  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  have  a  preference,  in  consequence  of  having 
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paid  moneys  as  his  sureties,  which  shall  be  first  paid  out  of  the  assets; 
and  any  person  who  shall  have  performed  any  labor  as  an  opetaiive  in 
the  service  of  any  bankrupt  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  full  amount 
of  the  wages  due  to  him  for  such  labor,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dol- 
lars ;  Pravidedy  That  such  labor  shall  have  been  performed  within  six 
months  next  before  the  bankruptcy  of  his  employer ;  and  all  creditors 
whose  debts  are  not  due  and  payable  until  a  future  day,  all  annuitants, 
holders  of  bottomry  and  respondentia  bonds,  holders  of  policies  of  in- 
surances, sureties,  endorsers,  bail,  or  other  persons,  having  uncertain 
or  contingent  demands  against  such  bankrupt,  shall  be  permitted  to 
come  in  and  prove  such  debts  or  claims  under  this  act,  and  shall  have  a 
right,  when  Uieir  debts  and  claims  become  absolute,  to  have  the  same 
allowed  them;  and  such  annuitants  and  holders  of  debts  payable  in 
future  may  have  the  present  value  thereof  ascertained,  under  the  direc*- 

^tion  of  such  court,  and  allowed  them  accordingly,  as  debts  in  presenti ; 
and  no  creditor  or  other  persmi,  coming  in  and  proving  his  debt  or  other 
claim,  shall  be  allowed  to  maintain  any  suit  at  law  or  in  equity  therefor, 
but  shall  be  deemed  thereby  to  have  waived  all  right  of  acticm  and  suit 
against  such  bankrupt;  and  all  proceedings  already  commenced,  and 
all  unsatisfied  judgments  already  obtained  thereon,  shall  be  deemed  to 

_be  surrendered  thereby ;  and  in  all  cases  where  there  are  mutual  debts 
or  mutual  credits  betwe^i  the  parties,  the  balance  only  shall  be  deemed 
the  true  debt  or  claim  between  them,  and  the  residue  shall  be  deemed 
ad[)U8ted  by  the  setoff;  all  such  proof  of  debts  shall  be  made  before  the 
court  decreeing  the  bankruptcy,  or  before  some  commissioner  appointed 
by  the  court  for  that  purpose ;  but  such  court  shaU  have  full  power  to 
set  aside  and  disallow  any  debt,  upon  proof  that  such  debt  is  founded  in 
firaud,  imposition,  illegality,  or  mistake ;  and  corporations  to  whom  any 
debts  are  due,  may  make  proof  thereof  by  their  president,  cashier,  trea- 
surer, or  other  officer,  who  may  be  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose ; 
and  in  appointing  c<»nmiss]oners  to  receive  proof  of  debts,  and  perform 
other  duties,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  court  shall  ap- 
point such  porscNis  as  have  their  residence  in  the  county  in  which  the 
bankrupt  lives. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacUd^  That  the  district  court  in  every 
district  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  matters  and  proceedings  in  bank- 
ruptcy arising  under  this  act,  and  any  other  act  which  may  hereafter  be 
piwsed  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcy ;  the  said  jurisdiction  to  be  exer- 
cised summarily,  in  the  nature  of  summary  proceedings  in  equity ;  and 
for  this  purpose  the  said  district  court  shall  be  deemed  always  open. 
And  the  district  jud^  may  adjourn  any  point  ct  question  arising  in  any 
case  in  bankruptcy  mto  the  circuit  court  for  the  district,  in  his  discre- 
tion, to  be  there  heard  and  determined ;  and  for  this  purpose  the  circuit 
court  of  such  d»trict  shall  also  be  deemed  always  open.  And  the  juris- 
diction hereby  conferred  on  the  district  court  shall  extend  to  all  cases 
and  controversies  in  bankruptcy  arising  between  the  bankrupt  and  any 
creditor  or  creditors  who  shall  claim  any  debt  or  demand  under  the 
bankruptcy ;  to  aU  cases  and  controversies  between  such  creditor  or 
creditors  and  the  assignee  of  the  estate,  whether  in  office  or  removed ; 
to  all  cases  and  controversies  between  such  assignee  and  the  bankrupt, 
and  to  all  acts,  matters,  and  things  to  be  done  under  and  in  virtue  of 
the  bankruptcy,  until  the  final  distribution  and  settlement  of  the  estate 
of  the  bankrupt,  and  the  dose  of  the  proceeding  in  bankruptcy.  And 
the  saiid  courts  shall  have  full  authority  and  jurisdiction  to  compel  obe- 
dience to  all  orders  and  decrees  passed  by  them  in  bankruptcy,  by  pro- 
cess of  contempt  and  other  remedial  process,  to  the  same  extent  the 
circuit  courts  may  now  do  in  any  suit  pending  therein  in  equity.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  court  in  each  district^  from  time  to 
time,  to  prescribe  suitable  rules  and  regulations,  and  forms  of  proceed- 
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ings,  in  all  matters  of  bankruptcy ;  which  rules,  regulations,  and  forms^ 
shall  be  subject  to  be  altered,  added  to,  revised,  or  annulled,  bj  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  the  same  district,  and  other  rules  and  regulations,  and 
ibrms  substituted  therefor;  and,  in  all  such  rules,  regulations,  and 
forms,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  courts  to  make  them  as  simple 
and  brief  as  practicable,  to  the  end  to  avoid  all  unnecessary  expenses, 
and  to  facilitate  the  use  thereof  by  the  public  at  large.  And  the  said 
courts  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  a  tariff  or  table  of  fees  and 
charges  to  be  taxed  by  the  officers  of  the  court  or  other  perscms,  for 
services  under  this  act,  or  any  other  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcy ; 
which  fees  shall  be  as  low  as  practicable,  with  reference  to  the  nature 
and  character  of  such  services. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  petitions  by  any  bankrupt 
for  the  benefit  of  this  act,  and  all  petitions  by  a  creditor  against  any 
bankrupt  under  this  act,  and  all  proceedings  in  the  case  to  the  close 
thereof,  shall  be  had  in  the  district  court  within  and  for  the  district  in  ' 
which  the  person  supposed  to  be  a  bankrupt  shall  reside,  or  have  his 
place  of  business  at  the  time  when  such  petition  is  filed,  except  where 
otherwise  provided  in  this  act  And  upon  every  such  petition,  notice 
thereof  shall  be  published  in  one  or  more  public  newspapers  printed  in 
such  district,  to  be  designated  by  such  court  at  least  twenty  days  before 
the  hearing  thereof;  and  all  persons  interested  may  appear  at  the  time 
and  place  where  the  hearing  is  thus  to  be  had,  and  show  cause,  if  any 
they  have,  why  the  prayer  oif  the  said  petitioner  should  not  be  granted ; 
all  evidence  by  witnesses  to  be  used  m  all  hearings  before  such  court 
shall  be  under  oath,  or  solemn  affirmation,  when  the  party  is  conscien- 
tiously scrupulous  of  taking  an  oath,  and  may  be  oral  or  by  deposition, 
taken  before  such  court,  or  before  any  commissioner  appointed  by  such 
court,  or  before  any  disinterested  State  judge  of  the  State  in  which  the 
deposition  is  taken ;  and  all  proof  of  debts  or  other  claims,  by  creditors 
entitled  to  prove  the  same  by  this  act,  shall  be  under  oath  or  solemn 
affirmations  as  aforesaid,  before  such  court  €X  commissioner  q>pointed 
thereby,  or  before  some  disinterested  State  judge  of  the  State  where  the 
creditors  live,  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  made  and  established  by  the  courts 
having  jurisdiction  in  bankruptcy.  But  all  such  proofs  of  debts  and 
other  claims  shall  be  open  to  contestation  in  the  proper  court  having 
jurisdiction  over  the  proceedings  in  the  particular  case  in  bankruptcy ; 
and  as  well  the  assignee  as  the  creditor  shall  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by 
jury,  upon  an  issue  to  be  directed  by  such  court,  to  ascertain  the  vali- 
dity and  amount  of  such  debts  or  other  claims ;  and  the  result  therein, 
unless  a  new  trial  shall  be  granted,  if  in  favor  of  the  claims,  shall  be 
evidence  of  the  validity  and  amount  of  such  debts  or  other  claims.  And 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  falsely  and  corruptly  answer,  swear,  or 
affirm,  in  any  hearing  or  on  trial  of  any  matter,  at  in  any  proceeding  in 
such  court  in  bankruptcy,  or  before  any  commissioner,  he  and  they  mall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  punishable  therefcv  in  the  manner  and 
to  the  extent  provided  by  law  for  other  cases. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  circuit  court  within 
and  for  the  district  where  the  decree  of  bankruptcy  is  passed,  shall  have 
concurrent  jurisdicticm  with  the  district  court  of  the  same  district  of  all 
suits  at  law  and  in  equity  which  may  and  shall  be  brought  by  any  as- 
signee of  the  bankrupt  against  any  person  or  persons  claiming  an  ad- 
verse interest,  or  by  such  person  against  such  assignee,  touohiiig  any 
property  or  rights  of  property  of  said  bankrupt  transferable  to,  or  vested 
in,  such  assignee ;  and  no  suit  at  law  or  in  equity  shall,  in  any  case,  be 
maintainable  by  or  against  such  assignee  or  by  or  against  any  person 
claiming  an  adverse  interest  touching  the  property  and  rights  <^  property 
aforesaid,  in  any  court  whatsoever  unless  the  same  shall  be  brought 
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within  two  years  after  the  declaration  and  decree  of  banknqptcy,  Gt  after 
the  cause  of  suit  shall  first  have  accrued. 

Sbc.  9.  And  be  it  further  enaUed^  That  all  sales,  transfers,  and  other 
conveyances  of  the  assignee  of  the  bankrupt's  prqperty  and  rights  of 
property,  shall  be  made  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
ordered  and  appointed  by  the  court  in  bankruptcy ;  and  all  assets  re- 
ceived by  the  assignee  in  money,  shall,  within  sixty  days  afterwards, 
be  paid  into  the  court,  aubject  to  its  order  respecting  its  future  safe- 
keeping and  di^>o6ition ;  and  the  court  may  require  of  such  assignee  a 
bond,  with  at  least  two  sureties,  in  such  sum  as  it  may  deem  proper, 
ccniditioned  for  the  due  and  faithful  discharge  of  all  his  duties,  and  his 
compliance  with  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  court ;  which  bond 
shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  United  Sutes,  and  shall,  if  there  be 
any  breach  thereof,  be  sued  and  sueable,  under  the  order  of  such  court, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  and  other  persons  in  interest 

Sec.  10.  And  be  itjvrther  enacted,  That  in  order  to  ensure  a  speedy 
settlement  and  close  of  the  proceedings  in  each  case  in  bankruptcy,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  order  and  direct  a  collection  of  the 
assets,  and  a  reduction  of  the  same  to  money,  and  a  distribution  thereof 
at  as  early  periods  as  practicable,  consistently  with  a  due  regard  to  the 
interests  of  the  creditors :  and  a  dividend  and  distribution  of  such  assets 
as  shall  be  collected  and  reduced  to  money,  or  so  much  thereof  as  can 
be  safely  so  disposed  of,  ccmsistently  with  the  rights  and  interests  of 
third  persons  having  adverse  claims  thereto,  shall  be  made  among  the 
creditors  who  bave  proved  their  debts,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months 
from  the  time  of  the  decree  declaring  the  bankruptcy ;  notice  of  such 
dividends  and  distribution  to  be  given  in  some  newspaper  or  newspapers 
in  the  district,  designated  by  the  court,  ten  days  at  least  before  the  order 
therefor  is  passed ;  and  the  pendency  of  any  suit  at  law  or  in  equity,  by 
or  against  such  third  persons,  shall  not  postpone  such  division  and  dis- 
tribution, except  so  far  as  the  assets  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the 
same;  and  all  the  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  in  each  case  shall,  if  prac- 
ticable, be  finally  adjusted,  settled,  and  brought  to  a  close,  by  the  court, 
within  two  years  afier  the  decree  declaring  the  bankruptcy.  And  where 
any  creditor  shall  not  have  proved  his  debt  until  a  dividend  or  distribu- 
tion shall  have  been  made  and  declared,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
paid  the  same  amount,  pro  rata,  out  of  the  remaining  dividends  or  dis- 
tributions thereafter  made,  as  the  other  creditors  have  already  received, 
before  the  latter  shall  be  entitled  to  any  portion  thereof 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  assignee  shall  have  full 
authority,  by  and  under  the  order  and  direction  of  Uie  prc^r  court  in 
bankruptcy,  to  redeem  and  discharge  any  mortgage  or  other  pledge,  or 
deposite,  or  lien  upon  any  property,  real  or  personal,  whether  payable 
in  present!  or  at  a  future  day,  and  to  tender  a  due  performance  of  the 
conditions  thereof  And  such  assignee  shaU  also  have  authority,  by  and 
under  the  order  and  direction  of  the  proper  court  in  bankruptcy,  to 
compound  any  debts,  or  other  claims,  or  securities  due  or  belonging  to 
the  estate  of  the  bankrupt ;  but  no  such  order  or  direction  shall  be  made 
until  notice  of  the  application  is  given  in  some  public  newspaper  in  the 
district,  to  be  designated  by  the  court,  ten  days  at  least  before  the  hear- 
ing, so  that  all  creditors  and  other  persons  in  interest  may  appear  and 
show  cause,  if  any  they  have,  at  the  hearing,  why  the  order  or  direction 
should  not  be  passed. 

Sbc.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person,  who  shall 
have  been  discharged  under  this  act,  shall  afterward  become  bankrupt, 
he  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  under  this  act,  unless  his 
estate  shall  produce  (after  all  charges)  sufficient  to  pay  every  creditor 
sevmity-five  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  the  debt  which  shall  have  been 
allowed  to  each  creditor. 
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Sbo.  13.  And  be  it  further  emietedy  That  the  proceedings  in  all  cases 
in  bankruptcy  shall  l>e  deemed  matters  of  record ;  but  the  same  shall 
not  be  required  to  be  recorded  at  large,  but  shall  be  carefully  filed, 
kept,  and  numbered,  in  the  office  of  tl^  court,  and  a  docket  ooly,  or 
short  memorandum  thereof,  with  the  numbers,  kept  in  a  book  by  the 
clerk  of  the  court;  and  the  clerk  of  the  court,  for  affixing  his  name  and 
the  seal  of  the  court  to  any  form,  or  certifying  a  copy  thereof,  when 
required  thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  as  compensation,  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  and  no  more.  And  no  officer  of  the  court,  or  com- 
missioner, shall  be  allowed  by  the  court  more  than  one  dollar  for  taking 
the  proof  of  any  debt  or  other  claim  of  any  creditor  or  other  person 
against  the  estate  of  the  bankrupt ;  but  he  may  be  allowed,  in  addition, 
his  actual  travel  expenses  for  that  purpose. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  where  two  or  more  persons, 
who  are  partners  in  trade,  become  insolvent,  an  order  may  be  made  in 
the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  either  on  the  petition  of  such  partners, 
or  any  one  of  them,  or  on  the  petition  of  any  creditor  of  the  partners ; 
upon  which  order  all  the  joint  stock  and  property  of  the  company,  and 
.  also  all  the  separate  estate  of  each  of  the  partners,  shall  be  taken,  ex- 
cepting such  parts  thereof  as  are  herein  exempted ;  and  all  the  creditors 
of  the  company,  and  the  separate  creditors  of  each  partner,  shall  be 
allowed  to  prove  their  respective  debts ;  and  the  assignees  shall  also 
keep  separate  accounts  of  the  joint  stock  ot  property  of  the  company, 
and  of  the  separate  estate  of  each  member  therecrf*;  and  after  deductiug 
out  of  the  whole  amount  received  by  such  assignees  the  whole  of  the 
expenses  and  disbursements  paid  by  U)em,  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  joint 
stock  shall  be  appropriated  to  pay  the  creditors  of  the  company,  and  the 
nett  proceeds  of  the  separate  estate  of  each  partner  shall  be  appropriated 
to  pay  his  separate  creditors ;  and  if  there  shall  be  any  balance  <^  the 
separate  estate  of  any  partner,  after  the  payment  of  his  separate  debts,  such 
balance  shall  be  added  to  the  joint  stock,  for  the  payment  of  the  joint 
creditors ;  and  if  there  shall  be  any  balance  of  the  joint  stock,  after  pay- 
ment of  the  joint  debts,  such  balance  shall  be  divided  and  appropriated 
to  and  among  the  separate  estates  of  the  several  partno-s,  according  to 
their  respective  rights  and  interests  therein,  and  as  it  would  have  l^en 
if  the  partnership  had  been  dissolved  without  any  bankruptcy ;  and  the 
sum  so  appropriated  to  the  separate  estate  of  each  partner  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  payment  of  his  separate  debts ;  and  the  certificate  of  dis- 
charge shall  be  granted  or  refiised  to  each  partner,  as  the  same  would 
or  ought  to  be  if  the  procjeedings  had  been  against  him  alone  under  this 
act ;  and  in  all  other  respects  the  proceedings  against  partners  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  like  manner  as  if  they  had  been  commenced  and  pro- 
secuted against  one  person  alone. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  a  copy  of  any  decree  of 
bankruptcy,  and  the  appointment  of  assignees,  as  directed  by  the  third 
section  of  this  act,  shdl  be  recited  in  every  deed  of  lands  belonging  to 
the  bankrupt,  sold  and  conveyed  by  any  assignees  imder  and  by  virtue 
of  this  act ;  and  that  such  recital,  to^^ether  wiUi  a  certified  copy  of  such 
order,  shall  be  fiill  and  complete  evidence  both  of  the  bankruptcy  and 
assignment  therein  recited,  and  supersede  the  necessity  of  any  other 
proof  of  such  bankruptcy  and  assignment  to  validate  the  said  deed ; 
and  all  deeds  containing  such  recit  J,  and  supported  by  such  proof,  shall 
be  as  effectual  to  pass  the  title  of  the  bankrupt,  of,  in,  and  to  Uie  lands 
therein  mentioned  and  described  to  the  purchaser,  as  fully,  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  as  if  made  by  such  bankrupt  himself,  immediately 
before  such  order.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  upon  the  presentation 
of  certified  copies  of  such  awards  as  have  been  or  shall  be  made,  in 
pursuance  of  the  Convention  with  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  concluded 
at  Washington,  the  eleventh  of  April,  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and 
thirty-nine,  in  fivor  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  to  issue  certificates 
to  the  persons  authorized  to  receive  the  sums  so  awarded  their  legal 
representatives  and  assigns  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  seventh  sec- 
tion of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "  An  act  to  carry  into  effect  a  con- 
vention between  the  United  States  and  the  Republic  of  Mexico,''  such 
certificates  to  be  in  such  form  and  for  such  portions  of  the  sums  awarded 
as  may  be  convenient  for  the  claimants  and  to  be  subject  to  the  deduc- 
tions provided  for  by  the  tenth  section  of  said  act.

tions, and  made  their  returns,  under  the  acts  hereby  amended,  to  pro- 
ceed personally  and  by  their  assistants  to  complete  such  enumerations, 
and  make  such  returns  under  the  said  acts ;  and  the  said  assistants  shall 
be  allowed  until  the  first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eiffht  hundred 
and  forty-one,  to  complete  their  enumerations,  and  make  their  returns 
to  the  marshals,  and  the  said  marshals  shall  be  allowed  to  make  their 
returns  to  the  Secretary  of  State  at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of 
January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two :  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  release  such  marshals  and 
assistants  fi'om  the  penalties  contained  in  the  act  aforesaid,  unless  their 
returns  shall  be  made  within  the  time  prescribed  in  this  act :  And  pro- 
vided  further,  That  no  person  be  included  in  the  returns  made  under 
the  present  act,  unless  such  persons  shall  have  been  inhabitants  of  the 
district  for  which  such  returns  shall  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty ;  and  the  Secretary  of  State  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  to  be  printed  twenty  thousand 
cc^ies  of  the  compendium  or  abridgment  of  the  Sixth  Census,  by  coun- 
ties and  principal  towns,  together  with  the  tables  of  apportionment  as 
prepared  at  the  Department  of  State,  for  the  use  of  Congress. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacUd,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  is 
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hereby  authorized  to  have  the  Sixth  Census  documents  bound  in  a  plain 
and  substantial  manner,  the  cost  of  which  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents 
per  volume;  and  that  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  marshal  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  he  is  hereby  required, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  cause  the  number  of 
inhabitants  within  Montgomery  county,  in  the  State  aforesaid,  to  be 
again  taken  according  to  the  directions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  and  the  same  to  be  returned  before  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber next,  and  when  so  taken  and  returned  shall  be  considered  as  the 
correct  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  county :  Provided, 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  release  such  marshal 
and  his  assistants  from  the  penalties  ccmtained  in  the  act  aforesaid :  And 
provided  further ,  That  no  persons  be  included  in  the  returns  made 
under  the  present  act,  unless  such  persons  shall  have  been  inhabitants 
of  the  district  for  which  such  returns  shall  be  made  on  the  first  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty :  And  provided,  also.  That 
the  said  corrected  return  shall  not  delay  the  printing  of  the  Census : 
and  that  the  said  corrected  return  be  printed  by  itself  separately.

Chap.  XVl.— ^n  Act  to  impropriate  the  proceeds  cf  the  $ak»  of  the  public  lands, 
ana  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  fi'om  and  after  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-one,  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  each  of  the  States  of 
Ohio,  Indiaua,  Dlinois,  Alabama,  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Ar- 
kansas, and  Michigan,  over  and  above  what  each  of  the  said  States  Is 
entitled  to  by  the  terms  of  the  compacts  entered  into  between  them  and 
the  United  States,  upon  their  admission  into  the  Union,  the  sum  of  ten 
per  centum  upon  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands, 
which,  subsequent  to  the  day  aforesaid,  shall  be  made  within  the  limits 
of  each  of  said  States  respectively :  Provided,  That  the  sum  so  allowed 
to  the  said  States,  respectively,  shall  be  in  no  wise  afiected  or  diminish- 
ed on  account  of  any  sums  which  have  been  heretofore,  or  shall  be 
hereafter,  applied  to  the  construction  or  continuance  of  the  Cumberland 
road,  but  that  the  disbursements  for  the  Said  road  shall  remain,  as  here- 
tofore, chargeable  on  the  two  per  centum  fund  provided  for  by  compacts 
with  several  of  the  said  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  after  deducting  the  said 
ten  per  centum,  and  what,  by  the  compacts  aforesaid,  has  heretofore 
been  allowed  to  the  States  aforesaid,  the  residue  of  the  nett  proceeds, 
which  nett  proceeds  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting  from  the  gross 
proceeds  all  the  expenditures  of  the  year  for  the  following  objects: 
salaries  and  expenses  on  account  of  the  General  Land  Office ;  expenses 
for  surveying  public  lands ;  salaries  and  expenses  in  the  surveyor  general's 
offices ;  salaries,  commissions,  and  allowances  to  the  registers  and  re- 
ceivers; the  five  per  centum  to  new  States,  of  all  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  States,  wherever  situated,  which  shall  be  sold  subsequent  to  the 
said  thirty-first  day  of  December,  shall  be  divided  among  the  twenty-six 
States  of  the  Union  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territories 
of  Wisc<msin,  Iowa,  and  Florida,  according  to  their  re^>ective  federal 
representative  population  as  ascertained  by  the  last  census,  to  be  applied 
by  the  Legislatures  of  the  said  States  to  such  purposes  as  the  said  Legist 
latures  may  direct :  Provided,  That  the  distribut.ve  share  to  which  the

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  Jvrtker  enaetedy  That  any  sum  of  money,  which 
at  any  time  may  become  due^  and  payable  to  any  State  of  the  Union,  or 
to  the  District  of  Cdiimbia,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  as  the  portion  of  the 
said  State  or  District,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  Uie  public  lands, 
shall  be  first  applied  to  the  payment  of  any  debt,  due,  and  payable  from 
the  said  State  or  District,  to  the  United  States :  Provided,  That  this

Sec.  5.  Ana  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  continue  and 
be  in  force  untfl  otherwise  provided  by  law,  unless  the  United  States 
shall  become  invcrfved  in  war  with  any  foreign  Power,,  in  which  event, 
from  the  commencement  of  hostilities,  this  act  shall  be  suspended  during 
the  continuance  of  such  war :  Provided,  nevertheless.  That  if,  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  this  act,  any  new  State  or  States  shall  be  admitted  into 
the  Union,  there  be  assigned  to  such  new  State  or  States,  the  proportion 
of  the  proceeds  accruing  after  their  admission  into  the  Union,  to  which 
such  State  or  States  may  be  entitled,  upon  the  principles  of  this  act,  to- 
gether with  what  such  State  or  States  may  be  entitled  to  by  virtue  of 
compacts  to  be  made  on  their  admission  into  the  Union. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  annually 
appropriated  for  completing  the  surveys  of  said  lands,  a  sum  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  fifly  thousand  dollars ;  anfl  the  minimum  price 
at  which  the  public  lands  are  now  sold  at  private  sale  shall  not  be  in- 
creased, unless  Congress  shall  think  proper  to  grant  alternate  sections 
along  the  line  of  any  canal  or  other  internal  improvement,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  increase  the  minimum  price  of  the  sections  reserved ;  and 
in  case  the  same  shall  be  increased  by  law,  except  as  aforesaid,  at  any 
time  during  the  operation  of  this  act,  then  so  much  of  this  act  as  pro- 
vides that  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  shall  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  several  States,  shall,  from  and  afler  the  increase  of 
the  minimum  price  thereof,  cease  and  become  utterly  null  and  of  no 
eflfect,  any  thing  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding :  Provided, 
That  if,  at  any  time  during  the  existence  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  an 
imposition  of  duties  on  imports  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  March  second  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  en- 
titled, «  An  act  to  modify  the  act  of  the  fourteenth  of  July  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  all  other  acts  imposing  duties  on  im- 
ports," and  beyond  the  rate  of  duty  fixed  by  that  act,  to  )prft :  twenty 
per  cent,  on  the  value  of  such  imports,  or  any  of  them,  then  the  distri-

Sec.  7.  And  be  U  fitrther  enaeted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury may  continue  any  land  district  in  which  is  situated  the  seat  of 
government  of  any  one  of  the  States,  and  may  contiaae  the  land  office 
in  such  district,  notwithstanding  the  quantity  of  land  unsold  in  such 
district  may  not  amount  to  one  hundred  thousand  acres,  when,  in  his 
opinion,  such  continuance  may  be  required  by-pubUc  convenience,  or  in 
cMrder  to  dose  the  land  system  in  such  State  at  a  convenient  point,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  on  that  subject,  approved  twelfth  June,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty. 

Sbc.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  mnted  to 
each  State  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  five  hundred  thou* 
sand  acres  of^and  for  purposes  of  internal  improvement:  Provided^ 
that  to  each  of  the  said  States  which  has  already  received  grants  for 
said  purposes,  there  is  hereby  granted  no  more  than  a  quantity  of  land 
which  shall,  together  with  the  amount  such  State  has  already  received 
as  aforesaid,  make  five  hundred  thousand  acres,  the  selections  in  all  of 
the  said  States,  to  be  made  within  their  limits  respectively  in  such  man* 
ner  as  the  Legislatures  thereof  shall  direct;  and  located  in  parcels  con* 
formably  to  sectiond  divisions  and  subdivisions,  of  not  less  than  three 
hundred  and  twenty  acres  in  any  one  location,  on  any  public  land  ex* 
cept  such  as  is  or  may  be  reserved  firom  sale  by  any  law  of  Congress  or 
proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  which  said  l^oations 
may  be  made  at  any  time  after  the  lands  of  the  United  States  in  said 
States  respectively,  shall  have  been  surveyed  according  to  existing  laws. 
And  there  shall  be  and  hereby  is,  granted  to  each  new  State  that  shall 
be  hereafter  admitted  into  the  Union,  upon  such  admission,  so  much 
land  as,  including  such  quantity  as  may  have  been  granted  to  such  State 
before  its  admission,  and  while  under  a  Territorial  Grovemment,  for  pur- 
poses of  internal  improvement  as  aforesaid,  as  shall  make  five  hundred 
thousand  acres  of  land,  to  be  sdected  and  located  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  lands  herein  granted  to 
the  States  above  named  shall  not  be  disposed  of  at  a  price  less  than  one 
dollar  md  twenty-five  cents  pte  acre,  until  otherwise  authorized  by  a 
law  of  the  United  States ;  and  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  said 
lands  shall  be  faithfiilly  applied  to  objects  of  internal  improvement  with- 
in the  States  aforesaid,  respectively,  namely :  Roads,  railways,  bridges, 
CMials  and  improvement  of  water-courses,  and  draintng  of  swamps ;  and 
such  roads,  railways,  canals,  bridges  and  water-courses,  when  made  or 
improved,  shall  be  finee  for  the  transportation  of  the  United  States  mail, 
and  munitions  of  war,  and  for  the  passage  of  their  troops,  without  the 
payment  of  any  toll  whatever. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enmcted,  That  fiK>m  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  every  person  being  the  head  of  a  family,  or  widow,  or  sin^ 
man,  over  the  age  of  twenty«one  years,  and  being  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  or  having  filed  his  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen, 
as  required  by  the  naturalization  laws,  who  since  the  first  day  of  June, 
A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  has  made  or  shall  hereafter  make  a 
settlement  in  person  on  the  public  lands  to  which  the  Indian  title  had 
been  at  the  time  of  such  settlement  extinguished,  and  which  has  been, 
or  shall  have  been,  surveyed  prior  thereto,  and  who  shall  inhabit  and 
improve  die  same,  and  who  has  or  shall  erect  a  dwelling  thereon,  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  enter  with  the  resister  of  the  land 
office  for  the  district  in  which  such  land  may  lie,  by  legal  subdiviaimis, 
any  number  of  acres  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty,  or  a  quarter 
section  of  land,  to  include  the  residence  of  sudi  claimant,  upon  paying

the  same  State  or  Territory,  shall  acquire  any  right  of  pre-emption 
under  this  act ;  no  lands  included  in  any  reservation,  by  any  treaty,  law, 
or  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  reserved  for 
salines,  or  for  other  purposes ;  no  lands  reserved  for  the  support  of 
schods,  nor  the  lands  acquired  by  either  of  the  two  last  treaties  with  the 
Miami  tribe  of  Indians  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  or  which  may  be  ac- 
quired of  the  Wyandot  tribe  of  Indians  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  other 
Indian  reservation  to  which  the  title  has  been  or  may  be  extinguished 
by  the  United  States  at  any  time  during  the  operation  of  this  act ;  no 
sections  of  land  reserved  to  the  United  States  alternate  to  other  sections 
granted  to  any  of  the  States  for  the  construction  of  any  canal,  railroad, 
or  other  public  improvement ;  no  sections  or  fractions  of  sections  in- 
cluded within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  town ;  no  portions  of  the 
public  lands  which  have  been  selected  as  the  site  fcnr  a  city  or  town ;  no 
parcel  or  lot  of  land  actually  settled  and  occupied  for  the  purposes  of 
trade  and  not  agriculture;  and  no  lands  on  which  are  situated  any 
known  salines  or  mines,  shall  be  liable  to  entry  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  And  so  much  of  the  proviso  of  the  act  of 
twenty-second  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  or  any  order 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  as  directs  certain  ceservations  to 
be  made  in  favor  of  certain  claims  under  the  treaty  of  Dancing-rabbit 
creek,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed :  Provided,  That  such*re- 
peal  shall  not  affect  any  title  to  any  tract  of  land  secured  in  virtue  of 
said  treaty. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  two  or  more  persons 
shall  have  settled  on  the  same  quarter  section  6f  land,  the  right  of  pre- 
emption shall  be  in  him  or  her  who  made  the  first  settlement,  provided 
such  persons  shall  conform  to  the  other  provbions  of  this  act ;  and  all 
questions  as  to  the  right  of  pre-emption  arising  between  different  settlers 
shall  be  settled  by  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  district  Within  which 
the  land  is  situated,  subject  to  an  appeal  *to  and  a  revbion  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  prior  to  any  entries  being 
made  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  proof  of  the  set- 
tlement and  improvement  thereby  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  district  in  which  such 
lands  may  lie,  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  Treasury,' who  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  fifty  cents 
from  each  applicant  for  his  services,  to  be  rendered  as  aforesaid ;  and 
all  assignments  and  transfers  of  the  right  hereby  secured,  prior  to  the 
issuing  of  the  patent,  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  before  any  person  claiming 
the  benefit  of  this  act  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  such  lands,  he  or  she 
shall  make  oath  before  the  receiver  or  register  of  the  land  district  in 
which  the  land  is  situated,  (who  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer 
the  same,)  that  he  or  she  has  never  had  the  benefit  of  any  right  of  pre- 
emption under  this  act;  that  he  or  she  is  not  the  owner  of  three  hundred 
and  twenty  acres  of  land  in  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States, 
nor  hath  he  or  she  settled  upon  and  improved  said  land  to  sell  the  same 
on  speculation,  but  in  good  faith  to  appropriate  it  to  his  or  her  own  ex- 
clusive use  or  benefit ;  and  that  he  or  she  has  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
made  any  agreement  or  contract,  in  any  way  or  manner,  with  any  per- 
son or  persons  whatsoever,  by  which  the  tiUe  which  he  or  she  might 
acquire  from  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  should  enure  in 
whole  or  in  part,  to  the  benefit  of  any  person  except  himself  or  herself; 
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and  if  any  person  taking  such  oath  shall  swear  falsely  in  the  premises, 
he  or  she  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury,  and 
'  shall  forfeit  the  money  which  he  or  she  may  have  paid  for  said  land, 
and  all  right  and  title  to  the  same ;  and  any  grant  or  conveyance  which 
he  or  she  may  have  made,  except  in  the  hands  of  bona  fide  purchasers, 
for  a  valuable  consideration,  shall  be  null  and  void.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  officer  administering  such  oath  to  file  a  certificate  thereof  in 
the  public  land  office  of  such  district,  and  to  transmit  a  duplicate  copy 
to  the  Genera]  Land  Office,  either  of  which  shall  be  good  and  sufficient 
evidence  that  such  oath  was  administered  according  to  law. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  not  delay  the 
sale  of  any  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  beyond  the  time 
which  has  been,  or  may  be,  appointed  by  the  proclamation  of  the  Presi- 
dent, nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  available  to  any  person  or 
persons  who  shall  fail  to  make  the  proof  and  payment,  and  file  the  affi- 
<lavit  required  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  commencement  of  the 
sales  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  any  person  has 
settled  or  shall  settle  and  improve  a  tract  of  land,  subject  at  the  time  of 
settlement  to  private  entry,  and  shall  intend  to  purchase  the  same  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  person  shall  in  the  first  case,  within  three 
months  afler  the  passage  of  the  same,  and  in  the  last  within  thirty  days 
next  afler  the  date  of  such  settlement,  file  with  the  register  of  the  proper 
district  a  written  statement,  describii^g  the  land  settled  upon,  and  de- 
•  daring  the  intention  of  such  person  to  claim  the  same  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act ;  and  shall,  where  such  settlement  is  already  made, 
within  twelve  months  afler  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  where  it  shall

aforesaid,  the  tract  of  land  so  settled  and  improved  shall  be  subject  to 
the  entry  of  any  other  purchaser. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  two  per  cent,  of  the  nett 
proceeds  of  the  lands  sold,  or  that  may  hereafler  be  sold,  by  the  United 
States  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  since  the  first  day  of  December, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  by  the  act  entitled  **  An  act  to 
enable  the  people  of  the  western  part  of  the  Mississippi  Territory  to 
form  a  constitution  and  State  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such 
State  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,'*  and 
all  acts  supplemental  thereto  reserved  for  the  making  of  a  road  or  roads

said  period :  Provided,  That  the  Legblature  of  said  State  shall  first  pass 
an  act,  declaring  their  acceptance  of  said  relinquishment  in  full  of  said

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  two  per  cent  of  the  nett 
proceeds  of  the  lands  sold  by  the  United  States,  in  the  State  of  Alabama, 
since  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  and 
reserved  by  the  act  entiUed  "  An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  the  Ala-

Chap.  XVIII. — Jn  Jet  to  provide  for  placing  Greenough'^s  Staixu  (f  TVaahington 
in  the  Botundo  of  the  Capttolj  and  for  expenses  therein  mentioned. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  accounts  of 
Horatio  Greenough  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  execution  of  the  pedes- 
trian statue  of  Washington,  authorized  by  a  resolution  of  Congress, 
February  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  the  accounts 
and  charges  for  fi-eight  of  the  same  to  the  United  States,  be  settled 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  according  to  the  rights 
of  the  claimants  under  their  several  contracts  liberally  construed :  Pro- 
videdf  That  not  more  than  six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be 
allowed  the  said  Greenough  in  the  event  that  the  Secretary  of  State, 
under  such  construction  as  aforesaid,  shall  consider  him  entitled  to 
charge  the  same ;  and  not  more  than  eight  thousand  six  hundred  dollars 
for  the  freight  aforesaid,  and  detention  of  the  ship,  and  for  an  iron  rail- 
ing around  the  statue,  including  the  sum  of  fiileen  hundred  dollars  as- 
sumed to  be  paid  by  the  said  Greenough  in  addition  to  the  original  con- 
tract as  made  by  Commodore  Hull ;  and  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
q>propriated  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated, 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  said  statue  fi'om  the  navy  yard  at 
Washington,  and  for  erecting  the  same  in  such  part  of  the  Rotundo  of 
the  Capitol,  as  may  be  deemed  best  adapted  for  the  same  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  in  accordance  with  the  joint  resoluticm  of  Congress 
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of  the  twenty-seventh  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  any  thing 
designating  a  particular  spot  contained  in  the  act  of  fourteenth  of  July, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Chap.  XIX.  — An  Act  authorizing  the  transnUmon  cf  Utters  tmd  packets  to  and 
from  Mrs*  Sarrison^free  of  postage. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  letters  and  packets, 
carried  by  post  to  and  from  Mrs.  Harrison,  relict  of  the  late  William 
Henry  Harrison,  be  conveyed  free  of  postage  during  her  natural  life.

Chap.  XX.  —  An  Act  to  make  apprcpriations  for  the  Post  Office  Department. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Uni' 
ted  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  thousand,  six  hundred  and  fifry-scven  dollars, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Trea^ 
sury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  enable  the  Post  Office  Department 
to  meet  its  engagements  and  pay  its  debts,  and  of  which  sum  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  are  hereby  appropriated  to  enable  the  Auditor  of  said 
Department  to  purchase  account-books  for  his  office,  and  to  bring  up 
arrears  of  its  business :  Provided,  That  in  virtue  hereof  no  clerk  shall 
be  employed  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year ;  to  be  accounted  for  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  second  section  of  the  **  Act  to  change  the 
organization  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  and  to  provide  more  effec- 
tually for  the  settlement  of  the  accounts  thereof,''  passed  July  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six :  Provided,  That  the  money  hereby  np- 
prc^riated  shall  be  accounted  for  by  the  Post  Office  Department  here- 
after, when  the  condition  of  its  funds  shall  permit ;  to  be  refunded  into 
the  Treasury,  or  deducted  from  any  sums  which  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment may  heretofore  have  paid  into  the  Treasury.

Cdap.  XXL— w^n  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  naval  ordnance 
and  ordnance  stores,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  ordnance  and 
ordnance  stores,  for  the  use  of  the  Navy  of  tlie  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is 
hereby  authorized  to  apply  a  part  of  the  sum  herein  and  hereby  appro- 
priated, not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  the  purpose  of  making 
experiments  to  test  the  value  of  improvements  in  ordnance,  in  the  con- 
struction of  steamers,  and  other  vessels  of  war,  and  in  other  matters 
connected  with  the  naval  service  and  the  national  defence ;  and  also  to 
the  purpose  of  defraying  any  charges  left  unpaid  on  account  of  experi- 
ments of  the  like  character  heretofore  made  by  authority  of  law.

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Chap.  XXIL-— ^n  Act  making  appropriations  for  ou^  and  salaries  of  diplomatic 
agents,  ana  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  Buma  be, 
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and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  oat  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  viz  : 

For  outfits  of  ministers  to  Russia,  Spain,  Mexico,  and  Brazil,  and  of 
charges  d'affaires  to  Portugal,  Denmark,  Sardinia,  Naples,  Chili,  and 
Texas,  sixty-three  thousand  dollars. 

For  salaries  of  ministers  to  Spain  and  Brazil,  for  the  residue  of  the 
current  year,  eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  salaries  of  the  secretaries  of  legation  to  the  same  places,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  ddlars. 

Also,  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay,  for  compensation,  to  the 
clerks  and  other  officers  in  the  service  of  the  two  Houses,  the  librarian 
and  assistant  librarians  of  Congress,  the  ffate>keeper  and  lamp-lighter, 
for  the  services  rendered  by  them  during  &e  present  extra  session,  three 
months'  additional  pay;  and  to  the  messengers,  assistant  messengers, 
pages  and  laborers  of  the  two  Houses  and  Library  of  Congress,  and  to 
the  hostler  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  usual  allowances  made 
at  the  close  of  each  session ;  and  to  each  of  the  police  of  the  C^itol, 
the  same  as  to  the  messengers,  to  be  paid  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Contingent  Fund  of  each  House :  And  the  regular 
pay  of  the  messenger  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  and 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Rq)resentatives  shall  be  equal  to  the 
pay  of  any  other  permanent  messenger  employed  in  the  Capitd. 

Also,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars,  fix 
completing  the  contract  for  printing  and  binding  the  catalogue  of  the 
library.

Chap.  XXIIL— ^n  Act  to  ffrovidefor  reptdHng  the  PoUmac  Bridge. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  six  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appro- 
priated, in  addition  to  the  sums  heretofore  ajmropriated  and  unexpended, 
for  the  repair  of  the  Potomac  bridge  in  the  District  of  Cdumbia,  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  qypropriated. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted ^  That  the  said  sums  shall  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  the  following

officer  thtis  selected,  shall  lay  his  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates 
before  the  Secretary  of  War  for  his  approval,  and  the  said  Secretary 
shall  thereupon  cause  the  work  to  be  constructed  upon  the  plan  most 
approved  by  him,  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  some  com- 
petent officer  of  either  Engineer  corps,  who  shall  make  all  necessary 
contracts  for  materials  and  labor,  and  cause  the  work  to  be  constructed 
in  the  best  and  most  substantial  manner  within  the  estimates  and  ac- 
cording to  the  plan  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  under  the 
orders  and  general  direction  of  said  Secretary,  who  will,  from  time  to 
time,  cause  such  advances  of  the  amounts  for  this  object  appropriated 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  timbers,  or  such  of 
them  as  the  superintending  engineer  may  think  fit,  shall  be  mineralized, 
and  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  and  a  half  cents  per  cubic  foot  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priate, to  defiray  the  expense  and  cost  thereof,  the  proper  amount  to  be 
paid  on  the  requisition  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  founded  on  the  esti-

are  chargeable  with  a  duty  of  less  than  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem, 
a  duty  of  twenty  per  centum  ad  .valorem,  except  on  the  following  enu- 
merated articles,  that  is  to  say :  muriatic  acid,  sulphuric  acid  or  oil  of 
vitriol,  alum,  tartaric  acid,  aquafortis,  blue  vitriol,  calomel,  carbonate 
of  soda,  corrosive  sublimate,  combs,  copperas,  indigo,  nitrate  of  lead, 
red  and  white  lead  dry  or  ground  in  oil,  sugar  of  lead,  manganese,  sul- 
phate of  magnesia,  bichromate  of  potash,  chromate  of  potash,  prussiate 
of  potash,  slauber  salts,  rochelle  salts,  sulphate  of  quinine,  refined  salt- 
petre, which  shall  pay  respectively  the  same  rates  of  duty  imposed  on 
them  under  existing  laws;  and  the  following  articles  shall  be  exempt 
from  duty,  to  wit :  tea  and  coffee,  all  painting  and  statuary  the  produc- 
tion of  American  artists  residing  abroad ;  all  articles  imported  for  the 
use  of  the  United  States,  and  the  following  articles,  when  specifically 
impoited  by  order,  and  for  the  use  of  any  society  incorporated  or  esta- 
blished for  philosophical  or  literary  purposes,  or  for  the  encouragement 
of  the  fine  arts,  or  by  order  and  for  the  use  of  any  college,  academy, 
school  or  seminary  of  learning,  in  the  United  States,  to  wit :  philosc^hi- 
cal  apparatus,  instruments,  books,  maps,  charts,  statues,  busts  of  mar- 
ble, bronze,  alabaster,  or  plaster  of  Paris,  casts,  paintings,  drawings, 
engravings,  specimens  of  sculpture,  cabinets  of  coins,  gems,  medals, 
and  all  other  collections  of  antiquities,  statuary,  modelling,  painting, 
drawing,  etching,  or  engraving;  and,  also,  all  importations  of  specimens 
in  natural  history,  mineralogy,  botany,  and  anatomical  preparations, 
models  of  machinery,  and  the  models  of  other  inventions,  plants  and 
trees,  wearing  apparel,  and  other  personal  baggage  in  actual  use,  and 
the  implements  or  tools  of  trade  of  persons  arriving  in  the  United  States ; 
crude  antimony,  regulus  of  antimony,  animals  imported  for  breed,  argol, 
gum  arabic,  aloes,  ambergris,  bole  armenian,  arrowroot,  annotto,  ani- 
seed, oil  of  aniseed,  amber,  assafcBtida,  ava  root,  alcornoque,  alba  ca^ 
nella,  bark  of  cork  tree  unmanufactured,  burr  stones  unwrought,  brass, 
in  pigs  or  bars,  old  brass,  only  fit  to  be  remanufactured,  brimstone  or 
sulphur,  barilla,  brazilletto,  boracic  acid,  Burgundy  pitch,  berries  used 
for  dyeing,  smaltz,  lasting  or  prunella,  used  in  the  manufacture  of  but- 
tons and  shoes,  vaniUa  beans,  balsam  tolu,  gold  and  silver  coins  and 
bullion,  clay  unwrought,  copper  imported  in  any  shape  for  the  use  of 
the  mint,  copper  in  pigs,  bars,  or  plates,  or  plates  or  sheets,  of  which 
cq)per  is  the  material  of  chief  value,  suited  to  the  sheathing  of  ships, 
old  copper  fit  only  to  be  remanufactured,  lapis  calaminaris,  cochineal, 
chamomile  flowers,  coriander  seed,  catsup,  cantharides,  castanas,  chalk, 
coculus  indicus,  cplombo  root,  cummin  seed,  cascarilla,  cream  of  tartar,

palm  leaf,  platina,  Peruvian  bark,  dd  pewter  fit  only  to  be  remanufac-

Other  animals'  teeth,  polishing  stones,  bristles,  ratans  unmanufactured, 
raw  and  undressed  skins,  spelter,  crude  saltpetre,  gum  Senegal,  safiron, 
shellac,  soda  ash,  sponges,  sago,  sarsaparilla,  senna,  sumac,  tapioca, 
tamarinds,  crude  tartar,  teutenegue,  tin  foil,  tin  in  pigs,  bars,  plates,  or 
sheets,  tips  of  bone  or  horn,  tortoise  shell,  turmeric,  weld,  woad  or

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  levied,  col- 
lected, and  paid  on  each  and  every  non-enumerated  article  which  bears 
a  similitude  either  in  material,  quality,  texture,  or  the  use  to  which  it 
may  be  applied,  to  any  enumerated  article  chargeable  with  duty,  th^ 
same  rate  of  duty  which  is  levied  and  charged  on  the  enumerated  arti- 
cle which  it  most  resembles  in  any  of  the  particulars  before  mentioned ; 
and  if  any  non-enumerated  article  equally  resembles  two  or  more  enu- 
merated articles  on  which  different  rates  of  duty  are  now  chargeable, 
there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  on  such  non-enumerat^  arti- 
cle the  same  rate  of  duty  as  is  chargeable  on  the  article  which  it  resem- 
bles paying  the  highest  duty ;  and  on  all  articles  manufactured  firom  two 
or  more  materials,  the  duty  shall  be  assessed  at  the  highest  rates  at 
which  any  of  its  component  parts  may  be  chargeable :  Provided,  That, 
if  in  virtue  of  this  section,  any  duty  exceeding  the  rate  of  twenty  per 
centum  ad  valorem,  shall  be  levied  prior  to  the  thirtieth  of  June,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty-two,  the  same  shall  not  in  any  wise  affect  the 
disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  as  provided  for  by  an 
act  passed  at  the  present  session  of  Congress :  And  provided,  further. 
That  no  duty  higher  than  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem  in  virtue  of 
the  said  section,  shall  be  levied  and  paid  on  any  unmanufactured  article. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  drawbacks  payable  on  exported  refined  sugars,  manufac- 
tured from  foreign  sugars,  and  on  exported  rum,  distilled  from  foreign 
molasses,  shall  be  reduced  in  proportion  to  the  reduction  which  shall 
have  been  made  by  law  (after  the  passage  of  the  acts  of  Congress  of

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  act  entitled  **  An  act  to 
release  from  duty,  iron  prepared  for,  and  actually  laid  on  railways  or 
inclined  planes,"  approved  fourteenth  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-two,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  there  shall  be  laid, 
collected,  and  paid,  on  such  iron  hereafter  imported,  a  duty  of  twenty 
per  centum  ad  valorem :  Provided,  That  such  repeal  shall  not  operate, 
nor  shall  such  duties  be  imposed  on  any  railroad  iron,  which  shall  be 
imported  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  prior  to  the  third  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  laid  down  on  any  railroad 
or  inclined  planes  of  which  the  construction  has  been  already  com- 
menced, and  which  shall  be  necessary  to  complete  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained, shall  apply  to  goods  shipped  in  a  vessel  bound  to  any  port  of  the 
United  States,  actually  having  left  her  last  port  of  lading  eastward  of 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  or  feyond  Cape  Horn,  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one.. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws 
inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rmresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  so  much  of  the 
sixth  section  of  an  act  entitled,  '*  An  act  to  provide  for  the  support  of 
the  Military  Academy  of  the  United  States  for  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight,  and  for  other  purposes,"  as  requires  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  to  invest  the  annual  interest  accruing  on  the  invest- 
ment of  the  money  arising  from  the  bequest  of  the  late  James  Smith- 
son,  of  London,  in  the  stocks  of  States,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall,  until  Congress 
shall  appropriate  said  accruing  interest  to  the  purposes  prescribed  by 
the  testator  for  the  increase  and  diffusion  of  knowledge  among  men, 
invest  said  accruing  interest  in  any  stock  of  the  United  States  bearing 
a  rate  of  interest  not  less  than  five  per  centum  per  annum.

Sec.  3.  Afid  be  it  furtlwr  enacted.  That  the  three  clerks,  authorized 
by  the  act  of  June  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  "  to 
regulate  the  deposits  of  the  public  money,"  be,  and  hereby  are,  directed 
to  be  retained  and  employed  in  the  Treasury  Department,  as  provided 
in  said  act,  until  the  state  of  the  public  business  becomes  such  that  their 
services  can  conveniently  be  dispensed  with.

Chap.  XXTV.— %in  Jd  to  provide  for  the  allowance  of  invalid  pensions  to  certain 
Cherokee  warriors,  under  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth  article  of  the  treaty 
tf  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  cf  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  Secretary 
of  War  be,  ai^d  he  hereby  is,  required  to  place  on  the  pension  roll  such 
warriors  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  as  were  engaged  on  the  side  of  the 
United  States  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain  and  the  Southern  In- 
dians, and  who  were  wounded  in  such  service,  at  the  same  rates  of  pen- 
sion as  are  allowed  by  law  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  regular 
army  of  the  United  States,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  to  the 
proof  of  disability  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  prescribe :  which  pen- 
sions shall  ccMnmence  from  the  period  of  disability.

That  the  acts  now 
in  force  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands,  and  granting  pre-emption  rights 
to  actual  settlers,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  to  extend  to, 
and  include,  the  lands  selected  in  townships  forty-four,  forty-five,  and 
forty-six,  north  of  the  base  line,  range  one  east,  of  the  third  principal 
meridian,  lying  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  by  Lewis  ClopicCi,  under  color 
of  the  act  entitled,  '^  An  act  granting  lands  to  certain  exiles  from  Po- 
land/' The  said  sdections  not  having  been  made  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  said  act,  which  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  in  full  force, 
for  the  benefit  of  said  Polish  exiles.

Beitenacted  hy  ike  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhtedy  That  the  time  limited  by 
the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled  ''  An  act  authorizing  a 
loan  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twelve  millions  of  dollars,"  approved 
July  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  for  obtaining  said 
loan,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  extended  for  one  year  from  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  so  much  of  said  loan  as  may 
be  obtained  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made  reimbursable,  as 
shall  be  agreed  upon  and  £termined  at  the  time  of  issuing  said  stock,

And  no  per  diem  or  other 
allowance  shall  be  made  to  any  such  officer  for  attendance  at  rule  days, 
of  the  circuit  or  district  courts,  and  when  the  circuit  and  district  courts 
sit  at  the  same  time,  no  greater  per  diem  or  other  allowance  shall  be 
made  to  anv  such  officer  than  for  an  attendance  on  one  court :  And 
provided  further^  That  the  district  attorney,  marshal,  clerk  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  and  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
northern  and  southern  districts  of  New  York,  shall  not  hereafter  receive 
any  greater  or  other  fees  and  emoluments,  including  fees  and  emolu- 
ments under  the  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of 
bankruptcy  throughout  the  United  States/'  for  services  rendered  by 
them,  respectively,  in  the  said  courts,  than  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
allowed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  attorneys,  solicitors, 
counsel,  sheriffs,  and  clerks,  in  the  highest  courts  of  law  or  equity,  of 
original  jurisdiction,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  proceedings,  for  like  services  rendered  therein :  Provided,  That 
no  part  of  the  fbnd  hereby  iq)propriated,  shall  be  applied  unless  in  addi- 
tion to  the  certificates  now  required  by  law,  the  clerk  of  the  said  court 
shall  certify  in  his  official  capacity,  that  the  services  have  been  rendered, 
and  the  supplies  furnished  for,  and  used  by  the  court,  and  that  the 
charges  therefor  were  legal  and  proper.

district  of  West  Tennessee  shall  hereafter  be  held  at  Jackson,  in  said 
district,  on  the  second  Mondays  in  October  and  April,  in  each  and  every 
year,  instead  of  the  times  heretofore  fixed  by  law — the  spring  terms  d 
said  circuit  court  at  Knoxville  and  Jackson,  as  herein  provided,  to  be 
held  by  the  district  judge ;  and  should  any  difficult  question  of  law  arise 
in  any  cause,  said  judge  may,  at  his  discretion,  adjourn  said  cause  to 
the  succeeding  term  ofsaid  court.  And  all  writs,  pleas,  suits,  recogniz- 
ances, indictments,  or  other  proceedings,  civil  or  criminal,  issued,  com- 
menced, or  pending  in  either  of  said  courts,  shall  be  returnable  to,  be 
entered  and  have  day  in  court,  and  be  heard  and  tried  according  to  the 
times  of  holding  said  courts,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  rule  days,  for  the  re- 
turn of  process  and  the  filing  of  pleadings,  may  from  time  to  time  be 
fixed,  and  other  orders  made  by  said  courts,  respectively,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary or  proper  for  the  convenience  of  parties  and  the  advancement

B  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rmresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  provisions  of  the 
act  entitled  **  An  act  r^ulating  the  commercial  intercourse  with  the 
islands  of  Martinique  and  Guadeloupe,"  approved  on  the  ninth  of  May, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  admitting  French  vessels  coming 
from,  and  laden  with  articles,  the  growth  and  manufacture  of  either  of 
the  said  islands,  are  hereby  extended  to  the  vessels  of  the  same  nation 
coming  from  the  port  of  Cayenne,  in  the  colony  of  French  Guiana,  so 
as  to  entitle  said  vessels  coming  directly  from  said  port  of  Cayenne,  and 
laden  with  articles  the  growth  or  manufacture  of  said  colony,  which  are 
permitted  to  be  exported  therefrom  in  American  vessels,  to  admission 
into  the  pcurts  of  the  United  States,  on  payment  of  no  higher  duties  of 
tonnage,  or  on  their  cargoes,  as  aforesaid,  than  are  imposed  on  Ameri- 
can vessels,  and  on  like  cargoes  therein  imported :  Promdedy  That  if 
the  President  of  the  United  States  shall,  at  any  time,  receive  satisfactory 
information  that  the  privileges  allowed  to  American  vessels  and  their 
cargoes  in  the  said  colony  of  French  Guiana  by  the  arretes  of  its  Go- 
vernor, bearing  date  the  fiilh  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
one,  and  the  twenty-eighth  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
three,  and  by  the  tariffs  and  regulations  in  force  in  the  colony,  have 
been  revoked  or  annulled,  he  is  hereby  authorized,  by  proclamation,  to 
suspend  the  operations  of  this  act,  and  withhold  all  privileges  allowed 
under  it. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury is  hereby  authorized  to  refund,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  iq>propriated,  such  amount  of  duty,  inconsistent  with  the 
provisoes  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  which,  since  the  arretes,  and  the 
tariifo,  and  regulations  referred  to  in  the  provisions  to  the  first  section 
of  this  act,  have  been  in  operation  in  said  colony,  as  may  have  been 
levied  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States  upon  any  French  ve^els  coming 
directly  from  the  port  of  Cayenne,  laden  with  such  articles,  the  growth 
or  manufacture  of  said  colony,  which  were  allowed  to  be  exported  there- 
from in  American. vessels.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  cf  RepreeeataHme  of  the 
United  Statet  of  America  in  Congreee  auenwled^  That  the  Secretary 
of  War  be,  ana  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be 
reimbursed  and  paid  to  the  State  of  Maine,  on  the  order  of  the  Governor 
of  said  State,  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  impropriated,  such  amount 
as  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  United  States  army,  and  the  account- 
ing officers  of  the  Treasury  shall  ascertain  and  certify  would  have  been 
due  from  the  United  States  to  the  militia  called  into  the  service  of  the 
State  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  for  the  protection  of 
her  northeastern  frontier,  by  the  Governor,  if  said  militia  had  been  duly 
called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  regularly  received  and 
mustered  by  the  officers  of  the  United  States  army,  according  to  the 
laws  and  regulations  which  have  governed  in  the  payment  of  tl^  volun- 
teers and  militia  of  other  States.  And  the  Paymaster  (General  and  ac- 
counting officers  of  the  Treasury  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
include  the  following  claims,  presented  by  said  State,  viz. :

The  amount  paid  by  the  State  for  transportation  of  military 
stores,  and  of  her  troops  in  actual  service  as  aforesaid ;  Promded,  The 
amount  should,  in  the  q>inion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  i^pear  to  be 
reasonable. 

Third.  The  pay  or  compensaticm  allowed  by  the  State  to  the  Pay- 
master and  Commissary  General,  and  other  staff  officers,  while  they 
were  respectively  employed  in  making  or  superintending  disbursements 
for  the  militia  in  actual  service  as  aforesaid :  Provided^  The  compensa- 
tion paid  by  the  State,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  that  paid  by  the 
United  States  for  similar  services. 

Fourth.  The  sum  paid  by  the  State  for  Uankets  for  the  use  of  her 
militia  while  in  actual  service  as  aforesaid,  or  so  much  thereof  as  ^all 
appear  reasonable.

same  has  been  c<Hitracted  by  firaud  or  false  pretences,  or  through  a 
breach  of  trust,  or  that  the  defendant  is  concealing  or  has  concealed  his 
property  in  the  District  or  elsewhere,  or  is  about  to  remove  the  same 
firom  this  District  or  the  place  of  his  residence,  in  order  to  evade  the 
payment  of  the  debt,  or  that,  being  a  resident  of  the  District  and  domi- 
ciled therein,  is  about  to  abscond  without  paying  Uie  debt,  and  with  a 
view  to  avoid  the  payment  of  the  same,  setting  forth  all  the  facts  on 
which  said  allegations  of  firaud  or  breach  of  trust  are  founded,  and  in 
all  cases  setting  forth  the  grounds,  nature,  and  particulars  of  the  claim.

of  this  act,  make  an  actual  settlement  within  that  part  of  Florida  situ- 
ate and  being  south  of  the  line  dividing  townships  numbers  nine  and 
ten  south,  and  east  of  the  base  line,  sh  Jl  be  entitled  to  one  quarter  sec- 
tion of  said  land,  on  the  following  conditions  and  stipulations : 

First,  That  said  settler  shall  obtain  from  the  register  of  the  land

purchasers  for  a  valuable  consideration,  is  hereby  authorized,  within 
twelve  months  firom  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  enter,  respectively,  the 
land  covered  by  the  said  claim,  at  the  minimum  price,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  shall  prescribe :

authorized  to  administer,  that  at  the  time  he  became  the  owner  of  the 
claim  he  had  no  notice  or  knowledge  that  the  claim  was  fraudulent,  or 
that  the  same  rested  upon  any  forg^  warrant,  grant,  order  of  survey,  or 
other  evidence  of  title.  And,  for  ever}^  entry  made  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  a  patent  shall  issue,  as  though  no  Spanish  or  French  claim 
had  erer  been  entered  upon  said  land.

That  no  officer  in  any  branch  of 
the  public  service,  or  any  other  person  whose  salary,  pay,  or  emolu- 
ments, is  or  are  fixed  by  law  or  regulations,  shall  receive  any  additional 
pay,  extra  allowance,  or  compensation,  in  any  form  whatever,  for  the 
disbursement  of  public  money,  or  for  any  other  service  or  duty  what^ 
soever,  unless  the  same  shall  be  authorized  by  law,  and  the  aj^ropria- 
tion  therefor  explicitly  set  forth  that  it  is  for  such  additional  pay, 
extra  allowance,  or  compensation. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  simis  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  apprc^riated,  for  the  support  of  the  military 
academy  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  viz : 

No.  1.  FcNT  pay  of  officers,  instructors,  cadets,  and  moucians,  sixty 
thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars. 

No.  2.  For  commutation  of  subsistence  of  officers  and  oadets;,  forty 
thousand  and  seventy-seven  dollars. 

No.  3.  For  commutation  of  forage  of  officers'  hones,  five  thousand 
one  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars. 

No.  4.  For  commutation  of  clothing  of  officers'  servants,  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty  dollars. 

No.  5.  For  defraying  expenses  of  the  board  of  visiters,  and  for  the 
other  various  current  and  ordinary  expenses  of  the  academy,  other 
than  pay  and  subsistence,  twenty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  dollars. 

No.  6.  For  increase  and  expense  of  library,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  building  and  repairing  the  necessary  boats,  and  for  carrying  on 
the  improvements  on  the  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Ohio,  and  Arkansas 
rivers,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War ;  and,  for  the  preservation  and  repairs  of  public  works 
heretofore  constructed  for  the  improvement  of  harbors,  thirty  thousand 
dollars.

the  quantity  of  land  to  which  said  Indian,  by  virtue  of  the  fourteenth 
article  of  said  treaty,  is  entitled  to,  which,  when  ascertained,  shall  be 
located  for  said  Indian,  according  to  sectional  lines,  so  as  to  embrace 
^  improvement,  or  a  part  of  it,  owned  by  said  Indian  at  the  date  of 
said  treaty;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  issne  a  patent  to  said  Indian  for  said  land,  if  he  or  she  be 
living,  and  if  not,  to  his  or  her  heirs  and  legal  representatives ;  and  in 
like  manner  shall  the  commissioners  aforesaid  ascertain  the  quantity  of 
land  granted  by  said  article  to  each  child  of  said  Indian,  according  to 
the  limitations  contained  in  said  article,  and  locate  said  quantity,  for 
said  children,  contiguous  to  and  adj<Hning  the  improvement  of  the  par 
rent  of  such  child  or  children ;  and  the  President  shall  issue  a  patent 
for  each  tract  of  land  thus  locate<f,  to  said  Indian  child,  if  living,  and 
if  not,  to  the  heirs  and  legal  representatives  of  such  Indian  child.  But 
if  the  United  States  shall  have  disposed  of  any  tract  of  land,  to  which 
any  Indian  was  entitled,  under  the  provisi<»s  of  said  fourteenth  article 
of  said  treaty,  so  that  it  is  now  impossible  to  give  said  Indian  the  quan- 
tity to  which  he  was  entitled,  including  his  improvements,  as  aforesaid, 
or  any  part  of  it,  or  to  his  children,  on  the  adjoining  lands,  the  said 
oommissioBers  shall  thereupon  estimate  the  quantity  to  which  each  In- 
dian is  entitled,  and  allow  nim  or  her,  for  the  same,  a  quantity  of  land 
equal  to  that  allowed,  to  be  taken  out  of  any  of  the  public  lands  in  the 
States  of  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  and  Arkansas,  subject  to 
entry  at  private  sale;  and  certificates  to  that  effect  shall  be  delivered, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  through  such  agent  as  he 
may  select,  not  more  than  one  half  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  said 
Indian  until  after  his  removal  to  the  Choctaw  territory  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi river.  The  said  commissioners  shall  also  ascertain  the  Choc- 
taws,  if  any,  who  relinquished  or  offered  to  relinquish  any  reservations 
to  which  he  was  entitled  under  the  nineteenth  article  of  the  said  treaty, 
or  whose  reservations  under  that  article  had  been  sold  by  the  United 
States;  and  shall  also  determine  the  quantity  to  which  such  claimant 
was  entitled ;  and  the  quantity  of  land  which  should  be  allowed  him  on 
extinguishment  of  such  claim,  at  the  rate  of  two  fifths  of  an  acre  for 
every  acre  of  the  land  to  which  said  claimant  was  entitled,  said  land 
having  been  estimated  under  this  article  at  fifty  cents  per  acre :  Pnh 
vided,  nevertheless,  That  no  claim  shall  be  considered  or  allowed  by 
said  commissiiMiers,  for  or  in  the  name  or  behalf  of  any  Indian  claimant 
whose  name  does  not  appear  upon  the  lists  or  registers  of  claimants 
made  by  Major  Armstrong,  special  agent  for  that  purpose,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  three  chiefs  of  the  three  Choctaw  districts,  and  returned 
to  the  Department  of  War  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
two,  and  who  does  not  appear  firom  those  registers  to  be  entitled  to  a 
reservation  under  said  nineteenth  article. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  commissioners,  with- 
in two  years  firom  the  time  of  their  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
offices,  and  as  often  iss  shall  be  required  by  Uie  rresident  of  the  United 
States,  shall  report  to  him  their  proceedings  in  the  premises,  with  a  full 
and  perfect  list  of  names  of  all  the  ClK)ctaws  whom  they  shall  have 
determined  to  be  entitled  to  reservations  under  this  act ;  the  quantity  of 
land  to  which  each  shall  be  so  entitled,  the  number  of  claims  which  can 
be  located  aoeording  to  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  this  act, 
aad  suchas  cannot  he  located  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  fourth 
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section  of  this  act ;  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  eommis- 
sioners  shall  cease  at  the  expiration  of  two  jears  from  the  time  of  the 
first  organization  of  the  board ;  and  their  proceedings  may  be  termi- 
nated by  the  President  at  any  time  previous  to  the  expiration  of  the  said 
two  years. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  c<MnmissioDers  to  be  ap- 
pointed under  this  act  shall  also  ascertain  and  determine  the  quantity 
of  land  to  which  any  Choctaw  or  other  person  named  in  the  supplement 
to  the  said  treaty  of  Dancing  Rabbit  creek  was  entitled  by  virtue  th«e» 
of,  and  which  such  person  has  by  any  means  been  prevented  from  re- 
ceiving. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  President  of  the 
United  States  shall  improve  and  confirm  the  determination  of  the  com- 
missioners heretofore  appointed  to  investigate  the  claims  existing  under 
the  fourteenth  article  of  the  said  treaty  of  Dancing  Rabbit  creek,  in 
any  case,  he  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  claimant,  if  he  be  a  Choc- 
taw Indian,  his  legal  representatives  or  heirs,  certificates,  as  provided  by 
the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  for  the  quantity  of  land  to  which  such 
claimant  shall  appear,  by  such  deteroSination,  to  have  been  entitled,  in 
full  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  such  claim :  Provided,  Such  determi- 
nation was  made  by  adhering,  in  every  instance,  to  the  requisites  con- 
tained in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act :  And  provided,  also.  That  said 
claims,  nor  either  of  them,  cannot  now  be  located,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  fourth  section  of  this  act 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  distinct  accounts  shall  be 
kept  of  the  certificates  issued  in  satisfaction  of  the  claims  provided  for 
by  this  act,  and  of  all  expenses  attending  the  execution  of  the  same ; 
and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  retained  and  withheld  from  any  distri- 
bution to  the  States. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  said  commissicniers  to 
adjudicate  any  claim  which  may  be  presented  by  a  white  man  who  may 
have  had,  or  now  has,  an  Indian  wife  or  family ;  and  any  patent  to  land, 
which  shall  issue  on  any  Indian  claim,  under  the  provisions  of  the  treaty 
aforesaid,  shall  be  issued  to  the  Indian  to  whom  the  Claim  was  allowed, 
if  living,  and  if  dead,  to  his  or  her  heirs  and  legal  representatives,  any 
act  of 'Congress,  or  usage,  or  custom,  to  the  contrary  notwith8tan<Ung. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  claim  shall  be  allow^, 
under  the  fourteenth  article  of  said  treaty,  if  the  said  commissioners 
shall  be  satisfied,  by  such  proof  as  they  may  prescribe,  that  said  claim 
had  been,  previous  to  the  expiration  of  five  years  firom  the  ratification 
of  said  treaty,  assigned,  either  in  whole  or  in  part ;  and  in  case  of  a 
partial  assignment,  or  agreement  for  an  assignment  thereof,  the  same 
shall  be  allowed  so  far  only  as  the  original  Indian  claimant  was,  at  that 
date,  the  bona  fide  proprietor  thereof 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  claims  under  either  of 
the  articles  of  said  treaty  mentioned  above,  or  the  su|^lemental  articles 
thereof,  which  shall  not  be  duly  presented  to  said  oommissionerB  for 
allowance  within  one  year  after  the  final  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be 
thereafter  for  ever  barred.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 

era^iSK^by  -Sffaie*  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  commissioners  who 

the  circU  oourti  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  aj^inted  by  the  circuit  courts  of  the 
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United  States  to  take  acknowledgments  of  bail  and  affidavits^  and  also 
to  take  depositions  of  witnesses  in  civil  causes,  shall  and  may  exercise 
yi  the  powers  that  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  magistrate,  of  any 
of  the  United  States  may  now  exercise  in  respect  to  offenders  for  any 
crime  or  offence  against  the  United  States,  by  arresting,  imprisoning, 
or  bailing  the  same,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  thirty-Uiird  section  of 
theactoftbetwenty-fburthof  September,  Anno  Domini  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-nine,  entitled,  "  An  act  to  establish  the  judicial  courts 
of  the  United  States ;"  and  who  shall  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers 
that  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  may  exercise  under  and  in  virtue 
of  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  passed  the  twentieth  of  July,  Anno  Do- 
mini seventeen  hundred  and  ninety,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  govern- 
ment and  regulation  of  seamen  in  die  merchant  service." 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  hearings  before  any 
justice  or  judge  of  the  United  States,  or  any  commissioner  appointed 
as  aforesaid,  under  and  in  virtue  of  the  said  thirty-third  section  of  the 
act  entitled  « An  act  to  establish  the  judicial  courts  of  the  United 
States,"  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  justice,  judge,  or  commissioner, 
where  the  crime  or  offence  is  charged  to  have  been  committed  on  the 
high  seas  or  elsewhere  within  the  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States,  in  his  discretion  to  require  a  recognizance  of  any 
witness  produced  in  behalf  of  the  accused,  with  such  surety  or  sureties 
as  he  may  judge  necessary,  as  well  as  in  behalf  of  the  United  States, 
for  their  i^pearing  and  giving  testimony,  at  the  trial  of  the  cause,  whose 
testimony,  in  his  opinion,  is  important  for  the  purposes  of  justice  at  the 
trial  of  the  cause,  and  is  in  danger  of  being  otherwise  lost ;  and  such 
witnesses  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  United  States  the  usual 
compensation  allowed  to  Government  witnesses  for  their  detention  and 
attendance,  if  they  shall  appear  and  be  ready  to  give  testimony  at  the 
trial. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  district  courts  of  the 
United  States  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  courts 
of  all  crimes  and  offences  against  the  United  States,  the  punishment  of 
which  is  not  capital.  And  m  such  of  the  districts  where  the  business 
of  the  court  may  require  it  to  be  done  for  the  purposes  of  justice,  and 
to  prevent  undue  expenses  and  delays  in  the  trial  of  criminal  causes, 
the  said  district  courts  shall  hold  monthly  adjournments  of  the  regular 
terms  thereof  for  the  trial  and  hearing  of  such  causes. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  in  lieu  of  the  punishment 
now  prescribed  by  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled,

And  be  it  fvHher  enactedy  That  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  preacribe,  and  rqg;u- 
late,  and  alter,  the  forms  of  writs  and  other  process  to  be  used  and 
issued  in  the  district  and  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
forms  and  modes  of  framing  and  filing  libeb,  bills,  answers,  and  other 
proceedings  and  pleadings,  in  suits  at  common  law  or  in  admiralty  and 
m  equity  pending;  in  the  said  courts,  and  also  the  forms  and  modes  of

If  no  more  than  lejjpJ 
interest  ii  taken  upon  the  time  the  new  note  has  to  run,  the  actual  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  new 
note  to  the  payment  of  the  former  note  before  it  comes  due,  does  not  of  itself  make  the  transaction 
usurious.  Something  more  must  occur.  There  must  be  a  contract  between  the  bank  and  the  party  at 
the  time  of  such  discount,  that  the  party  shall  not  have  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  proceeds  until  the  for- 
mer note  becomes  due,  or  that  the  bank  shall  have  the  use  and  benefit  of  them  in  the  mean  time.    Ibid, 

The  contract  to  accept  the  bills  of  exchange  on  which  the  action  was  brought,  was  made  in  Charleston, 
South  Carolina.    The  bills  were  drawn  in  Georgia  on  B.  and  H.  in  Charleston,  with  a  view  to  their 

Sayment  in  Charleston,  where  the  contract  was  tol>e  executed.    The  interest  on  the  bill  which  was  so 
rawn  and  was  unpaid,  is  to  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  interest  in  South  Carolina.

Interest  is  not  chargeable  on  money  collected  by  the  marshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  fines  due 
to  (he  levy  court,  the  money  having  been  actually  expended  by  the  marshal  in  repairs  and  improvements 
on  the  jail,  under  the  opinions  of  the  comptroller  and  auditor  of  the  treasury  department,  that  these  ex- 
penditures were  properly  chargeable  upon  this  fund,  although  those  opinions  may  not  be  well  founded.

In  an  action  brought  on  o  note  given  for  payment  for  teas,  the  defence  was,  that  teas  of  an  inferior 
auality  were  delivered ;  the  jury  must  not  credit  the  defendant  with  the  amount  of  damages,  as  of  the 
day  the  teas  were  delivered,  but  as  o(  the  day  when  the  verdict  was  rendered.

Sbc.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  c^ce  of  Architect 
of  the  Public  Buildings  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  discontinued  and 
abolished. 

Sbc.  11.  And  be  it  Jvrther  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  Secretaries  of  State,  of  the  Treasury,  War,  and  Navy,  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Navy,  of  the  Postmaster  General,  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Senate,  and  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  report 
to  Congress,  at  die  beginning  of  each  year,  the  names  of  the  clerks  and 
other  persons  that  have  be^  employed,  respectively,  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  their  req>ective  departments  and 
cffices,  together  with  the  time  that  each  clerk  or  other  person  was  actu- 
ally employed,  and  the  sums  paid  to  each ;  and,  also,  whether  they  have 
been  usefully  employed ;  whether  the  services  of  any  of  them  can  be 
dispensed  with  without  detriment  to  the  public  service,  and  whether  the 
removal  of  any  individuals,  and  the  iq>pointment  of  others  in  their 
stead,  is  required  for  the  better  despatch  of  business ;  and  no  greater 
allowance  shall  be  made  to  any  such  clerk,  or  other  person,  than  is,  or 
may  be  authorized  by  law,  except  to  watclmien  and  messengers,  for  any 
labor  or  services  required  of  them  beyond  the  particular  duties  of  their 
respective  stations,  rendered  at  such  times  as  does  not  interfere  with 
the  performance  of  their  regular  duties. 

Sbc.  12.  And  be  it  fvrAer  enacted,  That  no  allowance  or  compen- 
sation shall  be  made  to  any  clerk  or  other  <^cer,  by  reason  of  the  dis- 
charge of  duties  which  belong  to  any  other  clerk  or  officer  in  the  same 
or  any  other  d^artment ;  and  no  allowance  or  compensation  shall  be 
made  for  any  extra  services  whatever,  which  any  clerk  or  other  <^cer 
may  be  required  to  perform.

And  be  itfiariher  enacted^  That  all  atationery,  of  every  name 
and  nature,  for  the  use  of  the  two  Houaes  of  Congreaa,  and  all  ata- 
tionery and  job  printing,  of  every  name  and  nature,  for  the  use  ^  the 
several  departments  of  Government,  and  for  the  bureaua  and  offices  in 
those  departments  at  Washington,  including  all  stationery,  blanks,  wrap- 
ping paper,  and  twine,  and  mail  bags,  ftumished  the  post  offices  and 
collectors'  offices  throughout  the  United  States,  shall  hereafter  be  for- 
nished  and  performed  by  contract,  by  the  lowest  bidder,  aa  foUowa :  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate,  the  Clerk  of  the  House  oi  Representatives, 
the  head  of  each  department,  and  auch  deputy  postmasters  in  the  Post 
Office  establishment,  and  such  collectors  in  the  custom-house  establiah- 
ment,  as  the  Postmaster  Generd  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shdl  respectively  designate  for  that  purpose,  dull  respectively  advertiae, 
once  a  week,  for  at  least  four  weeka,  in  one  or  more  of  the  principd  papers 
published  in  the  pi  aces  where  such  artidea  are  to  be  fornished,  or  such 
printing  done,  for  sealed  proposals  for  fomishing  such  artides,  or  the 
whole  of  any  particular  class  of  articles,  or  for  doinff  such  printing,  or  the 
whole  of  any  specified  job  thereof,  to  be  done  at  such  place,  specifying  in 
such  advertisement  the  amount,  quantity,  and  description  of  each  kind  of 
articles  to  be  fornished,  and,  as  near  as  may  be,  the  nature,  amount,  and 
kind  of  printing  to  be  done;  and  dl  such  proposds  shall  bie  kq>t  seded 
until  the  day  specified  in  such  advertisement  for  opening  the  same,  when 
they  shdl  be  opened,  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  officer  making 
such  advertisement,  in  the  presence  (^  at  least  two  persons ;  and  the 
person  oflfering  to  fomish  any  class  of  such  articles,  or  to  perform  any 
specified  portion  or  job  of  said  work,  and  giving  satisfactory  security 
for  the  performance  thereof,  under  a  forfeiture  not  exceeding  twice  the 
contract  price  in  case  of  failure,  shdl  receive  a  contract  for  doing  the 
same :  and  in  case  tbc  lowest  bidder  shall  fail  to  enter  into  such  con- 
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tract  aa4  gife  tueli  seeoritj  wkiHB  «  re»oiiaye  tnae,  to  be  fixed  ui 
faeh  edratiiMBflBt,  then  the  oontraet  ikall  be  giyen  to  the  next  lowest 
bidder  who  sheU  enter  into  tooh  eontraet  asd  gi?e  such  •eoorkj.  And 
m  etse  of  a  ftttnre  to  wsvp^  the  articlea  or  to  perform  the  work,  by  the 
peraoB  enterii^  into  sveh  contract,  he  and  his  raretiee  shall  be  liable 
for  the  f<^eitore  q>ecified  in  such  contract,  as  liquidated  damages,  to 
be  sued  for  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  in  any  court  having  jmris- 
dictiixi  thereof. 

Sbc.  18.  And  he  itfintker  enaeted.  That  all  such  bids  or  proposals 
shall  be  retmned  by  the  person  rathorized,  as  afinresakl,  to  receive  the 
same,  to  the  Execntive  Department  from  whidi  snch  authority  is  de- 
rived, and  shall  be  preserved  in  said  Department,  subject  to  sudi  ex* 
«amination  as  Ccmgress  may  at  any  time  order  and  direct 

Seo.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  part  of  the  c<mtingent 
ftind  appropriated  to  any  department,  barean,  or  office,  shall  be  af^ied 
to  the  purchase  of  books,  perndicals,  pictures,  or  engravings^  or  other 
thinff,  except  such  books,  periodicals,  and  maps,  or  other  thing,  as  the 
head  of  such  department  shall  deem  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  snch  department,  and  shall,  by  written  order,  direct  to 
be  procured  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  20.  And  he  it  fitrther  enacted,  Tbatit  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate,  at  the  commencement  d*  every  regular  session 
of  Congress,  to  report  to  the  Senate,  and  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  to  report  to  the  House,  and  of  the  head  of  each  De- 
partment to  report  to  Congress,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  manntf  in 
which  the  contingent  fond  for  each  House,  and  of  their  respective  De- 
partments, and  §M  the  bureaus  and  offices  therein,  has  been  expended, 
giving  the  names  of  every  person  to  whom  any  portion  thereof  has  been 
paid ;  and  if  for  any  thuig  furnished,  the  quantity  and  price ;  and  if  for 
any  service  rendered,  the  nature  of  such  service,  and  the  time  em- 
ployed, and  the  particular  occamon  or  cause,  in  brief,  that  rendered 
such  service  necessary ;  and  the  amount  of  all  former  {appropriations  in 
each  case  on  hand,  either  in  the  Treasury  or  in  the  hands  of  any  dis- 
bursing <^cer  or  agent.  And  they  shall  require  of  the  disbursing  offi- 
cers, acting  under  their  direction  or  authority,  the  return  of  precise

of, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  publish  such  laws, 
resolutions,  treaties,  and  amendments,  in  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  four  of  the  jmncipal  newt^apers  published  in  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton for  country  subscribers,  giving  the  prefer^ice  to  such  papers  as  have 
the  greatest  number  of  permanent  subscribers  and  the  most  extensive 
circulation ;  for  which  the  proprietor  of  each  paper  shall  receive,  as  foil 
compensation,  at  the  rate  of  <me  dollar  for  each  page  of  the  laws,  reso- 
lutions, treaties,  and  amendments,  as  published  in  pamphlet  form.  And 
if  it  shall  appear,  on  the  examination  c^  any  account,  that  there  has  been

For  the  cdlection  of  agricultural  statistics  and  for  other  agricultural 
purposes,  one  thousand  dollars.

Be  ii  enacted  hy  the  Semaie  and  Hmm  cf  ReprtsenHdmM  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  there  shall  be 
published,  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  the  Library,  *'  an  account  of  the  discoveries  made  by  the  Explorins 
Expedition,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Wilkes  of  the  United 
States  navy;"  which  account  shall  be  pr^ared  with  illustrationB  and 
published  in  a  form  similar  to  the  voyage  of  the  Astrolabe,  lafteiy  pub- 
Lshed  by  the  Gk)vernment  of  France. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  such  account  shall 
have  been  written,  and  the  illustrations  for  the  same  shall  have  been 
prepared,  an  advertNBement  shall  be  inserted  ia  the  papers  publishing 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  inviting  proposals  for  prmting  one  hun- 
dred copies  of  tbe  same  for  the  United  States,  to  be  delivered  to  the

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houu  cf  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congreu  assembled.  That  in  all  cases  when  any 
entry  has  been  made,  under  the  pre-emption  laws,  of  land  which  was 
public  land,  subject  to  sale  at  the  date  of  such  entry,  and  when  patents 
for  the  same  have  not  been  issued  from  tbe  General  Land  Office,  be- 
cause of  the  original  tract  claimed,  or  the  float  arising  therefrom,  ex- 
ceeding the  quantity  specified  in  the  law,  or  when  the  sydjudication  has 
been  made  by  the  receiver  and  the  clerk  of  the  register,  acting  in  the 
stead  of  the  register,  or  when  the  proof  upon  which  the  claim  is  founded 
is  not  in  the  form,  nor  full,  as  to  all  the  facts  required  by  law,  but  sub- 
stantially so,  such  entries  and  sales  are  hereby  confirmed,  and  patents 
shall  be  issued  thereon,  as  in  other  cases :  Provided^  That  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  entries  have  been  in 
other  respects  fair  and  regular,  and  that  the  evidence  sustains  the  claim ; 
that  they  are  not  contested  by  other  persons  claiming  the  same,  and  that 
no  fraud  shall  appear  in  them :  And  provided,  also.  That  the  act  of

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  purchases  of  cloth- 
ing, groceries,  stores,  and  supplies  of  every  description  for  the  use  of 
the  navy,  as  well  for  vessels  in  commission  as  for  yards  and  stations, 
shall  be  made  with  and  out  of  the  public  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  the  navy,  under  such  directions  and  regulatious  as  may  be 
made  by  the  Executive  for  that  purpose ;  and  it  shdl  not  be  lawfiil  for 
pursers,  or  other  officers  or  persons  holding  commission  or  employment 
in  the  naval  service,  to  procure  stores  or  any  other  articles  or  supplies 
for,  and  dispose  thereof  to,  the  officers  or  to  the  crew,  during  the  period 
of  their  enlistment,  on  or  for  their  own  account  or  benefit;  nor  shall  any 
profit  or  per  centage  upon  stores  or  supplies  be  charged  to,  or  received 
nrom,  persons  in  the  naval  service,  other  than  those  which  are  herein- 
after prescribed. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Executive  to  provide  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  purchase,  pre- 
servation, and  disposition,  of  all  articles,  stores,  and  supplies,  for  per- 
sons in  the  navy,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe  and  economical 
administration  of  that  branch  of  the  public  service. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  in  lieu  of  the  pay,  rations, 
allowances,  and  other  emoluments  authorized  by  the  existing  laws  and 
regulations,  the  annual  pay  of  pursers  shall  be  as  follows,  viz :  when 
attached  to  vessels  in  commission  for  sea  service,  they  shall  receive,  for 
ships  of  the  line,  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  for  frigates  or 
razees,  three  thousand  dollars ;  for  sloops  of  war  and  steamers  of  first 
class,  two  thousand  dollars ;  for  brigs  and  schooners,  and  steamers,  less 
than  first  class,  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  on  duty  at  navy  yards  at  Bos- 
ton, New  York,  Norfolk,  and  Pensacola,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars ;  at  Portsmouth,  Philadelphia,  and  Washington,  two  thousand 
dollars ;  at  naval  stations  within  the  United  States,  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  and  in  receiving-ships  at  Boston,  New  York,  and  Norfolk,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  and  at  other  places,  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars; on  leave  or  waiting  orders,  the  same  pay  as  surseons.  And  it  is 
hereby  expressly  declared  that  the  yearly  pay  provided  in  this  act  is  all 
the  pay,  compensation,  and  allowance,  that  shall  be  received,  under  any 
eircumstances,  by  pursers,  except  one  ration  each  per  day,  when  attached 
to  vessels  for  sea  service,  and  except,  also,  for  travelling  expenses,  when 
under  orders,  for  which  ten  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  bonds  which  have  heretofore  been 
given  by  pursers  in  the  navy,  but  the  same  shall  remain  in  fiill  force 
and  effect,  as  if  this  law  had  not  been  passed ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  demand  and  receive  fi-om

Sbc.  5.  And  be  it  fiarther  emaeUd,  That  the  rules  and  regulations 
which  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  laid  before  Congress  at  their  next  session. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  Jwrther  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  a 
purser  in  the  navy  to  advance  or  loan  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  pub- 
lic or  private,  or  any  article  or  commodity  whatever,  or  any  credit,  to 
any  officer  in  the  naval  service,  under  any  pretence  whatever. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  go  into  effect,  within  the  United  States,  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage ;  and,  in  vessels  abroad,  at  the  beginning  of  the  quarter  after  its

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  pursers  attached  to,  and 
doing  duty  in,  navy  yards,  at  Boston,  New  York,  and  Norfolk,  and  sea^ 
going  vessels  of  a  larger  class  than  sloops  of  war,  shall  be  authorized 
to  appoint  a  clerk  or  assistant,  to  be  approved  by  the  commanding  offi- 
cer of  such  yard  or  vessel ;  and  the  yearly  compensation  of  said  clerk 
shall  be  as  follows,  viz  :  in  a  frigate,  or  navy  yard  at  Boston,  New  York, 
and  Norfolk,  five  hundred  dollars ;  in  a  ship  of  the  line,  seven  hundred 
dollars.

That  whenever  an  officer  shall 
perform  the  duty  of  a  higher  grade,  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  or  the  commander  of  a  fleet  or  squadron,  or  ship  acting  singly 
on  foreign  service,  such  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  pay  of 
such  higher  grade  during  the  time  he  performs  the  duty  in  that  grade 
and  no  longer,  and  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  performing  such  ser- 
vice hereafter,  unless  so  ordered.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  himdred  and  forty- 
three,  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  in  all  mat* 
tcrs  of  accounts,  receipts,  expenditures,  estimates,  and  appropriations, 
shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year ;  and  the  report 
and  estimates  required  to  be  prepared  and  laid  before  Congress  at  the 
commencement  of  each  session  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in 
obedience  to  the  acts  of  Congress  of  the  second  of  September,  seven- 
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teen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  of  May  tenth,  eighteen  hundred, 
shall  be  a  report  and  estimates  for  each  fiscal  year  commencing  as  afore- 
said and  terminating  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  the  succeeding 
calendar  year. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  submit  to  Congress  at  tlie  commencement 
of  the  next  session,  his  annual  report  upon  &e  state  of  the  finances  and 
estimates  of  appropriations  required  for  the  support  of  the  Government 
for  the  half  calendar  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  tlien  next ;

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  cf  Representativee  of  the 
United  Statee  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars;  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  granted  and  appropriated,  out  of  any  unappro- 
priated money  in  the  Treasury,  to  pay  for  work  heretofore  actually  done 
and  materials  furnished  in  the  construction  of  a  penitentiary  in  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Iowa ;  but  no  further  work  or  materials  are  hereby  authorized 
to  be  done  or  fiirnished  for  the  completion  of  said  penitentiary,  on  the 
faith  of  fiiture  apprqiriations  by  Congress,  but  the  same  are  expressly 
prohibited.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Public  Buildings  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required, 
under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  upon  a 
plan  .to  be  by  him  approved,  to  cause  such  alterations  to  be  made  in  the 
old  jail  as  will  adapt  it  for  the  reception  and  accommodation  of  the  in- 
sane of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  of  such  sick,  disabled,  and  infirm

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Beamen,  soldiers,  and  others,  as  may,  by  competent  authori^,  to  be  here- 
after prescribed,  be  deemed  proper  to  be  received  therein,  which  boild- 
ing,  with  one  half  of  the  ground  occupied  by  the  old  and  new  jails,  is 
hereby  assigned  for  those  purposes. 

Sfic.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  on  the  completioa  of  the 
said  building,  the  President  be  authorized  to  appoint  three  respectable 
persons,  residents  of  the  city  of  Washington,  to  be  a  board  of  inspec- 
tors of  the  said  institution,  who  shall  hM  their  offices  two  years  from 
the  date  of  their  appointment;  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  a 
general  supervision  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  hospital ;  to  appoint  the 
necessary  subordinate  officers  thereof;  to  prescribe  rules  for  the  admis- 
sion and  due  regulation  of  patients  therein,  and  to  make  an  annual  re- 
port to  Congress  of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  said 
institution.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Postmaster  Gene- 
ral be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to  cause  to  be  collated 
and  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  suitably  for  distribution,  a  complete  edi- 
tion, of  not  less  than  eighteen  thousand  copies,  of  the  laws  relating  to 
the  Post  Office  Department ;  together  with  the  regulations  establi^ed 
by  said  Department  for  the  better  conduct  of  its  business ;  and  also  a 
new  and  complete  list  of  all  the  post-offices  in  the  United  States;  show- 
ing their  respective  distances  from  Washington,  and  from  the  capitols 
of  the  States  in  which  the  several  offices  are  situated.

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  that  portion  of  the 
"  western  land  district,"  created  by  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  **  An 
act  to  establish  an  additional  land  office  in  the  State  of  Missouri,"  ap- 
proved third  of  March  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-three,  which  is 
situated  north  of  the  Missouri  river,  together  with  the  late  northwest 
addition  to  the  State  of  Missouri,  commonly  known  as  the  "  Platte  river 
country,"  shall  constitute  a  separate  land  district,  to  be  called  the  Platte 
district. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  a  register  and 
a  receiver  appointed  for  said  land  district,  who  shall  reside  and  super* 
intend  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  at  such  place  as  the  President  shall 
designate.  They  shall  give  security  in  the  same  manner  and  in  the 
same  sums,  and  their  compensation,  emoluments,  duty,  and  authority, 
shall,  in  every  respect,  be  the  same  in  relation  to  the  lands  which  may 
be  disposed  of  at  said  office,  as  are  or  may  be  provided  by  law  relative 
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to  the  registers  and  receivers  of  public  money  in  the  sereral  offices 
established  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  furtKer  enacted^  That  all  that  part  of  the  south- 
western district  of  Missouri  which  is  situated  north  of  the  line  between 
townships  thirty-four  and  thirty-five,  and  that  portion  of  the  Fayette  land 
district  lying  west  of  the  line  dividing  ranges  twenty  and  twenty-one 
west,  south  of  the  Missouri  river,  b  hereby  annexed  to,  and  shall  make 
a  part  of  the  western  or  Lexington  district  of  Missouri,  the  office  for 
which  district  shall  be  located  at  such  place  as  the  President  shall 
designate. 

Anfi  he  itjitrther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  done,  to  cause 
the  plats  of  the  surveys  of  the  new  district  hereby  created,  and  of  the 
portion  annexed  to  the  western  district,  to  be  deposited  in  the  proper 
offices,  and*  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  allow  and  pay,  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands,  the  reasonable  expenses  which 
may  be  incurred  in  carrying  this  act  into  effect.

eoont  of  any  act  done  or  omitted  under  any  alleged  right,  title,  autho- 
rity, privilege,  protection,  or  exemption,  set  up  or  claimed  under  the 
commission,  or  order,  or  sanction,  of  any  foreign  State  or  Sovereignty,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresenlcUivei  of  the  United 
Statei  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  all  cases  where 
lands  shall  have  been  entered  at  the  land  office  in  the  Greensburgh,  late 
St.  Helena,  land  district,  in  the  State  of  Louiaana,  where  the  United 
States  cannot  issue  patents  therefor,  owing  to  the  errors  and  imperfec- 
tions of  the  public  surveys,  or  to  conflicting  claims,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  person  having  made  such  entries,  or  his  or  her  heirs  or  legal  repre- 
sentatives, or  grantees,  or  their  heirs  or  legal  representatives,  who  may 
[be]  legally  and  equitably  entitled  to  the  same,  after  a  demand  of  the 
patent,  and  a  refusal  to  issue  the  same,  to  surrender  his  or  her  certifi-

That  the  proper  ao- 
counting  officers  of  the  Treasury  Department  be  directed  to  audit  and 
settle  the  accoimts  for  the  expenses  of  the  legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Wisconsin,  including  the  printing  of  the  laws  and  other 
incidental  expenses  which  have  not  heretofore  been  dosed  and  settled 
at  the  Treasury  Department;  but  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  extra 
compensation  to  any  member  of  the  Legislative  Assanbly  of  said  Ter- 
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ritory  for  extra  services,  except  to  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two 
Houses  of  said  Assembly,  nor  for  extra  compensation  to  the  Secretary 
of  said  Territory,  nor  to  the  Clei^k  of  either  House  of  said  Legislative 
Assembly  for  the  performance  of  duties  required  by  law,  nor  for  any 
other  purpose  not  authorized  by  the  eleventh  section  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  April  twenty,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-«ix,  entitled 
"An  act  establishing  the  Territorial  Government  of  Wisconsin ;"  and 
the  incidental  expenses  therein  authorized  shall  be  construed  to  be  the 
ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  sessions  of  said  Legislative  As- 
sembly, and  no  other.

In  the  adjustment  of  said  accounts,  no  charge  for  the 
services  of  a  greater  number  of  officers  and  attendants  shall  be  allowed 
than  for  one  secretary  and  assistant  secretary,  or  clerk,  one  serffeant-at- 
arms,  or  doorkeeper,  one  messenger,  and  one  foreman  for  each  House 
pf  the  Legislature,  to  neither  of  whom  shall  a  greater  compensation  than 
three  dollars  per.  day  be  paid.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  each  Territory  to  prepare  the  acts  passed  by  the  Lc^slature  for  pub* 
lioation,  and  to  furnish  a  cc^y  thereof  to  the  public  printer  of  the  Ter- 
ritory within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of  each  act.

That  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  pay  back,  out  of  the 
patent  fimd,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  to  any  person  who  shall  have 
paid  the  same  into  the  Treasury,  or  to  any  receiver  or  depositary  to  the 
credit  of  the  Treasurer,  as  for  fees  accruing  at  the  Patent  Office  through 
mistake,  and  which  are  not  provided  to  be  paid  by  existing  laws,  certifi- 
cate thereof  being  made  to  said  Treasurer  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pa- 
tents.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  cusemhled^  That  the  navy  ration  shall 
consist  of  the  following  daily  allowance  of  provisions  for  each  person  : 

One  pound  of  salted  pork,  with  half  a  pint  of  peas  or  beans;  or  one 
pound  of  salted  beef,  with  half  a  pound  of  flour,  and  a  quarter  of  a 
pound  of  raisins,  dried  apples,  or  other  dried  fruits ;  or  one  pound  of 
salt  beef  with  half  a  pound  of  rice,  two  ounces  of  butter,  and  two 
ounces  of  cheese ;  together  with  fourteen  ounces  of  biscuit,  one  quar- 
ter of  an  ounce  of  tea,  or  ounce  of  coffee,  or  one  ounce  of  cocoa ;  two 
ounces  of  sugar,  and  one  gill  of  spirits ;  and  of  a  weekly  allowance  of 
half  a  pound  of  pickles  or  cranberries,  half  a  pint  of  molasses,  and 
half  a  pint  of  vinegar. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  fresh  meat  may  be  substitu- 
ted for  salted  beef  or  pork,  and  vegetables  or  sour-crout  for  the  other  arti- 
cles usually  issued  with  the  salted  meats,  allowing  one  and  a  quarter 
pounds  of  fresh  meat  for  one  pound  of  salted  beef  or  pork,  and  regu- 
lating the  quantity  of  vegetables  or  sour-crout  so  as  to  equal  the  value 
of  those  articles  for  which  they  may  be  substituted. 
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Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  should  it  be  necessary  to 
vary  the  above  described  daily  allowance,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  substitute 
one  pound  of  soft  bread,  or  one  pound  of  flour,  or  half  a  pound  of  rice, 
for  fourteen  ounces  of  biscuit ;  half  a  pint  of  wine  for  a  gill  of  spirits ; 
half  a  pound  of  rice  for  half  a  pint  of  beans  or  peas ;  half  a  pint  of 
beans  or  peas  for  half  a  pound  of  rice.  When  it  may  be  deem^  expe- 
dient by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
commander  of  a  fleet  or  squadrcm,  or  of  a  single  ship  when  not  acting 
under  the  authority  of  another  officer  on  foreign  service,  the  articles  of 
butter,  cheese,  raisins,  dried  apples  or  other  dried  fruits,  pickles  and 
molasses,  may  be  substituted  for  each  other  and  for  spirits :  Provided, 
The  article  substituted  shall  not  exceed  in  value  the  article  for  which  it 
may  be  issued,  acccH'ding  to  the  scale  of  prices  which  is  or  may  be  estab- 
lished for  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  cases  of  necessity,  the 
daily  allowance  of  provisions  may  be  diminished  or  varied  by  the  discre- 
tion of  the  senior  officer  present  in  command,  but  payment  shall  be 
made  to  the  persons  whose  allowance  shall  be  thus  diminished,  accord- 
ing to  the  scale  of  prices  which  is  or  may  be  established  for  the  same : 
but  a  commander  who  shall  thus  make  a  diminution  or  variation  shall 
report  to  his  commanding  officer  or  to  the  Navy  Department,  the  neces- 
sity for  the  same,  and  give  to  the  purser  written  orders  specifying  par- 
ticularly the  diminution  or  reduction  which  is  to  be  made. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  commissioned  officer  or 
midshipman,  or  any  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  shall  be 
allowed  to  draw  the  epirit  part  of  the  daily  ration,  and  all  other  perspns 
shall  be  permitted  to  relinquish  that  part  of  their  ration,  under  such 
restrictions  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  authorize :  and 
to  every  person  who,  by  this  section,  is  prohibited  from  drawing,  or  who 
may  relinquish,  the  epirit  part  of  his  ration,  there  shall  be  paid  in  lieu 
thereof^  the  value  of  the  same  in  money,  according  to  the  prices  which 
are  or  may  be  established  for  the  same.

appraise  said  wool  at  «uoh  price,  as  in  their  opinion,  it  would  have  cost 
had  it  not  been  so  mixed  with  such  dirt  or  impurities,  and  a  duty  ^all 
be  charged  thereon  in  conformity  to  such  appraisal :  Provided  also, 
That  wool  imported  on  the  skin  shall  be  estimated  as  to  weight  and 
value  as  other  wool. 

Second.  On  all  manufactures  of  wool,  or  of  which  wool  shall  be  a 
oompmient  part,  except  carpetings,  flannels,  bookings  and  baizes,  blan- 
kets, worsted  stuff*  goods,  ready-made  clothing,  h<»iery,  mits,  gloves, 
caps,  and  bindings,  a  duty  of  forty  per  centum. 

Third.  On  Wilton  carpets  and  carpeting,  treble  ingrain,  Saxony,  and 
Aubusson  carpets  and  carpeting,  a  duty  of  sixty-five  cents  per  square 
yard ;  on  Brussels  and  Turkey  carpets  and  carpeting,  fifty-five  cents  per 
square  yard ;  on  all  Venitian  and  ingrain  carpets  and  carpetings,  thirty 
cents  per  square  yard ;  on  all  other  kinds  of  carpets  and  carpeting,  of 
wool,  hemp,  flax,  or  cotton,  or  parts  of  either,  or  other  material  not 
otherwise  specified,  a  duty  of  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem :  Provided, 
That  bed  sides  and  other  portions  of  oairpets  or  carpetings  shall  pay  the 
rate  of  duty  herein  imposed  on  carpets  or  carpeting  of  similar  cha- 
raicter. 

Fourth.  On  woollen  blankets,  the  Actual  value  of  which  at  the.pUee 
whence  imported  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  cents  each,  and  of  the 
ditVlferisions  not  exceeding  seventy-two  by  fifty-two  inches  each,  nor  leaa 
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ikth  ferty-ire  by  nxty  iBches  each,  a  doty  of  Maen  per  oentom  ad 
ipaioron ;  and  on  all  odwr  wooUen  blanketSy  a  duty  of  twenty-<fif e  per 
•ceirtam  ad  Talorem. 

Fiftk.  On  all  mamifactures,  not  otberwiae  apecified,  of  combed  wool 
tPt  worsted,  and  manofactures  of  worsted  and  silk  combined^  a  duty  of 
thirty  per  centam  ad  valorem ;  on  all  hearth  rugs,  an  ad  valorem  duty 
of  forty  per  centum. 

Sixth.  On  woollen  and  worsted  yarn,  a  duty  of  thirty  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

Seventh.  On  woollen  and  worsted  mits,  gloves,  caps,  and  bindings, 
and  on  woollen  or  worsted  hosiery,  that  is  to  say,  stockings,  socks, 
drawers,  shhrts,  and  all  other  similar  manufactures  made  on  frames,  a 
duty  of  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Eighth.  Chi  flannels,  of  whatever  material  composed,  except  cotton, 
a  duty  of  fourteen  cents  per  square  yard  on  bockings  and  baizes,  four- 
te«n  cents  per  square  yard  on  coach  laces,  thir^-fire  per  centum  ad 
valorem ;  on  Thibet,  Angora,  and  all  other  goats'  hair  or  mohair  un- 
tnanufoctured,  one  cent  per  pound ;  on  candets,  blankets,  coatings,  and 
idl  other  raanoiictures  of  goats'  hair  or  mohair,  twenty  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

Ninth.  On  ready-made  clothii^,  of  whatever  materials  composed, 
worn  by  men,  women,  or  children,  except  gloves,  mits,  stockings,  socks, 
wove  shirts  and  drawers,  and  all  other  similar  manufactures  made  on 
frames,  bats,  hornets,  shoes,  boots,  and  bootees,  imported  in  a  state 
ready  to  be  mwed  as  clothing  by  men,  women  or  children,  made  up  either 
by  the  tador,  manufacturer,  or  seamstress,  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  fifty 
per  centum ;  on  all  articles  worn  by  men,  women,  or  children,  other 
than  as  above  ipecified  or  excepted,  of  whatever  materials  composed, 
made  np  wholly  or  in  part  by  hand,  a  duty  of  forty  per  centum  ad  va- 
lorem ;  on  all  thread  laces  and  insertings,  fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
on  cotton  laces,  quillings,  and  insertings,  usually  known  as  trimming 
laces,  and  on  bobbinet  laces  of  cotton,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
on  laces,  galleons,  tresses,  tassels,  kaots,  and  stars  of  gold  or  silver,  fine 
or  half  fine,  fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  all  articles  embroidered 
in  gold  or  silver,  fine  or  half  fine,  when  finished,  other  than  dothing, 
twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  and  on  clothuBg,  fousbed  in  whole  or  in 
part,  embroidered  in  gdd  or  silver,  fifty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  tnacttd,  That,  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  on  the  importation 
of  the  articles  herdnafler  mentioned,  the  following  duties ;  that  is  to 
say: 

First.  On  cotton  unmanufactured,  a  duty  of  three  cents  per  pound, 

Second.  On  aH  manufactures  of  cotton,  or  of  which  cotton  shall  be 
a  component  part,  not  otherwise  q>ecified,  a  duty  of  thirty  per  centum 
ad  valorem,  excepting  such  cotton  twist,  yarn,  and  thread,  and  such, 
other  articles  as  are  herein  provided  for :  Prtnided^  That  all  manufac- 
tures of  cotton  or  of  which  cotton  shall  be  a  component  part,  not  dyed, 
colored,  printed,  or  stained,  not  exceeding  in  value  twenty  cents  per 
square  yard,  shall  be  valued  at  twenty  cents  per  square  yard ;  and  if 
dyed,  cdored,  printed,  or  stained,  in  whole  or  in  part,  not  exceeding  in 
value  thnrty  cents  the  square  yard,  shall  be  valued  at  thirty  cents  per 
square  yard,  excepting  velvets,  cords,  moleskins,  fustians,  buffalo  cloths, 
or  goods  manufecturM  by  napping  or  raising,  cutting  or  shearing,  not 
exceeding  in  value  thtrty-jfive  cents  the  square  yard,  shall  be  valued  at 
thirty-five  cents  per  square  yard,  and  duty  be  paid  thereon  accordingly. 

Tnird.  All  cotton  twist,  yam,  and  thread,  unbleached  and  uncolored, 
the  true  value  of  which  at  the  place  whence  imported  shall  be  less  than 
4^y  cents  per  pound,  shall  be  valued  at  sixty  cents  per  pound,  and  shall 
be  charged  with  a  duty  of  twenty-ftve  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  all 
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bleached  or  colored  cotton  twist,  yam,  and  thread,  the  true  Talae  of  which 
at  the  place  whence  imported  shall  be  less  than  seventy-five  cents  per 
pound,  shall  be  valued  at  seventy-five  cents  per  pound,  and  pay  a  duty 
of  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  all  other  cotton  twist,  yam,  and 
thread,  on  spools  or  otherwise,  shall  pay  a  duty  of  thirty  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  fUrther  enacted^  That  firom  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  on  the  importation 
of  the  articles  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  following  duties ;  that  is  to 
say; 

First.  On  all  manufactures  of  silk  not  otherwise  specified,  except 
bdting  cloths,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  pound  of  sixteen  ounces ; 
on  silk  bolting  cloths,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem :  Provided,  That 
if  any  silk  manufacture  shall  be  mixed  with  gold  or  silver,  or  other 
metal,  it  shall  pay  a  duty  of  thirty  per  centum  wi  valorem. 

Second.  On  sewing  silk,  silk  twist,  or  twist  composed  of  silk  and 
mohair,  a  duty  of  two  dollars  per  pound  of  sixteen  ounces ;  on  pongees 
and  plain  white  silks  for  printing  or  coloring,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
per  pound  of  sixteen  ounces ;  on  floss  and  other  similar  silks,  purified 
firom  the  gum,  dyed,  and  prepared  for  manufacture,  a  duty  of  twenty- 
five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  raw  silk,  comprehending  all  silks  in  the 
gum,  whether  in  hanks,  reeled,  or  otherwise,  a  duty  of  fifty  cents  per 
pound  of  sixteen  ounces ;  on  sUk  umbrellas,  parasols,  and  sunshades, 
thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  silk  or  satin  shoes  and  slippers,  for 
women  or  men,  thirty  cents  per  pair ;  silk  or  satin  laced  boots  or  bootees, 
for  women  or  men,  seventy-five  cents  a  pair ;  silk  or  satin  shoes  or  slip- 
pers, for  children,  fifteen  cents  per  pair ;  silk  or  satin  laced  boots  or 
bootees,  for  children,  twenty-five  cents  a  pair ;  on  men's  silk  hats,  one 
dollar  each ;  silk  or  satin  hats  or  bonnets  for  women,  two  dollars  each ; 
on  silk  shirts  and  drawers,  whether  made  up  wholly  or  in  part,  forty  per 
centum  ad  valorem ;  silk  caps  for  women,  and  turbans,  ornaments  for 
head  dress,  aprons,  collars,  caps,  cuflb,  braids,  curls,  or  firizettes,  che- 
misettes, mantillas,  pelerines,  and  all  other  articles  of  silk  made  up  by 
hand  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  not  otherwise  provided  for,  a  duty  of  thirty 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Third.  On  unmanufactured  hemp,  forty  dollars  per  ton ;  on  ManiUa, 
Sunn,  and  other  hemps  of  India,  on  jute.  Sisal  ffrass,  coir  and  other 
vegetable  substances,  not  enumerated,  used  for  cordage,  twenty-five  dd- 
lars  per  ton ;  on  codilla,  or  tow  of  hemp  or  flax,  twenty  dollars  per  ton ; 
on  tarred  cables  and  cordage,  five  cents  per  pound ;  on  untarred  cord- 
age, four  and  a  half  cents  per  pound ;  yarns,  twine,  and  packthread,  six 
cents  per  pound ;  on  seines,  seven  cents  per  pound :  on  cotton  bagging, 
four  cents  per  square  yard,  on  any  other  manufacture  not  otherwise  spe- 
cified, suitable  for  the  uses  to  which  cotton  bagging  is  applied,  whether 
composed  in  whole  or  in  part  of  hemp  or  flax,  or  any  other  material,  or 
imported  under  the  designation  of  gunny  cloth,  or  any  other  appellation, 
and  without  regard  to  the  weight  or  width,  a  duty  of  five  cents  per 
square  yard ;  on  sail  duck,  seven  cents  per  square  yard ;  Russia  and 
other  sheetings,  brown  and  white,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
and  on  all  other  manufactures  of  hemp,  or  of  which  hemp  shall  be  a 
component  part,  not  specified,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  un- 
manufactured flax,  twenty  dollars  per  ton;  cm  linens,  and  all  other 
manufactures  of  flax,  or  of  which  flax  shall  be  a  c<Hnponent  part,  not 
otherwise  specified,  a  duty  of  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on 
grass  cloth,  a  duty  of  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Fourth.  On  stamped,  printed,  or  painted  floor  oil  cloth,  thirty-five 
cents  per  square  yard ;  on  fumiture  oil  cloth  made  on  Canton  or  cotton 
flannel,  sixteen  cents  per  square  yard ;  on  other  furniture  oil  cloth,  tea 
cents  per  square  yard :  on  oil  doth  of  linen,  silk,  or  other  materid^ 
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oied  for  hat  coven,  apr<»ui,  coach  cartaias,  or  similar  purpoeea,  and  on 
medicated  oil  cloths,  a  duty  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  square  yard ; 
cm  Chinese  or  other*floor  matting,  made  of  flags,  jute,  or  grass,  on  all 
floor  mattings  not  otherwise  specified,  and  on  mats,  of  whatever  mate- 
rials compo^,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That,  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  on  the  importation 
of  the  articles  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  following  duties,  that  is  to 
say: 

First  On  iron  in  bars  or  bolts,  not  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  rolling,  seventeen  dollars  per  ton ;  on  bar  or  bolt  iron,  made  wholly 
or  in  part  by  rolling,  twenty-five  dollars  per  ton :  Provided,  That  all 
iron  in  slabs,  blooms,  loqps,  or  other  form,  less  finished  than  iron  in 
bars  or  bolts,  and  more  advanced  than  pig  iron,  except  castings,  shall  be 
rated  as  iron  in  bars  or  bolts,  and  pay  a  duty  accordingly :  Pramded, 
alto,  That  iron  imported  prior  to  the  third  day  of  March,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-three,  in  bars  or  otherwise,  for  railways  or  inclined 
planes,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  provisions  of  existing 
laws,  exempting  it  from  the  payment  of  duty  on  proof  of  its  having 
been  actually  and  permanently  laid  down  for  use  on  any  railway  or  in- 
clined plane  prior  to  the  third  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-three,  and  all  such  iron  imported  from  and  afler  the  date  aforesaid, 
shall  be  subject  to  and  pay  the  duty  on  rolled  iron. 

Second.  On  iron  in  pigs,  nine  dollars  per  ton ;  on  vessels  of  cast 
iron,  not  otherwise  specified,  one  cent  and  a  half  per  pound ;  on  all 
other  castings  of  iron,  not  otherwise  specified,  one  cent  per  pound ;  on 
glazed  or  tin  hollow  ware  and  castings,  sad  irons  or  smoothing  irons, 
hatters  and  tailors'  pressing  irons,  and  cast  iron  butts  or  hinges,  two 
and  a  half  cents  per  pound ;  on  iron  or  steel  wire,  not  exceeding  No. 
14,  five  cents  per  pound ;  and  over  No.  14,  and  not  exceeding  No.  25, 
eight  cents  per  pound ;  over  No.  25,  eleven  cents  per  pound ;  silvered 
or  plated  wir^e,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  brass  or  copper  wire, 
twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  cap  or  bonnet  wire,  covered  with 
silk,  twelve  cents  per  pound ;  when  covered  with  cotton  thread  or  other 
material,  eight  cents  per  pound ;  on  round  or  square  iron,  or  braziers' 
rods,  of  three  sixteenths,  to  ten  sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  inclu- 
sive, and  on  iron  in  nail  or  spike  Tods,  or  nail  plates,  slit,  rolled,  or 
hammered,  and  on  iron  in  sheets,  except  taggers'  iron,  and  on  hoop 
iron,  and  on  iron  slit,  rolled  or  hammered  for  band  iron,  scroll  iron,  or 
casement  rods,  iron  cables  or  chains,  or  parts  thereof,  manufactured  in 
whole  or  in  part,  of  whatever  diameter,  the  links  being  of  the  form 
peculiar  to  chains  for  cables,  two  and  a  half  cents  per  pound ;  <m  all 
other  chains  of  iron,  not  otherwise  specified,  the  links  being  either 
twisted  or  straight,  and,  when  straight,  of  greater  length  than  those 
used  in  chains  for  cables,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  anchors  or 
parts  of  anchors,  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part,  anvils,  blacksmiths' 
hammers  and  sledges,  two  and  a  half  cents  per  pound ;  on  cut  or  wrought 
iron  spikes,  three  cents  per  pound ;  and  on  cut  ir<m  nails,  three  cents 
per  pound ;  and  on  wrought  iron  nails,  on  axletrees,  or  parts  thereof, 
mill  irons  and  mill  cranks  of  wrought  iron,  or  wrought  iron  for  ships, 
locomotives,  and  steam  engines,  or  iron  chains  other  than  chain  cables, 
and  on  malleable  irons  or  castings,  four  cents  per  pound ;  on  steam,  gas, 
or  water  tubes  or  pipes,  made  of  band  or  rolled  iron,  five  cents  per 
pound ;  on  mill  saws,  cross-cut  saws,  and  pit  saws,  one  dollar  each ;  on 
tacks,  brads,  and  sprigs,  not  exceeding  sixteen  ounces  to  the  thousand, 
five  cents  per  thousand;  exceeding  sixteen  ounces  to  the  thousand,  five 
cents  per  pound ;  on  taggers'  iron,  five  per  centum  ad  valorem :  PrO' 
vided.  That  all  articles  partially  manufactured,  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  shall  pay  the  same  rate  of  duty  as  if  wholly  manufactured :  And 
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wrmMed^  aUo^  That  no  vtides  BEUom&etored  frooi  itod»  riioeft,  rod* 
boop,  or  othei  kinds  of  iron,  ahall  pay  a  less  rata  of  duty  tbaa  ia  eliarg«^ 
ablQ  on  the  material  of  which  it  ia  oonqioaedy  in  whole  or  in  part,  piij^> 
iag  the  highest  rate  of  duty  either  by  weight  or  vaiue,  and  a  duty  of 
fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem  on  the  cost  of  the  article  added 
theretow 

Third.  On  all  old  or  scrap  iron,  ten  dollars  per  ton :  Pratfkkd,  That 
nothing  shall  be  deemed  old  iron  that  has  not  been  in  actual  use,  and 
fit  only  to  be  remanufactured ;  and  all  pieces  of  iron,  except  old,  of 
more  than  six  inchee  in  length,  or  of  sufficient  length  to  be  made  into 
spikes  and  bolts,  shall  be  rated  as  bar,  bolt,  rod,  or  hoop  iron,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  pay  duty  accordingly :  Provided,  also,  That  all  veas^ 
of  cast  iron,  and  all  castings  of  iron  not  rough  as  from  the  mould,  but 
partially  manufactured  afier  the  casting,  or  with  handles,  rings,  hoopa, 
or  other  additions  of  wrought  iron,  shall  pay  the  same  rates  of  duty 
herein  imposed  on  all  other  manufactures  of  wrought  iron  not  herein 
enumerated,  if  that  shall  amount  to  more  than  the  duty  on  castings. 

Fourth.  On  muskets,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  stand ;  rifles,  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  each ;  on  axes,  adzes,  hatchets,  plane  irons,  socket 
chisels  and  vices,  drawing  knives,  cutting  knives,  sickles  or  reaping 
hooks,  scythes,  spades,  shovels,  squares  of  iron  or  ^eel,  plated  <Nr  polish- 
ed stAel  saddlery  and  brass  saddlery,  coach  and  harness  furniture  of 
all  descriptions,  steelyards  and  scale  beams,  and  all  fire  arms  other  than 
muskets  and  rifles,  and  all  side  arms,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on 
square  wire,  used  for  the  manufacture  of  stretchers  for  umbrellas,  when 
cut  in  pieces  not  exceeding  the  length  suitable  therefor,  twelve  and  a 
half  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Fifth.  On  screws  made  of  iron  called  wood  screws,  twelve  cents  per 
pound ;  on  all  other  screws  of  iron  not  specified,  thirty  per  centum 
ad  valorem;  on  brass  screws,  thirty  cents  per  pound;  on  sheet  and 
rolled  brass,  a  duty  of  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem :  on  brass  battery, 
or  hammered  kettles,  twelve  cents  per  pound. 

Sixth.  On  cast,  shear,  and  German  steel  in  bars,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  one  hundred  and  twelve  pounds;  and  on  all  other  steel  in 
bars,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  one  hundred  and  twelve  pounds; 
on  solid  headed  pins,  and  all  oiher  package  pins,  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  to  the  pack  of  twelve  papers,  forty  cents  per  pack,  and  the 
same  in  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  quantity ;  on  pound  pins,  twenty 
cents  per  pound ;  on  sewing,  tambouring,  darning,  netting,  and  knitting, 
and  all  oth^r  kinds  of  needles,  a  duty  of  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
on  common  tinned,  ai^d  js4>anned  saddlery,  of  all  descriptions,  twenty 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Seventh.  On  japanned  ware  of  all  kinds,  or  papier  mache,  and  plated 
and  gilt  wares  of  all  kinds,  and  on  cutlery  of  all  kinds,  and  all  other 
manufactures,  not  otherwise  specified,  made  of  brass,  iron,  steel,  lead, 
copper,  pewter,  or  tin,  or  of  which  either  of  these  metals  is  a  component 
material,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem :  Provided,  That  all  manufac- 
tures of  iron  and  steel,  or  other  metals,  partly  finished,  shall  pay  the 
same  rates  of  duty  as  if  entirely  finished. 

Eighth.  On  lead  in  pigs  and  bars,  three  cents  per  pound ;  on  old 
and  scrap  lead,  one  cent  and  a  half  per  pound ;  leaden  pipes,  leaden 
shot,  and  lead  in  sheets,  or  in  any  other  form  not  herein  q>ecified,  four 
cents  per  pound ;  on  type  metal  and  stereotype  plates,  twenty-five  per 
centum  ad  valorem ;  types,  whether  new  or  old,  twenty-five  per  centum 
ad  valorem ;  on  copper  bottoms  cut  round,  and  copper  bottoms  raised 
at  the  edge,  and  still  bottoms  cut  round  and  turned  up  on  the  edge,  and 
parts  thereof,  and  on  copper  plates  or  sheets  weighing  mcffe  than  thirty- 
four  ounces  per  square  foot,  commonly  called  braziers'  copper,  thirty 
per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  copper  rods  and  bolts,  nails  and  ^ikes,  four 
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cm^  per  pound;  ea  ptteat  abeatfaiog  metal  oompoaed  in  part  of 
copper,  two  ceota  per  pouad. 

Kiath.  On  tin,  in  pigs,  bara,  or  blocks,  one  per  centiifn  ad  valorem ; 
tin  in  pktea  or  abeets,  terne  platea,  taggere'  tin,  and  tin  foil,  two  and  a 
half  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  silver-plated  metal  in  sheets,  and  on 
argentine,  alabata,  or  German  silver,  in  sheets  or  otherwise,  unmanu- 
fiictured,  tlurty  per  centiim  ad  vah^rem ;  on  roannfactures  of  German 
silver,  bell  metal,  zinc,  and  bronze,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on 
sine  in  sheets,  ten  per  centum  ad  valorem :  Prwided,  That  old  bells, 
or  parts  thereof,  &  only  to  be  remanufactured,  shall  not  be  considered 
manufactures  of  bell  metal,  but  shall  be  admitted  free  of  duty ;  on 
bronze  powder,  bronze  liquor,  iron  liquor,  red  liquor,  and  seppia,  twenty 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Tenth.  On  coal,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  ton ;  on  cdie 
or  culm  of  coal,  five  ceots  per  bushel. 

8so.  5.  Amd  be  it  fwiktr  enacted,  That,  firom  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  there  ahul  be  levied,  coUeeied,  and  paid,  on  the  importa* 
lion  of  articles  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  following  duties;  that  is 
to  say : 

First  On  all  vessels  or  wares,  articles,  and  manuftictures  of  cut  glass, 
when  the  cutting  on  the  article  does  not  exceed  cme-third  the  height  or 
length  thereof,  a  duty  of  twenty-five  cents  per  pound ;  when  the  cutting 
exceeds  one-third  the  height  or  length,  but  does  not  exceed  one  half  the 
same,  a  duty  of  thirty-five  cents  per  pound ;  when  the  catting  extends  to 
or  exoeeds  one-half  the  height  or  length  thereof,  a  duty  of  forty-five  cents 
per  pound ;  on  cut  glass  chandeliers,  candlesticks,  lustres,  lenses,  lamps, 
prisms  and  parts  of  the  same,  and  on  all  drops,  icides,  spangles,  and 
ornaments  used  for  mountings,  a  duty  of  forty-five  cents  per  pound ;  on 
articles  of  plain,  moulded,  or  pressed  glass,  weighing  over  eight  ounces, 
a  duty  of  ten  cents  per  pound ;  on  articles  of  plain,  moulded,  or  pressed 
glass,  weighing  eight  ounces  or  under,  exc^  tumblers,  a  duty  of  twelve 
cents  per  pound;  an  plain,  moulded,  or  pressed  tumblers,  ten  cents  per 
pound ;  on  all  plain,  moulded  or  pressed  glaas,  when  stoppered,  or  the 
bottoms  ground,  or  puntied,  an  additional  duty  of  four  cents  per  pound : 
Pnmded,  That  all  articles  of  moulded  or  pressed  glass,  being  cut, 
roughed,  or  polished,  in  part  or  parts  thereof,  and  aU  other  wares  or 
a:rticles  of  flint  glaas,  not  otherwise  specified,  shall  pay  the  duty  charge- 
able on  articles  of  cut  glass  of  the  description  and  class  to  which  ihej 
taay  severally  belong. 

Second.  On  all  apothecaries'  vials  and  bottles,  not  exceeding  the  ca- 
pacity of  six  ounces  each,  one  doUar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  gross ; 
apothecaries'  vials  and  bottles  exceeding  six  ounces,  and  not  exc^ding 
the  capacity  of  sixteen  ounces  each,  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
p^  gross ;  on  all  peHumery  and  fimcy  vials  and  bottles,  uncut,  not  ex- 
ceemng  the  capacity  of  four  ounces  each,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  gross;  and  those  exceeding  four  ounces,  and  not  exceeding,  in  ca- 
pacity,  sixteen  ounces  each,  three  dollars  per  gross. 

Third.  On  black  and  green  glass  bottles  and  jars,  exceeding  eight 
ounces,  and  not  exceeding  in  capacity,  one  quart  each,  a  duty  of  three 
ddlars  per  gross ;  when  exceeding  the  capacity  of  one  quart  each,  four 
dollars  per  gross ;  on  demijohns  and  carboys,  of  the  capacity  of  half  a 
gallon  or  less,  fifteen  cents  each ;  when  exceeding,  in  capacity,  half  a 
gallon,  and  not  exceeding  three  gallons  each,  a  duty  of  thirty  cents 
each ;  exceeding  three  gallons,  fifty  cents  each. 

FourUi.  On  cylinder  or  broad  window-glass,  not  exceeding  eight  by 
ten  inches,  two  cents  per  square  foot ;  above  that,  and  not  exceeding 
ten  by  twelve  inches,  two  and  a  half  cents  per  square  foot ;  above  that,  and 
not  exceeding  fourteen  by  ten  inches,  three  and  a  half  cents  per  square 
foot;  above  that,  and  not  exceeding  sixteen  by  eleven  inches,  four  cents 
Vol.  v.— 70  2  W 
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per  square  foot;  abore  that,  and  not  exceeding  eighteen  bj  twelve 
inches,  five  cents  per  square  foot ;  above  eighteen  by  twelve  inches,  mx 
cents  per  square  foot.     On  all  crown  window-glass  not  exceeding  tea 
by  eight  inches,  three  and  a  half  cents  per  square  foot ;  above  that,  and 
not  exceeding  ten  by  twelve  inches,  five  cents  per  square  foot ;  above 
that,  and  not  exceeding  fourteen  by  ten  inches,  six  cents  per  square 
foot ;  above  that,  and  not  exceeding  sixteen  by  eleven  inches,  seven 
cents  per  sqifare  foot ;  above  that,  ana  not  exceeding  eighteen  by  twelve 
inches,  eight  cents  per  square  foot;  and  all  exceeding  eighteen   by 
twelve  inches,  ten  cents  per  square  foot :  Provided,  That  all  glass  im- 
ported in  sheets  or  tables,  without  reference  to  form,  shall  pay  the  high- 
est duties  herein  imposed  on  the  different  descriptions  of  window-glass. 
On  all  polished  plate  glass,  whether  imported  as  window-glass,  or  how- 
ever otherwise  specified,  not  silvered,  and  not  exceeding  twelve  by  eight 
inches,  five  cents  per  square  foot ;  above  that,  and  not  exceeding  four- 
teen by  ten  inches,  seven  cents  per  square  foot ;  above  that,  and  not 
exceeding  sixteen  by  eleven  inches,  eight  cents  per  square  foot;  above 
that,  and  not  exceeding  eighteen  by  twelve  inches,  ten  cents  per  square 
foot;  above  that,  and  not  exceeding  twenty-two  by  fourteen  inches, 
twelve  cents  per  square  foot ;  all  above  twenty-two  by  fourteen  inches, 
thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  if  silvered,  an  addition  of  twenty  per 
centum  shall  be  made  to  the  duty ;  if  firamed,  a  duty  of  thirty  per  cent- 
um ad  valorem :  Provided,  That  an  all  cylinder  or  broad  glass,  weigh- 
ing over  one  hundred  pounds  per  one  hundred  square  feet,  and  on  all 
crown  glass  weighing  over  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds  per  one  hun- 
dred square  feet,  there  shall  be  an  additional  duty  on  the  excess  at  the 
same  rate  as  herein  imposed. 

On  porcelain  glass,  on  glass  colored,  or  paintings  on  glass,  a  duty  of 
thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  all  articles  or  manufactures  of  glass 
not  specified,  connected  with  other  materials,  rendering  it  impracticable 
to  separate  it  and  determine  its  weight,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  va- 
lorem. 

Fifth.  On  China-ware,  porcelain-ware,  earthen-ware,  stone-ware,  and 
all  other  ware  composed  of  earth  or  mineral  substances,  not  otherwise 
roecified,  whether  gilt,  painted,  printed,  plain,  or  glazed,  a  duty  of 
thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Sixth.  On  tanned,  sole  or  bend  leather,  six  cents  per  pound ;  on  all 
upper  leather  not  otherwise  specified,  eight  cents  per  pound ;  on  calf 
and  seal  skins  tanned  and  dressed,  five  dollars  per  dozen ;  on  sheq> 
skins  tanned  and  dressed,  or  skivers,  two  dollars  per  dozen ;  on  goat 
skins  or  morocco  tanned  and  dressed,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
dozen ;  on  kid  skins  or  morocco  tanned  and  dressed,  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  per  dozen ;  on  goat  or  sheep  skins  tanned  and  not  dressed, 
one  dollar  per  dozen ;  on  sdl  kid  and  lamb  skins  tanned  and  not  dressed, 
seventy-five  cents  per  dozen ;  and  on  skins  tanned  and  dressed,  other- 
wise than  in  color,  to  wit :  fawn,  kid,  and  Iamb,  usually  known  as  cha- 
mois, one  dollar  per  dozen ;  on  men's  boots  and  bootees  of  leather, 
wholly  or  partially  manufactured,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
pair ;  men's  shoes  or  pumps,  wholly  or  partially  manufactured,  thuty 
cents  per  pair ;  women's  boots  and  bootees  of  leather,  whdly  or  partially 
manufactured,  fifty  cents  per  pair ;  children's  boots,  bootees,  and  shoes, 
wholly  or  partially  manufactured,  fifteen  cents  per  pair ;  women's  dou- 
ble-soled pumps  and  welts,  wholly  or  partially  manufactured,  forty  cents 
per  pair ;  women's  shoes  or  slippers,  wholly  or  partially  manufactured, 
whether  of  leather,  prunella,  or  other  material,  except  silk,  twenty-five 
cents  per  pair ;  on  raw  hides  of  all  kinds,  whether  dried  or  salted,  five 
per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  all  skins  pickled  and  in  casks,  not  specified, 
twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Seventh.  On  men's  leather  gloves,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
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per  dozen;  women's  leather  habit  glores,  one  ddlar  per  dozen;  chil- 
dren's leather  habit  gloves,  fifty  cents  per  dozen ;  wmnen's  extra  and 
demi  length  leather  gloves,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  dozen ;  chil- 
dren's extra  and  demi  length  leather  gloves,  seventy-five  cents  per 
dozen ;  on  leather  caps  or  hats,  leather  braces  or  sospenders,  and  on  all 
other  braces  or  suspenders,  of  whatever  material  or  materials  composed, 
except  India  rubber,  and  on  leather  bottles,  patent  leather,  and  all 
other  manufactures  of  leather,  or  of  which  leather  is  a  component  ma- 
terial of  chief  value,  not  otherwise  specified,  a  duty  of  thirty-five  per 
eentum  ad  valorem. 

Eighth.  On  fiirs  of  all  kinds  on  the  skin,  undressed,  five  per  centum 
ad  vidorem ;  on  furs  dressed  on  the  skin,  on  all  hatters'  fiirs,  whether 
dressed  or  undressed,  not  on  the  skin,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  va- 
lorem ;  fiir  hats,  caps,  mufts,  tippets,  and  other  manufactures  of  fur  not 
q>ecified,  thirty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  fur  hat  bodies,  firames,  or 
felts,  manufiictured,  not  put  in  form  or  trimmed,  or  otherwise,  twenty- 
five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  hats  of  wool,  hat  bodies  or  felts  made  in 
whole  or  in  part  of  wool,  eighteen  cents  each. 

Ninth.  On  hats  and  bomiets  for  men,  women,  and  children,  firom 
Panama,  Manilla,  Leghorn,  Naples,  or  elsewhere,  ccnnposed  of  satin, 
straw,  chip,  grass  straw,  palm  letS,  ratan,  willow,  or  any  other  vege- 
table substance,  or  of  hair,  whalebone,  or  other  material  not  otherwise 
q[>ecified,  a  duty  of  thirty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem :  Provided^  That 
all  flats,  braids,  plaits,  spartere,  or  willow  squares,  used  for  making  hats 
or  bmmets,  shall  pay  the  same  rate  of  duty  as  manufactured  hats  or 
bonnets. 

Tenth.  On  all  ornamental  feathers  and  artificial  flowers,  or  parts 
thereof,  of  whatever  material  composed,  hair  bracelets,  chains,  ringlets, 
curls,  or  braids,  human  hair,  cleaned  and  prepared  for  use,  and  on  fans 
of  every  description,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  all  hair, 
human  or  otherwise,  uncleaned  and  unmanufactured,  ten  per  centum  ad 
valorem ;  on  -hair  cloth  or  seating,  and  on  hair  belts  and  hair  gloves, 
twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  curled  hair  and  moss,  for  beds 
or  mattresses,  ten  per  centum  ad  valorem  ;  on  feathers  for  beds,  and  on 
downs' of  all  kinds,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem;  on  India  rub- 
ber oil  cloth,  webbing,  shoes,  braces  or  suspenders,  or  other  fiibrics  or 
manufactured  articles  composed  whdly  or  in  part  of  India  rubber,  thirty 
per  centum  ad  valorem :  Providedy  That  braces  or  suspenders  of  that 
material,  not  exceeding  in  value  two  dollars  per  dozen,  shall  be  valued 
at  two  dollars  per  dozen,  and  pay  duty  accordingly.  On  all  clocks, 
twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  and  on  glaziers'  diamonds,  when 
set,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  ship  or  box  chronometers, 
twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  watches  or  parts  of  watches,  and 
watch  materials  not  specified,  seven  and  a  half  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
on  diamonds,  seven  and  a  half  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  crystals  of 
glass  for  watches,  and  on  glass  or  pebbles  for  spectacles  or  eye  glasses, 
when  not  set,  two  dollars  per  gross;  on  gems,  pearls,  or  precious  stones, 
seven  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  imitations  thereof,  and  compositions 
of  ^ass  or  paste,  on  cameos  and  imitations  thereof,  and  on  mosaics  not 
specified,  of  whatever  materials  composed,  whether  real  or  imitation, 
set  or  not  set,  seven  and  a  half  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  jewdry, 
ccMuposed  of  gold,  silver,  or  platina,  and  gold  and  silver  leaf,  twenty  per 
eentum  ad  valorem ;  on  gilt,  plated,  or  imitation  jewdry,  and  Dutch 
metal  in  leaf,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  val<«em ;  on  Scafflida  table 
t(^,  and  table  tops  of  marble  or  composition,  inlaid  with  precious 
stones  or  small  pieces  of  composition,  known  as  mosaics,  on  table  tops 
of  marble  or  compositicii,  when  inlaid  with  various  c<Aored  marbles, 
and  on  alabaster  and  spar  ornaments,  thirty  per  ceatum  ad  valorem;  on 
manufactures  of  services,  vessels,  and  wares  of  all  kinds,  not  otherwise 
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specified,  of  siWer  or  gold,  or  of  which  eftber  of  t!i6M  melalt  AM  bm 
a  component  material  of  chief  vahie,  whether  plftin^  chased,  eagnr^, 
or  emboesed,  an  ad  valorem  daty  of  thirty  per  centuin. 

Elerenth.  On  all  manaiactares  of  wood,  not  otherwise  qpeeified, 
thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem :  Protided^  That  boards,  planks,  staves^ 
scantlings,  hewn  or  sawed  timber,  anwrought  spars,  and  all  other  ib- 
scriptions  of  wood  which  shall  hare  been  wrought  into  shapes  that  fit 
them,  respectively,  lor  any  specific  and  permanent  uee  without  further 
manufacture,  shall  be  deemed  ttid  taken  as  manufectured  wood,  and  pay 
duty  accordingly ;  and  on  timber  to  be  used  in  building  wharves,  asd 
firewood,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem :  Provided,  also,  That  rough 
boards,  planks,  staves,  scantling,  and  sawed  timber,  not  planed  or 
wrooffht  into  any  shapes  for  use,  shall  p^  a  duty  of  twenty  per  oeotiiai 
ad  V  Jorem :  And  pnwided,  further^  That  rote  wood,  aatin  wood»  ma- 
hogany, and  cedar  wood,  shall  pay  a  duty  of  fifteen  per  oentom  ad 
valorem ;  on  walking  canes  and  sticks,  frames  and  stioks  for  umbreUai* 
ibr  parasols,  and  for  sonshades,  cabinet  wares  or  household  furniture, 
not  otherwise  specified,  musical  instruments  of  all  kinds,  carriages  and 
parts  thereof,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem:  ProMid^  aUo,  That 
strings  for  musical  instmmeots,  of  catgut  or  whtpffut,  and  all  other 
strings  or  thread  of  similar  materials,  shall  pay  a  duty  of  fifteen  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

Twelfth.  On  unmanuftictared  marble  in  the  rough,  slab,  or  bloek, 
twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  marble  busts  or  statnary,  not 
specially  imported,  at  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  on  all  other  mantt- 
factures  of  marble  not  specified,  a  duty  of  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem; 
on  slates  of  all  kinds,  paring  tiles  and  bricks,  twenty-five  per  eeotnm 
ad  valorem ;  on  baskets  and  other  mannfticturea,  not  specified,  of  grMS, 
straw,  ozier  or  willow,  and  palm  leaf,  twenty^ve  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
on  wax,  amber,  or  composition  beads,  and  all  other  beads  not  otherwise 
enumerated,  and  shell  or  ftmcy  boxes,  not  otherwise  specified,  twenty* 
five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  combs  for  the  hair,  of  whatever  material 
composed,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  brashes  and  brooms 
of  all  kinds,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  and  on  bristles,  one  eent 
per  pound;  on  ddls  and  toys  of  every  description,  of  whatever  material 
or  materials  composed,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  metal  buttons 
of  all  kinds,  thirty  per  centum  ad  vriorem :  Provided^  That  aU  suck 
buttons,  not  exceeding  in  value  one  dollar  per  gross,  shall  be  valued  at 
one  dollar,  and  be  charsed  with  duty  accordinffly ;  on  all  other  buttons, 
and  on  all  button  moulds,  of  whatever  material  composed,  twenty<4ve 
per  centum  ad  valorem :  Provided,  That  lastings,  prunellas,  and  similar 
fabrics,  not  specified,  when  imported  in  strips,  pieces  or  patterns,  of  the 
size  and  shape  itaitable  for  the  manufiusture  exclusively  of  buttons, 
shoes,  or  bootees,  and  that  mohair  or  worsted  cloth,  black  linen  can- 
vass, figured  satin,  and  figured  or  brocaded  or  Terry  velvet,  when  im- 
ported in  strips,  pieces,  or  patterns,  of  the  size  and  shape  suitable  for 
the  manufacture  exclusively  of  buttons,  tortoise  sheU,  ivory,  or  teeth  of 
elephants  unmanufactured,  homa  and  teeth,  and  bom  and  bone  tips^ 
shall  be  admitted  to  entry  art  a  duty  of  five  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
otherwise,  to  be  subject  to  the  rates  of  duty  chargeable  on  tfaem»  re- 
spectively, according  to  their  component  materials. 

Sbg.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  firom  and  after  the  paasi^  of 
this  act  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  on  Uie  importati^  of 
the  articles  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  following  rates  of  dilty ;  that  is 
to  say : 

On  white  or  red  leads,  litharge,  or  acetate  or  ofaroroale  of  leadi  dry 
or  ground  in  oil,  four  cents  per  pound ;  on  whitag  or  Paris  whita»  and 
all  ochres  or  ochry  earths  used  in  Uie  eompoaitidn  of  paiiMrs'  celor, 
when  dry,  one  cent  per  pound,  when  gronnd  io  oil,  ene  eant   Mid  a 
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kalf  per  pound;  on  sulphate  of  bvytes,  <»ie  hdf  cent  per  poimd;  on 
Isimad,  bempeeedy  and  rapeaeed  oil,  twen^-fi?e  cents  per  gallon ;  on 
putty,  one  cent  and  a  half  per  pound. 

Sso.  7.  And  be  it  fwrther  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  there  shall  be  levied,  cdlected,  and  paid,  on  the  importation 
of  the  articles  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  following  rates  of  duty ;  that 
is  to  say : 

First.  On  bank,  folio,  quarto  post  of  all  kinds,  and  letter  and  bank  ^Hf^*  P*W 
note  paper,  seventeen  cents  per  pound;  on  antiquarian,  demy,  drawing,  J™  ^^ 
elephant,  doable  dephant,  foolscap,  imperial,  medium,  pot,  pith,  royiu,  bozM,  sudon- 
super-royal,  and  writing  paper,  fifteen  cents  per  pound ;  on  copperplate,  ery,  regt,  d&c 
blottiBff,  copying,  colored  for  labeb,  colored  for  needles,  marble  or  fancy 
eoiored,  glass  paper,  morocco  paper,  pasteboard,  pressing-board,  sand 
paper,  tissue  paper,  and  on  all  gold  or  silver  paper,  whether  in  sheets  or 
stnps,  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  pound ;  on  colored  cqpperplate,  print- 
ing, and  stainers*  paper,  ten  cents  per  pound ;  on  binders'  boards,  box 
bcMrds,  mill  boards,  pq>er-makers'  boards,  sheathing,  wraf^ing,  and 
cartridge  paper,  three  cents  per  pound ;  and  on  all  paper  envelopes, 
whether  plain,  ornamental,  ox  colored,  and  on  all  billet-doux  ot  ftmcy 
note  paper,  cvf  whatever  form  or  size,  when  of  less  size  than  letter 
paper,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  cm  music  paper,  with  lines,  and 
on  paper  ^  or  covered  with  metal  other  than  gold  or  silver,  paper 
annff  boxes,  jqianned  <Mr  not  japanned,  and  other  fancy  paper  lM>xes, 
twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  all  paper  hangings,  or  paper  for 
screens  or  nreboards,  thirty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem  ;  on  all  blank  or 
visiting  cards,  twelve  cents  per  pound ;  on  playing  cards,  twenty-five 
cents  per  pack ;  on  blank  books,  when  bound,  twenty  cents  per  pound ; 
when  unboond,  fifteen  cents  per  pound ;  on  all  parchment  and  vellum, 
and  cm  asses'  dun  and  imitation  thereof,  wafers,  sealing-wax,  and  black 
lead  pencils,  crayons  of  all  kinds,  and  metallic  pens,  twenty-five  per 
centum  ad  valorem ;  ink  and  ink  powder  of  all  kinds,  twenty-five  per 
oentam  ad  valcvem ;  quills,  prepared  or  manufactured,  twenty-five  per 
centnm  ad  valorem ;  quills,  unprepared  Kxt  unmanufactured,  fifteen  per 
eentum  ad  valorem ;  on  rags,  of  whatever  material,  waste  or  shoddy,  a 
quarter  of  one  cent  per  poond ;  all  other  paper  not  enumerated,  fifteen 
cents  per  pound. 

Second.  On  all  books  printed  in  Ae  English  language,  or  of  which  the  Books,  k^. 
English  forms  the  text,  when  bound  thirty  cents  per  pound,  when  in 
sheets  or  boards,  twenty  cents  per  pound :  Provided^  That  whenever  the 
importer  shall  prove,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  collector,  when  the  goods 
are  entered,  that  any  such  book  has  been  printed  and  published  abroad 
more  than  one  year,  and  not  republished  in  this  country,  or  has  beai 
printed  and  published  abroad  more  than  five  years  before  such  importa- 
tion, then  and  in  such  case  said  books  shall  be  admitted  at  one  half  of 
Uie  above  rate  of  duties :  Prmnded^  That  the  said  terms  of  one  year  and 
five  years,  shall  in  no  case  commence,  or  be  computed  at  and  firom  a  day 
before  the  passing  of  this  act;  on  all  books  printed  in  Latin  or  Greek, 
or  in  which  either  language  forms  the  text,  when  bound,  fifteen  cents 
per  pound,  when  unbound,  thirteen  cents  per  pound;  on  all  books 
printed  in  Hebrew,  or  of  which  that  language  forms  the  text,  when 
bound,  ten  cents  per  pound,  and  when  unbound,  eight  cents  per  pound ; 
Provided^  That  all  books  printed  in  foreim  languages,  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Hebrew  excepted,  shall  pay  a  duty  of  five  cents  per  volume  when 
bound  or  in  boards,  and  when  in  sheets  or  pamphlets,  fifteen  cents  per 
pound ;  and  editions  of  wcH'ks  in  the  Greek,  Latin,  Hebrew,  or  English 
langnage,  which  have  been  jprinted  finty  years  prior  to  the  date  of  im- 
portation, shall  pay  a  duty  of  five  cents  per  volume ;  and  all  reports  of 
ie«alative  committees  appomted  under  foreign  Governments  shall  pay 
a  duty  of  five  cents  per  volume;  on  polyglots,  lexicons,  and  dictionaries, 
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five  ceotB  per  pound ;  on  books  of  engravings  or  plates,  with  or  withonl 
letter  press,  whether  bound  or  unbound,  and  on  maps  and  charts,  tweQtjr 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  from  and  afler  the  passage 
of  this  act,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  on  the  importatioD 
of  the  articles  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  following  duties :  that  is  to 
say. 

First  On  raw  sugar  (commonly  called  brown  sugar),  not  advanced 
beyond  its  raw  state,  by  claying,  boiling,  clarifying,  or  other  process, 
and  on  syrup  of  sugar,  or  of  sugar  cane,  and  on  brown  clayed  sugar, 
two  and  a  half  cents  per  pound ;  on  all  other  sugars,  when  advanced 
beyond  the  raw  state,  by  claying,  boiling,  clarifying,  or  other  process, 
and  not  yet  refined,  four  cents  per  pound;  on  refined  sugars,  (whether 
loaf,  lump,  crushed,  or  pulverized,  and  when,  after  being  refined,  thej 
have  been  tinctured,  colored,  or  in  any  way  adulterated),  and  on  sugar 
candy,  six  cents  per  pound ;  on  molasses,  four  and  one  half  mills  per 
pound :  Provided,  That  all  syrups  of  sugar  or  of  sugar  cane,  entered  under 
the  designation  of  molasses,  or  any  ^er  appellation  than  ''  syrup  of 
sugar"  or  of  sugar  cane,  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture  to  the  United  States ; 
on  comfits,  on  sweetmeats,  or  fruits  preserved  in  molasses,  sugar,  or 
brandy,  and  on  confectionary  of  all  kinds,  not  otherwise  specified, 
twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem :  Provided  further,  That  an  inq>6c- 
tion,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe, shall  be  made  of  all  sugars  and  molasses  imported  from  foreign 
countries,  in  order  to  prevent  frauds,  and  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
sugars,  syrup  of  sugar,  syrup  of  cane,  or  battery  syrup,  under  the  title 
of  molasses,  or  in  any  other  improper  manner. 

Second.  On  cocoa,  one  cent  per  pound ;  chocolate,  four  cents  per 
pound ;  on  mace,  fifly  cents  per  pound ;  nutmegs,  thirty  cents  per  pound; 
cloves,  eight  cents  per  pound ;  cinnamon,  twenty-five  cents  per  pound ; 
oil  of  cloves,  thirty  cents  per  pound ;  Chinese  cassia,  five  cents  per 
pound ;  pimento,  five  cents  per  pound ;  on  black  pepper,  five  cents  per 
pound ;  Cayenne  and  African,  or  Chili  pepper,  ten  cents  per  pound ; 
ginger,  ground,  four  cents  per  pound ;  ginger,  in  the  root,  when  not 
preserved,  two  cents  per  pound ;  on  mustard,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad 
valorem ;  on  mustard  seed,  and  on  linseed,  five  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
on  camphor,  refined,  twenty  cents  per  pound ;  crude  camphor,  five  cents 
per  pound ;  on  indigo,  five  cents  per  pound ;  on  woad  or  pastel,  one  cent 
per  pound ;  on  ivory  or  bone  black,  three-fourths  of  one  cent  per  pound ; 
on  alum,  one  cent  and  a  half  per  pound ;  on  opium,  seventy-five  cents 
per  pound ;  on  quicksilver,  five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  roll  brim- 
stone, calomel,  and  other  mercurial  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate, 
and  red  precipitate,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  glue,  five 
cents  per  pound ;  on  gunpowder,  eight  cents  per  pound ;  on  c<^>peras 
and  green  vitriol,  two  cents  per  pound;  on  blue  or  Roman  vitrid,  or 
sulphate  of  cqpper,  four  cents  per  pound ;  on  oil  of  vitriol,  or  sulphuric 
acid,  one  cent  per  pound ;  on  almonds  and  prunes,  three  cents  per 
pound ;  on  sweet  oil  of  almonds,  nine  cents  per  pound ;  on  dates,  one 
cent  per  pound ;  currants,  three  cents  per  pound ;  figs,  two  cents  per 
pound ;  on  all  nuts  not  ^cified,  except  those  used  for  dyeing,  one  cent 
per  pound ;  on  muscatel  and  bloom  raisins,  either  in  boxes  or  jars,  three 
cents  per  pound ;  and  on  all  other  raisins,  two  cents  per  pound ;  on 
olives,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Third.  On  olive  oil  in  casks,  twenty  cents  per  gallon ;  dive  salad  oil 
in  bottles  or  betties,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  all  other  dive  oil, 
not  salad,  and  not  otherwise  specified,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
cm  spermaceti  oil  of  foreign  fisheries,  twenty-five  cents  per  gallon;  whale 
or  other  fish  oil,  not  sperm,  of  foreign  fisheries,  fifteen  cents  per  gallon; 
whalebone,  the  product  of  foreign  fii^eries,  twelve  and  a  half  per  centum 
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«d  Takvrem ;  on  spenimceti  or  wax  candles,  and  on  candles  of  spermaceti 
and  wax  combined,  eight  cents  per  pound ;  wax  tapers,  thirty  per  centum 
ad  valorem ;  tallow  candles,  four  cents  per  pound ;  on  tallow,  one  cent 
per  pound ;  'beeswax,  bleached  or  unbleached,  and  shoemakers'  wax, 
fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  Windsor,  shaving,  and  all  other  per- 
fumed or  fancy  soaps,  or  wash  balls,  and  Castile  soap,  thirty  per  centum 
ad  valorem ;  on  all  other  hard  soaps,  four  cents  per  pound ;  and  on  all 
soft  soap,  fifty  cents  per  barrel ;  on  marrow,  grease,  and  all  other  soap 
stocks  and  soap  stufis,  ten  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  starch,  two  cents 
per  pound ;  on  pearl  or  hulled  barley,  two  cents  per  pound ;  on  corks, 
thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  manufactures  of  cork,  twenty-five  per 
centum  ad  valorem ;  on  spunges  and  spunk,  twenty  per  centum  ad  va- 
lorem ;  on  oranges  and  lemons,  in  boxes,  barrels,  or  casks,  and  on  grapes 
not  dried,  in  boxes,  kegs,  or  jars,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Fourth.  On  salt,  eight  cents  per  bushel  of  fifty-six  pounds ;  on  salt^ 
petre,  partially  refined,  one  fourth  of  one  cent  per  pound ;  completely 
refined,  two  cents  per  pound ;  on  bleaching  powder,  or  chloride  of  lime, 
one  cent  per  pound ;  on  vinegar,  eight  cents  per  gallon ;  on  spirits  of 
turpentine,  ten  cents  per  gallon ;  on  beef  and  pork,  two  cents  per  pound ; 
hams  and  baccm,  three  cents  per  pound ;  prepared  meats,  poultry  or 
game,  in  cases  or  otherwise,  and  Bologna  sausages,  twenty-five  per 
centum  ad  valorem ;  on  cheese,  nine  cents  per  pound ;  butter,  five  cents 
per  pound ;  lard,  tluree  cents  per  pound ;  macaroni  and  vermicelli,  gela- 
tine, jellies,  and  all  similar  preparations,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ; 
on  wheat,  twenty-five  cents  per  bushel ;  barley,  twenty  cents  per  bushel ; 
rye,  fifteen  cents  per  bushel ;  oats,  ten  cents  per  bushel ;  Indian  corn, 
or  maize,  ten  cents  per  bushel ;  wheat  flour,  seventy  cents  per  one  hun- 
dred and  twelve  pounds ;  Indian  meal,  twenty  cents  per  one  hundred 
and  twelve  pounds ;  potatoes,  ten  cents  per  bushel ;  on  foreign  fish,  viz : 
dried  or  smoked,  one  dollar  per  one  hundred  and  twelve  pounds ;  on 
mackerel  and  herrings,  pickled  or  salted,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
barrel ;  on  pickled  salmon,  two  dollars  per  barrel ;  on  all  other  fish, 
pickled  in  barrels,  one  dollar  per  barrel ;  on  all  other  pickled  fish,  im- 
ported otherwise  than  in  barrels  or  half  barrels,  not  specified,  twenty 
per  centum  ad  valorem ;  and  on  sardines  and  other  fish,  preserved  in 
oil,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  Provided,  That  fresh  caught  fish, 
brought  in  for  daily  ccmsumption,  shall  be  exempt  from  duty ;  on  fish 
glue  or  isinglass,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  pickles,  capers, 
and  sauces  of  all  kinds,  not  otherwise  enumerated,  thirty  per  centum  ad 
valorem ;  on  castor  oil,  forty  cents  per  gallon ;  neatsfoot  and  animal  oils, 
and  all' volatile  and  essential  oils,  not  otherwise  specified,  twenty  per 
centum  ad  valorem ;  on  all  gums  and  other  resinous  substances,  not 
specified,  in  a  crude  state,  fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  and  on  the 
said  articles,  when  not  in  a  crude  state,  and  on  pastes,  balsams,  essences, 
tinctures,  extracts,  cosmetics,  and  perfumes,  not  otherwise  enumerated, 
twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  benzoic,  citric,  white  or  yellow 
muriatic,  nitric,  oxalic,  pyrdigneous,  and  tartaric  acids,  twenty  per 
centum  ad  valorem ;  on  boracio  acid,  five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  bo- 
rax or  tinea],  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  amber,  amber- 
gris, ammonia,  annatto,  aniseed,  arrow  root,  vanilla  beans,  French 
chalk,  red  chalk,  juniper  berries,  manganese,  nitrate  of  lead,  chromate, 
bichromate,  and  prussiate  of  potash,  glauber  and  Rochelle  salts,  Epsom 
salts  or  sulphate  of  magnesia,  and  dl  other  chemical  salts  or  prepara- 
ti(ms  of  dalts  not  enumerated,  smalts,  salsoda,  and  all  carbonates  of  soda, 
by  whatever  name  designated,  other  than  soda  ash,  barilla,  and  kelp, 
twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  sulphate  of  quinine,  forty  cents  per 
ounce,  avoirdupois ;  on  soda  ash,  five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Fifth.  On  brandy,  one  dollar  per  gflllon ;  on  other  spirits  manufac- 
tured or  distilled  ftom  grain  or  other  materials,  ft>r  first  and  second 
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proofr,  sixty  cenU,  for  tkird  proof,  sixty-fiTe  eents,  fer  fovrth  proof,  a^ 
veaty  cents,  for  fifth  proof,  seventy-five  cents,  and  all  abore  filUi  proo^ 
ninety  cents  per  ffall<Hi ;  on  Madeira,  Sherry,  San  Locar,  and  Canary 
wine,  in  casks  or  bottles,  sixty  cents  per  gallon ;  cm  champi^pe  winan, 
forty  cents  per  grdlon ;  on  port,  Burgundy,  and  claret  wines,  in  bottles, 
thirty^ive  cents  per  gallon;  on  port  and  Burgundy  wines  in  casks, 
fifteen  cents  per  gallon;  on  Tenerifie  wines,  in  casks  or  bottles,  tvrenty 
cents  per  gallon ;  on  claret  wines,  in  casks,  six  cents  per  gallon ;  on 
the  white  wines,  not  enumerated,  of  France,  Austria,  Prussia,  and  Sar- 
dinia, and  of  Portugal  and  its  possessions,  in  casks,  se^en  and  a  half 
cents  per  gdlon ;  in  bottles,  twenty  cents  per  gallon ;  on  the  red  wines 
not  enumerated,  of  France,  Austria,  Prussia,  and  Sardinia,  and  of 
Portugal  and  its  possessions,  in  casks,  six  cents  pet  gallon,  in  bottles 
twenty  cents  per  gdlon ;  on  the  white  and  red  wines  of  Spaan,  Ger- 
many, md  the  Meiditerranean,  not  enumerated,  in  cades,  twehre  and  a 
half  cents  per  gallon ;  in  bottles,  twenty  cents  per  gaUon ;  on  Sicily, 
Madeira,  or  Marsala  wines,  in  casks  or  bottles,  twenty-five  cents  per 
gallon ;  on  other  wines  of  Sicily,  in  casks  or  bottles,  fifteen  oents  per 

fallon ;  on  all  other  wines,  not  enumerated,  and  other  than  those  of 
'ranee,  Austria,  Prussia,  and  Sardinia,  and  of  Portugal  and  its  posses- 
sions, when  in  bottles,  sixty-five  cents  per  galfon,  when  in  ca^,  twenty- 
five  cents  per  gallon :  Primded,  That  nothing  herein  contained  ahdl 
be  construed  or  permitted  to  operate  so  as  to  interfere  with  subsisting 
treaties  with  foreign  nations :  Promded  further^  That  all  imitations  of 
brandy  or  spirits,  or  of  any  of  the  said  wmes,  and  all  wines  imported  by 
any  name  whatever,  shall  be  subject  to  the  duty  provided  fiv  the  genuine 
article,  and  to  the  highest  rate  of  duty  applicable  to  the  article  of  tHe 
same  name.  And  provided  further ^  That  when  wines  are  imported  in 
bottles,  the  bottles  shall  pay  a  separate  duty,  according  to  the  rate  esta- 
blished by  this  act ;  on  cordials  and  liqueurs  of  all  kinds,  sixty  cents 
per  gallon ;  on  arrack,  absynthe,  Kirschen  wasser,  ratafia,  and  other 
similar  epirituous  beverages,  not  otherwise  specified,  sixty  cents  per 
gallon ;  on  ale,  porter,  and  beer,  in  bottles,  twenty  cents  per  gallon ; 
otherwise  than  in  bottles,  fifteen  cents  per  gallon ;  on  tobacco,  in  leai^ 
or  unmanufactured,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  cigars,  of  all 
kinds,  forty  cents  per  pound ;  on  snufi*,  twelve  cents  per  pound ;  manu- 
factured tobacco,  other  than  snuff  and  cigars,  ten  cents  p^  pound. 

Sec.  9.  And*be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  day  and 
year  before  mentioned,  the  following  articles  shall  be  exempt  firom  duty, 
namely : 

First.  All  articles  imported  for  the  use  of  the  United  States. 

Second.  All  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  the  growth,  produce,  or 
manufacture  of  the  United  States,  exported  to  a  foreign  country,  and 
brought  back  to  the  United  States,  and  books  and  personal  and  household 
effects,  not  merchandise,  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  dying  dnroad. 

Third.  Paintings  and  statuary,  the  production  of  American  artists 
residing  abroad. 

Fourth.  Wearing  apparel  in  actual  use,  and  other  personal  effects, 
not  merchandise,  professional  books,  instruments,  implements,  and  tools  of 
trade,  occupation,  or  employment,  of  persons  arriving  in  the  United  States. 

Fifth.  Philosophical  apparatus,  instruments,  books,  mSps,  and  charts, 
statues,  statuary,  busts,  and  casts,  of  marble,  bronze,  al]d>aster,  at  pla;^ 
ter  of  Paris,  paintings,  drawings,  engravings,  etchings,  specimens  of 
sculpture,  cabinets  of  coins,  medals,  gems,  and  all  other  collections  of 
antiquities,  provided  the  same  be  specially  imported  in  good  faith  for 
the  use  of  any  society  incorporated  or  estaUished  for  philosophical  or 
literary  purposes,  or  for  the  encouragement  of  the  fine  arts,  or  for  the 
i  se  and  by  the  order  of  any  college,  academy,  school,  or  seminary  of 
learning  in  the  United  States. 
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Sixth.  AnatcwniGal  pr^^ationsy  modela  of  macUoery,  and  of  other 
mventiona  aa4  improvements  in  the  ^ts ;  specimeas  in  natural  history, 
mineralof  y,  a^d  botany ;  trees,  ahrubs,  plants,  bulbs  or  roots,  and  gar- 
den seeds  not  otherwise  epecified ;  berries,  nuts,  and  vegetables,  used 
principally  in  dyeing  or  composing  dyes ;  all  dyewoods  in  stick ;  whale 
and  other  fish  oils  of  American  fisheries,  and  all  other  articles  the  pro- 
duce of  said  fisheries ;  animals  imported  for  breed ;  fish,  fresh  caught, 
imported  for  daily  consumption ;  fruit,  green  or  ripe,  from  the  West  In- 
dies, in  bulk :  tea  and  cofiee  when  imported  in  American  vessels  from 
the  places  of  their  growth  or  production. 

Seventh.  Adhesive  felt  for  sheathing  vessels,  alcomoque,  aloes,  anti- 
mony crude,  argol,  assafoetida,  ava  root,  barilla,  bark  of  cork  tree 
unmanufactured;  bells  ok  bell-metal,  old  and  only  fit  to  be  remanu- 
factured,  or  parts  thereof,  and  chimes  of  bells ;  brass  in  pigs  or  bars, 
and  old  brass  only  fit  to  be  remanufkctured ;  Brazil  wood,  crude 
brimstone,  and  flour  of  sulphur,  bullion,  burrstones,  unwrought ;  can- 
tharides,  chalk,  clay  unwrought,  cochineal,  coins  of  gold  and  silver, 
copper  imported  in  any  shape  for  the  use  of  the  mint,  ccf^er  in  pigs, 
pr  bars,  and  oojpp^  ore;  plates  or  sheets  of  copper  for  sheathing  ves- 
sels ;  but  none  is  to  be  so  considered  except  that  which  is  fourteen . 
inches  wide,  and  forty-eight  inches  long,  and  weighing  from  fourteen 
to  thirty-four  ounces  per  square  foot;  old  copper  fit  only  to  be  remann- 
factured ;  cream  of  tartar ;  emery ;  flints,  ground  flint,  gold  bullion, 
gold  epauletts  and  wings,  grindstones,  gum  Arabic,  gum  Senegal,  gum 
tragacanth,  India  rubber,  in  bottles  or  sheets,  or  otherwise,  unmanufac- 
tured, old  junk,  oakum,  kelp,  kermes,  lac  dye,  leeches,  madder,  mad- 
der root,  mother  of  pearl,  nickel,  nux  vomica,  palm  leaf  unmanu- 
factured, palm  oil ;  Peruvian  bark,  pewter  when  old  and  only  fit  to  be 
remanufactured ;  platina  unmanufactured,  ivory  unmanufactured,  plas- 
ter of  Paris  unground,  ratans  and  reeds  unmanufactured,  rhubarb,  salt- 
petre when  crude,  sarsaparilla,  shellac,  silver  bullion,  silver  epauletts 
and  wings,  stones  called  polishing. stones,  stone  called  rotten  stone,  su- 
mac, tartar  when  crude»  teuteneque,  turmeric,  weld,  woods  of  all  kinds, 
when  unmanufactured,  not  herein  enumerated. 

Seo.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  on  all  articles  not  herein 
enumerated  or  provided  far,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid, 
a  duty  of  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Sbc.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  an  addition  often  per  cent- 
um shall  be  made  to  the  several  rates  of  duties  by  this  act  imposed,  in 
respect  to  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  on  the  importation  of 
which,  in  American  or  foreign  vessels,  a  specific  discrimination  between 
them  is  not  herein  made,  which,  from  and  after  the  time  when  this  act 
shall  take  efiect  and  go  into  operation,  shall  be  imported  in  ships  or 
vessels  not  of  the  United  States ;  and  a  fiirther  addition  of  ten  per 
centum  shall  be  made  to  the  several  rates  of  duties  imposed  by  this  act 
on  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  which  shall  be  imported  from  any 
port  or  place  east  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  foreign  vessels :  Pr(h 
tided.  That  these  additional  duties  shall  not  apply  to  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise,  which  shall  be  imported  after  the  day  that  this  act  goes 
into  operation,  in  ships  or  vessels  not  of  the  United  States,  entitled  by 
treaty,  or  by  any  act  or  acts  of  Congress,  to  be  entered  in  the  ports  d 
the  United  States,  on  the  payment  of  the  same  duties  as  shall  then  be 
paid  on  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  imported  in  ships  or  vessels  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  on  and  after  the  day  this 
act  goes  into  operation,  the  duties  on  all  impcvted  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise, shall  be  paid  in  cash :  Provided,  That  in  all  cases  of  failure 
or  neglect  to  pay  the  duties,  on  completion  of  the  entry,  the  said  goods, 
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wares,  or  merchandise,  shall  be  taken  possession  of  by  the  cdlector, 
and  deposited  in  the  public  stores,  there  to  be  kept  with  due  and  iies- 
sonable  care,  at  the  charge  and  risk  of  the  owner,  importer,  consignee, 
or  agent ;  and  if  any  such  goods  remain  in  public  store  beyond  sixtf 
days  (except  in  the  case  of  soods  imported  from  beyond  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  remaining  for  the  space  of  ninety  days)  without  payment 
of  the  duties  thereon,  then  said  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  or  such 
quantities  thereof,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  discharge  the  dudes, 
shall  be  appraised  and  sold  by  the  collector  at  public  auction,  on  due 
public  notice  thereof,  being  &cai  given,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  time 
to  be  prescribed  by  a  general  relation  of  the  Treasury  Department; 
and,  at  said  public  sale,  distinct  printed  catalogues,  descriptive  of  said 
goods,  with  the  appraised  value  affixed  thereto,  shall  be  distributed 
among  the  persons  present  at  said  sale ;  and  a  reasonable  opportunity 
shall  be  given,  before  such  sale,  to  persons  desirous  of  purchasing,  to 
inn>ect  the  quality  of  such  goods ;  and  the  proceeds  of  said  sales,  after 
deducting  the  usual  rate  of  storage  at  the  port  in  question,  together 
with  dl  other  charges  and  expenses,  including  interest  on  Uie  duties 
from  the  date  of  entry  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  shall 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  duties,  and  any  balance  of  money  re- 
maining, over  and  above  the  full  amount  of  duties,  charges,  and  ex- 
penses and  interest  aforesaid,  as  well  as  such  quantities  of  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise,  as  may  not  have  been  sold  for  the  purposes  be- 
fore mentioned,  shall  be  delivered,  and  the  money  paid  over,  by  the  col- 
lector, to  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  and  prq;>er  receipts 
taken  for  the  same :  And  provided,  That  if  no  claim  be  made  by  such 
owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  for  the  portion  of  goods  which 
may  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  collector,  after  such  sale,  the  said  goods 
shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  public  stores,  there  to  be  kept  at  the 
risk  and  expense  of  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  until 
claimed  or  sold  for  storage  agreeably  to  law ;  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  for  duties  remaining  unclaimed  for  the  space  of  ten  days  after  such 
sale,  shall,  after  payment  of  duties  and  all  expenses  aforesaid,  at  the 
expiration  of  that  period,  be  paid  by  the  collector  into  the  Treasury,  in 
the  manner  provided  for  in  the  case  of  unclaimed  goods  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding section  of  this  act :  And  promded  further,  That  when  any 
goods  are  of  a  perishable  nature,  they  shall  be  sold  forthwith. 
RelattT*  to  the  ^^^'  1^-  -^^  ^^  it  further  enacted,  That,  previous  to  the  sale  of  any 
■ale  of  onclaim-  unclaimed  goods,  the  said  collector  shall  procure  an  inventory  and  ap- 
ed goodf.  praisement  thereof  to  be  made,  and  to  be  verified,  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, by  two  or  more  respectable  merchants,  before  the  said  collector, 
and  to  remain  with  him ;  and  said  collector  shall  afterward  cause  said 
goods  to  be  advertised  and  sdd,  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  this  act, 
and,  after  retaining  the  duties  thereon,  agreeably  to  such  inventory  and 
^praisement,  and  interest  and  charges  as  aforesaid,  shall  pay  the  over- 
plus, if  any  there  be,  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  there  to 
remain  for  the  use  of  the  owner  or  owners,  who  shall,  upon  due  proof 
of  his,  her,  or  their  property,  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same ;  for  which 
purpose  the  collector  shall  transmit,  with  said  overplus,  a  copy  of 
the  inventory,  appraisement,  and  account  of  sales,  specifying  the  marks, 
numbers,  and  descriptions  of  the  packages  sold,  their  contents,  the 
name  of  the  vessel  and  master  in  which,  and  of  the  port  or  place  whence 
they  were  imported,  and  the  time  when,  and  the  name  of  the  person  or 
persons  to  whom  said  goods  were  consigned  in  the  manifest ;  and  the 
receipt  or  certificate  of  the  collector  shall  exonerate  the  master  or  per- 
•  son  having  charge  or  command  of  any  ship  or  vessel  in  which  said  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  were  imported,  from  all  claim  of  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof:  Promded,  That  so  much  of  the  fifty-«ixth  section  of  the 
general  collection  law  of  the  second  of  March  seventeen  hundred  and 
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ninety-nine,  which  provides  finr  the  storage  of  unclaimed  merchandise, 
as  conflicts  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  re- 
pealed: Provided,  also^  That  when  such  goods  are  of  a  perishable 
nature,  they  shall  be  sold  forthwith. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  on  and  after  the  day  this 
law  goes  into  effect,  there  shall  be  allowed  a  drawback  oa  foreign  sugar 
refined  in  the  United  States,'  and  exported  therefrom,  equal  in  amount 
to  the  duty  paid  on  the  foreign  sugar  from  which  it  shall  be  manufac- 
tured, to  be  ascertained  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  no  more ;  and  on  spirits  distilled 
firom  foreign  molasses,  a  drawback  of  five  cents  per  gallon,  till  the  first 
day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  when  it  shall  be  re- 
duced one  cent  per  gallon ;  and  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  January 
thereafter,  the  said  drawback  shall  be  reduced  one  cent  per  gallon  untU 
the  same  shall  be  wholly  discontinued :  Provided,  That  this  act  shall 
not  alter  or  repeal  any  law  now  in  force  regulating  the  exportation  of 
sugar  refined  or  spirits  distilled  fi'om  molasses  in  the  United  States,  ex- 
cept as  to  the  rates  of  duties  and  drawbacks. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  Jwrther  enacted,  That,  in  the  case  of  all  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise,  imported  on  and  after  the  day  this  act  goes 
into  operation,  and  entitled  to  debenture  under  existing  laws,  no  draw- 
back of  the  duties  shall  be  allowed  on  the  same,  unless  said  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise  shall  be  exported  firom  the  United  States  within  three 
years  firom  the  date  of  the  importation  of  the  same  ;  nor  shall  the  ad- 
^tional  rate  of  duty  levied  by  this  act  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchan- 
dise, imported  in  foreign  vessels,  be  refiinded  in  case  of  re-exportation : 
Provided,  That  two  and  one  half  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  all 
drawbacks  allowed,  except  on  foreign  and  refined  sugars,  shall  be  re- 
tained, for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  by  the  collectors  paying  such 
drawbacks,  respectively ;  and  in  the  case  of  foreign  refined  sugars,  ten 
per  centum  shall  be  so  retained. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  all  cases  where  there  is 
or  shall  be  imposed  any  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty  on  any  ffoods,  wares, 
or  merchandise,  imported  into  the  United  States,  and  in  all  cases  where 
the  duty  imposed  shall  by  law  be  regulated  by,  or  directed  to  be  esti- 
mated or  based  upon,  the  value  of  the  square  yard,  or  of  any  specified 
quantity  or  parcel  of  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  cdlector,  within  whose  district  the  same  shall  i>e  imported 
or  entered,  to  cause  the  actual  market  value  or  wholesale  price  thereof, 
at  the  time  when  purchased,  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country 
firom  which  the  same  shall  have  been  imported  into  the  United  States, 
or  of  the  yards,  parcels,  or  quantities,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  ap- 
praised, estimated,  and  ascertained,  and  to  such  value  or  price,  to  be 
ascertained  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  added  all  costs 
and  charges  except  insurance,  and  including,  in  every  case,  a  charge 
for  commissions  at  the  usual  rates  as  the  true  value  at  the  port  where 
the  same  may  be  entered  upon  which  duties  shall  be  assessed.  And  it 
shall,  in  every  such  case,  be  the  duty  of  the  appraisers  of  the  United 
States,  and  every  of  them,  and  every  person  who  shall  act  as  such 
appraiser,  or  of  the  collector  and  naval  officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
all  reasonable  ways  and  means  in  his  or  their  power,  to  ascertain,  esti- 
mate, and  appraise  the  true  and  actual  market  value  and  wholesale  price, 
any  invoice  or  affidavit  thereto  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  of  the 
said  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  at  the  time  purchased,  and  in  the 
principal  markets  of  the  country  whence  the  same  shall  have  been  im- 
pcHTted  into  the  United  States,  and  the  number  of  such  yards,  parcels,  or 
quantities,  and  such  actual  market  value  or  wholesale  price  of  every 
t^  them,  as  the  ease  may  require ;  and  all  such  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
diandise,  being  manufactured  of  wool,  or  whereof  wool  shall  be  a  com- 
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ponent  part,  which  shall  be  imported  into  the  Uttited  Si«tes  in  en  ua- 
finished  condition,  shall,  in  every  stich  appraisal,  be  taken,  deemed,  and 
estimated  to  have  been  at  the  time  purchased,  and  plaee  whence  the 
same  were  imported  into  the  United  States,  of  as  great  value  as  if  the 
same  had  been  entirely  ikiished :  Promded^  That  in  all  cases  where 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  subject  to  ad  valorem  duty,  or  ob  which 
the  duties  are  to  be  levied  upon  the  value  of  the  square  yard,  and  in  ail 
cases  where  any  specific  quantity  or  pared  of  such  goods,  wum,  and 
merchandise,  shall  have  been  imported  into  the  United  States  from  a 
country  in  vdiich  the  same  have  not  been  manufactured  or  predueed, 
the  foreign  value  shall  be  appraised  and  estimated  according  to  the  cur- 
rent market  value  or  wholesale  price  of  stniiar  articles  at  the  principal 
markets  of  the  country  of  production  or  manufacture,  at  the  period 
of  the  exportation  of  said  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  tp  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  iaw^  for  the 
appraisers,  or  the  collector  and  naval  c^cer,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  caU 
before  them  and  examine,  upon  oath  or  affirmation^  any  owner,  import* 
er,  consignee  or  other  person,  touching  any  matter  or  thiftg  which  they 
may  deem  material  in  ascertaining  die  true  market  Taloe  or  wholesale 
price  of  any  merchandise  importwl,  and  to  require  the  productioD,  oa 
oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  cdlector  or  to  any  permanent  appraiser,  of 
any  letters,  accounts,  or  invoices,  in  his  possession  reladng  to  the  saoie, 
for  which  purpose  they  are  hereby  respectively  authorized  to  administer 
oaths  and  affirmations ;  and  if  any  person  so  called  shall  neriect  or  re- 
fuse to  attend,  or  shall  decline  to  answer,  or  shall,  if  required,  revise  to 
answer  in  writing  any  interrogatories,  and  subscribe  his  name  to  his 
deposition,  or  to  produce  such  papers,  when  so  required,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  United  States  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  if 
such  person  be  the  owner,  importer,  or  consignee,  Uie  appraisement 
which  the  said  appraisers,  or  collector  and  naval  officer,  where  there 
are  no  legal  appraisers,  may  make  of  the  goods,  wares,  and  merchan- 
dise, shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  any  act  of  Ck>ngre8s  to  the  ccmtrary 
notwithstanding ;  and  any  person  who  shdl  wildilly  and  corruptly  swear 
or  affirm  falsely  on  such  examination,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjivy; 
and  if  he  be  the  owner,  importer,  or  consignee,  the  merchandise  shall 
be  forfeited ;  and  all  testimony  in  writing,  or  depositions,  taken  by  vir- 
tue of  this  section,  shall  be  filed  in  the  collector's  office,  and  preserved 
for  future  use  or  reference,  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  when  he  shall  require  the  same :  Providedy  That  if  the  im- 
porter, owner,  agent,  or  consignee,  of  any  such  goods,  shall  be  diasati^ 
fied  with  the  appraisement,  and  shall  have  complied  with  the  foregoing 
requisitions,  he  may  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  collector,  in  writing, 
of  such  dissatisfaction ;  on  the  receipt  of  which,  the  collector  shall  select 
two  discreet  and  experienced  merchants,  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
familiar  with  the  character  and  value  of  the  goods  in  question,  to  exa- 
mine and  appraise  the  same,  agreeably  to  the  foregoing  provisions ;  and 
if  they  shall  disagree,  the  collector  shall  decide  between  them ;  and  the 
appraisement  thus  determined  shall  be  final,  and  deemed  and  taken  to 
be  the  true  value  of  said  goods,  and  the  duties  shall  be  levied  thereon 
accordingly,  any  act  of  Congress  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding :  Pro- 
vided,  alsoy  That  in  all  cases  where  the  actuad  value  to  be  appraised, 
estimated,  and  ascertained  as  hereinbefore  stated,  of  any  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise,  imported  into  the  United  States,  and  subject  to  any 
ad  valorem  duty,  or  whereon  the  duty  is  regulated  by  or  directed  to  be 
imposed  or  levied  on  the  value  of  the  square  yard,  or  other  pared  or 
quantity  thereof,  shall  exceed  by  ten  per  centum  or  more  the  invtiiee 
value,  then,  in  addition  to  tfie  duty  imposed  by  law  on  ttie  same,  there 
shnll  be  levied  and  collected,  on  the  same  goods,  ware»,  and  merdnn- 
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diae,  My  t>er  centom  of  the  duty  in^KMed  on  the  same,  when  fairly 
inToiced. 

Sbc  18.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted,  That  the  several  collectors  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it 
necessary  to  protect  and  secure  the  revenue  of  the  United  States  against 
frauds  or  undervaluation,  and  the  same  is  practicable,  to  take  the  amount 
of  duties  chargeable  on  any  article  bearing  an  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty, 
in  the  article  itself,  according  to  the  proportion  or  rate  per  centum  of 
the  duty  on  said  article ;  and  such  goods,  so  taken,  the  collector  shall 
eau«e  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  of 
taking  the  same,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act,  and  place  the 
proceeds  arising  from  such  sale  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States ; 
J^ravidedf  That  the  collector  or  appraiser  shall  not  be  allowed  any  fees 
or  commissions  for  taking  and  disposing  of  said  goods,  and  paying  the 
proceeds  thereof  into  the  Treasury,  other  than  are  now  allowed  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  fitrtl^  enacted.  That  if  any  person  shall  know- 
ingly and  wilfully,  with  intent  to  defraud  the  revenue  of  the  United 
States,  smuggle  or  cland^tinely  introduce  into  the  United  States  any 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  subject  to  duty  by  law,  and  which  should 
have  been  invoiced,  without  paying  or  accounting  for  the  duty,  or  shall 
make  out,  or  pass,  or  attempt  to  pass,  through  the  custom-house,  any 
false,  forged,  or  fraudulent  invoice,  every  such  pers(»,  his,  her,  or  their 
aiders  and  abettors,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  for  any  term  of  time  not  exceeding  two  years,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  levied,  col- 
lected, and  paid,  on  each  and  every  non-enumerated  article  which  bears 
a  similitude,  either  in  material,  quality,  texture,  or  the  use  to  which  it 
may  be  applied,  to  any  enumerated  article  chargeable  with  duty,  the 
same  rate  of  duty  which  is  levied  and  charged  on  the  enumerated  arti- 
cle which  it  most  resembles  in  any  of  the  particulars  before  mentioned ; 
and  if  any  non-enumerated  article  equally  resembles  two  or  more  enu- 
merated articles,  on  which  difier^it  rates  of  duty  are  chargeable,  there 
shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  on  such  non-enumerated  article,  the 
same  rate  of  duty  as  is  chargeable  on  the  article  which  it  resembles 
paying  the  highest  duty ;  and  on  all  articles  manufactured  from  two  or 
more  materials,  the  duty  shall  be  assessed  at  the  highest  rates  at  which 
any  of  its  component  parts  may  be  chargeable.  ^ 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  collector  shall  designate 
on  the  invoice  at  least  one  package  of  every  invoice,  and  one  package 
at  least  of  every  ten  packages  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  and  a 
greater  number,  should  he  or  either  of  the  appraisers  deem  it  necessary, 
imp<»ted  into  such  port,  to  be  q>ened,  examined,  and  appraised,  and 
shall  order  the  package  or  packages  so  designated  to  the  public  stores 
for  examination ;  and  if  any  package  be  found  by  the  appraisers  to  con- 
tain any  article  not  specified  in  the  invoice,  and  they  or  a  majority  of 
them  shall  be  of  opinion  that  such  article  was  omitted  in  the  invoice 
with  fraudulent  intent  on  the  part  of  the  shipper,  owner,  or  agent,  the 
contents  of  the  entire  package  in  which  the  article  may  be  shsul  be  lia- 
ble to  seizure  and  forfeiture  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction ;  but  if  said  appraisers  shall  be  of  opinion  that 
no  such  fraudulent  intent  existed,  then  the  value  of  such  article  shall 
be  added  to  the  entry,  and  the  duties  thereon  paid  acc<»rdingly,  and  the 
same  shall  be  delivered  to  the  importer,  agent,  or  consignee :  Provided, 
That  such  forfeiture  may  be  remitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
on  the  production  of  evidence,  satisfactory  to  him,  that  no  fraud  was 
intended :    Provided  further.  That  if  on  the  <^ning  of  any  of  the 
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package  or  packages  of  goods,  a  deficiency  of  any  article  shall  be  found, 
on  examination  by  the  appraisers,  the  same  shall  be  certified  to  the  col- 
lector on  the  invoice,  and  an  allowance  for  the  same  be  made  in  esti- 
mating the  duties. 

Sec.  22.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise  shall  be  entered  at  ports  where  there  are  no  ^praisers,  the 
mode  hereinbefore  prescribed  of  ascertaining  the  foreign  value  thereof^ 
shall  be  carefully  observed  by  the  revenue  officers  to  whom  is  committed 
the  estimating  and  collection  of  duties. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  firom  time  to  time  to  establish  such  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inccHisistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  to  se- 
cure a  just,  faithful,  and  impartial  appraisal  of  all  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise,  as  aforesaid,  imported  into  the  United  States,  and  just  and 
proper  entries  of  such  actual  market  value  or  whdiesale  price  thereof, 
and  of  the  square  yards,  parcels,  or  other  quantities,  as  the  case  may 
require,  and  of  such  actual  market  value  or  wholesale  price  of  every  of 
them. 

Sec.  24.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
collectors  and  other  officers  of  the  customs  to  execute  and  carry  into 
effect  all  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  relative  to  the 
execution  of  the  revenue  laws ;  and  in  case  any  difficulty  shall  arise  as 
to  the  true  construction  or  meaning  of  any  part  of  such  revenue  laws, 
the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  conclusive  and 
binding  upon  all  such  collectors  and  other  officers  of  the  customs. 

Sec.  25.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  apply  to  goods  shipped  in  a  vessel  bound  to  any  port  of  the 
United  States,  actually  having  lefl  her  last  port  of  lading  eastward  of 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  or  beyond  Cape  Horn  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two;  and  all  legal  provisicms 
and  regulations  existing  immediately  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  Jime, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  shall  be  applied  to  importations  which 
may  be  made  in  vessels  which  have  lefl  such  last  port  of  lading  east- 
ward of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  or  beyond  Cape  Horn  prior  to  said  first 
day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two. 

Sec.  26.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  laws  existing  on  the 
first  day  of  June,-  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  shall  extend  to  and 
be  in  force  for  the  collection  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act  on  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise,  imported  into  the  United  States,  and  for  the 
recovery,  collection,  distribution  and  remission  of  all  fines,  penalties, 
and  forfeitures,  and  for  the  allowance  of  the  drawbacks  by  this  act  au- 
thorized, as  fiilly  and  effectually  as  if  every  regulation,  restriction,  pen- 
alty, forfeiture,  provision,  clause,  matter,  and  thing,  in  the  said  laws 
contained,  had  been  inserted  in  and  re-enacted  by  this  act  And  that 
all  provisions  of  any  former  law  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  annually,  to  ascertain  whether,  for  the  year 
ending  on  the  thirtieth  of  June,  next  preceding,  the  duty  on  any  arti- 
cles has  exceeded  thirty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem  on  the  average 
wholesale  market  value  of  such  articles,  in  the  several  ports  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  the  preceding  year;  and,  if  so,  h^  shall  report  a  tabular 
statement  of  such  articles  and  excess  of  duty  to  Congress,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  next  annual  session  thereof,  with  such  observations 
and  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  improvement 
of  the  revenue. 

Sec  26.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  importation  of  all  in- 
decent and  obscene  prints,  paintings,  ]ithogi;aphs,  engcavings,  and  trans- 
parencies is  hereby  prohibited ;  and  no  invoice  or  package  whatever, 
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or.  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  admitted  to  entry,  in  which  any  such  arti- 
cles are  contained ;  and  all  invoices  and  packages  whereof  any  such 
articles  shall  compose  a  part,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  liable  to  be  pro* 
ceeded  against,  seized,  and  forfeited,  by  due  course  of  law,  and  the  said 
articles  shall  be  forthwith  destroyed. 

Sec.  29.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  wherever  the  word  "  ton" 
IS  used  in  this  act,  in  reference  to  weight,  it  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  twenty  hundred  weight,  each  hundred  weight  being  one  hundred 
and  twelve  pounds  avoirdupois. 

Sec.  30.  And  be  it  further  entuted.  That  so  long  as  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands,  directed  to  be 
made  among  the  several  States,  Territories,  and  District  of  Columbia, 
by  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of 
the  public  lands  and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,"  shall  be  and  remain 
suspended  by  virtue  of  Uiis  act,  and  of  the  proviso  of  the  sixth  section 
of  the  act  aforesaid,  the  ten  per  centum  of  the  said  proceeds  directed  to 
be  paid  by  the  said  act  to  the  several  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Alabama,  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Arkansas  and  Michigan, 
shall  also  be  and  remain  suspended.

Chap.  CCLXXI.— ^n  Act  to  eMtahUth  an  additional  land  (^  in  Florida,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  so  much  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory  of  Florida,  as  lies  east 
of  the  Suwannee  river,  and  west  of  the  line  dividing  ranges  twenty-four 
and  twenty-five,  except  that  lying  east  of  St.  Mary's  river,  north  of  the 
basis  parallel,  shall  form  a  new  land  district,  to  be  called  the  Alachua 
land  district ;  and,  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  within  the  district 
aforesaid  there  shall  be  a  land  office  established  in  the  town  of  New- 
nansville,  in  the  county  of  Alachua,  in  the  Territory  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  a  register  and 
receiver  appointed  to  said  office,  to  superintend  the  sale  of  the  public 
land  in  said  district,  who  shall  reside  at  the  town  of  NewnansviUe  afore- 
said, give  security  in  the  same  manner  and  sums,  and  whose  compen- 
sation, emoluments,  duties,  and  authorities,  shall,  in  every  respect,  be 
the  same,  in  relaticm  to  lands  to  be  disposed  of  at  said  office,  as  are  or 
may  be  by  law  provided  in  relation  to  the  registers  and  receivers  of 
public  money  in  the  several  offices  established  for  the  sale  of  the  public 
lands. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  such  public  lands,  em- 
braced within  the  district  created  by  this  act,  which  shall  have  been 
offered  for  sale  to  the  highest  bidder  at  any  land  office  in  said  Territory, 
pursuant  to  any  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
which  lands  remain  unsold  at  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  be  entered  and  sold  at  private  sale  by  the  proper  officers  of  the 
office  hereby  created,  in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same 
terms,  and  upon  like  conditions,  as  the  sale  of  said  land  would  have 
been  subject  to  in  the  said  seversd  land  offices  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
had  they  remained  attached  to  the  same.

Chap.  OCLXXV.— ^n  Jici  nuikine  appropriaiions  to  cany  into  ^eet  a  treaty 
with  the  WyandoU  Tndtan$^  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  ky  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Repres&Uatwes  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  there  be,  and  hereby 
is,  appropriated,  out  of  any  moaey  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, for  carrying  into  effect  the  treaty  with  the  Wyandott  Indians, 
dated  March  seventeen,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two^  and  ratified  by 
the  Senate  on  the  seventeenth  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  with  amendmefits,  the  sum  of  fifty-five  thousand  six  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars :  Provided^  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  ex- 
pended until  the  assent  of  said  tribe  is  duly  and  formally  given  to  said 
amendments.  To  make  good  the  interest  on  investments  and  State 
stocks,  and  bonds  for  Indian  tribes  not  yet  paid  by  the  States,  to  be  re- 
imbursed out  of  the  interest  when  collected,  fifteen  thousand  six  hundred 
dollars  and  ninety-two  cents. 

For  defi-aying  expenses  of  the  Supreme,  Circuit  and  District  Courts 
of  the  United  States,  including  the  District  of  Columbia,  also  for  jurors 
and  witnesses,  in  aid  of  the  funds  arising  firom  fines,  penalties,  and  for- 
feitures incurred  in  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two  and  preceding  years, 
and  likewise  for  defiraying  the  expenses  of  suits  in  which  the  United 
States  are  concerned,  and  of  prosecutions  for  offences  committed  against 
the  United  States,  and  for  the  safe-keeping  of  prisoners,  in  addition  to 
former  appropriations,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Approved,  August  31,  1842.

That  no  stock  autho- 
rized to  be  issued  for  a  loan,  by  the  act  entitled  ''  An  act  authorizing  a 
loan  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twelve  millions  of  dollars,"  approved 
July  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  the  act  amenda- 
tory of  the  same,  entitled  '*  An  act  for  the  extension  of  the  loan  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fortyKme,  and  for  an  addition  of  five  million  of 
dollars  thereto,  and  for  allowing  interest  on  Treasury  notes  due,"  ap-

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Mayor  of 
the  town  of  Alexandria  shall  hereafter  be  annually  elected,  by  ballot,  by 
the  citizens  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Common  Council  of 
the  said  town ;  and  that  the  votes  for  Mayor  shall  be  tfJcen  by  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  to  superintend  the  election  for  members  of  the 
Common  Council  in  the  several  wards  of  the  said  town,  under  the  same 
laws  and  regulations  as  now  govern  the  election  of  members  of  the 
Common  Council,  and  at  the  same  time  and  places  appointed  therefor, 
excepting  so  far  as  may  by  this  act  be  otherwise  hereinafter  directed ; 
and  the  Commissioners  for  all  the  wards,  or  a  majority  of  the  Commis- 
sioners for  each  ward,  shall  meet  on  the  day  after  the  said  election  at 
the  Council  Chamber  in  the  town  of  Alexandria,  or  at  such  other  fit 
and  convenient  place  as  the  Common  Council  may,  from  time  to  time, 
direct,  and  then  and  there  add  and  compare  the  votes  given  for  Mayor 
in  their  respective  wards,  and  the  individual  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  for  the  office  of  Mayor,  shall  be  declared  by  the  Commissioners 
so  assembled  to  be  duly  elected ;  and  they  shall  make  out  a  certificate 
thereof,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  to  the  person  elected,  and  a 
duplicate  thereof  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council ;  and  if  two  or 
more  persons  voted  for  as  Mayor  shall  have  an  equal  and  the  highest 
number  of  votes,  the  Commissioners  shall  certify  that  fact,  with  the 
names  of  such  persons,  to  the  President  or  Chairman  of  the  Common 
Council,  whereupon  the  Common  Council  shall  proceed  to  elect  the 
Mayor  from  among  those  who  received  the  equal  and  highest  number 
of  votes,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners, 
before  they  shall  receive  any  vote  for  Mayor,  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
oath  or  affirmation  now  required  of  them  by  law,  severally  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  truly  and  faithfully  to  receive  and  count  the  votes  of  such 
persons  as  are  by  law  entitled  to  vote  for  Mayor  of  Alexandria  in  ward 

No. ,  and  not  knowingly  to  receive  the  vote  of  any  person  for 

Mayor  who  is  not  fegally  entitled  to  the  same,  which  oath  shall  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  Mayor,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of 
Alexandria. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  on  the  reftis^l  of  any  person 
elected  to  the  office  of  Mayor  of  Alexandria,  in  the  mode  prescribed  in 
the  foregoing  sections,  to  accept  the  same,  or  on  the  death,  resignation, 
inability,  or  removal  of  any  person  filling  such  office  of  Mayor  of  Alex* 
andria,  the  Common  Council  of  said  town  shall  proceed  to  elect  another 
person  to  fill  said  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  first  election  under  this 
act  shall  be  held  at  the  time  when  the  members  of  the  Common  Council 
of  Alexandria  are  elected  next  after  this  act^oes  into  effect :  Provided, 
however,  That  nothing  in  the  foregoing  sections  contained,  shall  in  any 
wise  alter,  change,  or  affect  the  powers,  duties,  qualifications,  or  term 
of  service  of  the  Mayor  of  said  town  of  Alexandiria,  as  now  provided  by 
law,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  in  conflict  with  this  enactment.

issue  such  instructions  to  the  collectors  of  the  various  ports  as  shall 
secure  the  collection  of  hospital  money  from  said  seamen,  masters  and 
owners.

L,^Jn  Jet  to  perfect  the  titles  to  lands  south  <f  the  Arkansas  river,  held   March  1, 
under  New  Madrid  locations,  and  pre-emption  rights  under  the  act  of  one  thou- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen  [J^teen],  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  Th^t  the  locations  heretofore 
made  of  warrants  issued  under  the  act  of  the  seventeenth  of  February, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  entitled  <'  An  act  for  the  relief 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  late  county  of  New  Madrid,  in  Missouri  Ter- 
ritory, who  suffered  by  earthquakes"  of  those  locations  which  were 
made  on  the  south  side  of  the  Arkansas  river,  if  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  that  act  in  other  respects,  shaJl  be  perfected  into  grants, 
in  like  manner  as  if  the  Indian  title  to  the  lands  on  the  south  side  of 
said  river  had  been  completely  extinguished  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  said  act 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  in  which  the 
locations  so  made  on  the  south  side  of  the  Arkansas  river  may  have 
been  sdd,  and  the  lands  thus  located  under  the  act  aforesaid  have  been 
appropriated  by  the  United  States,  the  owner  of  the  warrants  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  aforesaid  shall  have  a  right  to  enter, 
within  twelve  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act>  without  payment, 
the  like  quantity  of  the  public  lands,  of  any  of  the  uni^propriated  and 
unimproved  lands  in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  corresponding  with  the 
legal  subdivisions. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  settler  on  the  public 
lands  south  of  the  Arkansas  river  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  benefits 
accruing  under  the  provisions  of  the  pre-emption  act  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fourteen  [fifteen],  as  though  they  had  resided  north 
of  said  river. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Cherokee  pre-emptions 
which  have  been  or  may  be  located  upon  any  of  the  surveyed  lands  of 
the  United  States,  south  of  the  base  line  in  Arkansas,  shall  be  confirmed, 
and  patents  shall  issue  thereon  as  in  other  cases.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentoHces  of  the 
United  Stoics  of  America  in  Congress  assenwled,  That  the  registers 
and  receivers  of  public  moneys  at  the  different  land  offices  in  the  State 
of  Alabama  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  required,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe,  to  take 
and  receive  from  the  actual  settlers  on  the  public  lands  in  said  State,  in 
payment  for  their  houses  and  improvements,  entered  by  virtue  of  any  of 
the  pre-emption  laws  now  in  force,  the  bills  of  the  Bank  of  the  State  of 
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Alabama,  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  to  an  amount  eqnal  to  the 
amount  of  the  two  per  cent,  fund  relinquished  to  this  State  by  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  remaining  unpaid :  Franided,  That  no  settler 
shall  be  allowed  to  enter  more  than  one  quarter  section  of  land  with  the 
bills  of  said  bank,  or  either  of  them :  And  provided  further,  That  the 
State  of  Alabama  shall  receive  from  the  Government  of.  the  United 
States,  in  payment  of  said  two  per  cent  fUnd,  the  bills  of  the  Bank  of 
the  State  of  Alabama,  and  the  several  branches  thereof,  taken  and  re- 
ceived by  the  registers  and  receivers,  as  aforesaid,  from  the  settlers 
aforesaid,  in  payment  for  their  pre-emption  claims :  And  provided  fur- 
ther. That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  change  the 
terms,  conditions,  and  limitations,  annexed  to  the  relinquishment  of  said 
fund  to  the  said  State,  by  the  act  aforesaid ;  but  such  terms,  conditions, 
and  limitations,  shall  apply  and  be  in  full  force  in  reference  to  said  fund, 
notwithstanding  its  payment  in  the  mode  provided  by  this  act.

Chap.  LXIX.^-J?n  Mi  regulating  the  currency  of  foreign  gold  and  iilver  eoim  in 
the  United  States,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  S^ate  and  House  of  R^esentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  the  following  foreign  gold  coins  shall  pass  cur- 
rent as  money  within  the  United  States,  and  be  receivable,  by  weight, 
for  the  payment  of  all  debts  and  demands,  at  the  rates  following,  that  is 
to  say :  the  gold  coins  of  Great  Britain,  of  not  less  than  nine  hundred 
and  fifteen  and  a  half  thousandths  in  fineness,  at  ninety-four  cents  and 
six-tenths  of  a  cent  per  pennyweight ;  and  the  gold  coins  of  France,  of 
not  less  than  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine  thousandths  in  fineness,  at 
ninety-two  cents  and  nine-tenths  of  a  cent  per  pennyweight. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  the  following  foreign  silver  coins  shall  pass  current  as  money 
within  the  United  States,  and  be  receivable  by  tale,  for  the  payment  of 
all  debts  and  demands,  at  the  rates  following,  that  is  to  say :  the  Spanish 
pillar  dollars,  and  the  dollars  of  Mexico,  Peru,  and  Bolivia,  of  not  less 
than  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven  thousandths  in  fineness,  and  four 
hundred  and  fifteen  grains  in  weight,  at  one  hundred  cents  each ;  and 
the  five  franc  pieces  of  France,  of  not  less  than  nine  hundred  thou- 
sandths in  fineness,  and  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  grains  in  weight, 
at  ninety-three  cents  each. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  cause  assays  of  the  coins  made  current  by 
this  act  to  be  had  at  the  mint  of  the  United  States,  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  and  to  make  report  of  the  result  thereof  to  Congress.

dollars.  And  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  out  of 
the  fund  appropriated  for  **  blacksmith's  establishments/'  &c«,  by  the 
act  of  the  third  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  the  accounts 
due  for  blacksmith's  work  performed  in  pursuance  of  the  treaty  with 
the  Six  Nations,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-^ 
three  dollars  and  seven  cents. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  to  satisfy  contracts  entered 
into  in  the  month  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six, 
by  Major  General  Thomas  S.  Jesup,  then  commanding  the  army  in  Ala* 
bama,  with  the  Creek  tribe  of  Indians,  the  sum  df  twelve  thousand  dollars 
be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  appropriated,  to  be  paid  under  the  instruct 
tiotts  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  the  Creek  cftiieft,  Hopoethle  Yohdo, 
Little  Doctor,  Mad  Blue,  Tuokebatchee  Micco,  Jim  Boy,  and  Salka 
Hadjo,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  chiefe,  and  that  portion  of  their  sub^ 
chiefs  and  warriors  who  served  in  Florida. 

Sec.  3.  And  b9  U  further  enacted,  That  for  the  purpose  of  settling 
and  closing  the  accounts  of  disbursing  agents  in  the  Indian  department, 
which  were  unsettled  on  the  first  day  of  January  last,  the  President  of 
the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  transfers  to  be  made 
fi'om  such  balances  of  moneys  heretofore  apprc^riated  to  carry  into 
effect  certain  Indian  treaties,  or  for  any  other  object  of  expenditure 
connected  with  Indian  relations,  as  may  be  no  longer  required  for  the 
several  objects  for  which  they  were  originally  made,  to  the  credit  of  any 
other  head  of  Indian  expenditure,  under  which  balances  accruing  pre*- 
vious  to  the  above  date,  remain  due :  Pnmded,  That  no  such  transfer 
shall  be  made  unless  it  satisfactorily  appear  that  the  balances  from  which 
such  transfers  are  authorized  to  be  made  ue  not  necessary  for  the  spe- 
cific purpose  of  their  original  appropriation. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  for  Uie  purpose  of  settling 
and  closing  the  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  Second  Comptroller,  for 
tlie  expenditure  of  sums  appropriated  by  an  act  approved  June  twelfth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  entitled  *'  An  act  making  appropria- 
tions for  preventing  and  suppressing  Indian  hostilities  for  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  for  arrearages  for  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-seven,"  and  also  by  an  act  approved  March  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  entitled  "  An  act  making  appropria^ 
tions  for  preventing  and  suppressing  Indian  hostilities  kfr  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-nine,"  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
hereby  authorized  to  direct  transfers  to  be  made  from  any  balances  re* 
maining  under  any  of  the  specific  heads  of  appropriation  in  said  acts, 
which  are  not  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  their  original  appropriation, 
to  any  other  head  of  appropriation  contained  in  said  acts,  under  which 
a  deficiency  may  exist.

Chap.  hXXXL^-jin  Jki  auihorixing  the  rtmue  cf  irtamMry  noU»  and  for  other 

purposes,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^esenttxtives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  when  any  out- 
standing treasury  notes,  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  thirty-first 
August,  one  thousand  eight  bundr^  and  forty-two,  entitled  *'  An  act 
to  limit  the  sale  of  public  stock  to  par,  and  to  authorize  the  issue  of 
treasury  notes,  in  lieu  thereof,  to  a  cerfain  amount,^'  or  any  previous  act 
of  Congress,  shall,  afler  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  redeemed  at  any 
time  before  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
four,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  should  the  wants  of  the  public  ser- 
vice require,  may  cause  other  notes,  to  the  same  amount,  to  be  issued 
in  place  of  such  as  may  be  redeemed,  under  the  limitations  and  other 
provisions  of  the  respective  acts  by  which  said  notes  were  originally 
authorized  and  issued. 

-  Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enaetedy  That,  after  maturity  of  the  trea- 
sury notes  issued  under  the  said  act  of  thirty-first  August,  or  of  this 
act,  interest  may  be  paid  thereon,  in  the  same  manner  as  on  treasury 
notes  authorized  previous  to  the  fifteenth  April  last,  under  the  ninth 
section  of  the  act  approved  on  that  day,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  loan  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  for 
an  addition  of  five  millions  of  dollars  thereto,  and  for  allowing  interest 
on  treasury  notes  due." 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  in  lieu  of  issuing  the  trea- 
sury notes  in  the  manner  authorized  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  the 
President,  if  in  his  opinion  it  shall  be  for  the  interest  of  the  United 
States  so  to  do,  may  cause  any  of  said  notes  now  outstanding,  to  be  re- 
deemed imd  cancelled  as  they  become  due,  if  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury cannot  redeem  them  out  of  the  funds  in  the  treasury,  by  an  issue 
of  stock  of  the  United  States,  for  the  amount  thus  redeemed,  in  the 
bame  form,  for  the  same  time,  and  under  the  same  restrictions,  limitih 
tions,  and  provisions,  as  are  contained  in  an  act  approved  April  fifteen, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled  <<  An  act  for  the  extension  of 
the  loan  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  for  an  addition  of  fife 
million  of  dollars  thereto,  and  for  allowing  interest  on  treasury  notes 
due/'  except  that  no  commissions  shall  fa^  allowed  or  paid  for  the  ne- 
gotiation of  such  business ;  and  except  also  that  said  stock  so  to  be 
issued,  shall  be  redeemable  at  a  period  not  longer  than  ten  years  firom 
the  issue  thereof

Chap.  LXXXII.  — An  Act  to  repeal  the  bankrupt  act. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Haute  of  Reffresentativee  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  act  entitled  "  An 
act  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of  bankruptcy  throughout  the  United 
States,"  approved  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-one,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  repealed :  Provided,  That 
this  act  shall  not  affect  any  case  or  proceeding  in  bankruptcy  com- 
menced before  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  any  pains,  penalties,  or  for- 
feitures, incurred  under  the  said  act;  but  every  such  proceeding  may 
be  continued  to  its  final  consummation  in  like  manner  as  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed.

clerk  hire,  office  rent,  stationery,  and  fuel,  to  navy  agents;  for  premiums 
and  incidental  expenses  of  recruiting ;  for  apprehending  deserters ;  for 
compensation  to  judge  advocates ;  for  per  diem  allowance  to  persons 
attending  courts  martial  and  courts  of  inquiry,  or  other  services  author- 
ized by  law ;  for  printing  and  stationery  of  every  description,  and  for 
working  the  lithographic  press ;  for  books,  maps,  charts,  mathematical 
and  nautical  instruments,  chronometers,  models,  and  drawings ;  for  the 
purchase  and  repair  of  fire  engines  and  machinery  connected  therewith, 
and  for  other  machinery  for  the  repair  of  steam  engines  in  navy-yards; 
for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  oxen  and  horses,  and  for  carts, 
timber  wheels,  and  workmen's  tools  of  every  description ;  for  postage

FcMT  printing  and  publishing  the  code  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  navy,  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and 
Attorney  General,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  last  session,  in 
case  the  same  should  be  ratified  by  Congress,  one  thousand  dollars.

ing to  furnish  any  class  of  such  articles,  and  giving  satisfactory  security 
for  the  performance  thereof,  under  a  forfeiture  not  exceeding  twice  the 
contract  price  in  case  of  fsulure,  shall  receive  a  contract  for  furnishing 
the  same ;  and  in  case  the  lowest  bidder  shall  fail  to  enter  into  such 
contract  and  give  such  security  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  fixed  in 
such  advertisement,  then  the  contract  shall  be  given  to  the  next  lowest 
bidder,  who  shall  enter  into  such  contract  and  give  such  security ;  and 
that  all  such  bids  or  proposals  shall  be  preserved  and  recorded,  and  re- 
ported to  Congress  at  the  commencement  of  every  regular  session ;  and 
the  same  shall  contain  a  true  and  faithful  abstract  of  all  offers  made, 
embracing  as  well  those  which  are  rejected  as  those  which  are  accepted ; 
the  said  abstract  shall  embrace  the  names  of  the  party  or  parties  offer- 
ing, the  terms  proposed,  the  sums  demanded,  and  the  length  of  time 
the  agreement  is  to  continue.  And  in  case  of  a  failure,  to  supply  the 
articles  or  to  perform  the  work,  by  the  person  entering  into  such  con-

ninety,  entitled  "  An  act  providing  the  means  of  intercourse  between

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  that  tract  of  land 
in  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  which  the  Indian  title  was  extinguished  by  a 
treaty  with  the  Wyandot  tribe  of  Indians,  concluded  at  Upper  Sandusky, 
March  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  shall  be  attached 
to,  and  made  a  part  of,  the  consdidated  land  district  in  which  it  is  situ- 
ated ;  and  that  the  land  office  for  the  said  district  shall  be  removed  from 
Lima  to  the  town  of  Upper  Sandusky,  within  the  tract  aforesaid,  as 
soon  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  such 
removal  shall  be  proper. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  furtJier  enacted,  That  a  portion  of  the  tract  afore-

the  value  of  seventy-one  cents ;  that  the  mil-reis  of  Madeira  shall  be

Be  it  enacted  hff  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  cf  the  United 
States  cf  America  in  Ckmgress  assembled^  That  the  accounting  officers 
of  the  treasury  are  authorized  and  required  to  settle  the  claims  for  sup- 

glies  furnished  the  Florida  militia,  the  payment  of  which  is  provided  for 
y  the  acts  of  August  the  twenty-third,  one  thousand  eiffht  hundred  and 
forty-two,  upon  prmciples  of  equity  and  justice,  under  uie  directions  of 
the  Secretary  of  War.

Chap.  XCVII.-^.^n  Jkt  to  provide  for  holding  eireuit  courts  at  WilUamtpoH 
in  the  western  distnct  cf  Pennsyhama,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  so  much  of 
any  act  or  acts  of  Congress  as  vest  in  the  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  western  district  of  Pennsylvania  holding  its  sessions  at 
Williamsport  the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  a  circuit  court  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  there  shall  hereafter  be  circuit  courts  held 
at  Williamsport  on  the  third  Mondays  of  June  and  the  third  Mondays 
of  September  in  each  year  by  the  associate  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
who  now  is  or  shall  hereafter  be  allotted  to  the  circuit  in  which  said 
district  is  situated  and  the  district  judge  of  the  western  district  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  either  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  which  circuit  court 
and  the  judges  thereof  shall  have  like  powers  and  exercise  like  jurisdic- 
tion as  other  circuit  courts  and  the  judges  thereof,  and  the  said  district 
court  and  the  judge  thereof  shall  have  like  powers  and  exercise  like 
jurisdiction  as  the  district  courts  and  the  judges  thereof,  in  the  other 
circuits. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  actions,  suits,  prosecu- 
tions, causes,  pleas,  process  and  other  proceedings,  relative  to  any  cause, 
civil  or  criminal,  ^which  might  have  been  brought,  and  could  have  been 
originally  cognizaole  in  a  circuit  court^  now  pending  in  or  returnable 
to  the  said  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  western  district  of 
Pennsylvania  held  at  Williamsport,  acting  as  a  circuit  court  on  the  first 
day  of  April  next  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  respectively 
transferred,  returnable  and  continued  to  the  said  circuit  court  consti- 
tuted by  this  act  to  be  holden  at  Williamsport  within  the  said  district ; 
and  shall  be  heard,  tried  and  determined  therein,  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  originally  brought,  entered,  prosecuted  or  had,  in  such  circuit  court 
And  the  said  circuit  court  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  and  regu- 
lations as  apply  to  the  other  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States ;  and  the 
clerk  of  the  said  court  shall  perform  the  same  duties  and  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  same  fees  and  emoluments,  which  are  by  law  estab- 
lished for  the  clerks  of  the  other  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States.

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Chap.  XCVIIL— .^  Act  to  amend  the  law$  r^ulaUng  trnprisonmefU  for  debt 
urithin  the  Diiiriet  cf  Cohmbia, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiwes  of  the  United 
States  of  America  tn  Congress  assembted,  That  from  and  c^r  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  nothing  in  the  third  section  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  laws  within  the  District  of  Colombia/'  approved  June 
twenty-fonrth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twelve,  shall  be  so  con* 
strued  as  to  authorize  the  recommitment  to  close  jail  and  confinement, 
or  to  deny  the  benefit  of  the  prison  rules  to  any  person  imprisoned 
within  the  prison  bounds  of  any  prison  within  the  said  District  far  debt, 
being  charged  in  execution  issued  upon  a  judgment  fi'om  which  an  q>- 
peal  has  b^n  taken  and  remains  undecided,  or  upon  which  any  writ  of 
error  has  been  sued  out  and  is  depending  and  not  finally  disposed  of, 
until  one  year  from  and  after  the  day  upon  which  every  such  appeal 
firom,  or  writ  of  error  upon,  such  judgment  shall  have  been  finally  dis- 
posed of,  and  the  judgment  shall  thus  have  become  final  and  conclusive ; 
but  every  person  so  imprisoned  within  the  said  District  for  debt,  upon 
an  execution  issued  upon  any  judgment  thus  situated,  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  prison  rules  and  to  the  limits  of  the  liberties  of  the  jail,  or  prison, 
to  which  he  may  have  been,  or  may  be,  so  committed,  until  die  expira- 
tion of  one  year  firom  and  afler  the  day  of  the  final  decision  upon,  and 
termination  of,  any  such  appeal,  or  writ  of  error,  or  any  other  proceed- 
ing  at  law  or  in  equity,  by  whatever  term  designated,  having  for  its 
object  a  review  or  reversal  of  the  judgment  upon  which  such  debtor  is, 
or  may  be,  charged  in  execution :  Promded^  akoays,  That  every  such 
debtor  now  in  prison  within  the  said  District,  shall,  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  bond  under  which  he  is  now  permitted  to  go  at  large  within 
the  prison  bounds,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  marshal,  or  sheriff,  or  other 
officer  to  whose  custody  he  has  been  thus  committed,  a  new  bond,  with 
ffood  and  sufficient  sureties,  in  the  penalty  of  twice  the  amount  of  the 
judgment  upon  which  he  is  charged  in  execution,  and  conditioned  that 
he  will  remain  a  true  and  faithful  prisoner  within  the  bounds  of  the  pri- 
son to  which  he  has  been  committed,  and  will  not  depart  thence  until 
discharged  therefirom  by  due  course  of  law ;  and  every  debtor  here- 
after to  be  committed  within  the  said  District,  charged  in  execution  for 
debt  under  the  circumstances  provided  for  in  this  act  shall,  before  being 
entitled  to  the  prison  rules  as  hereinbefore  provided,  cause  to  be  exe- 
cuted and  deliver  to  the  marshal,  or  sheriff,  or  other  proper  officer,  a  like 
bond  with  sureties,  in  a  like  penalty,  and  with  a  like  condition. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  in  any 
manner,  nor  by  virtue  of  any  law  now  existing,  as  to  any  prisoner  now 
in  confinement  under  circumstances  such  as  are  contemplated  and  pro- 
vided for  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  as  to  any  person  who  may 
hereafter.be  confined  under  such  circumstances,  to  make  any  alteration 
in  the  prison  bounds  as  they  existed  and  were  marked  and  laid  out  when 
such  prisoner  was  committed  upon  the  execution  under  which  he  re- 
mains charged,  but  the  limits  of  the  liberties  of  his  prison  shall,  to 
every  such  prisoner,  be  what  they  were  at  the  time  of  his  commitment  ; 
and  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  relief  of 
insolvent  debtors  within  the  District  of  Columbia,"  approved  March  the 
third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three,  shall  be;  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  so  far  modified  as  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  section 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  no  female  shall  be  impris- 
oned for  debt  upon  mesne  or  final  process.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre$entaHves  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Confess  assenMed,  That  the  following 
sums  be,  and  hereby  are,  apprcq;>nated  to  the  objects  hereinafter  ex- 
pressed, for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  unappropriated  mo- 
ney in  the  treasury,  namely : 

For  compensation  and  mileage  of  Senators  and  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  delegates  from  the  Territories,  six  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty  dollars ; 

For  compensation  of  the  officers  and  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  thirty-nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
dollars  and  fifty  cents ;

For  stationery,  fuel,  printing,  and  all  other  incidental  and  contingent 
expenses  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars :  Promdedy  That  nothing  in  any  resolution  of  either 
House  of  Ck)ngress  shall  prevent  the  settlement  and  payment  of  the  bills 
for  the  printing  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress,  agreeably  to  the  prices 
established  by  the  joint  resdution  of  March  3d,  1§19; 

For  compensation  of  the  principal  and  two  assistant  librarians,  and 
messenger  of  the  library  of  Congress,  four  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars;

For  the  payment  of  all  claims  which  Thomas  Allen  has  against  the 
United  States  ibr  printing  twenty  thousand  copies  of  '<  The  Compen- 
dium or  Abridgment  of  the  Sixth  Census,  by  counties  and  principal 
towns,  together  with  the  tables  of  apportionment  as  prepared  at  the  State 
Department  ibr  the  use  of  Congress,"  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-four  cents ;  and  for  the  payment 
of  all  claims  which  Blair  and  Rives  have  against  the  United  States  for 
printing  ten  thousand  copies  of  the  same  document,  eight  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents :  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prejudice  any  future  iqpplication  to  Con- 
gress, for  fiirther  compensation  for  said  works ; 

For  miscellaneous  items,  one  thousand  dollars :  Provided,  That  no- 
thing contained  in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  sections  of  the  act  enti- 
tled **  An  act  legalizing  and  making  appropriations  for  such  necessary 
objects  as  have  been  usually  includ^  in  the  general  appropriation  bills 
without  authority  of  law,  and  to  fix  and  provide  for  certain  incidental 
expenses  of  the  departments  and  offices  of  the  Government,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  shall  be  deemed  to  apf^y  to  the  c<Mitingent  fund  appro- 
priated to  the  State  Department  for  the  calendar  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  and  for  the  half  calendar  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-three ;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Raaresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  township  of 
land,  containing  twenty-three  thousand  and  forty  acres,  (or  whatever 
quantity  now  remains  to  them,)  lying  on  the  east  side  of  Winnebago 
lake,  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  which,  by  the  proviso  of  a  treaty 
made  with  the  Menomonie  Indians  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  February, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  and  ratified  on  the  ninth 
day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  was  reserved  for  the  use 
of  the  Stockbridge  tribe  of  Indians,  and  which,  by  a  subsequent  treaty 
with  the  Menomonie  tribe,  bearing  date  twenty-seventh  October,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  ratified  thirteenth  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three,  was  further  secured  to  the  said  Stockbridge 
tribe  of  Indians,  may  be  partitioned  and  divided  among  the  different  in- 
dividuals composing  said  tribe  of  Stockbridge  Indians,  and  may  be  held 
by  them,  separately  and  severally,  in  fee  simple,  after  such  division  shall 
have  been  made  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
partition  and  division  of  said  lands  among  the  individuals  of  said  tribe 
of  Stockbridge  Indians,  a  board  of  commissioners  shall  be  constituted, 
to  consist  of  five  of  the  principal  or  head  men  of  said  tribe,  a  majority 
of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  make  a  just  and  fair  partition  and  division  of  said  lands  among  the 
members  of  said  tribe,  or  among  such  of  th^m  as,  by  the  laws  and  cus- 
toms and  regulations  of  said  tribe,  are  entitled  to  the  same,  and  in  such 
proportions  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  consistent  with  equity  and 
justice,  and  in  accordance  with  the  existing  laws,  customs,  usages,  or 
agreements  of  said  tribe. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
or  choosing  said  board  of  commissioners,  a  meeting  of  said  tribe  shall 
be  held  at  their  church  or  principal  public  place,  on  the  reservation  of 
land  aforesaid,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  at  which  all  the  male  members  of  said  tribe,  over  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  such  commissioners ;  and 
the  said  five  commissioners  shall  then  and  there  be  elected  or  chosen  by 
the  said  tribe,  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  such  voters  then 
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present  And  the  judge  of  the  district  tn  which  Mid  lands  are  ntaated 
(or,  in  his  absence,  the  register  of  the  land  office  at  Green  Bay,  or  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  United  States  troops  at  Fort  Howard)  shall 
attend  at  the  time  and  place  aforesaid,  and  preside  aft  said  meeting,  si^ 
perintend  the  said  election,  and  see  that  the  proceedings  are  fidrly  con- 
ducted. And  the  said  presiding  officer  may,  in  his  disoretioo,  prescribe 
whether  the  said  election  shall  be  by  ballot  or  viva  voce,  and  shall,  in 
other  respects,  cause  the  proceedings  to  be  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  ensure  a  fsiir  and  proper  choice  or  election ;  and  after  the  said

And  he  it  Jvrtker  enacted^  That  after  the  said  commksioner 
shall  have  been  elected  or  chosen  as  aJK>ve  prescribed,  and  as  soon  there- 
after as  conveniently  may  be,  they  shall  proceed  to  make  partition  and 
division  of  all  the  lands  aforesaid,  among  the  individual  members  of  said 
tribe,  or  among  such  of  them  as,  by  the  laws,  customs,  usages,  or  agree- 
ments of  said  tribe,  are  justly  entitled  to  the  same,  and  in  such  way  and 
manner,  and  upon  such  principles,  and  in  such  proportions,  as  shall  be 
agreeable  to  equity  and  justice,  and  consistent  with  the  laws,  usages, 
customs,  and  agreements  of  said  tribe :  Providedj  however,  That  the 
buildings  and  improvements,  and  the  farms  on  which  the  same  are  situ- 
ated, which  are  now  held  or  possessed  in  severalty  by  the  members  of 
said  tribe,  shall,  so  far  as  the  same  can  consistently  be  done,  be  allotted 
or  apportioned  to  the  present  occupants ;  and  that  no  person  or  indi- 
vidual of  said  tribe  shall  be  dispossessed  or  deprived  of  the  improve- 
ments or  land  which  they  now  occupy,  unless  it  shall  be  found  by  the 
said  commissioners  that  such  person  or  persons  are  in  possession  of  and 
occupying  more  land  than  they  are  justly  entitled  to,  and  then  the  over- 
plus may  be  apportioned  to  others. 

Sec.  5.  Ana  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  the  said  commissioners 
shall  have  made  such  partition  and  division  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  make, 
or  cause  to  be  made,  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings  in  the  premises, 
setting  forth  the  name  of  each  person  to  whom  they  have  apportioned 
any  part  of  said  land,  the  quantity  apportioned  or  allotted  to  each,  with 
the  metes  and  bounds,  or  other  definite  description  of  each  several  piece 
or  parcel  of  land ;  and  they  shall  accompany  the  said  report  with  a  fair 
and  accurate  map  of  the  whole,  showing  the  divisions  and  partiticms 
aforesaid ;  which  report  and  map,  or  a  true  copy  thereof,  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  town  clerk  of  said  tribe,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  shall  remain  open  for  in- 
spection to  all  for  the  space  of  twenty  days  thereafter ;  and  if  any  mem- 
ber or  members  of  said  tribe  shall  object  to  the  partition  or  division  so 
made  by  the  said  commissioners,  or  shall  deem  himself  or  themselves 
aggrieved  thereby,  he  or  they  may,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  give  no- 
tice thereof  to  the  said  commissioners,  who  shall,  within  twenty  days 
thereafter,  meet  to  hear  and  determine  such  grievances,  and  take  testi- 
mony, if  necessary,  and,  after  such  hearing,  shall  have  power  to  alter  or 
modify  such  partition,  if,  in  their  judgment,  any  alteration  or  modifica- 
tion is  necessary,  in  order  to  do  equal  and  exact  justice  to  all  parties 
interested.

That  the  said  report  and  map 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  said  Territory,  and  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  said  county,  and  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  President,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four ;  and, 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  filed  and  transmitted  to  the  President  as

ritory ;  and  their  rights  as  a  tribe  or  nation,  and  their  power  of  making 
or  executing  their  own  laws,  usages,  or  customs,  as  such  tribe,  shafl 
cease  and  determme :  Provided,  haioever^  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  them  of  the  right  to  any  an- 
nuity now  due  them  from  the  State  of  New  York  or  the  United  States, 
but  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  such  annuity,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  though  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of 
any  unappropriated  money  in  the  Treasury,  for  the  support,  clothing, 
and  medical  treatment  of  the  insane  paupers  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-five :  Provided,  That  the  amount  paid  for  each  person  shall 
not  exceed  four  dollars  per  week :  And  provided  further.  That  the  Mar- 
shal of  the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  maintain  at  Baltimore  or  some  other  suitable  lunatic  asykim,  all  such 
lunatic  persons  who  are  paupers  as  are  now  confined  in  the  lunatic  asy- 
lum at  Baltimore  by  order  of  Congress,  or  are  in  the  jails  of  Washing- 
ton and  Alexandria  counties,  and  all  such  as  may  hereafter  be  commit- 
ted as  lunatics  by  order  of  the  Circuit  or  Criminal  Courts,  they  being 
paupers  of  said  District  of  Columbia,  and  their  support  being  legally 
chargeable  thereto,  and  that  he  pay  the  expenses  of  their  removal  and 
of  their  maintenance  in  such  asylum  as  he  may  select,  and  be  allowed 
for  the  same  in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts  at  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Buildings  be  directed  to  allow  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  Columbian 
College,  District  of  Columbia,  to  occupy  the  insane  hospital  with  the 
adjoining  grounds,  situated  on  the  Judiciary  Square  in  Washington,  for

Chap.  XCIV. — An  Act  to  amend  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Akx- 
andn'a  Canal  Company,^*  approved  on  the  twenty^eixth  day  of  May^  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  person 
or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously,  by  any  means  whatever,  injure, 
impair,  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  Alexandria  canal,  or  of  its  aqueducts, 
dams,  locks,  culverts,  walls,  embankments,  bridges,  buildings,  or  other 
works  now  constructed,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  constructed  by  the 
Alexandria  Canal  Company,  under  the  authority  of  the  beforementioned 
act,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  each  of  them,  for  every 
such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  nK>re 
than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs,  in  the  name  and  for  the 
use  of  the  said  company,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  District 
of  Columbia;  and  any  such  justice  may,  on  his  own  view,  or  on  appli- 
cation to  him  made,  verified  by  affidavit,  issue  his  warrant,  describing 
the  injury  committed ;  and  upon  conviction,  such  justice  shall  commit 
the  offender  to  close  jail,  without  bail  or  mainprise,  until  such  fine  and 
costs  be  paid,  or  until  discharged  by  due  course  of  law :  Provided ,  how- 
ever,  That  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  said  company  from  recovering  damages  fi'om  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  commit  any  of  the  trespasses  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  other  than  such  as  shall  be  engaged  in  navigating 
the  said  canal,  or  in  the  employment  of  the  said  company,  to  walk  or 
ride  over  or  upon  the  aqueduct  erected  by  the  said  company  over  the 
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Potomac  river,  or  to  lead  or  drive  any  animal  over  or  upon  the  same ; 
and  every  peraon  oflfending  herein  skall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  five  doUara,  fo  each  oflenee,  to  be  reco- 
vered vrith  costs,  in  the  name,  and  for  the  use  of  the  said  company,  by 
warrant  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  District  of  Colambia. 

Skc.  3.  And  be  it  furiher  enacted^  That  the  president  and  directors 
of  the  Alexandria  Canal  Company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  acting  in  b^ 
half  of  the  said  company,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  from  time  to  time,  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  said  company  by  the 
beforementioned  act,  or  which  they  may  consider  necessary  for  the  or- 
derly and  convenient  conducting  of  the  trade  and  travel  upon  the  said 
canal,  its  aqueducts,  basins,  and  other  works,  and  for  preventing  and 
removing  impediments  to  the  navigation  thereof;  and  the  same  to  alter 
or  repeal  at  pleasure :  Provided ,  That  no  such  by-law  be  contrary  to 
any  law  of  the  United  States.  And  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  offend 
against  any  such  by-law,  after  a  copy  thereof  shall  have  been  set  up  for 
public  inspection  at  least  ten  days  at  the  toll  house  or  bouses  on  the 
said  canal,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said 
company  Uie  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  in  the 
name  of  the  said  company,  by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  president  and  direc- 
tors, qr  a  majority  of  them,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  said  company,  may 
prescribe  the  form,  dimensions,  and  equipments  of  the  boats  and  floats 
to  be  used  upon  the  said  canal,  with  a  view  to  prevent  accidental  injury 
io  them,  or  to  the  works  of  the  canal,  in  passing  each  other,  or  in  pass- 
ing by  or  through  any  of  the  said  works :  and  if  the  owner,  captain,  or 
other  person  having  charge  of  any  boat  or  fioat,  shall  wilfully  or  negli- 
gently violate,  or  refuse  to  comply  with,  any  such  regulation,  the  said 
president  and  directors  may  require  such  owner,  captain  or  other  per- 
son, to  withdraw  his  boat  or  float  from  the  canal  by  one  of  the  outlets 
thereof;  or,  in  the  event  of  his  failure  to  do  so,  on  reasonable  notice, 
may  order  the  same  to  be  broken  up  and  removed  from  the  canal,  or 
any  of  its  basins,  ponds,  aqueducts,  or  other  works ;  and  in  like  manner, 
may  be  broken  up  and  removed  therefrom  any  boat  or  float,  or  other 
substance  floating  loose  upon,  or  sunk  therein,  the  owner  of  which  is 
unknown,  or  if  known,  refuses  or  neglects,  after  reasonable  notice,  to 
remove  the  same ;  and  the  materials  of  every  such  broken  boat,  float  or 
other  substance,  so  broken  up  and  removed,  shall  be  sold  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  president  and  directors ;  and  the  proceeds  of  every 
such  sale,  afler  paying  the  costs  of  breaking  up  and  removing  the  same, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  owner  thereof 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
company  to  charge  the  customary  rates  of  dockage  and  wharfage  upon 
vessels  lying  at,  and  goods,  and  other  things  laden  <x  unladen  at  or 
upon  any  pier,  mole,  or  wharf,  which  they  may  erect  in  the  Potomac 
river  in  connexion  with  their  said  canal,  and  not  mterfering  with  the 
corporate  rights  of  the  city  of  Alexandria.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rmresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Conffress  assembled,  That  so  much  of  the 
expired  act  of  the  twenty-sixth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-four,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  enable  claimants  to  land  within  the 
State  of  Missouri  and  Territory  of  Arkansas,  to  institute  proceedings 
to  try  the  validity  of  their  claims,"  as  related  to  the  State  of  Missouri 
(excluding  all  such  portions  of  said  act  as  referred  to  the  territory  of 
Arkansas)  be,  and  is  hereby,  revived  and  re-enacted,  and  continued  in

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  of  Iowa  Territory,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council  of  said  Territory,  a  commissioner,  to  act  in 
conjunction  with  such  commissioner  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  State 
of  Missouri,  and  such  third  person,  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri or  Territory  of  Iowa,  as  may  be  designated  by  the  two  commis- 
sioners aforesaid ;  the  duty  of  which  said  three  persons  it  shall  be,  to 
ascertain,  survey,  and  mark  out  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State 
of  Missouri,  and  to  cause  plats  of  the  said  line,  when  so  ascertained,  sur- 
veyed, and  marked  out,  to  be  returned  to  the  offices  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  of  the  United  States,  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Iowa,  which  plats  shall  be  accon^anied  by  reports  of  their  pro- 
ceedings in  the  premises. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  three  commissioners,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  a  surveyor,  and  en- 
gage the  necessary  assistants  and  laborers,  to  enable  them  to  ascertain, 
survey,  and  mark  the  said  line ;  and  the  compensation  of  said  commis- 
sioners, and  of  the  surveyor  employed  by  them,  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
eight  dollars  per  day,  for  so  many  days  as  they  may  necessarily  be  em- 
ployed about  the  business  aforesaid ;  and  the  laborers  and  assistants  shall 
be  paid  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  each  of 
them  and  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  not  to  exceed  two 
dollars  per  day. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  fiirtJicr  enacted,  That  the  report,  as  aforesaid,  of 
any  two  of  said  commissioners,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  and  the 
line  so  ascertained,  surveyed,  marked  out  and  returned  as  aforesaid,  by 
any  two  of  said  commissioners,  shall  be  the  northern  boundary  line  of 
the  State  of  Missouri. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  not  go  into 
force  until  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Missouri  shall  have  assented 
to  the  same,  and  agreed  to  abide  by  the  award  of  said  commissioners, 
or  any  two  of  them,  as  final  and  conclusive ;  and  the  sum  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars  is-^ereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act.

passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  in  prison  or  prison  bounds,  in  any 
civil  action,  except  in  the  cases  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  there- 
upon be  immediately  discharged :  Provided,  That  if  anv  plaintiff  in  an?

That  when  any  lot, 
or  part  of  a  lot,  tract,  or  parcel  of  land  has  been  heretofore  conveyed 
or  devised,  to  one  or  more  trustees,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  re- 
ligious congregation  as  a  place  of  public  worship,  the  same,  and  all 
buildings  and  other  improvements  thereupon,  shall  be  held  by  such 
trustee  or  trustees  (or  their  successors)  for  the  purpose  of  the  trust, 
and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  conveyance  or 
devise  has  been  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter  be  made,  of  such  property 
for  the  use,  and  benefit,  and  purpose  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  not  be 
void  or  frustrated  by  reason  of  the  want  of  trustees  to  take  and  hold 
the  same  in  trust,  but  trustees  may  be  appointed  in  the  manner  herein- 
after directed. 

Sbc.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  such  conveyance  or 
devise  has  been  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter  be  made,  whether  by  the 
intervention  of  trustees,  or  not,  the  circuit  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  sitting  in  the  county  where  such  property  is,  or  may  be 
situated,  shall,  on  application  of  the  United  States  attorney  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  on  behalf  of  the  authorized  authorities  of  any  such 
religious  congregation,  have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint  trustees, 
originally,  when  there  are  none,  or  to  substitute  others,  from  time  to 
time,  in  cases  of  death,  refusal,  or  neglect  to  act,  removal  from  the 
County,  or  other  inability  to  execute  the  trust  beneficially  and  con- 
veniently ;  and  the  legal  title  shall  thereupon  become  exclusively  vested 
in  the  whole  number  of  the  trusteee  and  their  successors. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  a  majority  of  the  acting 
trustees  for  any  such  congregation  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  their  own 
names,  in  relation  to  the  title,  possession,  or  enjoyment  of  such  pro- 
perty without  abatement  by  the  death  of  any  of  the  trustees,  or  substi- 
tution of  others ;  but  the  action  oit  suit  may,  notwithstan^ng,  be,  pro- 
secuted to  its  fiiud  termtnation  in  the  names  oS  the  trustees  by  or  against

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Ckmgress  assembled,  That  the  act  grant- 
ing pensions  to  the  widows  of  certain  revolutionary  sddiers,  approved 
the  third  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  revived  and  extended  ftom  and  during  the  term 
of  four  years  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  to  have  the  same  effect  as  if  said  act  had 
been  a  grant  of  pensions  for  five  years  instead  of  one  year  from  and 
after  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
three.

and  therein  and  thereby  annexed  to  the  Territory  of  Arkansas,  as  were 
vested  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States  for  said  Territory  before  the 
same  became  a  State.

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the  minhnam  price  of  said  lands,  from  and  after  that  daj,  shall  be  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre.

penditures of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  nor  as  extra 
allowance  to  any  clerk,  messenger,  or  other  attendant  of  the  said  two 
Houses,  or  either  of  them ;  nor  as  payment  or  compensation  to  any 
clerk,  messenger,  or  other  attendant  of  the  said  two  Houses,  or  either  of 
them,  unless  such  clerk,  messenger,  or  other  attendant,  be  so  employed  by 
a  resolution  or  order  of  one  of  said  Houses.  And  provided^  also.  That

ing sixty-four  lights,  baize  doors,  &c.,  complete,  for  one  large  fan-light 
and  firame,  ten  feet  by  five  feet,  containing  thirty-seven  lights,  and  for 
three  additional  lamps  for  the  capitol,  and  alteration  in  water-works,  and 
for  fish,  nine  thousand  and  eighty-4bur  dollars.

For  compensation  for  preparing  a  classified  synoptical  index  of  public 
documents  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  and  Comptroller  of  the  Trea- 
sury, and  making  examinations  for  information  thereon  to  answer  inqui- 
ries from  the  department  and  the  different  bureaus,  fi'om  July  thirteen, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  to  June  thirty,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  eleven  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars. 

For  compensation  of  four  clerks,  hereby  authorized  to  be  appointed 
and  employed  for  one  year  only,  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury,  five  thousand  six  hundred  dollars. 

For  additional  compensation  to  the  watchmen  employed  at  the  War 
Department,  for  services  rendered  by  day  under  the  regulations  of  the 
department,  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars. 

For  additional  compensation  to  the  watchmen  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, for  services  rendered  by  day  under  the  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment, two  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents. 

For  the  purchase  of  the  building  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  formerly 
the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  for  a  custom-house  for  the  port  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  addition  to  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  present  custom- 
house, two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  :  Provided,  That 
the  whole  cost  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever,  hereafter,  in  sub- 
mitting to  Congress  the  annual  estimates  from  the  several  Executive  de- 
partments of  the  Government,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  usual  items  of 
such  estimates  vary  materially  in  amount  from  the  appropriation  ordi- 
narily asked  for  the  object  named,  and  especially  from  the  appropriation 
granted  for  the  same  objects  for  the  year  next  preceding,  and  whenever 
new  items  not  theretofore  usual  shall  be  introduced  into  such  estimates

for  any  new  specific  expenditure,  such  as  the  construction  of  a  fort,  the 
erection  of  a  custom-house,  or  other  public  building,  or  the  construc- 
tion of  any  other  public  work  requiring  a  plan  before  the  building  or 
work  can  be  properly  completed,  every  such  estimate  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  full  plan  and  detailed  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  whole 
work ;  and  all  subsequent  estimates  for  every  such  work  shall  give  the 
original  estimated  cost,  the  aggregate  amount  theretofore  appropriated 
for  the  same,  and  the  amount  actually  expended  thereupon,  as  well  as 
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the  amoant  asked  for  the  current  year  for  which  such  estimates  shall  be 
made ;  and  wheneyer  any  such  subsequent  estimate  shall  ask  for  an  ap- 
propriation for  any  such  work  beyond  the  original  estimate  of  the  cost, 
the  full  reasons  for  the  excess,  and  the  extent  of  the  anticipated  excess, 
shall  be  also  stated. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  sixth  sec- 
tion of  the  act  entitled  **  An  act  legalizing  and  making  appropriations 
for  such  necessary  objects  as  have  been  usually  ipcluded  in  the  general 
appropriation  bills  without  authority  of  law,  and  to  fix  and  provide  for 
certain  incidental  expenses  of  the  departments  and  offices  of  the  Go- 
yemment,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  on  the'  twenty-sixth  day  of 
August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  and  which  enacts, 
that  the  several  offices  and  employments  therein  before  mentioned,  ex- 
cept such  as  were  otherwise  limited  by  the  act,  shall  be  continued  until 
the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  be  and

For  arrearages  of  salaries  of  su]>erintendent  and  watchmen  of  the 
southeast  executive  building,  including  ten  dollars  short,  appropriated 
for  the  calendar  year,  ending  thirtieth  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-three,  and  twenty  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  thirtieth 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  thirty  dollars ; 

For  arrearages  of  contingent  expenses  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant 
Genera],  five  hundred  doUars; 

For  clerk  to  the  chief  naval  constructor  from  July  eighth,  to  Novem- 
ber second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  three  hundred 
and  thirty-five  dollars ; 

For  arrears  of  extra  clerk  hire  in  the  bureau  of  Provisions  and  Cloth- 
ing, five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  ; 

For  three  large  book-cases,  made  for  the  use  of  the  Executive  office, 
Florida  Territory,  one  hundred  and  twenty  ddlars ; 

For  arrearages  of  former  sessions  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  Flo- 
rida, four  hundred  dollars ; 

For  amount  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  light  house  on 
Boddy's  island.  North  Carolina,  being  part  of  the  amount  appropriated 
for  that  purpose,  carried  to  the  surplus  fund  on  the  thirty-first  of  De- 
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oember,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fcnrty,  three  hundred  and  fif* 
teen  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents ; 

For  preparing  indices  to  the  manuscript  papers  of  Washington,  being 
an  arrearage  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  thurtieth  June,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-four,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars; 

For  completing  the  work  of  the  custom-house  in  Wilmington,  North 
Carolina,  including  the  purchase  of  ^  lot  adjoining  the  site,  nineteen 
thousand  nine  hundred  dollars ; 

For  expenses  incident  to  the  issue  of  Treasury  potes,  four  thousand 
dollars :  Provided,  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  be  applied,  and 
no  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  officer  whose  salary  is  established 
by  law  for  preparing,  signing  or  issuing  said  Treasury  notes.

For  salary  of  an  assistant  surveyor,  to  have  charge  and  oversight  of 
the  re-surveys  in  the  Greensburg  (late  St.  Helena)  district,  Louisiana, 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  surveyor  general  of  Louisiana, 
one  thousand  dollars ;   - 

For  outfit  of  the  late  charg^  d'affaires  to  Texas,  four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars ; 

For  arrearages  in  Black  Hawk  war,  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-two,  due  Captain  R.  Anderson,  on  report  of  the  accounting 
officers,  four  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents ; 

For  arrearages  due  marshals  and  district  attorneys,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars ; 

For  arrearages  of  contingent  expenses  of  branch  mint  at  New  Or- 
leans, ten  thousand  dollars ; 

For  arrearages  on  account  of  a  survey  for  an  extension  of  the  Na- 
tional Road  to  Jefferson,  Missouri,  one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
fifly-nine  dollars^and  eighty-one  cents ; 

For  the  purpose  of  completing  and  rendering  secure  and  tenantable 
the  State  House  in  Florida,  twenty  thousand  dollars :  Provided,  That 
this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  sanctioning  any  excess  of  expenditure 
heretofore  made  beyond  former  appropriations  for  that  object,  nor  as 
authorizing  any  further  expenditure  beyond  the  amount  hereby  q>pro- 
priated  in  completing  said  building ; 

For  settlement  of  the  claims  of  Sextus  Shearer  for  goods  furnished 
the  New  York  Indians,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-three 
d«inars  and  five  cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  balances  of  impropriations 
heretofore  made  for  blacksmiths'  establishments  in  the  Indian  ser- 
vice;

For  the  payment  of  Jeremiah  Smith,  jr.,  as  per  schedule  to  the  Sac 
and  Fox  treaty,  concluded  eleventh  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-two,  and  the  act  of  Congress  of  third  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  for  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  said  treaty,  four  thousand  dollars.

of  the  thirty-first  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two, 
and  of  the  fourteenth  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-three,  calling  for  informatiop  respecting  the  foreign  commerce  of 
the  United  States,  its  restrictions  and  privileges,  prices  of  coomiodities, 
&c.,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  of  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  the  last  preceding  weekly  statement 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  showing  the  amount  to  his  credit 
in  the  different  banks,  in  the  mint,  or  other  depositories,  the  amount  for 
which  drafts  have  been  given,  and  those  remaining  unpaid,  and  the 
balance  remaining  subject  to  his  drafl;  and  that  he  also  specially  note 
any  changes  that  have  been  made  in  the  depositories  of  the  Treasury 
during  the  preceding  month,  and  report  to  Congress,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  its  next  session,  the  reasons  for  such  changes.  And  that  no 
changes  be  made  except  for  non-compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Department  or  the  failure  to  furniish  sufficient  security. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  end  of  each  quarter,  cause 
to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  of  the  city  of  Washington  a  state- 
ment of  the  whole  receipts  of  such  quarter,  specifying  the  amount  re- 
ceived from  customs,  from  public  lands,  and  from  miscellaneous  sources, 
and,  also,  the  whole  amount  of  payments  made  during  the  said  quarter, 
specifying  the  general  head  of  appropriation,  whether  for  the  civil  list, 
the  army,  the  navy,  Indian  department,  fortifications,  or  pensions. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  number  of  inspectors, 
gangers,  weighers,  measurers,  or  markers,  in  any  custom-house  shall 
not  be  increased  beyond  the  number  now  in  service ;  and  that  no  allow- 
ance shall  be  made  to  any  inspector,  for  any  services,  subsistence,  tra- 
velling or  any  other  amount  beyond  the  amount  fixed  by  law  of  three 
dollars  per  day,  and  not  to  exceed  ten  cents  per  mile  for  travelling  ex- 
penses when  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  at  any 
other  place  than  the  port  or  custom-house  fi-om  the  collector  of  which 
he  has  received  his  appointment.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  present 
buildings  and  erecting  such  others  as  may  be  necessary  at  the  military 
post  at  Newport,  Kentucky.

And  no  fiirther  purchases  of 
foreign  hemp  shall  be  made  for  the  navy  of  the  United  States,  except  so 
far  as  a  supply  of  American  hemp  of  proper  quality  and  at  as  cheap  a 
price  cannot  be  obtained. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  so  much  of  the  first  section 
of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  pay  of  the  Navy,"  approved 
the  third  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  the 
twelfth  section  of  an  act  entitled  <'  An  act  to  regulate  the  pay  of  pursers 
and  other  officers  of  the  Navy,  passed  August  twenty-sixth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-two,  as  provides  that  officers  temporarily  performing 
the  duties  belonging  to  those  of  a  higher  grade  shall  receive  the  com- 
pensation allowed  to  such  higher  grade,  while  actually  so  employed,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacts,  That  no  person  shall  be  employed 
or  continued  abroad,  to  receive  and  pay  money  for  the  use  of  the  naval 
service  on  foreign  stations  whether  under  contract  or  otherwise,  or  to 
perform  the  duties  usually  performed  by  navy  agents,  who  has  not  been 
or  shall  not  be  appointed  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate :  Provided^  That  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  disbursement  of  any 
sum  now  in  the  hands  of  any  person  heretofore  employed  for  such  pur- 
poses. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
be  empowered  to  relinquish  and  pay  all  reservations  of  the  ten  per  cen- 
tum upon  deliveries  made  under  all  contracts  with  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, where  these  reservations  have  arisen  and  the  contracts  been  after- 
wards extended,  or  where  the  contracts  have  been  completed  after  the 
time  of  delivery  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Department,  or  in  all 
cases  where  the  contracts  have  been  dissolved  by  the  like  consent,  or 
been  put  an  end  to,  or  an  extension  thereof  been  prevented  by  (^ra- 
tion of  law,  where  no  injury  has  been  sustained  by  the  public  service : 
Presided,  That  this  section  shall  not  extend  or  apply  to  any  case  where 
the  reservations  shall  have  been  made  on  contracts  which  have  been 
expired  more  than  five  years  before  the  first  day  of  January  last. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  for  the  conunencement 
of  fortifications  on  the  Florida  reef,  including  Key  West,  and  the  Dry 
Tortugas,  at  such  positions  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President,  may  be 
best  adapted  for  the  command  of  the  straits  of  Florida,  and  the 
general  defence  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexica

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  ike 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  foUowing 
sums  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  aj^ropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  com- 
meneing  on  the  fiirst  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  and 
ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  the  current  and  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Indian  department,  aiKl  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with  the  various 
Indian  tribes,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated. 

For  the  current  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  Indian  department, 
viz:

That  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States  for  the  district 
of  North  Carolina  shall  he  held  at  Raleigh  on  the  Monday  preceding 
the  first  Monday  in  December,  and  after  Uie  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-five  on  the  second  Monday  in  March.  That  the  spring  term  of 
said  court  shall  be  held  in  and  for  the  district  of  South  Carolina  at 
Charleston,  on  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  fourth  Monday  in  March, 
after  the  ensuing  term  shall  have  been  held  at  the  time  now  appointed 
by  law.  That  the  spring  term  of  said  court  shall  be  held  in  [and]  for  the 
district  of  Georgia  at  Savannah,  on  the  second  Monday  in  April  after 
the  ensuing  term  shall  have  been  held  at  the  time  now  appointed  by 
law.  That  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  southern  dis- 
trict of  Alabama,  shall  commence  its  spring  term  at  Mobile,  on  the 
second  Monday  of  April  in  each  and  every  year  after  the  ensuing  spring 
term  of  said  court  shall  have  been  held  at  the  time  now  appointed  by 
law.  And  the  circuit  court  for  the  district  of  Louisiana  shall  commence 
its  spring  term  at  New  Orleans  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  April  in  each 
and  every  year,  after  the  ensuing  spring  term  of  said  court  shall  have 
been  held  at  the  time  now  appointed  by  law.  And  all  actions,  suits, 
appeals,  recognizances,  pr9cesses,  writs  and  proceedings  whatever,  pend- 
ing, or  which  may  be  pending  in  said  courts,  or  returnable  thereto,  shall 
have  day  therein,  and  be  heard,  tried,  proceeded  with,  and  decided,  in 
like  manner  as  if  the  time  of  holding  said  courts  or  sessions  had  not 
been  hereby  altered.

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Chap.  XLL — An  Act  renewing  certain  naval  pensions  for  the  term  of  fine  years. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  pensions 
for  the  period  of  five  years,  which  have  been  heretofore  granted  out  of 
the  naval  pension  fund,  to  the  widows  of  officers,  seamen,  and  marines, 
who  have  been  killed  or  died  by  reason  of  a  wound  received  in  the  line 
of  their  duty,  or  who  have  died  by  reason  of  disease  contracted,  or  of 
a  casualty,  by  drowning  or  otherwise,  or  of  injury  received  while  in  the 
line  of  their  duty,  and  which  pensions  have  ceased  in  consequence  of 
the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  they  were  originally  granted,  or 
for  which  they  were  subsequently  renewed,  shall  be  continued  for  an- 
other period  of  five  years,  to  such  of  the  said  widows  as  have  remained 
unmarried ;  to  commence  from  the  day  on  which  such  pensions,  respec- 
tively, terminated ;  and  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated :  Provided,  That  every  pension  hereby  re- 
newed shall  cease  on  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  the  widow  to  whom 
the  same  is  hereby  wanted.

Chap.  XLII.— %^n  Act  to  grant  certain  lands  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  better  to 
enable  the  said  State  to  extend  and  eoTnplete  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal  from 
Terre  Haute  to  the  Ohio  river. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  be,  and 
hereby  is,  granted  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
said  State  in  extending  and  completing  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal  from 
Terre  Haute,  in  the  county  of  Vigo,  in  said  State,  to  the  Ohio  river,  at 
Evansville,  in  said  State,  as  the  course  thereof  has  been  established  and 
surveyed  by  the  authority  of  said  State,  one  moiety  of  the  public  lands, 
(remaining  unsold,  and  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  encumbered  or  ap- 
propriated,) in  a  strip  five  miles  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  canal ;  to 
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be  selected  by  an  agent  or  agents  to  be  ^)|KMBAed  by  the  Qoftmar  of 
said  State,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States ;  reserving  to  the  United  States  each  alternate  Bdcucn, 
(or  other  proper  subdivision  of  said  land,)  ^omotte  end  of  said  eaaal  to 
the  other ;  and  before  the  selection,  to  be  made  as  aforesaid  by  sacli 
agent  or  agents,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  and  perleoted,  a 
chart  or  charts,  showing  the  courses  and  distances  and  points  of  termi- 
nation of  said  canal,  shall  be  reported,  or  caused  to  be  reported  by  tiie 
Governor  of  Indiana,  or  by  some  person  or  pers<Mis  by  him  appointed  to 
the  Commissiooer  of  the  General  Land  Office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  for  the  puqK)se  hereinbe- 
£ore  mentioned,  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  granted  to  the  said  State,  in 
addition  to  the  grant  hereinbefore  provided  for,  one  iBoiety  of  all  the 
other  lands  in  the  Vincennes  land  district,  in  said  State,  and  which  re- 
main, as  aforesaid,  unsold,  and  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  encumbered 
or  appropriated,  to  be  selected  under  the  authority  and  by  the  direction 
of  the  Governor  of  said  State :  Provided,  That,  in  the  sdection  of  the 
lands  by  this  se<^tion  provided  for,  no  lands  shall  be  comprehended 
which,  in  and  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  are  (in  alternate  sectioBs 
or  other  proper  subdivisions)  directed  to  be  reserved  as  aforesaid ;  and 
the  lands  so  sdected  shall  be  reported,  or  caused  to  be  r^orted,  by  the 
Governor  of  said  State,  to  the  register  of  the  land  office  at  ViBoennes, 
before  such  selection  shall  be  deemed  to  be  made  and  completed. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  lands,  by  the  first 
and  second  sections^ of  this  act  granted  as  aforesaid,  shaU,  alter  the 
selections  thereof  shall  have  been  made  and  completed  as  aforesaid,  be 
subject  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  General  Assembly  of  said  State,  f<Mr  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  and  no  other ;  and  the  Presid^  shall  direct  the  for- 
ther  sales  of  the  public  lands,  in  the  Vincennes  land  district  aforesaid, 
to  be  suspended  until  the  Governor  of  said  State  shall  have  caused  the 
selections  aforesaid  to  be  made  and  perfected  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  have 
notified  tlie  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  thereof:  Provided,  That  such 
suspension  shall  not  continue  longer  than  twelve  months  from  and  after 
the  passing  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  canal  when  com- 
pleted, shall  be  and  forever  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  use  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  free  firom  any  toll  or  other  charge 
whatever,  for  any  property  of  the  United  States,  or  persons  in  their  ser^ 
vice,  passing  through  or  along  the  same;  and  shall  be  o<Mn{deted  within 
fifteen  years  firom  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  or  the  State  shall  be 
holden  to  pay  to  the  United  States  the  amount  of  the  price  or  prices  for 
which  any  and  all  of  said  land  which  may  have  been  disposed  of  by  said 
State  may  have  sold ;  and  such  of  said  lands  as  may  not  have  been  thus 
disposed  of  shall,  from  and  after  said  fifteen  years,  if  said  canal  should 
not  then  have  been  completed,  revert  to  and  again  become  the  property 
of  the  United  States :  Provided  always,  That  it  shall  not  be  competent 
for  the  said  General  Assembly  to  dispose  of  said  lands,  or  any  of  them, 
at  a  price  lower  than,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  the  minimum  price 
of  other  public  lands.

Chap.  XLIII. — An  Jet  to  reduce  the  rates  of  pottage,  to  Umit  the  iue  amd  < 
the  abuse  rf  the  franking  privilege,  and  for  the  prevention  of  frauds  o»  the  rcu- 
nues  of  the  Post  Office  Department, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  rf  Represeniativea  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That,  from  aiMl  after  the  firit 
day  of  July  next,  members  of  Congress  and  delegates  from  Territories^ 
may  receive  letters,  not  exceeding  two  ounces  in  weight,  free  of  poBl- 
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Bgt,  doriiif  the  reoese  of  CoDgresB,  myMtt^  to  the  oontrary  in  this  act 
notwithstanding ;  and  the  same  fhaiking  pnviJege  which  is  granted  by 
this  act  to  the  members  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress,  is  hereby  ex- 
tended to  the  Vice  President  of  the  United  States ;  and  in  lien  of  the 
rates  of  postage  now  establislied  by  law,  there  shall  be  charged  the  fol- 
lowing rates,  tiz  :  For  every  single  letter,  in  mannscript,  or  paper  of 
asy  kind  by  or  upon  which  information  shaH  be  asked  for  or  communi- 
cated in  writing,  or  by  mai^s  and  signs,  conveyed  in  the  mail,  for  any 
distance  under  three  hundred  miles,  five  cents ;  and  for  any  distance 
over  three  hundred  miles,  ten  cents :  and  for  a  double  lettc^r  there  shall 
be  charged  double  these  rates ;  and  for  a  treble  letter,  treble  these  rates ; 
and  for  a  quadruple  letter,  quadruple  these  rates ;  and  every  letter  or 
parcel  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight  shall  be  deemed  a  single 
letter,  and  every  additional  weight  of  half  an  ounce,  or  additional  weight 
of  less  than  half  an  ounce,  shall  be  charged  with  an  additional  sin^e 
postage.  And  all  drop  letters,  or  letters  ^aoed  in  any  post  office,  not 
for  transmission  by  mail,  but  for  delivery  only,  shall  be  charged  with 
postage  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  each.  And  all  letters  which  shall  here- 
after be  advertised  as  remaining  over  in  any  post  office  shall,  when  de- 
livered out,  be  charged  with  the  costs  of  advertising  the  same  in  addition 
to  the  regular  postage,  both  to  be  accounted  for  as  other  postages  now 
are. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  fiiriher  enacted^  That  all  newspapers  of  no  greater 
size  or  superficies  than  nineteen  hundred  square  inches  may  be  trans- 
mitted through  the  mail  by  the  editors  or  publishers  thereof,  to  all  sub- 
scribers or  other  persons  within  thirty  miles  of  the  city,  town,  or  other 
place  in  which  the  paper  is  or  may  be  printed,  fi^ee  of  any  charge  for 
postage  whatever ;  and  all  newspapers  of  and  under  the  size  aforesaid, 
which  shall  be  conveyed  in  the  mail  any  distance  beyond  thirty  miles 
from  the  place  at  which  the  same  may  be  printed,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  rates  of  postage  chargeable  upon  the  same  under  the  thirtieth  sec- 
tion of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  the  third  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-five,  entitled  "An  act  to  reduce  into  one  the 
several  acts  for  establishing  and  regulating  the  Post  Office  Department ;" 
and  upon  all  newspapers  of  greater  size  or  superficial  extent  than  nine- 
teen hundred  square  inches,  there  shall  be  charged  and  cdlected  the 
same  rates  of  postage  as  are  prescribed  by  this  act  to  be  charged  on 
magazines  and  pamphlets. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  printed  or  lithographed 
circulars  and  handbills  or  advertisements,  printed  or  lithographed  on 
quarto  post  or  single  cap  paper,  or  paper  not  larger  than  single  cap, 
fdded,  directed,  and  unsealed,  shall  be  charged  with  postage  at  the  rate 
of  two  cents  for  each  sheet,  and  no  more,  wnatever  be  the  distance  the 
same  may  be  sent ;  and  all  pamphlets,  magazines,  periodicals,  and  every 
other  kind  and  description  of  printed  or  other  matter,  (except  newspa- 
pers,) which  shall  be  unconnected  with  any  manuscript  communication 
whatever,  and  which  it  is  or  may  be  lawfiil  to  transmit  by  the  mail  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  charged  with  postage  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a 
half  cents  for  each  copy  sent,  of  no  greater  weight  than  one  ounce,  and 
one  cent  additional  shall  be  charged  for  each  additional  ounce  of  the 
weight  of  every  such  pamphlet,  magazine,  matter,  or  thing,  which  may 
be  transmitted  through  the  mail,  whatever  be  the  distance,  the  same 
may  be  transported ;  and  any  firactional  excess  of  not  less  than  one-half 
of  an  ounce,  in  the  weight  of  any  such  matter  or  thing,  above  one  or 
more  ounces,  shall  be  charged  for  as  if  said  excess  amounted  to  a  full 
ounce. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Postmaster  General  be 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  upon  all  mail  routes  over  or  upon  which 
^  amount  of  matter  usually  transported,  or  which  may  be  offered  or 
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deposited  in  the  poet  office  or  post  offices  fyr  traiiq;KNrtati<»iy  is  or  maj 
become  so  great  as  to  threaten  materially  to  retard  the  progress  or  en- 
danger the  security  of  the  letter  mail,  or  to  cause  any  considerable  aug- 
mentation of  the  cost  of  transporting  the  whole  mail  at  the  present  rate 
of  speed,  to  proTide  for  the  separate  and  more  secure  conveyance  oi  the 
letter  mail,  at  a  speed  at  least  equal  to  that  at  which  the  mail  is  now 
transported  over  such  route,  taking  care  to  allow  in  no  case  of  any 
greater  delay,  in  the  transp<N:tation  of  the  other  matters  and  things  to 
be  transported  in  the  mail  on  any  such  route,  than  may  appear  to  be 
absolutely  necessary,  regard  beinff  had  to  the  cost  of  expediting  its 
transportation,  and  the  means  at  nis  disposal  or  under  his  control  for 
effecting  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  twenty-seyeuth  section 
of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  ''An  act  to  reduce  into  one  the  several 
acts  for  establishing  and  regulating  the  Post  Office  Department,"  ap- 
proved and  signed  the  thira  day  of  March,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-five,  and  all  other  acts,  and  parts  of  acts 
granting  and  conferring  upon  any  person  whatsoever  the  right  or  pri- 
vilege to  receive  and  transmit  through  the  mail,  firee  of  postage,  letters, 
packets,  newspapers,  periodicals,  or  other  matters,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  utterly  abrogated,  and  repealed.     * 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  all  officers  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  hereto- 
fore having  the  franking  privilege,  shall  be  authorized  and  required  to 
keep  an  account  of  all  postage  charged  to  and  payable  by  them,  re- 
spectively, upon  letters,  packages,  or  other  matters  received  through  the 
mail,  touching  the  duties  or  business  of  their  req>ective  offices;  and 
said  accounts  for  postage,  upon  being  duly  verified  by  said  officers,  re- 
spectively, shall  be  allowed  and  paid  quarter  yearly,  out  of  the  contin- 
gent fund  of  the  bureau  or  department  to  which  the  officers  aforesaid 
may  respectively  belong  or  be  attached.  And  the  three  Assistant  Post- 
masters General  shall  be  entitled  to  have  remitted  by  the  postmaster  in 
Washington  all  postage  charged  upon  letters,  packages,  or  other  matter, 
received  by  them,  respectively,  through  the  mail,  touching  the  business 
of  the  Post  Office  Department,  or  the  particular  branch  of  that  business 
committed  to  them,  respectively ;  and  each  of  the  said  Assistant  Post- 
masters General  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  transmit  through 
the  mail,  free  of  postage,  any  letters,  packages,  or  other  matters  re- 
lating exclusively  to  his  official  duties,  or  to  the  business  of  the  Post 
Office  Department ;  but  he  shall,  in  every  such  case,  endorse  on  the 
back  of  the  letter  or  package  so  to  be  sent  fir««  of  postage,  over  his  own 
signature,  the  words  '<  official  business."  And  for  any  such  endorse- 
ment falsely  made,  the  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  three 
hundred  dollars.  And  the  several  deputy  postmasters  throughout  the 
United  States  shall  be  authorized  to  charge,  and  have  allowed  to  them 
in  the  settlement  of  their  accounts  with  the  Post  Office  Dq>artment  all 
postage  which  they  may  have  paid  or  had  charged  to  them,  req>ectively, 
for  letters,  packages,  or  other  matters,  received  by  them  on  the  business 
of  their  respective  offices  or  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  upon  a  veri- 
fication on  oath  of  their  accounts  for  the  same,  and  the  transmission  of 
the  charged  letters  as  vouchers ;  and  the  said  several  deputy  postmas- 
ters shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  to  send  through  the  mail,  free 
of  postage,  all  letters,  and  packages,  which  it  may  be  their  duty,  or  they 
may  have  occasion,  to  transmit  to  any  person  or  place,  and  which  shaU 
relate  exclusively  to  the  business  of  their  respective  offices,  or  to  the 
business  of  the  Post  Office  Department ;  but  in  every  such  case,  the 
deputy  postmaster  sending  any  such  letter  or  package  shall  endorse 
thereon,  over  his  own  signature,  the  words  ''  Post  Office  business."  And 
for  any  and  every  such  endorsement  falsely  made,  the  person  making 
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the  same  shall  forfeit  and  pay  three  hundred  ddlars.  And  when  the 
commissions  of  any  postmaster  amount  to  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
per  annum,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Postmaster  General  to  increase  the 
rate  of  his  commissions,  provided  that  they  do  not  exceed  fifty  per  cent 
on  letter  postage  accruing  at  such  office,  and  the  Postmaster  General  is 
hereby  required  to  cause  accounts  to  be  kept  of  the  postage  that  would 
be  chargeable  at  the  rates  prescribed  in  this  act  upon  all  matter  passing 
free  through  the  mail  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  the 
sums  thus  chargeable  shall  be  paid  to  the  Post  Office  Department  from 
the  contingent  funds  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  and  of  the  other 
Departments  of  the  Government  for  which  such  mail  service  may  have 
been  performed,  and  where  there  is  no  such  fund,  that  they  be  paid  out 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  act  of  Congress  en- 
titled "  An  act  authorizing  the  Governors  of  the  several  States  to  trans-^ 
mit  by  mail  certain  books  and  documents,"  approved  June  the  thirtieth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  shall  remain  and  continue 
in  full  force,  any  thing  hereinbefore  to  the  contrary  notwithstandinff ; 
and  the  Members  of  Congress,  the  Delegates  from  Territories,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representap 
tives,  shall  be,  and  they  ar^  hereby,  authorized  to  transmit,  free  of 
postage,  to  any  post  office  within  the  United  States,  or  the  Territories 
thereof,  any  documents  which  have  been  or  may  be  printed  by  order  of 
either  House  of  Congress,  any  thing  in  this  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

Sec.  S.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  each  member  of  the  Senate, 
each  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  each  Delegate  from 
a  Territory  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  may,  during  each  session  of 
Congress,  and  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  before  the  commencement  and 
thirty  days  after  the  end  of  each  and  every  session  of  Congress,  send 
and  receive  through  the  mail,  free  of  postage,  any  letter,  newspaper,  or 
packet,  not  exceeding  two  ounces  in  weight ;  and  all  postage  charged 
upon  any  letters,  packages,  petitions,  memorials,  or  other  matters  or 
things,  received  during  any  session  of  Congress,  by  any  Senator,  Mem- 
ber or  Delegate  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  touching  his  official 
or  legislative  duties,  by  reason  of  any  excess  of  weight,  above  two 
ounces,  of  the  matter  or  thing  so  received,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  con- 
tingent fund  of  the  House  of  which  the  person  receiving  the  sam^  may 
be  a  member.  And  they  shall  have  the  right  to  frank  written  letters 
from  themselves  during  the  whole  year,  as  now  authorized  by  law. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  person  or  persons  to  establish  any  private  express  or  expresses  for 
the  conveyance,  nor  in  any  manner  to  cause  to  be  conveyed,  or  provide 
for  the  conveyance  or  transportation  by  regular  trips,  or  at  stated  periods 
or  intervals,  from  one  city,  town,  or  otiier  place,  to  any  other  city,  town, 
or  place  in  the  United  States,  between  and  from  and  to  which  cities, 
towns,  or  other  places  the  United  States  mail  is  regularly  transported, 
under  the  authority  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  of  any  letters, 
packets,  or  packages  of  letters,  or  other  matter  properly  transmittable 
in  the  United  States  mail,  e^^cept  newspapers,  pamphlets,  magazines  and 
periodicals ;  and  each  and  every  person  offending  against  this  provision, 
or  aiding  and  assisting  therein,  or  acting  as  such  private  express,  shall, 
for  each  time  any  letter  or  letters,  packet  or  packages,  or  other  matter 
prq)er]y  transmittable  by  mail,  except  newspapers,  pamphlets,  magazines, 
periodicals,  shall  or  may  be,  by  him,  her,  or  them,  or  through  his,  her, 
or  their  means  or  instrumentality,  in  whole  or  in  part,  conveyed  <» 
transported,  contrary  to  the  true  intent,  spirit,  and  meaning  of  this  sec- 
tion, forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
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Skc.  10.  And  be  it  Jkrtker  macUd,  Thai  h  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
fltage-coaeh,  railroad  car,  eteamboat,  packet  boat,  or  other  Tehicle  or 
ye^,  nor  any  of  the  owners,  managers,  servants,  or  crews  of  either, 
which  regularly  performs  trips  at  stated  periods  on  a  post  route,  or  be- 
tween two  or  more  cities,  towns,  or  other  places,  from  one  to  the  other 
of  which  the  United  States  mail  is  regularly  conveyed  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  Post  Office  Department,  to  tranqM>rt  or  convey,  otherwise 
than  in  the  mail^  any  letter  or  letters,  packet  or  packages  of  letters,  or 
other  mailable  matter  whatsoever,  except  such  as  may  have  relation  to 
some  part  of  the  cargo  of  such  steamboat,  packet  boat,  or  other  vessel, 
or  to  some  article  at  the  same  time  conveyed  by  the  same  stage-coach, 
railroad  car,  or  other  vehicle,  and  excepting  also,  newspapers,  pamphlets, 
magazines,  and  periodicals ;  and  fi^  every  such  offence,  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  stage-coach,  railroad  car,  steamboat,  packet  boat,  or 
ether  vehicle  or  vessel,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars ;  and  the  driver,  captain,  conductor,  or  person  having  charge 
of  any  such  stage-coach,  railroad  car,  steamboat^  packet  boat,  or 
other  vehicle  or  vessel,  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  any  such 
oflence,  and  who  shall  not  at  that  time  be  the  owner  thereof^  in  whole 
nor  in  part,  shall,  in  Vke  manner,  forfeit  and  pay,  in  every  such  ease  of 
ofieoce,  the  sum  of  fifty  d<dlara.  * 

Sbc.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  owner  or  owners  of 
every  stage-coach,  railroad  car,  steamboat,  or  other  vehicle  or  vessel, 
which  shall,  with  the  knowledge  of  any  owner  or  owners,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  or  with  the  knowledge  or  connivance  of  the  driver,  conductor, 
captain,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  any  such  stage-coach,  railroad 
car,  steamboat,  or  other  vessd  or  vehicle,  convey  or  transport  any  per- 
son or  persons  acting  or  employed  as  a  private  express  for  the  convey- 
ance of  letters,  packets,  or  packages  of  letters,  or  other  mailable  matter, 
and  actually  in  possession  of  such  mailable  matter,  for  the  purpose  of 
transportation,  contrary  to  the  spirit,  true  intent,  and  meaning  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  law,  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  fines  and  pe- 
nalties as  are  hereinbefore  provided  and  directed  in  the  case  of  persons 
acting  as  such  private  expresses,  and  of  persons  employing  the  same ; 
but  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  con- 
veyance or  transmission  of  letters,  packets,  or  packages,  or  other  mat- 
ter, to  any  part  of  the  United  States,  by  private  hands,  no  compensation 
being  tendered  or  received  therefor  in  any  way,  or  by  a  special  messen- 
ger employed  only  for  the  single  particular  occasion. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  persons  whatsoever  who 
shall,  afier  the  passage  of  this  act,  transmit  by  any  private  express,  or 
other  means  by  this  act  declared  to  be  unlawful,  any  letter  or  letters, 
package  or  packages,  or  other  mailable  matter,  excepting  newspapers, 
pamphlets,  magazines,  and  periodicals,  or  who  shall  place  or  cause  to  be 
deposited  at  any  appointed  place,  for  the  purpose  of  being  transported 
by  such  unlawful  means,  any  matter  or  thing  properly  transmittable,  by 
mail,  excepting  newspapers,  pamphlets,  magazines  and  periodicals,  or 
who  shall  deliver  any  such  matter,  excepting  newspapers,  pamphlets, 
magazines  and  periodicals  for  transmission  to  any  agent  or  agents  of 
such  unlawful  expresses,  shall,  fen:  each  and  every  olfence,  Icvfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sbc.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  nothing  in  this  act  oontnin* 
ed  shall  have  the  effect,  or  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  conveyance  or 
transportation  of  letters  by  steamboats,  as  authorized  by  the  sixth  section 
of  the  act  entitled  '*  An  act  to  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  for  esta- 
blishing and  regulating  the  Post  Office  Department,  approved  the  third 
of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five:"  Provided^ 
That  the  requirements  of  said  sixth  section  of  said  act  be  strictly  com* 
plied  with,  by  the  delivery,  within  the  time  specified  by  said  act,  of  aU 
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letters  so  conyeyed,  not  relating  to  the  cargo,  or  some  part  thereof,  to 
the  postmaster  or  other  aathorized  agent  of  the  Post  Office  Department 
at  the  port  or  place  to  which  said  letters  may  be  directed,  or  intended 
to  be  delivered  over  from  said  boat ;  and  the  postmaster  or  other  agent 
of  the  Post  Office  Department  shall  charge  and  collect  upon  all  letters 
or  other  mailable  matter,  so  delivered  to  him,  except  newspapers,  pamph- 
lets, magazines,  and  periodicals,  the  same  rates  of  postage  as  would 
have  been  charged  upon  said  letters  had  they  been  transmitted  by  mail 
from  the  port  or  place  at  which  they  were  placed  on  board  the  steam- 
boat from  which  they  were  received ;  but  it  is  hereby  expressly  provided, 
that  all  the  pains  and  penalties  provided  by  this  act,  for  any  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  shall  attach  in  every 
case  to  any  steamboat,  or  to  the  owners  and  persons  having  charge  there- 
of, the  captain  or  other  person  having  charge  of  which  shall  not,  as 
aforesaid,  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  sixth  section  of  the  said 
law  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five.  And  no  postmaster 
shall  receive,  to  be  conveyed  by  the  mail,  any  packet  which  shall  weigh 
more  than  three  pounds. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Postmaster  General 
shall  have  power,  and  he  is^hereby  authorized,  to  contract  with  the 
owners  or  commanders  of  any  steamboat  plying  upon  the  Western  or 
other  waters  of  the  United  States,  for  the  transportation  of  the  mail  for 
any  length  of  time  or  number  of  trips,  less  than  the  time  for  which  con- 
tracts for  transporting  the  mail  of  the  United  States  are  now  usually 
made  under  existing  laws,  and  without  the  previous  advertisements  now 
required  before  entering  into  such  contracts,  whenever  in  his  opinion 
the  public  interest  and  convenience  will  be  promoted  thereby :  Pr<h 
vided,  That  the  price  to  be  paid  for  such  service  shall  in  no  case  be 
greater  than  the  average  rate  paid  for  such  service  under  the  last  pre* 
ceding  or  then  existing  regular  contract  for  transporting  the  mail  upon 
the  route  he  may  so  for  a  less  time  contract  for  the  transportation  of  the 
mail  upon. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  "  mailable  matter,"  and 
**  matter  prq)erly  transmittable  by  mail,"  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
mean,  all  letters  and  newspapers,  and  all  magazines  and  pamphlets 
periodically  published,  or  which  may  be  published  in  regular  series  or 
in  successive  numbers,  under  the  same  title,  though  at  irregular  inteiv 
vals,  and  all  other  written  or  printed  matter  whereof  each  copy  or  num- 
ber shall  not  exceed  eight  ounces  in  weight,  except  bank  notes,  sent  in 
packages  or  bundles,  without  Mrritten  letters  accompanying  them ;  but 
lx>und  books,  of  any  size,  shall  not  be  held  to  be  includ^  within  the 
meaning  of  these  terms.  And  any  packet  or  packets,  of  whatever  size 
or  weight,  being  made  up  of  any  such  mailable  matter,  shall  subject  all 
persons  concerned  in  transporting  the  same  to  all  the  penalties  of  this 
law,  equally  as  if  it  or  they  were  not  so  made  up  into  a  packet  or  pack- 
ages. But  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prohibit  any  person  whatever  from  transporting,  or  causing  to  be  trans- 
ported, over  any  mail  route,  or  any  road  or  way  parallel  thereto,  any 
books,  magazines,  or  pamphlets,  or  newspapers,  not  marked,  directed, 
or  intended  for  immediate  distribution  to  subscribers  or  others,  but  in- 
tended for  sale  as  merchandise,  and  transported  in  the  usual  mode  of 
transporting  merchandise  over  the  particular  route  used,  and  sent  or 
consigned  to  some  bona  fide  dealer  or  agent  for  the  sale  thereof;  nor 
shall  any  thing  herein  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  right  of  any 
traveller  to  have  and  take  with  him  or  her,  iot  his  or  her  own  use,  any 
book,  pamphlet,  magazine  or  newspaper. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  term  "  newspaper," 
hereinbefore  used,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  defined  to  be,  any 
printed  publication,  issued  in  numbers,  consisting  of  not  more  than  two 
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sheets,  and  published  at  short  stated  intervals  of  not  more  than  one 
month,  conveying  intelligence  of  passing  events,  and  bona  fide  extras 
and  supplements  of  any  such  publication.  And  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  free  exchange  of  newspapers  be- 
tween the  publishers  thereof,  as  provided  for  under  the  twenty-ninth 
section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts 
for  establishing  and  regulating  the  Post  Office  Department,  approved 
the  third  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five." 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  pecuniary  penalties 
and  forfeitures,  incurred  under  this  act,  shall  be  one  half  for  the  use  of 
the  person  or  persons  informing  and  prosecuting  for  the  same,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  use  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Postmaster  General,  and  accounted  for  by  him  as  other  moneys  of  the 
department ;  and  all  causes  of  action  arising  under  this  act,  may  be 
sued,  and  all  offenders  against  this  act  may  be  prosecuted,  before  the 
justices  of  the  peace,  magistrates,  or  other  judicial  courts  of  the  several 
States  and  of  the  several  Territories  of  the  United  States,  they  having 
competent  jurisdiction,  by  the  laws  of  such  States  or  Territories,  to  the 
trial  of  claims  and  demands  of  as  great  value,  and  of  the  prosecutions, 
where  the  punishments  are  of  as  great  extent ;  and  such  justices,  ma- 
gistrates, or  judiciary,  shall  take  cognizance  thereof,  and  proceed  to 
judgment  and  execution,  as  in  other  cases. 

Src.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Postmaster  General  in  all  future  lettings  of  contracts  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  mail,  to  let  the  same,  in  every  case,  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
tendering  sufficient  guarantees  for  faithful  performance,  without  other 
reference  to  the  mode  of  such  transportation  than  may  be  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  due  cderity,  certainty,  and  security  of  such  transporta- 
tion ;  nor  shall  any  new  contractor  hereafter  be  required  to  purchase 
out,  or  take  at  a  valuation,  the  stock  or  vehides  of  any  previous  coo* 
tractor  for  the  same  route.  And  all  advertisements  made  under  the 
orders  of  the  Postmaster  General,  in  a  newspaper  or  newspapers,  of 
letters  uncalled  for  in  any  post  ofiice,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  paper  or 
papers,  of  the  town  or  place  where  the  office  advertising  may  be  situated, 
having  the  largest  circulation,  provided  the  editor  or  editors  of  such 
paper  or  papers  shall  agree  to  insert  the  same  for  a  price  not  greats 
than  that  now  fixed  by  law ;  and  in  case  of  question  or  dispute  as  to  the 
amount  of  the  circulation  of  any  papers,  the  editors  of  which  may  de- 
sire this  advertising,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  postmaster  to  receive 
evidence  and  decide  upon  the  fact. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  to  insure,  as  far  as  may  be 
practicable,  €in  equal  and  just  rate  of  compensation,  according  to  the 
service  performed,  among  the  several  railroad  companies  in  the  United 
States,  for  the  transportation  of  the  mail,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Post- 
master General  to  arrange  and  divide  the  railroad  routes,  including  those 
in  which  the  service  is  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  steamboats,  into 
three  classes  according  to  the  size  of  the  mails,  the  speed  with  which 
they  are  conveyed,  and  the  importance  of  the  service ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  him  to  contract  for  conveying  the  mail  with  any  such  railroad 
company,  either  with  or  without  advertising  for  such  contract :  Pro- 
vided, That,  for  the  conveyance  of  the  mail  on  any  railroad  of  the  first 
class,  he  shall  not  pay  a  higher  rate  of  compensation  than  is  now  allow- 
ed by  law;  nor  for  carrying  the  mail  on  any  railroad  of  the  second  class, 
a  greater  compensation  than  one  hundred  dollars  per  mile  per  annum; 
nor  for  carrying  the  mail  on  any  railroad  of  the  third  class,  a  greater 
compensation  than  fifty  dollars  per  mile  per  annum.  And  in  case  the 
Postmaster  General  shall  not  be  able  to  conclude  a  contract  for  carry- 
ing the  mail  on  any  of  such  railroad  routes,  at  a  compensation  not 
exceeding  the  aforesaid  maximum  rates,  or  for  what  he  may  deem  a 
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reasonable  and  fair  compenBaikm  for  the  service  to  be  performed,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  separate  the  letter  mail  from  the  residue  oif 
the  mail,  and  to  contract,  either  with  or  without  advertising,  for  con- 
veying the  letter  mail  over  such  route,  by  horse  express  or  odierwise,  at 
the  greatest  speed  that  can  reasonably  be  obtained ;  and  also  to  contract 
for  carrying  over  such  route  the  residue  of  the  mail,  in  wagons  or  other- 
wise, at  a  slower  rate  of  ^>eed :  Provided^  That  if  one-half  of  the  ser- 
vice, on  any  railroad,  is  required  to  be  performed  in  the  night  season, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Postmaster  General  to  p^y  twenty-five  per  cent 
in  addition  ta  the  aforesaid  maximum  rates  of  allowance :  And  pro^ 
vided  further f  That  if  it  shall  be  found  necessary  to  convey  over  any  rail- 
road route  more  than  two  mails  daily,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Postmaster 
General  to  pay  such  additional  compensation  as  he  may  think  just  and 
reasonable,  having  reference  to  the  service  performed  and  the  maximum 
rate  of  allowance  established  by  this  act 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  causes  of  action  arising 
under  this  act  may  be  sued,  and  all  offenders  against  this  act  may  be 
prosecuted,  before  any  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  United  States,  or 
the  District  of  Columbia,  or  of  the  Territories  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  for  the  purpose  of  guarding 
against  the  possibility  of  any  embarrassment  in  the  operations  of  the 
Post  Office  Department  consequent  upon  any  deficiency  of  the  revenues 
of  said  department  which  may  be  occasioned  by  the  reduction  of  the 
rates  of  postage  by  this  act  made,  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  to  be  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  Post  Office  Department  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  to  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the  Postmaster 
General,  to  supply  any  deficiency  in  the  regular  revenues  from  post^ 
age,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  revenues  of  said  department  are  now  by 
law  applied. 

Sec.  ^.  And  be  ii  further  enacted.  That  in  case  the  amount  of  post- 
ages collected  from  the  rates  of  postage  prescribed  by  this  act,  with  the 
annual  appropriation  from  the  treasury  of  seven  hundred  and  fifly  thou- 
sand dollars  herein  granted,  shall  prove  insufficient  to  defray  the  expense 
of  the  mail  service  throughout  the  United  States  to  an  extent  equal  to 
what  is  now  enjoyed  by  the  public,  and  also  the  expense  of  extending 
and  enlarging  the  same  in  due  proportion  with  the  increase  and  expan- 
sion of  the  population,  particularly  in  the  new  States  and  Territories, 
the  deficiency  that  may  so  arise  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  apprq)riated  :^  Provided,  That  the  amount  of 
expenditure  for  the  Post  Office  Department  shall  not  in  the  entire  aggre- 
gate, exclusive  of  salaries  of  officers,  clerks,  and  messengers,  of  the 
General  Post  Office,  and  the  contingent  fund  of  the  same,  exceed  the 
annual  amount  of  four  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  act  c<mi- 
tained  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  the  laws  heretofore  enacted,  granting 
the  franking  privilege  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  when  in 
office,  and  to  all  ex-Presidents,  and  to  the  widows  of  the  former  Presi- 
dents Madison  and  Harrison.

That  all  re-surveys  which  may  be 
ordered  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  executed  under  the  direction  of  the 
surveyor  south  of  Tennessee,  subject  to  OTders  firom  the  General  Land 
Office ;  and  all  services  which  shall  be  rendered  in  execution  of  this  act 
shall  be  audited,  charged,  and  paid  for,  as  similar  services  were  required 
to  be  by  former  laws  and  regulations  in  reference  to  similar  claims. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when,  in  any  case  it  shall 
appear  to  the  surveyor  general  that  the  survey  of  any  claim  hereby  con- 
firmed is  deficient  in  the  quantity  of  land  confirmed  to  the  claimant,  by 
a  number  of  acres  equal  to  forty  or  more,  then  the  said  surveyor  general 
shall  issue  to  the  claimant  a  warrant,  entitling  him  to  a  quantity  of  land, 
which  in  the  subdivision  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  shall 
not  exceed  in  quantity  the  number  of  acres  found  deficient  in  the  claim- 
ant's original  survey ;  which  entry  may  be  made  on  any  lands  subject  to 
entry  in  said  district 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed 
as  aiding  the  title  survey  or  location  of  any  claim,  to  the  prejudice  of 
any  other  claim  with  which  its  pretensions  and  location  may  conflict ; 
but  all  such  conflicting  rights  and  locations  shall  remain  subject  to  ex- 
isting laws :  Provided,  however,  That,  in  any  such  case  of  conflict,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  conferred  on  the  surveyor  general  by  this  act,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  him,  when  the  conflicting  claimants  may  compromise, 
by  the  relinquishment  of  one  of  the  claimants  of  his  entire  location,  or 
so  much  of  it  as  conflicts  with  the  location  of  another  claim,  to  grant  a 
warrant  to  the  relinquishing  claimant,  which  shall  entitle  him  to  enter 
an  equal  quantity  with  the  land  relinquished  of  any  land  subject  to  entry 
in  the  district  of  the  land  surrendered. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  all  confirmation  and  evidence 
of  title  which  shall  be  made  or  issued  in  the  name  of  the  original  claim- 
ant or  confirmee,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  inure  to  the  use  and  benefit 
of  those  who  may  be  jointly  or  severally  entitled  to  the  lands  in  the 
several  claims  referred  to,  either  by  descent  or  purchase,  as  if  such  per- 
sons were  specially  named  therein.

For  commutation  of  forage  for  officers'  horses,  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two  dollars ; 

For  clothing  for  their  servants,  four  hundred  and  twenty  doUars; 

For  repairs  and  improvements,  fuel  and  apparatus,  forage  of  puUic 
horses  and  oxen,  stationery,  printing  and  other  incidental  and  contin- 
gent expenses,  twenty-two  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  building  of  barracks  for  cadets,  thirty  thousand  dollars :  PrO' 
vided,  That  this  appropriation,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  one 
heretofore  made  for  this  object,  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  com- 
pletion of  that  portion  of  the  barracks  which  is  designed  to  accommo- 
date the  cadets  usually  quartered  in  the  "  old  south  barracks." 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
June,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  the  pay  of  a  cadet  shall  be  twen- 
ty-four dollars  per  month,  in  lieu  of  the  present  pay  and  emoluments.

Whereas,  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa  did,  on  the  seventh  day 
of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  by  a  convention  of  dele- 
gates called  and  assembled  for  that  purpose,  form  for  themselves  a 
constitution  and  State  government ;  and  whereas,  the  people  of  the 
Territory  of  Florida  did,  in  like  manner,  by  their  delegates,  on  the 
eleventh  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  form  for 
themselves  a  constitution  and  State  government,  both  of  which  said 
constitutions  are  republican ;  and  said  conventions  having  asked  the 
admission  of  their  respective  Territories  into  the  Union  as  States,  on 
equal  footing  with  the  original  States : 

Be  it  enact^  by  tke  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  tke  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  States  of  Iowa  and 
Florida  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  to  be  States  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  are  hereby  admitted  into  the  Union  on  equal 
footing  with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  whatsoever. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  shall  be  the 
boundaries  of  the  said  State  of  Iowa,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Des  Moines  river,  at  the  middle  of  the  Mississippi,  thence  by  the 
middle  of  the  channel  of  that  river  to  a  parallel  of  latitude  passing 
through  the  mouth  of  the  Mankato,  or  Blue-Earth  river,  thence  west 
along  the  said  parallel  of  latitude  to  a  point  where  it  is  intersected  by  a 
meridian  line,  seventeen  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  west  of  the  meridian 
of  Washington  city,  thence  due  south  to  the  northern  boundary  line  of 
the  State  of  Missouri,  thence  eastwardly  following  that  boundary  to  the

Sbc.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  State  ollowa  shall 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  on  the  river  Mississippi,  and  every  other 
river  bordering  on  the  said  State  of  Iowa,  so  far  as  the  said  rivers  shall 
form  a  common  boundary  to  said  State,  and  any  other  State  or  States 
now  or  hereafter  to  he  formed  or  bounded  by  the  same :  Such  rivers  to 
be  common  to  both :  And  that  the  said  river  Mississippi,  and  the  navi- 
gable waters  leading  into  the  same,  shall  be  common  highways,  and  for- 
ever free  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  State,  as  to  all  other  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  without  any  tax,  duty,  impost,  or  toll  therefor,  im- 
posed by  the  said  State  of  Iowa. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  is  made  and  declared  to 
be  a  fundamental  condition  of  the  admission  of  said  State  of  Iowa  into 
the  Union,  that  so  much  of  this  act  as  relates  to  the  said  State  of  Iowa 
shall  be  assented  to  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  at  their  town- 
ship elections,  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  prescribed  in  the  sixth 
section  of  the  thirteenth  article  of  the  constitution  adopted  at  Iowa  city 
the  first  day  of  November,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
four,  or  by  the  legislature  of  said  State,  ^d  as  soon  as  such  assent 
shall  be  given,  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  announce  the 
same  by  proclamation ;  and  therefirom  and  without  further  proceedings 
on  the  part  of  Congress  the  admission  of  the  said  State  of  Iowa  into 
the  Union,  on  an  equal  footing  in  all  respects  whatever  with  the  original 
States,  shall  be  considered  as  complete. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  State  of  Florida  shall 
embrace  the  territories  of  East  and  West  Florida,  which  by  the  treaty 
of  amity,  settlement  and  limits  between  the  United  States  and  Spain, 
on  the  twenty-second  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen, 
were  ceded  to  the  United  States.

That  the  following 
sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  q»pr<^riated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  suj^rt  of  tl^ 
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army  for  tfae  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  of  June,  eighte^i  bun- 
dred  and  ibrty*8ix : 

For  pay  of  the  army,  one  million  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixtynsix  dollars ; 

For  commutation  of  officers'  subsistence,  four  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars ;

posts ;  of  escorts  to  paymasters ;  of  the  necessary  articles  for  the  inter- 
ment of  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers ;  hire  of  laborers ;  com- 
pensation to  clerks  to  the  officers  of  the  quartermaster's  department,  at 
posts  where  their  duties  cannot  be  performed  without  such  aid;  and 
compensation  to  agents  in  charge  of  dismantled  works,  and  to  such 
wagon  and  forage  masters  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  employ  under  the 
act  of  the  fifth  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight ;  various  ex- 
penditures necessary  to  keep  the  two  regiments  of  dragoons  and  the  four

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  rf  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  iiJlowing 
sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  construction  and  improve- 
ment of  the  following  roads  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  wit  : 

For  the  construction  and  improvement  of  the  road  from  Sheboygan, 
by  way  of  Taychudah  and  Fond  du  Lac,  to  the  Fox  river,  in  the  vicinity 
of  **  Green  lake,"  three  thousand  dollars ; 

For  repairing  the  United  States'  military  road  between  Fort  Howard 
and  Fond  du  Lac,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars ; 

For  the  improvement  of  the  road  from  Southport,  by  way  of  Geneva, 
to  the  town  of  Beloit,  five  thousand  dollars.

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Chap.  LXIX. — An  Act  to  provide  for  the  transportation  of  the  mail  between  the 
United  States  ana  foreign  counk^,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Postmaster 
General  of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  under  the 
restrictions  and  provisions  of  the  existing  laws,  to  contract  for  the  trans- 
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portation  of  the  United  States'  mail  between  any  of  the  ports  of  the 
United  States  and  a  port  or  ports  of  any  foreign  power,  whenever,  in 
his  opinion,  the  public  interest  will  thereby  be  promoted ;  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  report  to  the  next  ensuing  Congress  a  copy  of  each  of 
said  contracts,  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  postage  derived  under 
the  same,  as  far  as  the  returns  of  the  department  will  enable  him  to  do. 
And  such  contracts  may  be  made,  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Postmaster 
General  to  be  required  by  the  public  interest,  for  any  greater  period 
than  four  years,  and  not  exceeding  ten  years. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  such  contracts  shall  be 
made  with  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  the  mail  to  be  transported 
in  American  vessels,  by  American  citizens.  Each  contract  entered 
into  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  besides  the  usual  stipulations  for 
the  right  of  the  Postmaster  General  to  discontinue  the  same,  shall  con- 
tain the  further  stipulation  that  it  may,  at  any  time,  be  terminated  by 
a  joint  resdution  of  the  two  houses  of  Congress. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  rates  of  postage  to  be 
charged  and  collected  on  all  letters,  packages,  newspapers,  and  pam- 
phlets, or  other  printed  matter,  between  the  ports  of  the  United  States 
and  the  ports  of  foreign  governments  enumerated  herein,  transported  in 
the  United  States  mail  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows :  Upon  all  letters  and  packets  not  exceeding  one-half  ounce  in 
weight,  between  any  of  the  ports  of  the  United  States  and  the  ports  of 
England  or  France,  or  any  other  foreign  port  not  less  than  three  thou- 
sand miles  distant,  twenty-four  cents,  with  the  inland  postage  of  the 
United  States  added,  when  sent  through  the  United  States  mail  to  or 
from  the  post  office  at  a  port  of  the  United  States ;  upon  letters  and 
packets  over  one-half  an  ounce  in  weight,  and  not  exceeding  one  ounce, 
forty-eight  cents ;  and  for  every  additional  half  ounce  or  fraction  of  an 
ounce,  fifteen  cents ;  upon  all  letters  and  packets  not  exceeding  one- 
half  ounce,  sent  through  the  United  States  mail  between  the  ports  of 
the  United  States  and  any  of  the  West  India  islands,  or  islands  in  the 
gulf  of  Mexico,  ten  cents ;  and  twenty  cents  upon  letters  and  packets 
not  exceeding  one  ounce ;  and  five  cents  for  every  additional  half  ounce 
or  fraction  of  an  ounce ;  upon  each  newspaper,  pamphlet  and  price  cur- 
rent, sent  in  the  mail  between  the  United  States  and  any  of  the  ports 
and  places  above  enumerated,  three  cents,  with  inland  United  States 
postage  added  when  the  same  is  transported  to  or  from  said  port  of  the 
United  States  in  the  United  States  mail. 

Sec.  4.  Afid  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  to  carry  or  transport  any  letter,  packet,  newspaper,  or  printed 
circular  or  price  current,  (except  newspapers  in  use,  and  not  intended 
for  circulation  in  the  country  to  which  such  vessel  may  be  bound,)  on 
board  the  vessels  that  may  hereafter  transport  the  United  States  mail, 
as  provided  for  in  this  act ;  and  for  every  violation  of  this  provision,  a 
penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  imposed,  to  be  recovered  by 
presentment,  by  information,  or  qui  tarn  action— one  half  for  the  use  of 
the  informer,  and  the  other  half^for  the  use  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
forge  or  counterfeit,  or  shall  utter  or  use  knowingly,  any  counterfeit 
stamp  of  the  Post  Office  Department  of  the  United  States  issued  by  au- 
thority of  this  act,  or  by  any  other  act  of  Congress,  within  the  United 
States,  or  the  post  office  stamp  of  any  foreign  Government,  he  shall  be 
adjudged  guilty  of  felony,  and,  on  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  same,  shall  undergo  a  confinement  at  hard  labor  for 
any  length  of  time  not  less  than  two  years,  nor  more  than  ten,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Seo.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Postmaster  General,  or 
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the  Secretary  of  State,  be.  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  empower  the 
ooDSols  of  the  United  Stattss  to  pay  the  foreign  postage  of  such  letters, 
destined  for  the  United  States,  as  may  be  detained  at  Ute  ports  of  foreign 
countries  for  the  non-payment  of  poi^age ;  which  postage  shall  be  by  the 
consul  marked  as  paid  by  him,  and  the  amount  thereof  ^ali  be  collected 
in  the  United  States,  as  other  postace,  on  the  delivery  of  the  letters, 
and  repaid  to  said  consul,  or  credited  on  his  account  at  the  State  De- 
partment 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Postmaster  Greneral  shall, 
in  all  cases  of  offers  to  contract  for  carrying  the  mail  between  any  of  the 
ports  of  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  port  or  place,  give  the  pre- 
ference to  such  bidder  for  the  contract  as  shall  propose  to  carry  the  mail 
in  a  steam  ship  or  ships,  and  the  said  contractor  stipulating  to  deliver 
said  ship  or  ships  to  the  United  States,  or  to  their  proper  (^Bcer,  upon 
demand  made,  for  the  purpose  of  being  converted  into  a  vessel  or  veasds 
of  war;  the  United  States  beinff  bound,  on  their  part,  to  pay  to  said 
owner  or  owners  the  fair  foil  value  of  every  such  ship  or  vessel  at  the 
time  of  such  delivery ;  said  value  to  be  ascertained  by  four  a^^raisers 
to  be  appointed  two  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  two  by 
the  owner  or  owners ;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  among  said  appraisers, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  to  select  and  appoint  an  umpire,  who 
shall  foL  the  value.

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  any  imported  merchan- 
dise which  has  be^  entered,  and  the  duties  paid  or  secured  according 
to  law,  for  drawback,  may  be  exported  to  Chihuahua,  in  Mexico,  or 
Santa  Fe,  in  New  Mexico,  either  by  the  route  of  the  Arkansas  river, 
through  Van  Buren,  or  by  the  route  of  the  Red  river  through  Fulton, 
or  by  the  route  of  the  Missouri  river  through  Independence. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  merchandise  so  ex- 
ported shall  be  in  the  original  padcages  as  imported,  a  true  invoice 
whereof,  signed  by  the  exporter,  shall  be  made,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
collector,  describing  accurately  each  package  with  its  contents  and  aA 
the  marks  upon  it,  exclusive  of  the  name  of  the  exporter,  thib  place  of 
destination,  and  the  route  by  which  it  is  to  be  exported ;  all  which  shall 
be  inscribed  thereon,  upon  which  invoice  the  collector  shall  certify  that 
he  is  fully  convinced  the  same  is  true,  that  the  goods  are  in  the  original 
packages  as  imported,  that  they  are  duly  entered  for  drawback,  and  to

That  opoD  the  arriral  <^  aay 
suoh  goods  at  Santa  Fe  or  Chihuahua^  they,  with  the  invoice  and  cortir 
ftcates  aforesaid)  shall'  be  sttbraitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  Consul  of 
the  United  States,  or  snoh  agent  as  the  President  may  appoint  for  that 
pnrpoee ;  who,  if  fully  convinced  thereof,  shall,  in  such  form  as  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe,  certify  upon  said  invoice  that 
the  goods  have  arrived  there  in  the  original  packages  as  imported,  with*- 
out  change  or  alteraticn,  and  have  been  exported  from  the  United  States 
in  good  faith,  to  be  disposed  (^  and  consumed  in  a  foreign  country. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  Jvrther  enacted^  That  if  the  exporter  shall  give 
bond,  with  satis&ctory  sureties,  in  thnce  the  amount  of  duties,  that  the 
said  merchandise  by  him  exported  has  been  delivered  at  ekher  of  the 
places  aforesaid  without  the  Untied  States,  in  good  £uth,  to  be  sold  and 
consumed  there,  and  shall  also  produce  said  invoice,  with  the  regular 
certificates  thereon,  the  collector  shall  thereupon  pay  to  him  the  usual 
drawback  allowed  by  law. 

I^Bc.  6.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sory  shall  appoint  inspectors  to  reside  at  each  oi  theT  following  places  to 
wit :  Van  Buren,  FuHon,  and  Independoice,  aboveoamed,  or  such  other 
place  in  Missouri  as  the  Se^etary  of  the  Treasury  shall  designate ;  who

Sacketto  Harbor,  Oswego,  and  Ogdensburg,  in  the  District  of  Oswe- 
gatchie;  Rochester,  in  the  Distriict  of  Genesee;  Buffalo  and  Erie,  in 
the  District  of  Prequ'isle ;  Cleveland,  in  the  District  of  Cuyahoga ; 
Sandusky  and  Detroit,  together  with  such  ports  on  the  seaboard  firom 
which  merchandise  may  now  be  exported,  for  the  benefit  of  drawback, 
are  hereby  declared  ports  fix>m  whence  foreign  goods,  wares^  and  mer- 
chandise, on  which  the  import  duty  has  be^  paid,  or  secured  to  be 
paid,  may  be  exported  to  pK)rts  in  the  adjoining  British  Provinces,  and 
to  which  ports  foreign  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  may  be  transports 
ed  inland,  or  by  water  from  the  port  of  original  importation,  under  ex- 
isting provisions  of  law,  to  be  thence  exported  for  benefit  of  drawback : 
Provided,  That  such  other  ports  situated  on  the  frontiers  of  the  United

And  be  tl  further  enacted^  That  all  laws  now  in  £^ce  in  re- 
lation to  the  allowance  of  drawback  of  duties  upon  goods  imported  into 
the  United  States  and  exported  therefrom,  and  in  relation  to  the  condi- 
tions and  evidence  on  which  such  drawback  is  to  be  paid,  shall  be  ap- 
plicable to  the  drawback  allowed  by  this  act^  And,  in  addition  to  ex- 
isting provisions  on  the  subject,  to  entitle  exporters  of  goods  to  the  draw- 
back allowed  by  this  act,  they  shall  produce  to  the  cdlector  of  the  pcMt 
firom  which  such  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  were  exported,  the 
certificate,  under  seal  oi  the  collector  or  other  chief  revenue  officer  of 
the  port  to  which  the  said  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  were  exported 
in  the  said  adjcnning  provinces;  which  certificate  shall  be  endorsed  upon 
a  duplicate  or  certified  cqpy  of  the  manifest  granted  at  the  time  of  such 
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exportation,  and  shall  state  that  the  same  identical  goods  contained  in 
the  said  manifest  had  been  landed  at  sach  foreign  port,  and  duly  entered 
at  the  custom-house  tbare,  and  that  the  duties  imposed  by  the  laws  in 
force  at  such  port  upon  the  said  goods  had  been  paid,  or  secured  to  be 
paid,  in  full ;  and  the  said  exporters  shall  also  produce  the  aflMant  of 
the  master  of  the  vessel  in  which  the  said  goods  were  eiqKnrted,  that  the 
same  identical  goods  specified  in  the  manifest  granted  at  the  time  of 
such  exportation  had  been  carried  to  the  port  named  in  the  clearance 
or  manifest,  and  had  been  landed  and  entered  at  the  custom-house,  and 
that  the  duties  imposed  thereon  at  the  said  foreign  port  had  been  paid, 
or  secured  to  be  paid ;  and  that  the  goods  referred  to  in  the  certificate 
of  the  collector  or  chief  revenue  cmcer  of  such  foreign  pwt  herein 
mentioned,  were  the  same  identical  goods  desmbed  in  the  manifest 
aforesaid,  and  in  the  said  afiidavit. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enactedy  That  no  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, exported  according  to  the  provisions  of  Ma  act,  shall  be  volunta- 
rily landed  or  brought  into  the  United  States;  and  on  being  so  landed 
or  brought  into  the  United  States,  they  shaU  be  forfeited ;  and  the  same 
proceedmg  shall  be  had  for  their  condemnation,  and  the  distribution  of 
the  proceeds  of  their  sales,  as  in  other  cases  of  forfeiture  of  goods  iUe> 
gaily  imported.  And  every  person  concerned  in  the  vduntary  landing 
or  bringing  such  goods  into  the  United  States  shall  be  liable  to  a  penal^ 
of  four  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  the  amount  of  duties 
upon  any  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  imp<Hted  into  the  United 
States,  and  which  shall  be  exported  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  there  shall  be  deducted  two  and  a  half  per  centum  of  such  amount, 
which  shall  be  retained  by  the  respective  collectors  for  the  use  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  residue  only  shall  be  the  drawback  to  be  paid  to 
the  exporters  of  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandise. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury is  hereby  further  authorized  to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  he  may  deem  ne- 
cessary to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  prevent  the 
illegal  re-importation  of  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  which  shall 
have  been  exported  as  herein  provided ;  and  that  all  acts  or  parts  of 
acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  repealed.

And  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  skilful  architect  to  prepare  and  submit  to  him  the  necessary 
plans  for  a  fire-proof  building  upon  such  plan  of  arrangement  as  may 
be  ultimately  required  for  the  War  and  Navy  DqMurtments ;  and  that  he 
submit  the  same  to  Congress  at  its  next  session  with  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  erecting  such  buildings  for  its  action  and  decision.

Sess,  shall  be  applied  to  any  other  than  the  ordinary  expenditures  of 
B  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  respectively,  nor  as  extra 
allowance  to  any  clerk,  messenger,,  or  attendant  of  the  said  two  Houses^ 
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or  either  of  them,  nor  as  payment  or  compensation  to  any  clerk,  mes- 
senger, or  other  attendant  [to]  be  so  employed  by  a  resolution  of  one 
of  said  Houses,  nor  in  the  purchase  of  books  to  be  distributed  to  mem- 
bers. And  all  Congressional  printing,  executed  under  an  order  of  either 
Hdbse,  made  after  the  fourth  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five, 
shall  be  paid  for  at  prices  twenty  per  centum  less  than  those  fixed  in 
the  joint  resolution  of  the  third  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  nine^ 
teen. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted ^  That  no  part  of  any  apprc^ria- 
tion  that  may  be  made  for  the  judicial  expenses  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  paid,  or  in  any  way  allowed,  to  any  person  or  persons  who  has 
or  have  neglected,  or  who  shall  hereafter  neglect,  to  comply  with  all  and 
every  requirement  contained  in  the  one  hundred  and  sixty-seventh  para- 
graph of  the  first  section  of  the  twenty-ninth  chapter  of  the  Laws  of 
the  United  States,  entitled  <'  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  civil 
and  diplomatic  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-two,"  approved  May  eighteenth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-two. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  no  accounts  which  have  been  adjusted  by  the  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury,  shall  be  re-opened  without  authority  of  law, 
nor  shall  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  act  upon  any  account 
which  shall  not  be  presented  within  six  years  from  the  date  when  the 
claim  first  existed,  unless  the  person  having  the  claim  was  an  infant,  lu- 
natic, or  feme  covert,  and  then  within  six  years  after  the  removal  of  the 
disability :  Provided^  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  cases  where 
special  acts  have  passed,  or  shall  pass,  for  the  relief  of  individuals. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  re- 
spective heads  of  departments  to  continue  in  service,  during  the  next 
fiscal  year,  the  officers  and  persons,  and  at  the  salaries  and  compensa- 
tions authorized  in  the  act  approved  the  twenty-sixth  of  August,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled  **  An  act  legalizing  and 
making  appropriations  for  such  necessary  objects,  as  have  been  usually 
included  in  the  general  appropriation  bills,  without  authority  of  law,  and 
to  fix  and  provide  for  certain  incidental  expenses  of  the  departments  and 
offices  of  the  Government,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  also,  the  clerks 
authorized  to  be  employed  in  the  office  of  the  First  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury,  by  the  act  of  June  seventeenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-four,  entitled  "  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  civil 
and  diplomatic  expenses  of  the  Government,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
the  thirtieth  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  and  also  the  copying  clerk,  authorized  by  the  same 
act,  in  the  office  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury,  and  also,  the  clerk  in 
the  office  of  the  Second  Auditor,  by  the  same  act 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-five,  to  cause  the  number  of  clerks  in  the  General 
Land  Office  to  be  reduced  to  sixty.  And  the  excess  of  appropriations 
made  for  payment  of  salaries  in  the  General  Land  Office,  shall  be  and 
hereby  is  applied  to  the  payment  of  any  additional  clerks  that  may  be 
required  in  the  other  offices  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  sums  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  service  of  the  year  ending  the 
thirtieth  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five : 

For  compensation  to  the  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  fit>ra 
the  fourth  of  March  to  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five, 
sixteen  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents. 

For  arrearages  of  contingent  expenses  in  the  office  of  tbe  Register 
of  the  Treasury,  including  paper  printing,  ruling  and  binding  sixte^i 
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books  for  entering  collectors'  returns  of  imports  and  eiq>orts^  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

For  cases  for  the  safe-keeping  of  settled  accounts,  two  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

To  make  good  a  deficiency  (anticipated)  in  the  apprc^riation  for  the 
relief  and  protection  of  American  seamen  in  foreign  countries,  thirty 
thousand  dollars. 

To  supply  a  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  compensation  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  and  the  clerks  and  messenger  in  his 
office,  for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-five,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  mudding  duties,  erroneously  charged  by  the 
Danish  Government,  and  refunded  in  the  year  eiffhteen  hundred  and 
thirty-seven,  being  a  balance  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  agent  of  the 
Department  of  State,  and  by  him  paid  into  the  Treasury  March  tenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  four  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and 
ninety  cents. 

For  additional  compensation  to  the  district  judges  of  Missouri,  Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  under  the  prorisions  of  the 
first  section  of  the  act  of  seventeenth  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
four,  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  sixty-seven 
cents. 

To  make  good  a  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  stationery,  fiiel, 
printing,  and  all  other  contingent  expenses  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, fifty  thousand  dollars,  out  of  which  shall  be  paid  to  William  L. 
Goggin  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars,  his  pay  and 
mileage  as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  while  ccmtesting 
the  seat  of  Thomas  W.  Gilmer  of  Virginia,  the  same  being  at  the  rate 
of  eight  dollars  per  day  from  the  seventh  day  of  December,  eighteen 
hundred  ahd  forty-three,  to  the  seventeenth  day  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-four  inclusive. 

To  supply  a  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  Senate,  seventy  thousand  dollars. 

To  defray  arrearages  of  expenses  of  the  commission  appointed  to 
mark  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  Texas,  ninety- 
four  dollars  and  sixty  cents. 

For  paying  the  April  and  July  instalments  of  the  Mexican  indemni- 
ties due  in  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars :  Promdedj  It  shall  be  ascertained  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  American  Government,  that  said  instalments  have 
been  paid  by  the  Mexican  Government  to  the  agent  appointed  by  the 
United  States  to  receive  the  same  in  such  manner  as  to  discharge  all 
claim  on  the  Mexican  Government,  and  said  agent  to  be  a  delinquent  in 
remitting  the  money  to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  §.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  the  amount  of  postages  which  may  be  charffe- 
able  to  any  of  the  Executive  Departments  or  the  Bureaus  thereof,  under 
the  provisions  of  an  act  passed  the  present  session  of  Congress,  entitled 
*'  An  act  to  reduce  the  rates  of  postage,  to  limit  the  use  and  correct  the 
abuse  of  the  franking  privilege,  and  for  the  prevention  of  frauds  on  the 
revenues  of  the  Poet  Office  Department,"  the  accounts  for  the  same 
being  first  audited  and  allowed  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Treasury 
Department ;  the  amount  thereof  to  be  reported  to  Congress  at  the  next 
session.

tribes ;  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  ap 
propriated.

terest on  the  principal  sum  due  said  bank  from  the  first  day  of  February 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
twelve  thousand  five  hundred  ddlars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary :  Provided,  That  of  the  scrip  which  has  been  awarded,  or 
which  shall  be  awarded,  to  Choctaw  Indians  under  the  provisions  of  the 
law  of  twenty-third  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two, 
that  portion  thereof,  not  deliverable  East,  by  the  third  section  of  said 
law,  in  these  words  '*  not  more  than  one  half  of  which  shall  be  delivered 
to  said  Indian  until  af^r  his  removal  to  the  Choctaw  territory,  west  of  the 
Mississippi  river,"  shall  not  be  issued  or  delivered  in  the  West,  but  the 
amounts  awarded  for  land  on  which  they  resided,  but  which  it  is  im- 
possible for  the  United  States  now  to  give  them^  shall  carry  an  interest 
of  five  per  cent.,  which  the  United  States  will  pay  annually  to  the  re- 
servees  under  the  treaty  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  re- 
spectively, or  to  their  heirs  and  legal  representatives,  forever,  estimating 
the  land  to  which  they  may  be  entitled,  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  acre :  Provided,  further.  That  so  much  of  the  law  of  twenty- 
third  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  as  is  incoib- 
sistent  herewith,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  appreciated  under  the  act  entitled  ''  An  act  making  appropria- 
tions for  the  current  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  Indian  D^artraent, 
and  for  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with  the  various  Indian  tribes,  for 
the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-five,"  and  approved  seventeenth  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-four,  for  pajrment  to  the  Senecas  of  a  permanent  annuity,  sti- 
pulated in  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of  twenty-ninth  September, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  four  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  be  carried  to  the  surplus  fund,  being  that  amount  appropriated 
more  than  was  necessary  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  said  treaty  stipulation. 

Sbc.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be 
directed  to  settle  and  pay  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  partition  of  the 
lands  of  the  Stockbridge  Indians  under  the  act  of  the  third  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  upon  the  same  principle  that  the 
expenses  of  the  partition  of  the  lands  of  the  Brotherton  Indians  were 
made  under  the  act  of  the  third  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine,  to  be  paid  oat  of  any  money  in  the  Treasuf  y  not  otherwise  appro 
priated.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repretentativee  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  in  consideralioQ 
of  the  concessions  made  by  the  State  of  Florida  in  respect  to  the  public 
lands,  there  be  granted  to  the  said  State  eight  entire  sections  of  land 
for  the  purpose  of  fixing  their  seat  of  Government ;  also,  section  number 
sixteen  in  every  township,  or  other  lands  equivalent  thereto,  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  such  township,  for  the  support  of  puUic  schools ; 
also,  two  entire  townships  of  land,  in  addition  to  the  two  townships 
already  reserved,  for  the  use  of  two  seminaries  of  learning — one  to  be 
located  east,  and  the  other  west  of  the  Suwannee  river ;  also,  live  per 
centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lands  within  said  State,  which 
shall  be  hereafter  sold  by  Congress,  after  deducting  all  expenses  inci- 
dent to  the  same ;  and  which  said  net  proceeds  shall  be  applied  by  said 
State  for  the  purposes  of  education. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  which  are  not  locally  inapplicable,  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
eflfoct  within  the  said  State  of  Florida,  as  elsewhere  within  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^Th^  the  said  State  shall  ccMnpose 
one  district,  to  be  called  the  district  of  Florida.  And  a  district  court 
shall  be  held  in  said  district,  to  consist  of  one  judge  who  shall  reside 
within  the  district  to  which  he  is  appointed,  and  be  called  a  district

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  which  are  not  locally  inapplicable,  ahaU  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  within  the  State  of  Iowa  as  elsewhere  within  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  State  shall  be  one 
district,  and  be  called  the  district  of  Iowa ;  and  a  district  court  shall  be 
held  therein,  to  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  reside  in  the  said  dis- 
trict, and  be  called  a  district  judge.

that  no  tax  shall  be  imposed  on  lands  the  property  of  the  United  States; 
and  that  in  no  case  shall  non-resident  proprietors  be  taxed  higher  than 
residents ;  and  that  the  bounty  lands  granted,  or  hereafter  to  be  granted, 
for  military  services  during  the  late  war,  shall,  while  they  continue  to 
be  held  by  the  patentees  or  their  heirs,  remain  exempt  from  any  tax  laid 
by  order  or  under  the  authority  of  the  State,  whether  for  State,  county, 
township,  or  any  other  purpose,  for  the  term  of  three  years  firom  and  after 
the  date  of  the  patents,  respectively.

To  R.  P.  Anderson  for  printing  and  binding  for  the  Navy  D^art^ 
ment,  by  contract,  thirteen  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  naval  constructors  may  be 
required  to  perform  dutv  at  any  navy-yard  or  other  station ;  and,  whea 
so  ordered,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  allowaqce  for  travel  which  is 
made  to  officers  of  the  navy. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  proviso  to 
the  act  of  third  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  entitled  "A» 
act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the  half-calendar 
year,  beginning  the  first  of  January,  and  ending  the  thirtieth  day  of 
June,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  for  the  fiscal  year,  bc^n- 
ning  the  first  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  ending  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June,  ei^teen  himdred  and  forty-four,"  as  requires  that 
provisions,  and  all  other  materials  of  every  name  and  nature,  for  the  use 
of  the  navy,  to  be  furnished  by  contract,  with  the  lowest  bidder,  after 
advertisement,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  far  modified  tJiat  it 
shall  not  apply  to  ordnance,  gunpowder,  medicines,  or  the  supplies  which 
it  may  be  necessary  to  purchase  out  of  the  United  States,  for  vessels  oo 
foreign  stations. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  raore  than  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  passed  midshipmen,  and  those  senior  in  rank, 
shall  at  the  same  time  receive  the  pay  fixed  by  law  for  that  class  of 
officers. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  midshipmen  shall  hereafter 
b^  appointed  firom  each  State  and  Territory  with  reference  and  in  pro- 
portion, as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  number  of  repre^utatives  and  dele- 
gates to  Congress ;  and  that,  until  such  a  proportion  shall  have  been 
established,  all  future  appointments  shall  be  made  fi'om  such  States  and 
Territories  as  have  not  their  relative  proportion  of  midshipmen  on  the

be  considered  as  a  Territory  in  this  behalf 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  so  much  of  the  act  entitled 
an  act  to  regulate  the  pay  of  the  navy  of  tl^e  United  States,  approved 
March  third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  as  provides, 
that  no  officer  shall  be  put  on  fiirlough  but  at  his  own  request,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  lieu  of  the  mode  hereto- 
fore provided  by  law,  the  engineer-in-chief,  and  chief  engincfers  of  the

That  the  accounting  officers  of 
the  Treasury  Department  be  authorized  and  directed,  in  the  settlement 
of  the  account  of  Rodman  M.  Price,  as  parser  of  the  United  States 
steam-ship  Missouri,  to  credit  him  with  such  portion  of  the  amount  of 
the  slops,  small  stores,  and  money,  with  which  he  stands  charged  on  the 
books  of  the  Fourth  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  as  they  shall  be  satisfied 
was  consumed  or  lost  by  the  burning  of  said  vessel ;  not,  however,  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  and  sixty  dollars ;  and  that  the  said 
Rodman  M.  Price  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  exonerated  fiom  all  liability  on 
account  of  the  provisions  which  were  lost  with  said  vessel. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sutn  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand ddlars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  marine  hospitals  upon  the  sites  owned  by  the  United  States 
at  Pittsburg  in  Pennsylvania,  Lduisville  in  Kentucky,  and  at  Cleveland 
in  Ohio,  under  the  direction  of  the  Seciretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  whete  proposals 
for  any  contract  or  contracts,  to  be  made  by  any  of  the  Elxecative  De- 
partments or  Bureaus,  and  (n  all  cartes  where  notices  of  any  description, 
issuing  fix>m  the  same,  are  now  required  by  law  to  foe  advertised,  the 
same  shall  be  advertised  by  publication  in  the  two  newspapers,  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  having  the  largest  permanent  sobscriptian,  and  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Executive  in  any  third  paper  that  may  be  published

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congreu  assembled^  That  Congress  doth  con- 
sent that  the  territory  prc^rly  included  within,  and  rightfully  belong- 
ing to  the  Republic  of  Texas,  may  be  erected  into  a  new  State,  to  be

WmEEiAS,  br  an  act  of  ConereaB  of  the  7th  of  June,  1636,  it  was  enacted  that 
when  the  Indian  tiUe  to  all  the  lands  lying  between  the  State  of  MiaBoari 
and  the  Missonri  river  should  be  extinguished,  the  jurisdiction  over  said  land 
should  be  ceded  by  the  said  act  to  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  the  western 
boundary  of  said  State  should  be  then  extended  to  the  Missouri  river,  reserv- 
ing to  the  United  States  the  original  ri^ht  of  soil  in  said  lands,  and  of  dis- 
posing of  the  same;  and  whereas,  it  was  m  and  by  the  said  act  provided  that 
the  same  should  not  take  effect  until  the  President  should,  by  proclamatioo, 
declare  that  the  Indian  title  to  said  lands  had  been  extin|pLBbed,  nor  ontil 
the  State  of  Missouri  should  have  assented  to  the  provisions  of -the  said 
act: 
And  whereas,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  (jeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri, on  the  16th  of  December,  1896,  expressing  the  assent  of  the  said  State 
to  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  Congress,  a  cop^f  of  which  act  of  tiie 
Greneral  Assembly,  duly,  authenticated,  has  been  officiallycommunicated  to 
this  Government,  and  is 'now  on  file  in  the  Department  of  State: 
Now,  THBRETORK,  I,  Martik  Vah  Burkn,  Pr^ident  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  do,  by  this  my  proclamation,  declare  and  make  known,  that  the  Indian 
title  to  all  the  said  lands  lying  between  the  State  of  Missouri  aiid  the  Missouri 
river,  has  been  extingmshed,  and  that  the  said  act  of  Congress  of  the  7th  of 
June,  1836,  takes  effi^t  from  the  date  hereo£
